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PREFACE. 


T is not to be attributed only to Cuſtom, but ſometimes it's neceſſary, in order 
to the Readers greater convenience , that Books are commonly recommended 
to their peruſal, by ſomewhat prefatory, as Epiltles, Ov. the uſe of them being 
chiefly, to render an account of what they contain, and by a ſhort Antipaſt, to 
repreſent to theur , what they are likely to find in the Entertainment of the 

whole Work, This conſideration hath obliged me to a compliance with others, and 
to acquaint my Reader, what occaſioned my engaging npon this Subjed, and what 1 
have done therein. 

As T ever had a oreat veneration for the moſt Noble Order of the Garter, ſo muſt 
it needs be imagined, that I was accordinely much concerned, in the late unhappy 
times, to ſee the honor of it trampled on , and it ſelf ſunk into 4 very low eſteent 
auzong us. That refleFion put me npon thonehts , not only of doing ſomething , that 
nicht inform the world of th? Nobleneſs of its Inſtitution , and the Glory which in 
proceſs of time it erquired , both at home and abroad; but alſo of drawing up, in 
the nature of a Formulary, both the Legal and Ceremonial p2rt thereof, jor the bet- 
ter conduct of ſuct is might be therein aſterwards concerned, in caſe the Eclipſe, it 
then waded under in eur Horizon, ſhould prove of ſo long continuance , as that 
many occurrences, worthy of knowledge, might come to be in a manner forgotten. 

Upon the firſs communication of my deſten , to the late Reverend Do&or Chriſto» 
pher Wren, Regiſter of the ſaid Order , it received not only his full approbation, 
but alſo his ready aijzſtance in the uſe of the Annals thereof , then in his cuſtody : 
From thoſe, and other authentick Manuſcripts and Autographs, particularly relating 
to the Order, and a painful an1 chargeable ſoarch of our publick Records , I had 
colleFed the greateſt part of my A41ttertals , before the happy Refteuration of his now 
Majeſty the preſent Soveraign of this moſt Noble Order 5 who, being afterwards ac- 
quainted with wiat T hal done, was moſt graciouſly pleaſed to countenance it , and 
encourage me in the proſecution thereof. 

The Work in geveral contains an Hiſtorical account of the Laws and Ceremonies 
of the ſiid moſt Noble Order 5 but more particularly , its [nftitution , the manner 
and order obſerv24 in Elections , Inveltitures , ad Tnſtallations of Knights , the 
Holding of Chapters, Celebration of Feſtivals, the Formality of Proceedings, the 
Magnificence of mbatties ſert with the Habit , to Stranger Kings and Princes 3 i 
ſam, all other things relative to the Order. In the illuſtration whereof”, Thave inſerted 
(where they properly occur d) the moſt eminent and conſtderable Caſes, which have re- 
quired and received diſtu(ſron 712 Chapters, the. deter rinations therewpon becoming 
Rules and Laws 5 hence it may be obſerved , that the Foundation and Superſtru- 
Cres of the Order, were laid and raiſed upon the exateſt Rules of Honor. And to 
ſupply the failer and defefts of the Annals, 1 have been forced to make uſe of Me- 
mortals vc! Relations, yet ſnch as were taken notice of, and committed to wri- 
ting, either by jo.20 of the Officers of the Order, or thoſe of Arms, during the times 
of their attendance on the Service of the Order , and conſequently of ſufficient au- 
thority for me to 1lze on. ww 

To uſher in theſ*, T have giver a Profpe& of Knighthood 7 General, of the ſe- 
veral Orders of Knighthood , us alſo of the Antiquity of the Caſtle and Colledge 
of Windetor 5 4d c{ojod +1, with the Honors, Martial Employments, and famous ' 
Actions, the Matches and lilues of the Founder, and firſt Knights-Compantons, 
as alſ5 a perfect Catalogne of thezy Succellors to this very preſent. All which are 
adorned with variety of Sculptures, properly relating to the ſeveral parts of the 
Work : But the following Synoplis of its whole Contexture, and the Heads of the 
Chapters, will exci(? 2 further erlirgement here. |

ſitions of both Criticks and Antiquaries have proved fruitleſs, and of little aduan- 
tage, and the things themſelves lye yet buried in obſcurity. *

Of the Antiquity of Knighthood. 


N tracing out the beginning and original of Kz7ghthood, though we are not Koighthood 
ſo vain, as to offer at the deriving this degree or order from betbre the Crea- Greeks "= 

tion, and ſay, that Saint2Lchael the Archangel 1s prixrier Chevalier, being fo ſtyled 
inthe Preamble to the Statutes of the Order of Morſterr Saint Michael; or Prinier 
Chevalier de Fordre de Paradis, as he is called in the i Inſtrument of Election of | Penes Came- 
our King Henry the Eighth, into the ſaid Order of $4int Michael, by the French '*"* RT 
King Francis the firſt : Yet may we very well aftirm, Kzjehthood to be neer as an- 
cient as Yalour and Herozch Vertue 3 albeit the Ceremonies and Circumſtances 
thereof, have been much varied and transformed 1n ſeveral Ages, and among the 
ſeveral Nations, where this Dignity hath at any time flouriſhed. And therefore 
with much probability, and ſome juſtice, may we derive the Original of arilitary 
Honor, whence moſt of our Fxropears account it their greateſt honor to derive 
their Original, namely, from Troy. | 

Forof how great renown its Kzjehts were of old, namely. HeFor,Troilus, Xncas, 
Antenor, with many others, for their Knightly deeds 5 and how great glory they 
acquired by their xzilitary Vertue,may be lufficiently learnt from thoſe things, which 
are recorded in the Hiſtories of them. : 

Soamong the Creeks, Acarmremmon, Menelans, Pelens, Hercules, Diomedes, Tela- 
mon, Tlyſſes. Patrecl;s, and ſeveral others, were ſuch, as left behind them, an ever- 
laſting Vicmortal of their Knightly actions 3 to inflame the young Nobility that 
was growing up, by the examples of Achilles, and themſelves, to the imitation 
and puriuit of their vertnes and valiant enterpriſes. 

Bur left this may be thought roo much to be eranted, we ſhall endeavour to 
ſtrengthen Our conjecture, with ſome obſervations out of H ozzer, by whom we 
oticn find the word innirys, uſt din the ſame ſenſe, as Fques was afterwards among 
the 725/25, 2s will appcar in thele following Veries of his,

Within a ſhort time after the Inſtitution of the Celeres, Servins Tullus ordain- 
ed, that thoſe who did ſucceed in that Body, ſhould be elefted exCernſ# 3 to wit, 
from a conſiderable and certain valuation of their Eſtates, entred in the Cexſors 
Book, called the Equeſtr;an Cenſe. 

This 1s confirmed by Dionyſins Cex Piſone in primo Annalinm) © Servins ({aith c Lib, 4. p; 
he) choſe the mmber of Knights out of the Citizens who had the greateſt Cenſe, and 223» 
were of the moſt noble Families. 

Wherefore it cannot be denied, that Fqres was at this time (which was even 
in the infancy of the City) a Title, not only of Dignity, but alſo that the Equrztes 
were then choſen from among thoſe Roms, eminent both for Noblenels of Ex- 
traction and Eſtate ; Neither were more conſiderable Qualifications required 
of any, who were admitted into the Fqreſtrian Order, in the following times. 

The Roman Stute was at firit conſtituted (as at this day is the Venetian) of 9 two d Ref. Antiq. 
degrees only, namely, Patritians and Plebeians : For neither the three Centuries, Rem. bt Cl 7+ 
inſtituted by Ro-wmlus, nor their increaſed number, appointed by Tarquinins Priſ- 
cus, nor thoſe choſen by Servizs Tullys from the Cenſe, and added to the former, 
were mouldedinto a peculiar degree, while Zoxze was governed by Kirgs 3 but 
ſoonafter the Equeſtrian Order began tobe formed, andconttituted one of the three 
Orders in the Common-wealth : the Celeres then in being, were the very per- 
fons of whom was compoſed and madeup the Body of that Society, whichthen, & 
thencetorward, was called Ordo Equeſter or Fqueſtris, (for both words are found 
to be indifferently uſed among the Ancients) from whence it appears, that the Ori- 
ginal and Foundation of the Equeſtrian Order, is plainly deducible from (if nor 
the ſame with) the Celeres, ſinceall the alteration lay, not in diflolving and taking 
away, but in making them known by anew Title. Nay ſo little, orno diticrence, 
1s put by Salalns between thoſe of Roxnilys his Inſtitution, and the Fqueſtriamn 
Order, that ſpeaking of the Celeres, he ſaith, ©7he whole Equeltrian Order did then ene Re Mit.

And to give light to this phraſe, give us leave to borrow the affiltance of 8 Ca- 3 yerbo Equer, 
lepine (being next at hand) whonotes, that the Romans did call thoſe, who were 
advanced tothe Fqueſtriar Dignity, Or Were deſcended from fome of the Eque- 


ſirian Order, Knights. And leſt this be not cleer enough ſpoken by him, or 


that the words need further explication, he (1n the ſame place) tellsus, that the 
Latine Writers, in relation to the Knjehtly Dignity, uted three kinds of ſpeech, 
Viz.

And hence it isevident, that 2. Yalerizs the Father(who cauſed this Fpitaph to 
be inſcribed) was thea no Serafor, but a Knight, and of the Equeitrian Order, 
though not noted with that Title in the Tnſcriptionz and conſequently, that his 
Son Yalerins might therefore juitly be ſaid tobe Natus Eques Romans. For when 
once a man was adm tt<d intothe Fquzſtri in Dienty, the appell:tion of Eques be- 
longed, and was accultomably given to all his male iflue, who kept that Title, 
until they were advanced inty the $2yate,or degraded for ſome mildemeanour.

pod And thus have we let in a glimps of the Equeſtrian Order, eſtabliſhed among 
the Romans, with its Dignity and Honors, which for many Ages flouriſhed in 
oreat glory and reputation; it being the continual care of that famous Nation, 
to preſerve, partly, the Fame of valiant men to poſterity,by the memory of their 
noble Acts; and partly, toſtir up the ſpirits of the younger ſort, to the imitation 
of their Virtue 3 upon whom the glory of their Anceſtors might have ſuch an in- 
flucnce, as to make them eagerly contend for the attainment of a like degree of 
Honor, by proportionate degrees of Virtue and Noble deeds. All which we have 
thought requiſite to bring in by way of Introduction, to thoſe Kniehtly Honors, 

that afterwards ſucceeded. in the world. | 
What we have further to ſay inthis Chapter, ſhall be to touch apon thoſe de- 
grees of Knighthood, which have been perſonal, and obtained by Creation only, 
Cafter ſuch time as the French Empire took beginning) and are, or may be com- 
prehended, under the modern Title of Equites Aurati, or Milites (impliees, (be- 
ing indeed all of one nature, albeit they received ſeveral denominations, from 
thoſe various Eniigns of Honor, and Ceremonies of Creation, wherewith the 
Dignity hath been in ſeveral Ages fince particularly beſtowed) and as this Eque- 
ſtrian Dienity 1s diſtinguiſhed from the ſeveral Orders of Chevalry inſtituted 1n 
Chriſtendom, whether they be of greater orleſs note, who have receivedtheir 
Fitles as Kights, uſed together with that of their peculiar Orders, which differ- 
enceth them from thoſe we call a7lites ſimplices. Inthe circumſtances of whoſe

Bath; to which end, he dclircd their opinion, touching the fitneſs and convent- 
ency thereof. 

Which 0ffrers, from precedents of the differences and marks {ct upon Robes 
belonging to ſeveral Degrevs of Nobility and Homor, and from the Enfigns and 
Ornaments of K»zehthoot, ultd tor diſtinctions ſake, both at home and abroad, 
being eſteemed as peculiar marks of Soveraienty in the Giver, and eminent tokens 
of Honor 1n the Receivers grounded their opinion, that ſuch Or-amerts for di- 
ſtinction of thoſe two Degrees, namely of Baronets and Knjehts Batchelors,vvere 
no way unfit or inconvement, cither to his ſaid Majeſty, or to his Subjects : But 
It teems, there wasnothing turther done inthis matter.

© in words proper to the ancient Militia. What the former had ſaid of the Foot

Chevalier, 
and conferr'd the ſame upon their men of Arms,fo did the Frexchz among whom, 
the word Chevalier hath the like ſigmification and relation: For at fir(t, it pro- 
perly fignifieda Horſeman, Or one that rides a Horſe 3 but atlength it came to be 
uſed among them, more peculiarly to expreſs one, upon whom the Honor of 
Kniehthood had been beſtowed.

The giving of the publick or military Forſe was a far more ancient Ceremony, 
than that of beſtowing the Xie : there being a time when only thole who reccelV- 
ed the publick Horſe, were of the Fqueſtrian Order, and none other 3 and this was 
long bctore the Cold 7;zz5 wasuled, as a mark of this Honor.

an agreeable puniſhment, for wereadin Lzvy, that the Cenſors did not only take 
away the publick, Horſes from the Knights who came off ſafe, after the defeat at 
Canne, but ®they removed then all from their own Tribes, and wholly dif-franchiſ- n Lib.q.c.18. 
ed them. The like did the Emperors, when, in ſucceeding times,they took upon 
them to beſtow the prblick Horſes, in ſuch manner as the Cerſors had formerly 
uſed; among whomwe find, that Avexſi#s (after he had obtained his ten Coad- 
jutors)exerciſed at one time, ſeveral of the powers belonging to the Cexſors, for 
* he compelled every Knight to give an account of his life, and of thoſe whoſe manners » $ueten.in vi- 
he approved not, he puniſhed ſome, and noted others with reproach and infamy, and ta Aug.c. 39» 
many with admonition,but aſter various kinds. So alſo Caixs Calienla,whonot only 
reviewed with ſome ſeverity,the Muſters of the Equeſtrian Order, but? openly took , 14em invita 
from them their Horlſes,in whom was found any foul reproach or infemry. And thoſe Caii Cal. 6.16, 
who were leſs guilty, and culpable but of ſmaller faults,loſt alſo their dignity,to- 
gether with their Horſes,albeit they avoided that publick note of diſgrace, which 
the former underwent, from whom (as it is ſhewn) he openly, and in the face of 
all rook away their Horſes; for concerning theſe, the ſaid Szetorirs adds, 4 He q pid, 
only paſſed over their Names in reading the Rell. Now Roſinus, in laying down 
the manner and order uſed in ejecting ſuch Xz7ebts, ſaith it was thus: Ar recital 
being made by the Cerſor of all the Kzjghts, that wereinrolled inthe Ordo Eque- 
firie thoſe whoſenames he omitted, ſere thereby underſtood to be deprived of that:

Whenthe Legionary K»ights had accompliſhed the full time of ſervice in the In what man-

notice of by  Plutarch. Tt was the cuſtom ((auh he) with the Knights of Rome, 
when they had ſerved in the Wars the time appointed by the Law, to brine their Horſes u g I vits 
into the Forum, before the Duumvirs (who werecalled Cenſors) and giving an ac- ® OO” 
count under whore, and what Generals, or Captains, they had ſerved, therenpsn to be 
diſmiſſed from ſurther ſervice in the Wars: an example whereof.the ſame Plutarch 
rclates to have been given by Pompey himſelf, which was briefly thus, 
w When the two Cenfors Gell;z5 and Lextulus had placed themſelves in the F-- 
rum,to view the Knights that were to appear before them, Poxpey came from the 
farther end thereof, leading his Horſe in his hand by the Bridle (all the Enfigns 
of a Conſul being carried before him.) and paſſed by the Bars where the Cerſors 
ſat, whoſecing him ſo obedient in the obſervation of the Law, gave him great 
reſpect, after which the ſenior Cenſor thus examined him. Pompey the Great, I de- 
fire youto tell me, whether you have ſerved ſolong inthe Wars as the Law doth 
enjoin? To which he anſwered, that. he had, and under no other Captain than 


him(clt'; whereupon the Cerſors roſe up from their Seats, and accompanied him 
home to his Houlc. Juſtus

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Juſtus Liplias* exhibits the Reverle of a Coyz, which he refers to the Emperor 
Claudius, as made upon his reviewing of the Legionary Knights, whereon 1s 
drawn the Cenſor fitting in the Forum, and a Knzght leading his Horſe up to him, 
and underneath is this word CENSOR. inſcribed 3 which fince I have not met 
with in any other Author, who writes concerning the Roxzar Cops, I thought ne- 
cellary to mention 1n this place 3 together with another Koman Cogn given us by 
y Hubertzs Goltzius. Ttns latter might poſtibly be ſtamped by 24. Twllizs Decula; 
who was Conſul with Cnexs Cornelins Dolabella, in the * 672. year after the foun- 
dation of the City. 

And although on the Reverſe the Cezſor 1s not to beſeen fitting in the Forum, 
as in the former, yet there 1s a Figure repreſenting a Knight leading his Horſe, 
and in the very ſame poſture as before, which doubtleſs was deſign'd by Tyll;#s 
Decula, to repreſent the manner of bringing a publick Horſe to a review before 
the Cerſors3 and to ſtrengthen this conjecture, there 1s inſculped on the other 
ſide,the Efhgies of Servzzs Tullas, the Sixth King of Roxze. For in regard the 
Twllian Family is\aid to be deſcended from Servixs Tullus, mn remembrance there- 
of, his head was ſtamped thereupon. Yet certainly this was not all, but that as 
well the Reverſe was deſigned, to perpetuate the memory of the ſame King's in- 
ſtiruting the Cenſe, and ordaining a publick Horſe to be given to the Romarr 
K1ights, whereon to ſervein the Wars. Albert I amnot 1gnorant that the learn- 
ed Commentator upon the Duke of Croy's Coyns Camong which 1s ſet forth the 
very ſame picce) likes rather to have it repreſent a Conſular Horſe, led by a 
Groom 3 but he gives neither remarque nor obſervation of the uſe, cuſtom, or 
occaſion for a Conſular Horſe to be ſoled. 

 Weſhallcloſe our diſcourſe concerning the publick Horſe, as it was the princi- 
pal Enſign of the Equeſtrian Degree, with this obſervation 3 That amongſt the Ko- 
man Inſcriptions, collected by the great induſtry of ® Janus Gruterys, there are 
ſeveral written thus, Fquo publico honoratus, Equo publico donatus, ornatus, exor- 
natas, which at firit fight may ſeem to infer, that this publick Horſe was beſtowed 
as an Enſign of Knighthood, and the perſon thereby admitted into the Equeſiriar: 
Dignity. 

But theſe expreſſions ought more rightly to be referr'd to the premia milita- 
ria, with which the Emperors uſed to recompente ſome particular ſervice done, 
by the honor of ſuch a gift 3 and therefore we conceive it neceſſary here to inſert 
that cautionary note, which Selmaſtxs gives in this very caſe. Þ Whereſoever we 
read of any that have been honor'd or adorn'd with a Publick Horſe, it mmſt be un- 
derſtood not of him who ſerved with a publick Horſe, and really took, Horſemans 
P43, but of hinz on whom this honor had becn beſtowed by the Emperor. 

From this learned Arthor we ſhall add a further obſervation; that Fqurs publi- 
cx5 (which doth often occur in old Monuments and Inſcriptions) is by a won- 
drous, but nevertheleſs an accuſtomed ſpeech among the Komars, taken for the 
perſon himſclFf, © qxi Equo publico meret, that is, for one of the Equeſtrian Order, 
or that ſerved with a publick Horſe 3 but qui Fquo publico donatus, for one, to 
whom a pxblick Horſe had been given by the Emperor, asan honorary reward. 

Another Enſign of the Equeſtrian Order was a Ring: a Ring in Latin is called 
Annulus, 2 Circuit, from the roundneſs of its figure, whereby the Finger, as with 
a Crown is incircled ; It is alſo taken diminutively from Azrxs the year, from 
its circulating within it ſelf; but the Greciars have derived its name from the 
Finger, viz. that part of the body whereon it is worn, and called it dx7Varey. 

That it hath been very anciently uſed, is undeniable, ſeeing the Author of the 
Book of 4 Geneſ/s hath noted Pharaoh to have taken off his King (then eſteemed 
one of his Kizely Fnſiens) and put it upon Joſephs hand. 

We ſhall not nced here to exhibit the (even almoſt innumerable ) forms and 
faſhions of Rirgs, or other their various uſes, as little relating to our preſent 
purpoſe : But foraſmuch as the Gold King hath been uſed and taken as an Frſign of 
the Equeſtrian Order,and conſequently reputed as a Symbol of Hoxor, among the 


Romans asluch, it falls within what we delign, and therefore we ſhall here note a - 


few things in rclationthereunto,

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When the cuſtom of wearing X:es began firſt to be taken upat Roe, i 5:5 


afirms, that the ancient Romans WOre only the Tron Ring, © it beitrg areon tC by CT 33 C1, 
them the Enſign of Military Virtue.

I his ule of Iron Kings 

continued a great while amonglt them, as15 manifelt from the ſame Arthor, who 

allo (aith, S that it was 4 long tizme ere the Roman Senators did wear any of Gold. 

And therefore all the while the Sczafe wore only Tron Rigs, it cannot be ſuppoſed, 

that any of the Equeſtrian Order ſhoutd wear thoſe of Gold; and conſequently in 

thoſe elder Ages, the Cold King was not received, or reputed as an En/en of their 

Kniehtly Degree. | 

Howbeit in proceſs of time, we find Gold &7zgs were alſo drawn into uſe among 
the Romans; yet when they were lo, we obſcrve it was not lawful for men of 
any Degree to wear them, but only thote to whom their ule was reſtrained 3 as WY 
appears from Dion the Hiſtorian, who alledgeth, » That none of the ancient Ro- ry 1:6. 
mans, except the Senators and Knights, were permitted to wear Goid Kings. And Ariq15 c127 
now was it thar the Gold Ring became cnobled among them, when atiumed by <tl " 
theſe two Orders, which includedall the Roman Nobility. 

Theſe Rings (faith 1{dore) were given at the publick charge, i but not without i 5 In Ovigini- 
manifeſt diſtinition 3 * for to the Senators Rings were given, ſet with precious ſtones, * pag on 
to others (to wit the Knzghts ) thoſe made of maſlie Gold : which were lo called 1 ne anmut. 
(ſaith Licetus)! becauſe they were not made hollow to receive Gems into thens. Antig. C.137- 

But more particularly, the Gold King was another Frl/gn of the Fqueſtrian Or- 
der; ® Aunuli plane medinm ordinem Plebi & Patribus -inſernuere. Here Pliny mee” Fe 
notes it for. the Symbol of the middle Degree, inſerted between the Serators and o Arpian /-2. 
Plebeians, which was that of the ® Fquites, as hath been before ſhewed. __— _

And we allo obſerve, that Tacitxs doth uſe the phraſe promiſcuoully, Fqueſtri 
dienitate donare, and Anmlo honorare, to give the Dignity of Knighthood, and 
to beſtow honor with the gift of a Gol4 King: as where he tells us, fthat when ſHiR.L2.c.20, 
the Army intreated Yitell;s to make AVaticys, his Freedman, a K 1:10ht, he reprelt 
their unbeſeeming flattery 3 but ſoon after (ſuch was the ficklenels of his mind) at 
a private Banquet (which * $zcton5 laith was in Supper-time, on the firſt day of tinvita Vi- 
his Empire) he gave him what before he had deny'd, and honor d hin with Gold —— 
Rings. 

Thus we ſeethatat length Slaves were created Kg/ts, and the Jus 4nhnlornrr, 
to wit, the right of wearing a Gold Ring, was given to Freedmen, no leſsthan to 
Freeborn men. | 

But if it be inquired, why Tacitzs here uſeth the word Anni in the plural,

Whereupon, one of his Jearned * Commentators gives an inſtance in Claudius 
Ftruſcns, (whom Veſpaſiar had advanced from the condition of a Freedman, to 
the Equeſtrian Order) and notes, that the ſaid Emperor cauſed him to put off the Iron 
Ring, which Servants and Freedmennuſed to wear, and to put on a Gold Ring, the 
ot? or ark of Knightly Dignity. 

Salnraſns apon the words of Aurelins Vidor,-cited by Julius Capitolinus in the 
life of Macrinus, viz. donatun Anmlis aureis, faith thus, * Freedmen (and ſuch a 
one was Maucrinus) upon whonr Gold Rings were beſtowed, were thereby made 
Knights - beſides hetherecites the above-mentioned Verſes of Statins,and thence 
infers, that Claudins Etruſens, the perſon of whom the Poet ſpake, was a Freed- 
man, whoſe condition the Emperor had ſo changed, that of a Freedman he be- 
camea Knight, and for YIron Rings, ſuch as Freedmen did wear, he gave thoſe of 
Gold, which were the proper Enſigns of Knights. At length he poſitively con- 
cludes3 * That whereas Knights were high-born, nevertheleſs he, who having laid 
aſide hjs Iron Rings, and put on thoſe of Gold beſtowed on him by the Emperor, was 
equal to them jn honor. Agreeable hereunto is that of Freinſhemins, *the Gold 
Ring was the proper Ornament of Knights, to the end they that were henored there- 
wy _ the Emperor, ſhould be underſtood to be taken and received into the Eque- 

r1an Order. 


For the donation of the Gold Ring did beſtow upon ſlaves ſuch Priviledges and | 


Immunities, as if they had been free-bornz who being now freed from ſervice,Þ z#- 
genitatis jura conſequebantur, did thereby not only obtain the rights of Freeborn 
men, but encreaſe of Honors  <living in ſuch ſort, that they were to bear Magi- 

racy and Honors, and to ſuſtain all Offices of freeborn Citizens, like other Free- 
mer. And more particularly, 4ere alſo eſteemed to have attained unto the Eque- 
{trian Order, or enjoyed the Priviledges equal therennto. Andall this meerly from 
the donation and permiſſion of the uſe of the Gold Ring, upon receiving of 
which they < left off wearing the ror Ring, that being then (though not anci- 
ently) f a badge of ſervitude and {lavery 3 and s rejecting their old name allo, 
they aſſumed that of K779bt. 

But as this noble Symbol; the Gold Ring, was an Enſign of the Fqueſirian Or- 
der, 1o was it alſo one of the notes or (igns of diſtinftion, to difference them 
from the two other Degrees, namely, Senatorian and Plebeian. 

And firſt, though anciently while the Sexators wore plain Gold Rings, we 
confelsthe K77ghts Rings being plainalfo, carried not a Cullicient diſtinction 5 ne- 
vertheleſs after ſuchtime as the Sexators began to adorn their Rings with Gems 
and precious Stones, (as is betore noted) was the difference evident enough.

| Gold Rings ſet with precious ſtones were given to the Senators only, plain Rings 
without ſtones to the Knights, and Iron Rings to the Plebeians, which the ſaid 4u- 
thor ncre cails Ferrei Ailitares, becauſe the aforeſaid Degrees at firſt uſed the 
l ron Ring, * to ſhew themfelves good Soldjers and expert in Arms. But after ſuch 
tm-asthe Gold Ring was appropriate to the Fqueſtrian Order, the people conti- 
nuedthe cuitomof wearing the Tron Kingonly ; for albeit they enjoy'd the pri- 
Viledge of tree birth, yet becauſe they wanted Nobility they might not wear 
Goid4 Kings, but reſtcontented with thoſe of Tron. 

. We are informed by Appiar, that one of the Ornaments of a Tribune, was 
Iikewife a Gold King 3 the Tribunes (faith he) wore Gold Rings, among the Sol-

find no ſuch remark in any ancient Author. 
For had the Equeſtrian Order, after the ſaid Battel, been prohibited the uſe of 
Gold Rings abroad, until the time of Severys, doubtleſs Herodian had then men- 
tioned them to have received, not a donation, but reſtauration of this priviledge 
from Severys 3 belides, thoſe he ſpeaks of were 5eari5ra only the Foot Sol- 
diers, not Knizhts 5 moreover it was the donation of a thing & ul me5regoy fixer, 
which they never before enjoyed. And therefore molt certain it is, he could not 
intend the Knights heres tince they from ancient time had enjoy'd, and (for 
ought vc can findtothe contrary) did to this time, and beyond, continue the 
wearing of Gold Rings abroad, no leſs than at home. 
Toconclude, that which ſeems very much to perſwade, that the uſe of Gol:l

ſtery of the whole courle of days, pleadable and not pleadable, which his Ma- 
ſter Appizs Clandins Cecys had diſcovered to him; he adds, that a Bill pailed by 
general conſent, to create him Zdilis Curnlis, together with &. Anicize, without. 
any regard had to thoſe other, who, being nobly born, had I:keyite ſtood for 
that Dignity: And that at the fame time he was alſo made Tribnnys Plebzs, at 
which the whole Sexaze took ſuch offence, that they laid aiice their Rzzgs, and 
ſome thought (but were miſtaken) that the K-ze/ts did the like, nay believed 
further, that they left off their Horſe-Trappires, as if from them the name of 
Knight had been beſtowed 3 and conſequently the Phalere, nolels than the Annuli, 
or Equi, were accounted Badges of the Equeſtrian Order, atter they were drawn 
into faſhion and uſe. 

However we may ſuppoſe, that the publick Horſe,if at Frit,was not afterwards 

given naked; but with ſuch accoutrements and turniture. as werc both for ufe and 
ornament in War : the faſhion whereof may be obl--rved among thoſe Sculptures 
upon Trajans Column at Reme, a Draught whereco® was frlt inade by Julio Ro- 
#z4no, then ſet forth by Franciſcns Villamenas 2nd laſt of all, after a long and 
retchleis negle& (theſe Plates being thrown by, and welnigh ſpoil'd with ruſt 
and carclelnels,) were happily brought tolight and repaired, by the core and ex- 
pence of my noble Friend, accompliſhed with great variety of uſctul and inge- 
nious knowledge, Joh Evelyn Eſquire, during his refidence at Rome. 


SECT. VII. 
Qualifications for Knighthood. 


S touching the Qyalifications which formerly made perſons capable of this 
Honor of K»ighthood, the principal and molt remarkable were thele three, 
Atcrit, Birth, and F ſtate. 

In the right diſtribution of this Honor and Dignity, A4erit has been by all al- r. Merit, 
lowed to challenge a principal ſhare; and the deſerving judged fitteit to be 
preferr'd, before thoſe who wanted that Qualification. 

Among the Komarns,no Soldier was denycd or envyed hispart in the Prizes of 
Honor or Recompence, to wit, that ſort of Crowz, or {uch other of the AMGl;ta- 
ry Rewards which thew valour had deſcrved 3 and not only their Emperors, but 
all other Princes found the advantage of conferring benejits on the meritorious, 
in being thereby belt {crved: For thoſe who have ſhewed themſelves inclined to 
noble and valiant Actions, having once taſted the fiveet of Reward, are gene- 
rally ſo encouraged, as no danger hath ſeem'd too great toattempt, no enterpriſe 
ſo difticult but might be made featible. But of this ſubject there 1s fo much 
ſpoke, and to be met with almoſt every where, that we nccd not add more. 

Asto the ſecond Qualification, namely, Firth; there was fo great care taken, 2. Birth, 
that (ſaith Andrew Favin)to prevent the admittance of any, not of eminent and w In le Theatre 
generous Extraction, into this Dignity z of the Ordinances made concerning the © Hmb1.r- 
Order of Knighthood, the tirſt Article is, That the parties who enter thereinto, 
ought firſt to make it appear they be Gentlemen of three paternal deſcents; and 
that the Arms they bear have been born by their Fathers, Grandfathers, and great- 
Grandfathers.

tary Colledge : which he having taken, the King of Bohemia gave him the blow on 
the Far, and then pronounced the words of ſrerification, * after which he was 
girt with the Sword.

Shortly after the Conqueſt, the Cuſtom of receiving Kn7zghthood from religi- Wars.p.531, 
ous perſons began to be reſtrained here in Erzeland, infomuch that at a Synod 
held at Weſtminſter in the year of our Lord 1102. 2is. anno tertio Hen. primi it 
was among other things ordained, 4 Ne 4tbates facinut Ailites; by which word 
Abbates, we ſuppoſe is underſtood all ſorts of ſpiritual perſons. 

However, the religious Ceremoniesfor the moſt part continued, eſpecially the

The religious Ceremonies of Bathing, Watching, and offering up the Sword at 
the high Altar, are retained amongſt us at this day, but reſtrained only to that 
peculiar Degree of Kighthood, which from hence hath the denomination of 
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Kniehts of the Bath.

teach them, that upon their taking of this Order, it did behove them to be pure of 
heart and mind, and of virtuous inclinations, valiantly to ſuffer ſor virtues ſake, 
all manner of pains and necejſuies, to be circumſpe in word and deed, and above 
all to obſerve Faith and Truth. : 

And munch to the ſame effect, but more particularly to the Ceremonies uſed, 
mFavin tells us,That the proof of Nobility being made(atter the manner which a little 
before he ſets down) the Eiquire prepared himſelf to receive the Order of Knight- 
hood, watching the night before in the Church or Chappel, with devout Prayers and 
Meditation : When morning came,he entred into his Bath, to waſh and make clean his 
whole Body, whereby he was given to know and underſtand, that in all his following 
life time, he onght to be neat and clean, as well of Body as Soul, honeſt in his Man- 
ners, and behaviour of life, wholly diſpoſed to imbrace Virtue, and to uſe in all his 
aTions, Modeſty, Providence, and Wiſdom. 

And that the like religious Ceremonies were heretofore (about the time of 
Alphonſas the Tenth) oblerved in $paizat the Creation of Knzehts, whether they 
were Cavelleros de Eſpuela d' Orada, or Armados (which arc no other than our 
Fquites Anrati, or Knights Batchellors ) may be ſeen in the " Titles of Honor, our 
learned Seldex having colleted and tranſcribed thither the manner of ſuch Crea- 
tion, from the Spaniſh Partidas 3 andis brictly thus. | 

The Perſoz that was tobe Knighted was Bathed on the Evening, and preſently 
laid in Bed, then clothed in rich Robes, and led to the Church, to perform his 
Vigils; that being over, and Maſs heard, his $pyrs were put on, and his Sword 
girt unto him, then drawn out, and pur into his right hand 5 whereupon the 0ath 
was forchwith adminiſtred to him, which taken, he that beſtowed the Dignity, 
gave him #24 Peſcocade, ablow or ſtroke on the neck, ſaying, God aſſiſt you in 
the performance of that which you have promiſed. 

To the aforeſaid Ceremonies of creating a Knight, an Oath was for the moſt 
part adjoined, which drew 1ts original from the 27:1:tury Oath, impoſed anciently 
upon the Romar Soldiers, (everal particulars of which are collected by * Sir 1:l> 
liar Segar, ſometime Garter, principal King of Arms. 

This 0ath or vow of Profeliion® Frvinobſerves to have been at all times, and in 
all places, continually uniform and alike; and tothe ſame purpoſe cites a paſlage 
out of Saint Hzerozz, relating to Nepotianus, who had the 24litary Belt beltowed 
upon him, to the end, That he ſhould relicve and proted Widows, Fatherleſs, the op- 
preſſed and miſerable, and theie particulars, together with the defence of the Church 
of Go, made up afterwards the ſubſtance of the general Yow, which for a 
Knight to obſerve and keep, and to perform all that belongs to the 9rder of Knight- 
hood, was (as? Mr. Selden obſerves, eſteemed as meritorious, as to do all that a Monk, 


mr. p85. gricr, or Canon regular ſhould. 
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In theaforeſaid Example of W:ll;am Earl of Holland, it is particularly mention- 
ed, that at the requeſt of the King of Bohemia, he might have the Yow of his 
proteſlion adminiftreds whereupon the Cardinal Petrus Capucins, gave him ad- 
monttion, what a X»zebt ought to be, in an Acroſtick,, according to the Etymo+ 
logy of his name 2zles, thus,

Laſtly, at the inſtitution of thole Chriſt;zan Orders of Knighthood, erected for 
the defence of the Holy-Land (which we ſhall in the next Chapter diſcourſe of ) 
the K"ichts entred into afolemn Yow and Oath, chiefly to propagate, and fight in 
defence of the Chriſtian Faith, and to repel the violence and cruelties of Pagar+ 
and SAUYACCNSs 

In fine, among the various Ceremonies performed at the admiſſion of Knights, 
in all the ſeveral Orders and Societies of Knighthood, whether Religious or Secu- 
lar, which have beenerected; there are none eſteemed greater, or ought more 
ſolemnly to be obſerved, than the taking of an 0ath. |

enjoy all the Rights, Liberties, and Franchiſes, accuſtomably due to all other 
Knights, throughout all his Dominions, aſwell alſo in the fame form and man- 
ner, as it the perſon had been aQually Kniehted by his own hand. 

Of this manner of Creatio-, two Prelidents are exhibited by the Anthor of the 
2 Juriſprudentia Heroica, the one granted by Philip the Fourth King of Spain, tO a Fag. 39s; 
Sir Philip Ryckewaert, Councellor of his Council of Brabant, dated at Madrid | 
the twenty ſeventh of Ofober 1663. and the other by the preſent King, namely, 
Charles the Firſt, and Afary Anne Queen Regent, to® Leon Jean de Pape, Coun- b P4.394: 
cellor alto, and Advocate of the Exchequer, of his ſaid Council of Brabazt. dated 
Iikewite at zdrid the fixteenth day of December Anno Domini 1665. 

Thele Royal Codicils have ſometimes (though very rarely) extended fo far, as 
tomake this Knightly Degree hereditary, which being unknown among us, in 
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peror of Germany, whireby this Dignity or the Degree of Knight of the Roman 
Empire (as therem it 1s called) 1s granted by him (20. Nov. 1553.) to* Sir Stepher 
Prats of Barcelon,and made to reach to his poſterity, which then, or afterwards, 
ſhould be born. As alſo another of the ſame Emperors, made to! Lucas de Broyart, 
the twenty fourth day of September 1540. that extends much farther, to wit, not 
only to himſelf and Children, born or to be born, their Succeſlors and Heirs, 
and the Succeſiors and Heirs of their Children, born in lawful Matrimony, and 
carrying the Surname of Brozart; but alſo to all thoſe who ſhould marry any of 
the Daughters of the ſaid Zxke, or the Daughters of his Sons, their Succellors 
or Heirs. 

There are beſides Examples of Grazts in this nature, which take in the Colla- 
teral Lines, as in that ancient Diplomue, which Sir Edward Bysſhe Knight, Cla- 
renceux King of Arms, hath transferr'd to his* Notes wpor Upton, where it ap- 
pears, that Ryymzord Viicount of Taurine, arno 1219. granted to Rodulph de Beſſa, 
thathe and his Nephews (Sons to his Brother Ademar) and their Succeilors ſhould 
be Knights, and enjoy all the Priviledees and Honors of Kniebts : This 1s the an- 
cienteſt that I have met with of this ſort 3 to which there 1s another 1a that place 
adjoined, whereby Maximilian the Emperor granted the Dignity of Knighthood 
to f Thomas Salerrvitana, Preſident of the Council of Naples, and to his ſeven Bro- 
thers therein named, and their Sons born or to be born, and their Male deſcen- 
dants 77 infinitune. 

But there 1s one Example of greater rarity, in relation to the creating of 
Knights, thanany yet remembred, viz. by the barefignification of a Kirely Letter, 
without uſing either any of the afore-mentioned Ceremonies, or granting Letters 
Patents under Seal tothat purpoſe. Of which kind the Anthor of the *furiſpru- 
dentiz Heroica, gives an inſtance worthy taking notice of: where s Philip the 
Fourth King of Spair, the fifteenth of Jarrazry 1633. conferr'd upon all the Cap- 
tains that had behaved themſelves valiantly in the defence of 7aſtricht (then 
lately beſt-ged by the Hollanders) and remained faithful tothe Spaniſh intereſt, to 
wit, "to thoſe of them that were Gentlemen, the title of Knights 3 and to others that 
of Gentlemen. 

Having thus briefly ſhewed the various forms of Creation of Knights Batchelor, 
if any be further defirous to know, what were the ancient Kites and Ceremonies, 
uſed at the making of Knzghts Banerets among us, the Example of Sir John Chan- 
dos, m the Reign of King Fdward the Third, will give ſufficient information, 
which b-1ng ar lirge recorded by iSir John Froiſerd, and from him by * Cambaen, 
and! Se/der, it will be ncedleſsro tranſcribe them hither. With what Ceremony 
alſo the Duke of Burerndy made the Seienenr de Sans Baneret 1n Flanders, 1s rc- 
ported by ® 4»drew Fatin. 

But :n later times it appears, that he that was advanced to this Honor in the 
Field, " went between two ſenior Knights, with Trumpets before them, the He- 
ralds carrying a long Banner called a Penon, with his Arms painted thereon and 
{o. ws vroughtunto the Kirg or his Lieutenant, who bidding him good ſucceſs, 
commanded the end or tip of the Banner tobe cut off, that of an oblong it might 
become a 'quare, hike the Banner of a Zaron : this done, he returned back to his 
Tent, conducted as before. 

In thc la(t place, there aremany and various Ceremonies performed at the Crea- 
tion of 2 K-ight of the Bath, as appears by the Formulary thercof in old French, in- 
ſerted by Sir Fdward Bysſhe, among his® Notes upon Upton, and in Engliſh by 1/il- 
liam Drgd ile Elquire, Norroy King of Arms, into his? Antiquities of Warwick-ſhire 5 
to waich werefer our Xeader for a full view, as we doin all other like Caſes, where 
things at large may bercadily had,purpoſely to avoid the ſwelling of this diſcourſe, 
beyond what 1s neceflary, We ſhall therefore cloſe with this oblervation,that the 
Knichts of the Bath, made by the preſent Soverezer of the moſt Noble Order of the 
Garter, to attend him at his Coronation, were created with the principal - all 
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thoſe Ceremonies noted in this SeCtion, and appointed to Knights Batchellors, 
both in former and later times, which to compleat their Honor, were jointly 
united and placed upon them: for they Watched and Bathed, they took an Oath, 
they were girded with a Sword and Belt, andlaſtly Dubbed by the Kine, with the

SECT. X. 
Of the Dignity, Honor, and Renown of Knighthood. 


Efore we conclude this Chapter, it will be neceſſary to ſubjoin ſomething con- 
B cerning the Dignity, Honor, and Renown appropriate to the Knightly Order 3 
whercunto, though enough might be ſaid to fill a Volume, yet to avoid ted:- 
ouſneſs, we ſhall touch only upon theprincipal and molt material. 

OF all Yjrizes thoſe that have gain'd the higheſt honor and repute, are the | 
Military, hereupon ſaith1G. Acacins Everkelizs,a Noble modern Writer 3 7t 3s 20t qÞe 4 gs 
without great reaſon, that in all renowned and ſamous Common-wealths, which ever EI 
were, great honors and profits have been propoſed to military perſons, and in conſe- 
quence we hear of ſeveral Prerogatives, Priviledges, gnd proper Rights granted to 
them, above other men ; yea it will appear, n9t only livine, but alſo after death, having 
died for the Common-wealth, they are ſtill honored, in a high degrec, and ever to be 
honored. And to the great honor of Baldwinus Pulchrobarbus, Earl of Flan- | 
ders, 1t1s remembred,* that he conferr'd many Prerogatives upon the Knightly Dzg- COm_ be.

But of all the Titles of Honor, Xn7ehthood (being a Degree above common : 
Honor) mult be acknowledged the firſt and moſt principal, derived from the freld —& _ 
and military fervices 5 whoſe very Name and 7T:tle (as © Mennenins attirms) ſeemed hog Equeſt- 
to include ſomewhat of magnificence, beyond what he was able to expreſs, and * 
ſomething more exccllent than Nobzlity it ſelf; and which, asit were, mounting 
the Royal Throne, becomes the afſertor of crvil Nobility, and fits as Judge at 
the Tribunal thereof. | 

Our learned © Cax:bder notes from ſome of our Law Books, that Knight 1s a t $ Brit. pag.

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Iſle of Man, by the fame King. All which ſufficiently demonſtrate the great 
Renown of Knjebthood, and the honor and eſteem which was ever had for that 
order. : 

The eſtimation of Kniehthood may be yet further manitelt from divers expreſ- 
ſions, in that part of an Edi (tranſcribed by < Mr. Seldez, out of Gol4aſtys) 
which Conrade King of the Komars lent to thoſe of Palermo, to give thei aorice 
he had reccived the Order of Knighthood 5 which he did after this manner,f That 
althonoh he onght not to want the Ful'gns and Tokens of Military Honor, conſidering 
the nobleneſs of his Birth, and greatneſs of his Dienity (he atthat tme (waying two 
Scepters) yet becauſe he had not as then received the Military Girdle (eſtabliſhed by 
venerable Antiquity ) he did chuſe to adorn himſelf therewith in that Month of Au- 
ouſt (wherein the laid Edictpaſled) to the end, that from thence the tlower of his 
widtorious years might put on the Enhgns of greater valor, and the excellency of this 
new MAlilitis renew the luſtre of original Nobility. What peculiar reſpects 
Knigkts have had paid them in our own Nation, Mr. $e/dex hath colle&ed from 
our legal proceedings, and ſet down in his Titles of Honor, pag. 783, 784, 785, 
and 785. 

In the cloſe of this Chapter, we think fit to inſert a few memorials of that ad- 
ditional tavour(1n augmentation of the K7ghtly Honor) which ſome of our Kings 
have pleas'd to afford thole Strargers, on whom they have conferr'd the Dignity 
of Knighthood; and to make it more known and publick, given Declarations 
thercot under the Great Seal of Fzglind (where the perſon fo honored made ſute 
for the ſame) whereby they have declared and atteſted, that willingly, and of 
their own accord, they have givenand conferr'd onthem the Degree, Honor,and 
Title of a Knight, asdueto their Virtuesand Merits 3 to theend, that thoſe per- 
ſons ſhould be e{freemed and ranked in the place and number of Knights, alwell 
among their own Subjects, as in their own Countries, and alſo by all perſons 
elſewhere 3 no leſs than themſelves ſhould eſteem any other honorable and wor- 
thy men, adorned with the like Honor fromother Kings and Princes. 

The firſt that we have met with in this kind, was given by King Henry the 
Eighth, to Sir Gregory de Caalis, born of a Noble Family in Rome, on whom 1n 
conlideration of his Virtues and Merits, the Xizg had beſtowed the Honor of 
Knighthood 5 as may be collected from a 8arrart directed to the Cardinal Arch- 
Biſhop of York his Chancellor, to make out Letters Patents under the Great 
Seal, as well of the ſaid Order of Kniehthood, as of the Grant of an annual Pen- 
{lton, of twohundred Crowns of Gold per Annu, during his lite; for the better 
and more honorable maintenance of that Dignity. 

H1slate Majeſty of ever bletled memory, King Ch.rles the Firlt, having Knight- 
ed Sir James Cats, Doftor of Law, Syndick of Dort, and Amballador extraordi- 
nary to his faid Majelty from the States General of the United Provinces was allo 
pleas'd (269 Jar. 1627.) to give him a Þ Declaration thereof, under the Great 
Seal of England, to notific his being fuch, not only withus here, but in his own 
Country, andellewhere. | 

And ſometimes there hath paſt in theſe Letters Teſtimonial, a kind of Emnnoble- 
ment totheir Poſterity (where that hath been before wanting to the Family) which 
the Kzzg in regard of the Knights great Virtue and Merits, hath thereby rais'dinto 
that Depree, I tle, and Dignity of Gentleman 3 as may be teen by thole* Letters 
Patents, granted to Sir [ewrs Van Alteren, eldeſt Son to $im107 Van Alteren, Lordof 
Facrsvelt, and Counccllor in the Court of Admiralty of Amſterdant, dated the 
twenty ninth of Jaruary ano, 4. Car. 1. 

The like *£ Letters Patents of Declaration of KXjehthood and Ennoblement of 
Poſierity, were ſhortly attcr (viz. 26. Feb. following) given to Sir Peter Pair, SON 
of Sir 4drian Par, Lord of Hemſted, and then extraordinary Ambafador from 
the aforcſaid States General. 

But in ſome others, this declarative Clauſe, of having beſtowed the Dignity of 
Krightheod, hath been much more contracted, then inthe Precedent before remem- 
bred, and the teſtimony of donation only, and that briefly expreſs'd: as in thoſe 
Letters Patents made forth to Sir! Aloyſius Contareni, Leiger Ambatlador = the 
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State of Yenice, to King Charles the Firſt, 2c. July 1629. as alſo to Sir ® Peter Paul 
Rubens,Secretary to the King of Spair, and one of the Privy Council in Flanders, 
I5. December 1630. to both of whom he thereby alſo gave augmentation of Arms. 

With theſe before mentioned, may be here alſo inſerted a few Examples, teſtify- 
ing the Creation of a Knzght from abroad; ſuchlike Royal Declarations being of- 
tentimes granted by the Emperors of Ger-any,and other Foreign Princes, tothe 
Knights they have Created, both for the ſame reaſon, and upon the like ground, 
as 1s before noted. | 

Such was that Imperial Diploma of Rodulph the Second, Emperor of Germany, 
given at his Courtat Pragne,the ſecondof Juxe 1610. whereby he declared to have 
"created and ordained Sir Aobert Sherley (our Countryman) a true and lawful 
K7ight, to have received him into the State, Degree, and Honor of Knighthood, to 
have girt him with the &word of Valor,and adorn'd and inveſted him with theRobes, 
Enſigns, and all other Arms and Ornaments, appertaining to the Order of Knight- 
hood, according to the Imperial Cuſtom - Decreeing moreover, by his ſaid Im- 
perial Authority, that for the future he ſhould be eſteemed, reputed, named, and 
honored for a zrze and lawful Knight, without lett or contradiction, and might uſe, 
poſſeſs,and enjoy all whatſoever Honors, Frerogatives, Enſigns,Priviledges, Freedoms, 
Favors,and Liberties, which the reſt of his Knights, the Knights of the Koman Em- 
pire, as allothe Knights of S. John of Hieruſalexz uſed, poſleſied, and enjoyed, in 
what manner ſocver ; either of right or cuſtom, none whatſoever forbidding the 
contrary. 

There 1s tranſcribed into the * Juriſprudertia Heroica, a like Diploma at large, 
and almoſt in the ſame words, granted to Sir Charles Bellehe by the ſame Empe- 
ror 5 in which it is allo teſtified, that rhe had by the ſtroke of his Sword, and. 
Imperial word, made, created, nominated, and conſtituted him a Kzight, and 
infeſted him with the Enſigns of the Equeſtrian Order, and other Ornaments ap- - 
pertaining thereto; and by virtue and force thereof, did decreeunto him the Ho- 
nors, Enſigns, and Priviledges, which other Knights did uſe, poſleſs, and enjoy, 
without any impediment or contradiction. 

Laſtly, the Diploma of Gnſtavas Adolphus King of Sweden, made to Sir Henry 
St. George Knight, late Richmond Herald at Arms, when he was employed to 
carry the Enſ1gns of the moſt Noble order of the Garter to that King (and tran- 
ſcribed by 4 Mr. Selden)is worthy of mention here : Wherein his Creation into 
the Dignity of Kzighthood, 1s teſtified to have been ſolemnly performed in the 
view of the whole Army, and thereby is given and conferr'd upon him all Ho- 
nors, Priviledges, Immunities, Liberties, Rights, Preheminences, and Enſtgns 
whatſoever, which at any time, according to the Cuſtom of any Place, had 
been granted to this Order of Knzghthood; fo that he might publickly uſe, poſ- 
ſeſs and enjoy the ſame, in the preſence of all men, and among all Emperors, 
Kings, Oc. without any prohibition, either in word or deed. And morcover, 
this Kirg, as a greater teſtimony of his favour, did thereby grant unto the ſaid 
Sir Henry, an augmentation of the Royal Arms of $weder, tobe born and uſed 
by him and his deſcendants. 

Something like the Royal Declarations before remembred, are thoſe Atteſta- 
tions and Certificates of Knighthood, made, as occaſion requires, inſtead of Cod:- 
cils, by ſome of the Kings, and Heralds of Arms in Flanders, for manifeſtation 
and truth, no leſs than perpetual memory of the Creation, and the Honor there- 
by accruing to them, and their deſcendants, who have actually received the 
Dignity of Knjghthood, to the end they might be acknowledged and reputed for 
Knights, andenjoy and uſe the Honors, Priviledges, and Prerogatives, due to that 
Degree, with other Knjehbts. 

Two ſuch Declarations are ſet down in the F Turiſprudentia Heroica, the one 
made on the behalf of Sir Hieroze $andeliz (Knighted at the ſolemn entrance 
and inauguration of Philip then Prince of Spain into Antwerp) the twelfth day 
of September in the year 1549. and ſubſigned by Jean de Arroyo, Claude Marion, 
and Gerard de Marbais, Heralds of Arms to the ſaid Prince; the other by Sir 
Anthony Beaulincourt Knight, Toiſon d'or, Principal King of Arms, Henry de la

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Tour, Brabant, Eſtienne de Morez, Haynau, Claude Marion, Bourgoigne, Jear 
de Demecdrano , and Piere de Vernois, allo Kings of Arms to Phzlip the Se- 
cond, King of Caſtile and England, for Sir Roland Longin, who was Knighted 
by the ſaid King at Antwerp, the twenty third day of January, Auno Domini 
1555. wherea Chapter was then held, for the EleCtion of Knights into the Order 
of the Golden Fleece.

SECT. L 


Of ancient Societies analogous to the Ocders of Knighthood. 


Lthough the 0rders remembred in this and the next Chapter, may 
ſeem to have had their original from the Fqueſtrian Order among 
the Romans; nevertheleſs, we may oblerve from Stories yet 
more anctent, ſome things bearing proportion or relemblance 
to thelo modern Socicties of Kziehthood. And this, though we 

do not take any great notice of certain old Rabinical Comments, concerning 
the Anakin, or Sons of Anak, who (according to *® Bowldonehins) were a 
Society of valiant men, imagined to have been ſo called, not from Anak, 
as being thename of any perſon, but as they were Torquati, Knights, endowed 
with a Chair or Collir, Anak ſignifying as much as Torqguisz and the Order there- 
of tohave been inſtituted at the building of the City of Hebror, which City was

SECT. IL 
The Chriſtian Inſftitatien of Knightly Orders. 


U T waving further inſtances of this nature, we ſhall touch upon the occa- 

ſion of founding Societzes and Orders of Knighthood, in the times of Chriſtia- 

nity. The grounds of their Erettion were ſeveral and different (though all termi- 
nated in one common end) among which the principal were theſe that follow. 

Firſt, a perfect and ſincere loveto Homor, and a regard had to the prudent ma- 
nagement and continual advancement of Military Afﬀairs3 and therein chiefly to 
excite and promote Y7rtxe, and to confer on it a ſutable Reward. 

Such was the Deſign of King Arthur of Britain; who*being wonderfully de- 
lighted with the valiant emulation and military experience of gallant and worthy 
men (in whoſe policy, ſtrength, and induſtry he might confidently and ſafely rely, 
if need required, in all urgent and hazardous enterprizes,) enjoined ſuch as had 
eſpecially f1gnalized themſelves by their Martial Actions,a freedom and familtart- 
ty, not only with one another, but even with himſelf: And further, to honor and 
reward their valour and deſert; he formed himſelf and them intoa Body and Fel- 
lowſhip, which he {tiled Knights of the Ronnd Table. 

Upon which account allo the X/;//tary Orders of the Oak In Navarr, the Gennet 
in Frazce, the Crown Royal among the Frizons, the Dove 1n Caſtile, and the Bear 
in $witz2rlard.took their beginning : and hitherto may bereferr'd the foundation 
of the moſt Noble 0rder of the Garter, as ſhall appear anon. 

Secondly,it isnot altogether from our purpoſe, that the generality of Romances, 
and ſeveral modern and heroic Poems (ſome of which are before remembred) 
make ſuch frequent mention of Kxzehts Frrant,riding up and down to cacounter 
Pzg4ns; tor another famous cauſe of erecting Knightly Orders,ſprung from this oc- 
cation, namely, the Incurlions and Robberies of the Saracens and Barbarians : 
to repel the violence and cruclty whereof, to vindicate the oppretied, redeem 
the injured andenflaved, to ove entertainment and relict to Pilgrims and Stran- 
gcrs, were partof the Duticsro which the Knights Hoſpitallers, Templers, and thote 
of Saint James mm Gallicia, frood engaged by their firſt foundation. *, 

A third reaſon was to fight in defence of the Chriſtian Faith, aghinſt Pagans 
and T»f4els, to propagate the Chriſtian Territories, and to Promote the fervice 
of the Catholick Church 3 which was the chief cauſe why the orders laſt men- 
tioned were in{tituted, as alſo thoſe other of the Holy Sepulchre, Calatrava, Al- 
cantar, St. Saviour of Monnt Royal, our Lady of Monteſt, of Chriſt in Portugal, and 
the Sword-Bearers in Livonid. 

And indecd, thele were the main inducements that engaged them, and many 
other Orders of Knjghthood (inftituted inthe Chriſtian world) to do famous things 
in the cauſe of Rel:vion: So that their holy zcal may be faid to have very far 
contributed to the propagation and advancement of the Chriſtian Protellion ; 
fince generally the Kz3ghts of theſe Orders have employ'd themſelves in the fer- 
vice of God, and ſpent their blood in the defence of his Faith. againft Saracens. 
Turks, and Unbeljcyers. "I Laſtly, 
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Laſtly, when Soveraign Princes found themſelves imbroiled in Wars or dan- 
gerous Factions, a fourth reaſon of erecting ſuch Orders, was, that they might 
by ſuch a Tye (as the Combination of many valiant Knights into a Fraternity) 
reſtore Peace, quiet all Jealouſtes, unite Aﬀections, and ſecure unto themſelves 
the alliance of laſting friendſhip and powerful aſſiſtance, both for their own,and 
their Countries ſafety and defence. Hereupon do the Orders of the Dragon in 
Hungary, of the Ermin,as allo the Kot in Naples,and of St, Michael in Fraxce,ſeem 
to have been erccted. 

And to what end were the Badees of ſuch ſeveral Orders deviſed, but to be di- 
{tributed as Pledges of remembrance, that thereby the {incerity of their love 
who had united themſelves into a Brotherhood (if at any time it ſhould grow cold) 
might be quickned and renewed, and their Friendthip increaſed and eſtabliſhed 2? 
So that though humane occurences might occation a diſtance between them, as 
to their perſons, yet were theſe Ornaments as fo many Remembrances of the 
Faith and Oath whereby they were contracted into one Body; and conſequently 
of the harmony of minds and atfections that ought to be among them.

SECT. III. 
The divifton of Knightly Orders zato Religious and Military. 


Aving thus briefly toucht upon ſome -general grounds and cauſes, for in- 
ſtituting Orders of Knighthood 1n Chriſtendom 5 betore we proceed toa par- 
ticular account of the Orders themſclyes, it will be further neceflary to acquaint 
our Reader, that the Xzze/ts of theſe Orders have been more eſpecially divided 
into two kinds, namely, Xelrgiozs or Foeleffaſtical, and Military or Secular 5 which 
diviſion we ſhall likewite follow in this place, beginning with the Religzoxs, for 
the ſame reaſons, that in all Degrees of Honor, which are cttecued of an equal 
rank, the Feeleſraſtich hath been allowed to precede the Terporal.

SECT. 3% 


Of Eccleſiaſtical Foundations dependant upon Military Orders. 


UT the Inſtitutions of thoſe orders, purely Military, were after a while 
thought roo weak to continue long, if not ſuſtained by Religion and Picty, 
and too defective, without adjoining Eccleſiaſtical perfons thereunto. Therefore 
the Fonnders,conſidering,that in all Councils and Affairs, there ſhould be a concur- 
rence of Divine aſſiſtance and Military induſtry, began to dedicate them princi- 
pally to the Honor and Worſhip of God, or to our $4v70r, or to the bleſſed Vir- 
gin, or ſome other of the $ai7ts ; thereby to gain no leſs the protection and fa- 
vour of the Divine goodneſs, on the behalf of the Fornders, and Knights Compa- 
nions of fuch Orders in general, than its eſpecial afliſtance in their Councils, Af- 
fairs, or particular Enterpriſes : And this they ſuppoſed more eaſily obtainable 
by the interpolition of men eminent for their ſincerity, piety, humility, and de- 
votion, ſet apart and appointed to fay Prayers, ſing Pſalms, and perform other 
Eccleſiaſtical Duties (the efficacy of Religion, conſiſting in the Offices of the 
Prieſts ) tor the glory, fidelity, peace, and ſafety of their Kingdoms and Subjedts, 
and the good ſucceſs of their Military Undertakings. |

\V ec thail be ſomewhat large in the account of this 0rder, becauſe we have met 
with little of 1t beſides what 1s delivered by Joſeph Michels Marques, a Spaniſh Wri- 
ter, 11 his Teſore Militar de Cavalleria (from whom And. Merdo hath colleted 
all heſaith of it ) as alſo for that it appears he was Vice-Chancellor thereof, which 
makes us preſume, he might be enabled to givea fuller and more particular account 
of 1t to the world than otkers;z and to ſay truth, the Hiſtory of it, ſet down by 
him, 18 large enough. 

Nor do we call in queſtion the authority of his atteſtations, from the time of 
Angelus Flavins Comnenus, and the Confirmation given this Order by Pope Leo

Thisancient, and (as our Author callsit) the<firſt Military Order in Chriſter 
49, took beginning rom the Emperor Conſtantine the Great, and trom him was 
cntituled, the 24tary Order of Conſtantine the Emperor. 

It was called alfof Aneelical, becauſe the Croſs with this Inſcription, 1z2 hoc 
ſeno vinces, was ſhewed from Heaven to that Emperor by an Angel ; and thence, 
they of the Family deſcended from him (among whom were the Great Aaſters of 
the Order) took the name de Angelis. 

As to the deſcription of this Croſs and the form thereof, 5 Euſebixs may be con- 
ſalted, who in the Life of Conifrtize, not only affirms, that this Emperor him- 
(-If vouched the truth of this Miracle to him with an Oath, but * deſcribes the 
Figure thereof, which the Emperor gave idirections to be made of Gold and 
precious Stones, according to the Pattern he had ſeen in the Skie, and thence- 
forward cauſed the || Figure of this Croſs to be carried before his Army, inſteadof 
the golden Standard, formerly uſed, and tobe engraven upon the Armour of the 
Legtonary Soldiers. 

He allo reports, that upon * C275fantines triumphal entrance into Rowe, after 
his Victory over 2Zzxertizs, he ercited many Croſſes with 1nſcriptions, to indear 
the Sign thereof, into all mens attcections3 and amonglt the reſt, commanded his 
own Statueto beplaced inthe chiefert part of the City, holding a Banner of the 
Croſs with the follow:ng Inſcription, engraven below it.

This Order had allo the Epithet ! Golden adjoin'd, becauſe, that inſtead of the 
Collar of Gold, which the ancient Emperors his Predeceſlors uſed to give in re- 
ward of Virtue, and military Service, this Emperor gave a Collar of Gold, com- 
poſed of theſe three Characters AxN9. at which was faſtned a Croſs, ike that which 
appeared to him, and thereunto the Image of St.Georee 3 to confirm which (ſaith 
our Author) there is to be ſeen (but we much doubt) in the Capitol at Kome, 
a \larble,whercon are armed Knights engraven,and an Inſcription ſpeaking thus, 


Coni(tantine 2h! Great, Emperor, after he was cleanſed of his Leproſee, by 
the reans of ſacred Baptiſm, thus created Golden Knights, with the Croſs 
for defence of the Chriſtian name. 


He further informs us, that® Conſtantine elected fifty illuſtrious Grandees of 
ts Empire, to be Xzights of this Order, to whom he gave the Standard of the 
[ av2rim and likewilea Collar of Gold, to which the Figure of the Labarnm,and 
a Crols were dependant, together with ſeveral Conſtitutions and Laws 3 and that 
he inſtituted this Order, with the"conſent and approbation of Pope $ylveſter. 

Avallo, that itwas confirmed by Pope? Leo the Firlt, whoſe Bull for aſſigning to 
the Knights thercof, the Rule of St. B41, dated the 20.0f July anno Domini 456. 
( Prince Alexius Angels being then Great Maſter) he tranſcribes at large. 

That it received further confirmation and approbation, from the Popes ? Julius 
the Third, Calixtys the Third, Pius the Second, $ixtzxs the Fourth, Innocent the 
Etghth, Pl the Third, $:xtrs the Fifth, Clement the Eighth, Pizs the Fifth, Gre- 


gory the Fifteenth, and Vrbax the Eighth. And whillt it flouriſhed in Greece, was 


confirmed and augmented with large Priviledges by divers ſucceeding Grecian 
Emperors, namely Leo the Firſt, 1ſ2ac Angelus anno Dom. 1191. whoſes Diploma 
this Author allo gives us, dated the 1 3. of Sept. in the year aforeſaid, and of his

The Great Maſters of this Order, have their chief Seat and Convent now at © Zr;- 
anuno,aTown nigh to Yerice,the Dignity yet continuing in the Line of Azgelo Fliawio 
Comneno; howbeit among the Priviledges granted by the Emperor 1ſaac Angelus, 
one is, * That if the Family of Azgelns Flivins Commenns ſhould be extinguiſhed, the t Fdl.go.b. 
Collared Knights may ele from among themſelves a Great Miſter. 
Among the many Prerogatives granted to this Order, by the [Imperial Privi- 
ledges and Papal Bulls, we ſhall mention a few, by which may be underſtood, 
ſomething, of the grand-ur thereof; to wit, that the Great Maſters are" Commenſa- u Fel.z.b, 
les Pontifecunt, and have the priviledge of fitting at the Table with the Pope, by 
whom they arc defended and ſupported, as Benefactors to the Chrrch, and Foun- 
dersof the Lateran Cathedralin Rowe. They are perſons of great note and au- 
thority, in that they are ſubje&t to no Prince, and therefore have the power of 
coining Money. They give titles of Counts, Princes, and ſuch others, and of 
Reverend totheir own Fraternity. They have alſo the faculty of reitoring to 
Honors, of legitimating Baſtards, of giving Degrees with the Title of Doctors, 
creating Poet Laurcats, and making publick Notaries.

As the Knights of Monteſa ſprung from the ruine of the Kz7ights Templars in 
yalentia, ſo did this Order of Chriſt (or of the *Warfare of Chriſt) ſucceed them 
in the Kingdom of Portugal. For the Knights Templars having been very ſer- 
viceable to the Kings of Portugal, in their Wars againſt the Moors, the Kings gave 
unto them divers Lands and Revenues, which when their Order came to be dif-

Pope John the 22. (then at Avignon) to defire that the Knights Templars Lands 
might not be diſpoſed of, out of his Kingdom 3 which though he did not readily 
grant, yet he gave way for the King, to render him the reaſons of his requeſt. 

Hereupon King Dezys ſent his Embaſſadors to the Pope, 1n the year 1316. not 
only to back his deſire, but withal to declare to his Holineſs the great vexations 
and evils, the neighbouring Moors in Algarves did to his Kingdom. And fora(- 
much as the Town of Caſtro Marin was a Frontier of the Enemy, and the ſite 
thereof very commodious for the building of a Fort to reſiſt them, he farther 
moved the Pope for Licence, that an Order of Knzehts ig be Inſtituted in that 
Town, and withal offered to him the Rents and Juriſdiction thereof, and all 
Dominion over it. | 

This requeſt being thought juſt, and the remedy ſo neceſſary, the Pope did 
afterwards (namely in the year of our Lord 1319.) give Foundation to this new 
Order, dedicating it to the honor of God, and the exaltation of the Catholick 
Faith, under the Title of the 27:l;tary Order of our Lord Jeſs Chriſt, becauſe of 
the miraculous apparition, which this King had ſeen of Chriſt crucified, when he 
went out to fight againſt the A/ors. 

He further commanded, that the K77ghts of this Order ſhould obſerve the ſame 
Rule, with thoſe of the Order of Calatrava, which was Ciſtertiar, and enjoy 
the ſame Priviledges and Indulgences, formerly granted to their Great Maſter 
and Knights. In which reſpect he nominated Dox G3l. Martinez, for their firſt 
Maſter, becauſe he was a Knight profeſt, and Maſter of the Order of St. Bere- 
dit d' Avis; and appointed for their Viſitor, the Abbot of Alcobaza, of the Ci- 

ertian Order. 

This< Abbot or his Lieutenant in ſucceſſion was impowred to receive of the 
Mater of this Order,in the name of the Pope and Churchof Roxee.,the Oath of fide- 
lity 3 it being directed to be taken in the preſence of the Kings of Port»gal, before 
he ſhould enter upon the adminiſtration of his Maſterſhip, and the King wasob- 
Iiged to receive this Oath within ten days, after the Maſter ſhould tender it to 
him, and in caſethe King did not inthat time receive it from the Maſter, then he 
might take on him theadminiſtration of his Office without it: and further that 
each Knight before his admittance ſhould take the ſame Oath of Fidelity, before 
the aſter of this Order. 

All the 4 Goods and Poſlefſions formerly belonging to the Knights Templars, 
within the Kingdom of Portugal, were hereupon granted unto this Order, and 
the Knights thereof particularly obliged tomake War againſt the*Avors in Betica, 
next neighbour to Portugal. They had appointed to them for their chief Seat, 
f Caſtro Marin, where their firſt Convent was erected, but afterwards it was re- 
moved into the City of Tomar.

The Order of Knights of the Paſſion of Jeſus Chriſt.

Some years after the Inſtitution of the precedent order, and towards the latter 
end of the thirteenth Century, there was erected a religious Order of Knjghthood, 
by Charles King of France, and our King Richard the Second, which bore the 
Title of the Order of the Paſjron of Jeſus Chrift. And though we do not find any 
further progreſs thereof, after it had received its Foundation, yet conſidering 
the grounds whercon 1t was inſtituted, and the nobleneſs and largeneſs of the de- 
lign(exceeding all other Religious Orders of Knighthond,except thole of the Knights 
of St. John of Jernſalem,and Knights Templars) as alſo becauſe one of our Engliſh 
Kings was a Co-founder thereof;' we conceived it worthy our pains to make an 
extract, particularly relating to the cauſes why 1t was erected, the frame of 1ts 
Conſtitution, 1ts principal Structures, and the Habit and Erſigns thereof, out of 
an old French Manuſcript, written by Philip de Maiftere Chancellor of Cyprus, 
wherein it 15 thus prefaced.

13.That if any Towns or Fortrefles taken by either of the two Kings, ſhould be 
found dangerous and difficult to be kept; that ſuch ſhould be committed to the 
Cavaliers of this Order, who were to be ready to undergo all kind of dangers 
and difficulties.

18. That if any of the Chriſtians of the Weft, ſhould have any obligation 
to take upon them a paſlage into the Holy Land, a certain number of the Che- 
valry might be ready to accompany them to the performance of their Vows or 
Obligations. 

19. That if any of the younger Sons or Brothers of Noblemen, having little 
or no portions of their own, ſhould be willing to ſerve in the Chevalry 3 they might 
ſo long as they behaved themſelves well, be nobly and handſomely provided for. 

20. That if either of the Kings ſhould be hindred from paſſing into the Holy 
Land, about the performance of any Vow or Obligation from their Forefathers, 
the Chevalry might be ready at a ſpeedy warning to perform whatſoever was 
committed to their charge, in behalf of the Kings. 

* And although this Order was principally dedicated to the honor of our 
bleſted Saviour, yetſaith our Author, the bleſled Virgin Mary was lookt upon as 
a principal Mediatreſs and Advocate of this holy Chevalry; repreſenting the paſ- 
ſion of her Son, and alſo guarding and defending the Cavaliers, againſt the Ene- 
mies of the Faith, as a Mother doth a Child. 

8 As to the Government of this Order, it is to be noted, that in the principal 
Convent of the holy Chevalry, all things of publick concernment were to be de- 
bated by five authentick Councils in the preſence of the Prince. 

The firſt was to be called the @rotidian Conncil, conſiſting of four and twenty 
Councellors. The ſecond was the Particular, or $ingular Council, conſiſting of 
about forty perſons, to wit, four and twenty grand Counceltors, eight Execu- 
tors of Juſtice, four Commullaries of Treſpafſes, and three or four Doctors, of 
Divinity and Law. Thethird the Grand Conncil, conſiſting of fourſcore perſons, 


_*42,, forty ſuch as were mentioned in the ſecond Council, and other authentick 


Othicers, and a certain number of Brothers, valiant and ſage perſons, amount- 
ing in all to the aboveſaid number. The fourth Council was to be called 
thc General Chapter, and held every year; conſiſting of all the above-named Of- 
ficers, with the Prefidents and Depurics of Provinces. The fifth Council was the 
Univerſal Chapter, to be held from four to fix years; conſiſting of a thouſand 
Knights of the Chevalry, by which Univerſal Chapter, any of the Chevalry, or 
grand Othcers were to be reformed, or, if occaſion required, puniſhed according 
to the Statutes of the Cheyalry. 

The principal Officer of the Chevalry, was the Grand Jaſticiary, to whom 


belonged the Judgment of all the criminal Afairs, and the diſpoſal of all chief 
Offices and Places | The 
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The next chief Officer was called the Grand Bailiff; that is to ſay, only in 
the principal Convent, to adminiſter Juſtice both Civil and Criminal in that Con- 
vent to all ſorts of perſons. 

bIn the principal City, as alſo in every City and Caſtle belonging to the Che- 
walry, one Of the Order wasto be choſen to adminiſter all ſorts of Juſtice in that 

lace; who was to go under the name of Poteſtate. 

Alſo in the General Chapter,there was to be choſen every year one of the Or- 
der, who ſhould becalledthe Sexator of the Gexeral Chapter, and four and twenty 
diſcreet perſons of the Chevalry with him, who ſhould hold a general Chapter,or 
principal Convent, upon any Expeditionof War. | 

In the Univerſal Chapter, there was to be choſen one of the Order. who ſhould 
be called Di&ator of the Univerſal Chapterz and with him twelve Fathers Con- 
ſcript, with twelve Coadjutors, who ſhould hold an univerſal Chapter, from four 
/cars tO [1X» 

, Alſo in the principal Convent, there were to be choſen ten of the Chevalry,

Officers being delinquent 3, they were alfo to be called the Conlervators of the 
holy Rule of the Chevalry, and alſo to be aſſiſtant to the grand Advocate, and 
the grand Protectors and Promotersof Divine Charity. 

Allo in the principal Convent there were to be choſen four of the Cheyalry, 
devout and good men, who ſhould be called the Charitable Commiſſaries of the 
wan n mmm mmm nn nn nn nn nnnnnunn whoſe Office it was to provide for the Widows and Or- 
phans, committed to their care. 

And whereas this Order was made up of eight ſeveral Languages, there was 
to bealways appointed in the principal Convent, eight Notaries uſing the Habit 
of the Brothers, and allo for every language a ſeveral Notary, and fo the like in 
the Convents of other Regions and Cit:es. 

Alſo,to the end the K77ghts of this Order might live according to the Rules of 
the Order, in the perfection of their Eſtates and Degree, they were to bind 
them(elves by Oath to three things, viz. Obedience to their Sovereigns, poverty 
of Spirit, and conjugal Chaſtity. 

k Allo the Chevalry were to have for their ſuſtentation, the poſſeſſion of Cities, 
Caſtles, Fortrelles, Gold, Silver, and all kind of moveables, as God ſhould be- 
{row upon them 3 nevertheleſs all to be in common among them, that they might 
the better intend the exerciſe of their Arms and other Dutics. 

Allo to the end that any of the Chevalry, having poſleſfions in the Weſt, might 
not return thither, tothe perſonal enjoyment of them, thereby leaving the duties 
that belonged to their Order in the Eaſ?z ſuch poſſeflions were appointed to be 
managed by certain Merchants and honeſt Citizens, deputed to that purpoſe. 

Allo the holy Chevalry, were to obſerve Juſtice, both Civil and Criminal, ren- 
dring to every one according to his deſerts, whether reward or puniſhment. 

! Alſo the Prince of the Chevalry was to ſummon the principal Convent, at the 
Caſtle of the principal City z where he ſhould aflemblethe Preſident of the City 
and of the Convent, and three or four other Pretidents, each having under them 
tour and twenty Kmjzhts, and four and twenty Brothers of the Chevalry, with fifty 
Serjeants, fo as to make up in the whole, with Officers and others, to the number 
of about 500 or 600 Combatants to be ready upon all occaſions. 

Moreover there was to belong to the principal Convent, a Chnrch of fo marve- 
lousa ſtructure, that the like hath not been ſeen or known: it was defignedto be 
50 Cubits irr breadth, without any Pillars, Too Cubits long, and in height 25. 

Allo inthe Caſtle and principal Convent, there was to be an Hoſpital, in which 
the Widows of the holy Chevalry, ſhould attend upon the ſick and infirm, » (till 
imploying themſelves 1n the holy work of Charity, which alſo was to be the bu- 
linels of the Prince, the Grand Officers andall the Knichtsr. _ 

Allo there thould belong to the Convent a Baptiſtery or Fort, round, large, 
and curiouſly made for the baptizing of the Sons and Daughters of the Kn7ghts. 


Allo thire was appointed to belong to the principal Convent, a large and 
tatels 
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ſtately Palace, with a great Hall, and large Confiſtories, to contain the Prince 
and Council with their Retinue, and for a habitation for the Prince, with his 
Princeſs and Family. 

Alſo in the Convent there wasto be a Clojſter, for the Canons and Clerks, large 
and delightfu], anda great Hall with Galleries 5 which habitation ſhould be neer 
the Church, and incloſed with high Walls. 

Alſo there was to belong to the ſaid Caſtle a very fair Palace, to entertain the 
Princes of the Weſt, when at any time they came that way, either to War, or up- 
on Pilgrimage. 

Alſo inthe ſaid Caſtle there were to be diſtinct lodgings and habitations for the 
grand Officers of the Chevalry, as well Natives as Foreigners, for the Knights 
Companions, and Serjeants of the Chevalry, and for their Wives. 

Alſo there were to be in the ſaid Caſtle, Wine-Cellars, Granges, Granaries, 
Stables for Horſes and Cattcl, Eaſements, Mills, Ciſterns, Baths, and all other 
necellaries for the Chevalry. 

» Alſo inthe principal Convent there were to be three chief Halls; firſt the 
great Hall of the Prixce, where he and all the Knights and Brothers of the Chevalry 
were to dine on Feſtival days : The ſecond, where the Cazors ſhould daily (it at 
meat withthe Forreign Prelates and Clerks,and alſo all theX»7ebts and Brothers of 
the Chevulry that were unmarried : The third, for the grand Commandor of the 
Horle to cat in, and with him all the leſſer Officers of the principal Convent, all the 
Valctsof the Horſe, and the Servitors belonging to the ſaid Commandor. 

The Habit of the holy Chevalry of the Paſſion of Jeſus Chriſt, was to be eſta- 
bliſht according to the intention of the holy Rule ; that is to ſay, repreſenting 
1n its Veſtments the Paſſtonof Jeſes. 

The Kn7ghts were appointed to wear a handſom cloth Coat, of a civil colour, 
reaching down half way the leg, which ſhould be called the principal Coat of 
the Chewalry; this was to be girt with a large Girdle of Sils or Leather, two 
fingers broad, the Buckle round, of black Horn, as alſo the Tongue and the 
garniſhing of the holes were to be of Tin. They ſhould alſo wear Red Chape- 
rons Or Caps, repreſenting the blood of Jeſs Chrift, and over the principal 
Coat ®a Mantle of white Cloth or Serge, which Mantle from the ſhoulders 
downward, was tobe open on both ſides along the arms; and in that part be- 
tween the two openings before the breaſt, there was to be a Croſ3 of Cloth or 
Serge, two fingers broad 3 this Croſs was to proceed in traverſe as far asthe open- 
ings of the Mentle, only the Croſs upon the Prince his Mantle was to be edg'd 
round about with a Gold Fringe, half an Inch broad, or thereabout : Some ſmall 
difference alſo there was to be between the Habits of the Kniehts,the Brothers and 
the Serjeants3 that of the Knights was to be a little more ſolemn, and more 
cleerly repreſenting the Paſlion of the holy Jeſus,than cither that of the Brothers 
or Serjeants; but the Habit of them all was to be 1#þzte, only in the Croſs, and in 
the ſhape there was to be ſome difference. 

e The Arms of the holy Chevalry were theſe, the field of the Banner (following 
the deſcription in the Conſtitution) was to be hite, in the midſt of it a Red 
Croſs tour fingers broad, or thereabouts, extending along the field: in the mid- 
dle of the Croſs there was to be a compals with four rounds and four little angles 
between the rounds, this compaſs was to be filled with a black colour, repreſent- 
ing the agony and paſſton of our Lord, which compaſs in the middle of the Croſs 
was to be four inches about, and within it an Agxvs Dez, well ſhapt, and of a re- 
ſplendent golden colour, repreſenting the glory of Jeſ# after his reſurrefion : 
the Croſsand Compaſs was to be edged about with a bordure of Gold, one finger 
broad,or a little leſs, and about the fides there was tobe a little red bordure of the 
breadth of half a finger.

"Alſo each Brother of the Chevalry was to have toward warlike Expeditions three 
Horſes or four, according as his merits and abilities were, and three Servants, 
whereof one or two were to be fighting mens and intimes of peace, one or two 
according to the Chevalry's ability of allowance. 

The number of K»ights of the Holy Chevalry, was a thouſand 3 or a thouſand, 
ohe hundred, or thereabouts.

Whereupon, in the year * 1455. he contrived the holding of a Chapter, for omur.p.552. 
giving away that Enſign thereof, which himſelf wore, to the Chevaher du Get, 

Captain of the Night-watch in Parzs, after whoſe example the Princes and Lords 
left the Order, thus diſgraced, to the ſaid Captain, and never after wore it. 

This Story as to the time, though not the manner, doth © Favin contradict, and \ Theat.d'tron, 
renders his reaſons for it : howbeit, upon what occaſion ſoever,the Order became #:3-©2- 
relinquiſhed or diſmiſt,certain it is,that *upon (if not ſome time before)the Foun- PEO :

2 Garciys King of Navarre, the Sixth of that name, lying under the extremity b ey 
of a languiſhing ſickneſs, ſent to divers places of Devotion, to the end, that 55m 
Prayers might be offered up for the recovery of his health. In which ſeaſon 1. 6.c.3. 
there hapned to be found in the City of Nagerz, where he kept his Court, an 
b Image of the bletled Yireir ery, ung forth of a 7;//5, and holding her $0z 
between her arms, upon finding of which (if we may credit the ſtory) he im- 
mediately recovered, and (to perpetuate his devotion to the ſaid Virgin) <in- 
ſtituted an Order of Knighthood, inthe year of our Lord 1048. which confiſted of 
38 Knights, drawn out of the anctenteſt Families in Nawarre, Biſcay, and old Ca- 
ſtile, and Entituled it, the Order of Knights of $t. Mary of the Lilly. 

But Joſe Mich. Marques gives foundation to this Order* 25 years before Favir, ey reſors mi- 
and draws the Inſtitution from another ground. For* whereas Dox Garcias had * 2 ii: de Ca- 
ſucceeded his Father, King Zarchy the Fourth, inthe Kingdom of Navarre, the ** Es 
Avors made War againſt him, and he prevailing, made a Feaſt in honor of the 
bleſled rireir Mary, at which he inſtituted this Order, and adorned many 
Knights with the Enſfignthercof, beginning with his Brothers and Sons. 

Of this Order (8 eſteemed the moſt illuſtrious of all 8pa;z ) King Garciazs ® or- 8 Menneng.6s 
dained himſelf, and after him his Succeſlors Kings of Navarre, the Chiefs and So- 1d eo: 
vereigns. The Knights promiſed at their entrance into this Order, to iexpoſe k Lraro, * 
ther lives and fortunes in defence of the Chriſtian Faith, conſeryation of the 
Crown of Navarre, and expulſion of the Aoors. 

The Badge or Symbol which the Knights wore daily on their breaſt, was a* Lil- 

[z embroidered in Silver ; but on ſolemn days, a double Chain of Gold, inter- 
laced with the letter M. made after the faſhion of a $2x0# Capital 3 at the end 
whereof did hang a Flower de Lis of Gold, enamelled White, bearing the fore- 
ſaid Letter M. crowned upon the head of its Flower.

"Gyy of Lu(g14n,Cand according to this Author, King of Jeruſalem and Cyprus in 
right of his Wife $763//z, Siſter to Baldwinthe Leper) ſhortly after his ſetlement 
in the Ifle of Eyprys (which he had bought of Richard the Firſt, King of England, 
for one hundred thouſand Crowns of Gold) Inſtituted this Order in the year of 
our Lord 1195. in.remembrance of ſo fortunate a Plantation of 15000 perſons, 
whom he had brought thither. 

But® Aerncnizs, and ſome others, are ſo far from being of this opinion, as to 
allirm, that neither the name of the Founder, nor the time of this Order's Foun- 
dation, are certainly knownz though it be conceived he was one of the Family 
of Lultgnan, who gave beginning untoit. 

The® Collzr of the Order (called a Collar of Eſſes by” Aennenias) was com- 
poſed (as Favin reports) of round Cordons of White $i1k , woven into Love- 
knots, interlaced with the Letters $ and R. Beneath this Collar hung an Oval 
of Gold, wherein was figured a Sword, the Blade enamelled Silver, and the Hilt 
Gold; and about the Oval was engraven this Motto, Securitas Regni, 1 Michel 
faith it was, Pro fide ſervande; and * Gothoſridus, Pro integritate tuend2. 

The*day appointed for holding of the ſolemn Ceremonies of this Order, was 
Aſcenſion-day, whereon the Foxnder gave it (inthe Church of St. Sophia the Ca- 
thedral of Nicoſra 1n Cypras) to his Brother Amaury, Conſtable of Jeruſalem and 
Cyprs, and to 300 Barons, which he had eſtabliſhed in that his new Kingdom. 

There were'eight Kings of Cyprxs, of this Houſe of Luſijenar, Great Maſgers 
or Chiefs of this Order 3 and tr when the Ifle fell into the hands of the Turks, this 
noble Inſtitution ceaſed. 


The Order of the Bear in Switzerland. 
( 10.) 


The "Emperor Frederick the Second (in favour of the Abbot of St. Gall in 
Swaben, and ſeveral Noblemen of that Country, who had been active 1n his aſ- 
ſr{tance for gaining to him the Empire) inſtituted this Order, in the year of our 
LordW 1213. and beſtowed upon the eleft Knjehts Collars of Gold, at the end 
whereof hung the Figure of a * Bear, Gold, mounted on an Hillock enamelled 
with Black. 

He ordained, » that this Honor ſhould be conferr'd by the Abbot of St. Gall, 
for the time being, and that on the Anniverſary of their Patron St. Gall (a Gentle- 
man of Scotlznd, and the Apoſtle of $waben) being the 16. day of 0Fober, the 
Knights of this Order ſhould aſſemble at the Abbey 3 on which day, ſuch Candi- 
datesas were* deſigned toreceive the Honor, were girded with the military Belt 
(the Sword being firſt contecrated at the Altar) and adorned with the Collar of 
the Order 3 having kept their Vigils the preceding night, according to the an- 
cient and'accuſtomed manner. 

Put 1t carried the Title of the * Order of the Bear, in memory of St. Urſ#s, of 
the Thrh4ar Legion, who was martyr'd before the Temple of the Sun, at Soleurre 
in Smilzorlands as alſo of St. Gall, from the name of the Patron of the place, 
where 1t received Inſtitution. 

This Order continued among the Swjfzers, till they became a Common-wealth, 
and then the Caſtles and ſtrong holds of the Noblemen and Gentry of the Coun- 
try being diſmantled, the uſe thereof was wholly laid aſide, 
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The Order of the Broom Flower in France.

aSaint Lewis King of France (faith Favin)) inſtituted this order, to honor the 2 (En Theat, 
Coronation of Argaret his Queen, eldeſt Daughter of Berergarivs Count of _ ey 
Provence, anno Dom. 1234. Be 2. 

The ® Hahit appointed for the Knights, were Caſſocks of White Damask, and 
Violet Chaperons5 the Collar was compoſed of ZBroozz Flowers, of the native co- 
lours, interlaced with Flowers de Lis, hanging thereat a Croſs Florence Gold, to 
which was added this Inſcription, Exaltat humiles, the Founder accounting 1t the 
Symbol of humility. 

Asto the <number of the Knights, 1t was not made certain by the Foxrnder, but 
wholly depended on the will of the Sovereign. This 0rder 4 continued to the 
death of King Charles the Fifth. by 

Notwithſtanding all that Faviz thus relates, the "$4i&e Aurthe's are of opinion e En te Hift. 
(for the reaſon before noted) that nerther this St. Lewis, northe before mentioned _ pn le 
King Robert, nor King Charlemain, did ever inftitute any Military Order of p;ance,Tm. 1, 
Chevalry : And * 17:zzenizs reports, that Charles the Sixth tis ſaid to have been 2-58: 
the Founder of the Knights of the Broom Flower : 1t this be true, the Order will ip -"4 es 
want many years of that antiquity which Faviz beſtows upon it.

If ever there was an Order there, under that Title, it- hath been very anci- 
ent, and long ſince laid aſide; yet 4 Faviz ſays, the Princes of Cleve have born 
the $war for their Order, Devile, Creſt, and Supporters, to preſerve the memo- 
ry of the Knight of the Sway, the Romance of whoſe Adventures he alſo ſets 
downs and further reports, that * Charles Gonzaga of Cleve, Duke of Nivers 
and Retelojs, had it in deſign to re-eſtabliſh this Order, peculiar to the Houſe 
of Cleve. : 


The Knights of Jeſus at Rome. 
(15.) 


The Popes of Rowc,' as they are Lords Paramount of St. Peters Patrimony, are 
Temporal Princes 3 upon which account to® honor the Nobles, principally of 
that Territory and others, they have erected and eſtabliſhed certain Orders of 
Kniehthood, as well Religions as litary,but all of them Stipcndaries to the Pa- 
pal See : Of the former fort we have ſpoken beforc in the latc Chapter, but this 
being eſtcemed a 27:litary Order, wethcrefore place it here. 

It was inſtituted by Pope® John the 22. at Avignon in France, anno 1220. 
and much augmented by Part the F ith. The Knzehts wear for the Badge 
of this Order, a plain Croſs gules, incloſed within a Croſs Patee Or, hanging at a 
Gold Chain. 

In the Month of Jamuary 1663. Pope Clement the Ninth, created three of the 
Ambaſladors from the Catholick Cantons in Switzerland, with the accuſtomed 
Ceremony 3 himſelf putting on their Gold Chairs, with the Enſigns appendant 
and the Captain of his Guards, girding their Swords about them. 


Order of the White Faple in Poland. 
(16.) 


The information we have of this Order, 1s from*Faviz alſo, who faith, that 
Ladiſlans the Fifth, King of Poland, inſtituted the ſame, to honor the marriage 
of his Son Ca/mire the Great, with 4nze Daughter of Gedizzir, Duke of Lithua- 
714, in the Month of Febrxary, inthe year of our Lord 1325. 

The Enlign hereof wasa *1/h3te Eagle, crowned. 


The Order of Knights de la Banda in Caſtile. 
(17.) 


This Order of Knights called * de la Banda, was erected by Alphonſwus the 
Eleventh, King of Leon and Caſtile, 1n the W City of Yidoria, anno 1332. (but 
* Favin from Antonio de Guevara, ſaith it was 1n the City of Palencia, anno 1330: 
and ? $4nſovin in Burgos, anno 1368.) For this King conlidering, that he hadto 
do with many Enemies, could find no better way to ſecure himfelf, than by 
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eretting this Order, and conſtituting himſelf azafter thereof, which he aid a lit- 
tle before his Coronation. | 
Shortly after ( ſaith Aennenizs ) to wit, anno 1332. the Solemnity of this 
Order was celebrated. in the * City of Burgos, where, on the Eve thereof, in the z Mennen, 
Monaſtery of St. ary Royal, each of the Candidates was conducted by the King # 119. 
to the Altar, and having there laid down his Arms , ſpent the whole night in 
watching and Prayer. | 
The next day after Maſs , he was inveſted with a * Red military Belt, or Aa av. Mariana, 
Ribband of four fingers broad , which came acroſs the body , over the right #c/4r4 cir. 
fhoulder, and ſo under the Jett arm 3 And was the Ezſ/gn from whence the 
Kniehts took their denomination. | 
This Order was inſtituted chicfly to honor the Nobility, and therefore at firſt, 
none were admitted, but the Þ younger Sons of Noblemen (excluding elder Bro- b wennen hecs;] 
thers) or perſons deſcended of the moſt noble Families in $paiz 3 or elſe Eſquires, 4% 
who had ſerved in the Court or Camp, ten years at the leaſt : and to the end 
that greater honor might the more 1nflame them to valiant Exploits, Kings them- 
ſelves, ſometimes, vouchlated to take the Enlign of this Order upon them. 
<Tt was anciently of very great eſteem, but (ſuch is the 
viciſlitade of humane Atlairs) at length it grew out of uſe. c  » "OP :

1400, was inſtituted a Society at Ferro, bearing the Title de 1: Calza, in honor — ES 
of the Inauguration of Duke Michele Stero. Mendo de Ord. 

Meeting with but a ſlender account hereof, among thoſe Authors who have iit, Piſg. 1: 

handled Alitary Orders, and ſome confounding it with that of St. 24ark 3 I was mo at. 
at length, by the friendſhip of the deſervedly honored Sir Charles Cotterel Knight, 
Maſter of the Ceremonies to his Majeſty, furniſhed with better ſatisfaction, which 
he obtained for me from Signore Pietro Moccinigo, the late Venetian Ambaſlador, 
at his Reſidence here in Ezgland; and from Signore Aberti the preſent Reſident 
for that State. 

This Order conliſted of a Soctety of particular Noblemen and Gentlemen, 
who at their voluntary choice met together, and entred into a Fellowſhip ( a- 
mong whom, ſome perſon of Eminence was elefted their Chief) Neverthelels, 
upon the recommendation of their intention and delign to the Council of Ten, - 
who confirmed their Inſtitution, and granted them Priviledges. 

It hath appeared with ſo much the gore reputation to the world , by having 
had the honor to receive into it ſeveral Princes of 7taly, eſpecially the Family of 
Eſte Dukes of Ferara , of Gonzaea then Marqueiles, now Dukes of Mantra, of 
the Rovere, Orbino, Mirandula, and others of the moſt conſpicuous Families of 
that Country, namely, Colonna, Urſini, Sanſeverini, Viſconti, and others. 

They were diltinguiſhed by wearing a $t9ckzzg quartered into different co- 
lours, embroidered with gold, and enriched with Jewels, which they at pleaſure 
altered from the right to the left Leg 3 and in particular it is remembred, that 
az. 1529. the right Stocking then worn, was half the inſide of Scarlet, and halt 
the outlide of Purple, and the other half gray, but the left $19cking was all green: 
and = were the Husbands Stockings , ſuch were the Wives Sleeves 1n all par- 
ticulars. 

On their ſolemn days, they firſt went to Church,and at 24z/5, took an 04th to. 
obſerve the Articles of their Order. Among other things which this Society (for 
the honor of the City) was obliged to, ſplendid and noble Entertainments were 


part 3 at which were exhibited Muſick, Dancings, and Theatral Repreſfentati- 
Ons ? 
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ons : And with ſuch magnificent and ſumptuous Divertiſements, have they given 
reception ta divers foreign Princes, in particular to Henry the Third of France, 
when he patt by rerice in his way from Poland to France. 

They wore for their Habit a Crimſon Senators Veſt , appearing therein very 
ſplendid, and referved for ſolemn days 3 at which times the Foreign Princes, that 
had been admitted into this Order, appeared clad after the ſame manner. 

Theſe Knjghts had for their Er'gr a Sur on a Shield painted 1n their Baxrnery, 
which they uſed alio for a Seal ; perhaps as a happy Omen and Preſage, that the 
Order (being laid afide about the year 1590. for the exceſs it was growing into) 
ſhould like the Sun from under a Cloud, riſe again in after times (when better 
opportunity offered it (elf) in greater ſplendor than ever. 


The Order of St. Mark in Venice. 
(19-) 


In this Seigniory there is another Degree or Dignity of K=jghthood, commonly 
called the Order of St. Mark 3 and becauſe it 1s generally reckoned among the 
Orders of Knighthood, and differs from the 27lites Simplices by wearing a peculiar 
Title, and being inveſted with'a particular Enfign of Honor at their Creation, we 
have thought good rather to dilcourle of it here, though the Ceremony of Crea- 
tion 1s performed after the manner of Knzehts Batchellors, viz. by Dubbing with 
a Sword, and their Title a bare mark of Honor only ; being by our Learned 
Selden attirmed to be, ' the known Degree of Knighthood given by Supreme Princes, 
or ſuch as have a like power with them. 

Belides, we have been informed thence, that thoſe Knights are not governed by 
any Laws or Statutes, and are without any Revenue or Indowment of Lands: That 
they are nct under any particular obltgation or tye, except what 15 common to 
them with other Subjects, namely that of Fidelity tothe Prince, being 1n all things 
elſe lefr ro their own liberty. To this we add, that the Honor 1s alſo beſtowed 
on abſent perſons, by Letters Patent oz Cudicils ( as 1s the Knighrly Dignity 
ſometimes _) among ſome of which, that to the learned Sir Daniel Heinſins, 13 
given us by ® Mr. Selder. 

It had its Title from St. 2/ark the Evangeliſt, whoſe ® Body was tranſlated to Ye- 
nice, from Alexandria in Fg ypt, in the year of our Lord 9828. in the time of J«ſt;- 
nianns Patritias Duke of Venice, ever lince which time this $47t hath been aſſumed 
and taken for the e titular Angel and Guardian of this noble City, and his Picture 
very anciently painted upon their Banners and Enſigns 3 but as to the Inſtitution, 
it isnot certainly determined, when, or by whom, it was firſt brought in uſe. 

The Badge of Honor , wherewith theſe Knights are adorned, 1s a Gold Chain, 
put over their ſhoulders, at the inſtant of their Creation, whereat depends a Medal 3 
on the one ſide is repreſented the Symbol of St. 24ark, to wit, the4 Figure ofa Lyor, 
having wings, holding in his right Paw a drawn Sword, and in his left a Book, 
ſpread open, in which, this Motto , Pax tibi Marce Evangeliſta mens; on the 
other, the name of the Duke then living, beautified witha particular Impreſs; but 
in the other, he is repreſented on his Knee, receiving a Standard from the hands of 
St. Mark: and ſometimes this Xedal is worn on a Croſs enamel'd blue. 

I was further informed from the hand of the noble Signore Pietro Moccineo, that 
the Duke of Venice beſtows this Honor, either privately in his Chamber, or publick- 
ly in a full Colledge : Some alſo are made Kn7ghts by the Senate, and thoſe of the 
Venetian Nobility , at leaſt perſons of very eminent Quality and Character , who 
have merited well of this Common- wealth, by ſome extraordinary piece of ſervice, 
either at home or abroad, or upon whatever occaſion the Sexate ſees fitting : and 
foraſmuch as the $erate is a repreſentation of the whole Common-wealth, and that 
the Creations of theſe Knjehts are confirmed by publick Decrees 3 it is taken, that 
the Knights of their creating are of greater Dignity, than thoſe made by the Duke. 
When the Creation is in a full Colledge, whether it be by the Senate or the Duke 
only, the Collar and Medal is beſtowed at the publick Charge 3 but when by the 
Duke privately, then upon his particular expence. 


Theſe Kzjghts wear the Honor among other Titles of Dignity, as I have ſeen 
It 
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it inſcribed about the Effigies of Sir Darzel Heinſrus, thus, DANIEL HEINSIVS 
D. MARCI EQVES ILLVSTR: HOLLANDIA ORDINVM HISTOR1I- 
CVS, POLITICVS, ET HISTORTARVM PROFESSOR BIBLIOTHE- 
CARIVS ACADEMLE ET SECRETARIVS. And among thoſe other Titles 
given to that famous Mathematictan and Aſtrologer Sir Andrew Argoll, that of his 
Knighthood by this Title, is alſo thus inferted, ANDREAS ARGOLVS D.

as tO revenge the death of his Brother Andrew whom (as 'tisreported) Queen Pand. Collenus 
Joane, his Wife, had commanded tobe ſtrangled. OT 

After many troubles and three years of War, they came to an accord, the firſt *<cray Hiſt, 
of April, anno 1351. and the26. of May tollowing (with the conſent of Pope Cle- yaw 
ment the Sixth) the Queen, and Lewzs Prince of Tarentyum, were crowned King ark Jars 
and Queen of that Realm 3 and that ſame day, in memory of ſuch a happy Peace, #r: 
and to take away all ſuſpitions and enmities; the Prince inſtituted this 9rder of 
Knights, into which entred threeſcore and ten of the illuſtrious Lords in blood 
of Naples, and fome other Strangers. 

The Habit he appointed was 1/hzte, and for the Orders chiet Enſter, he gave 3 
Knot (the Embleme of Love and Friendſhip) intermixt with Gold : and as the 
Ike Inſtitutions in that Kingdom, commonly ended with the death of their Foun- 


ders; ſo this 0rder expired 1n a ſhort time,

* Andrew Favin, on a miſtaken ground, calls it the Ordey 
of the Snares of Love , 1n regard (as he alledgeth) the 
Founder had recerved of his Lady, the favour of a Brace- 
let, made of the Trefles of her hair, knit or plaited in Love-knots, and that 
the four Letters, afterward interlaced by the Founder, within ſuch like Love- 
knots ſhould figmhie, Frappes, Entres, Romper, Tont. 

But Francis Capre (Councellor and Secretary of State to the preſent Duke of 
$4v0y)who hath given an account of the» In{titution,together with the ſeveral re- 
ſtaurations of this Order,trom theR ecords thereof(preſerved in theCharter-houſe 
in Perre Chaſile, appointed at the time of the Foundation, for the Seat of the 
Order) econfutes this error of Faviz, and with him ſeveral others, who have un- 
warily \wallowed down the ſame miſtake. 

q Mennenizs and® Miregxs take not theleafſt notice of its denomination from the 
Collar, but call it the Order of the Arnunciation in Savoy : Butitis cleer enough 
from the Fonrdersflaſt Will and Teſtament, bearing date the 27. of February, 
anno 1383. and from what*Capre and Guichenon alledge, as alſo from the" $ta- 
tutes of Ame the Eighth, that at the time of the Foundation, it was called the 
Order of the Collar : under which name it continued, till the time of Charles the 
Third, ſurnamed /e Bon, Duke of $4avoy, when (and not before) it had beſtow- 
ed on it the Title of the Anmurciation, from the Picture uf the Hiſtory of the 
bleſled Virgin ary, by him firſt made appendant to the Collar, in the year 
1519, 

The® Founder appointed the number of his Knzehts (reckoning himſelf the 
Chief and Sovereign for one) to be fifteen, (among whom we find * Sir Richard 
Mnuſard, an Fneliſh Gentleman, recorded) agreeable to the number of the before 
mentioned Divine Myſtericsz but in the additional Statutes made by Ae the 
Eighth (firſt Duke of $av0y_) ano 1434. and by Duke Emanuel Philibert, 1568. 
there 1s a permiſſion given to augment their number, by adding five to the former 
fifteen, but the Sovcraigns have not always been confin'd tothis number. 

Belides the Inſtitution of this Order, the Founder crefted and founded the 
y Chartreuſe of Pzerre Chaſtle in Bygey, wherein were entertained 15 Prieſts, and 
they obliged to celebrate every day 15 Maſles, to the honor of the 15 Joys of 
the bleſſed Virgin, to the Souls health of him, his Predeceflors, and all who had 
been, were, or ſhould hereafter be K»7ehts of this Order. So that the reſem- 
blance of this Inſtitution, with the foundation of this religious houſe, is ſome 
argument, that the Order, as well as the Houſe, were founded upon a religious 
and pious, not amorous or wanton account: 

At Pierre Chaſtle were the Ceremonies obſerved, and the Chapters 
held by the Sovereign and Knights, = until the time that Charles Emanuel 
Firſt of that name, Duke of Savoy, exchanged it, and ſome other places, for the 
Marquiſate of $alxces, upon the Treaty of Peace concluded at * Lyons, 17. Jan. 
1607. and then the Anniverſary of the Feaſt, and celebrations of the Order (be- 
ing fixt to the Feaſt-day of the Anrunciation of our Lady) were tranſſated from 
hence, firſt to the Church of St. Dowrinick at Montmeillar, and afterwards by his 
declaration, dated at Tyrin || 3. Dec. following, to the Hermitage of Camaldule, 
fituate upon the Mountain of Twriz, vulgarly called P Eremo Afjir, where they 
werepertormed, as formerly, at Pierre Cha$tle. 

The? ancient Collar (from which alſo the Order received its denomination) 


was madc of Gold, about three fingers breadth, as may beſt be FOEES on

Upon this Collar are engraved theſe Letters F.F.R.T, 
repreſented in ancient barbarous Characters after this manner »$* IKE and one 
Knot (commonly called the Knot of $4voy) at the end of each Fert, which with 
three other like Knots entwin'd one within another, made up the circamference 
depending at the Collar : nevertheleſs, without any Figure or Image within the

Theſe old Characters (as hath been generally taken and ſuppoſed) were the 
initial Letters of this Epigraph, Fortitudo ejus Rhoduin tenci, alluding tothe glo- 
rious aCtions of Conte Ame le Grand, who gallantly defended the Ifle of &hodes. 
againſt the Turks, 47710 1310. | 

" But the world hath now received more light in this particular, from the indu- 
ſtrious pains of Aforſrerr Guichenonz who has very fortunately cleered this ſo 
commona miſtake from all obſcurity. | 

For the Deviſe of the Houle of $avoy,confiſting in the before noted word, or 
four Letters, appears tobe more ancient, than the time of Coxte Ame le Grand, in 
regard that Lewis de $4voy, Baron de Vaud, who dyed axm0 Doxr. 1301. did al- 
ways wear this Devile, as appears from ſome of his Cozzs, which this Author ®in- 
ſerts3 and further, the Monument of Thomas de Savoy, the Firſt of that name, Son 
of Humbert the Third, Conte de Savoy, de Piemont, & de Manrienne, who died the 
20. of Jamury, 4110 1233. and lies interr'd in the Cathedral Church of Aons/e, 
hath Con the Draught of the * Monument which Gzichenon exhibits) a Dog ly- 
ing at the feet of his Portraicture, which (on a Collar about his neck) bears this 
word Fert, without pointing alſo, or diſtinguiſhing of Letters; and is belides a 
ſtrong proof, that this was but one word. 

But yet to add more ſtrength to this aſſertion, he exhibits another con- 
vincing Teſtimony, from a 5 Braſs Coyn of the ſame Earl Thomas, whereon 
is a bowing Elcotcheon, charged with a Crofs, and for the Creſt, a Lyons 
head winged, and ſurmounted with a Peacocks Feather ; on the one ſide of the 
Creſt are theſe two Letters TS, being the initial and final Letters of his Chriſtian 
name 7howmas, and on the other ſide HI, the firſt and lait Lerrers of the Snrname 
Humberti, which ſignifies, Thomas filiys Humberti : Onthe Reverſe of this Coyn, 
is to be (cen two Knots, of the faſhion afore noted, and the word Fert in the 
midi\t. | 

He moreover gives us the Ectype of at Silver Coyn, of Peter de $avoy (who 
for fome time abode in Erglard, in the Reign of King Henry the Third, and 
built that ſtately Structure in the S$trazd, called the Savoy) in which is repre- 
ſented the Devile Fert, in Goth;chk Characters. 

From all which it is fully evident, that this word, as allo the Kot and Croſs 
were uſcd for the Deviſe, Badge, and Arms of the Houſe of $2v0z, long before 
Count Ame le Grand relieved Rhodes, againſt the power of the Turks, or the time 
of the Inſtitution of the Order; though for how long before is not certainly 
known 3 nor isthe true interpretation of the word lett rendred to Poſterity. 

We may here not unfitly add, that though Hiſtorians generally report for a 
truth, that Corte Ame le Grand, relinquiſhed the Eagle, the ancient Arms of $4- 
voy, and aljumed the Croſs of Khodes, to wit, Gules, a Croſs Argent, in memory 
of the relict he gave to that City 3 yet doth this particular ſuffer much contra- 
diction. For it 1s made clear enough by i Gxichexor, that ſome of this Conte's 

Anceſtors, Earls of Sz0p,and other Princes of that Houle, did bear the faid Crots 
for their Arms, long before that famous a&ion at Rhodes: Nevertheleſs he de- 
termines not when 1t was fir{t fo atlumed by the Houſe of $4v0y, but modeſtly in- 
terpoſeth his conjecture 3 * concerving, that upon the return of Ame the Third, 
Earl of $4v0y, out of the Holy Land, anno Dom. 1147. he might aſlume the Crols 
for his Arms (tor inthehke kind we have ſeveral inſtancesin the Armsof Families 
here in Erelind, when their Anceltors returned home from that Countxey)as well 
for the honur he bore tothis Pledge of our redemption, as for a memorable Badge 
of that his Military Expedition. And ſeeing that in thoſe times Arms were 
not become hereditary , the Earls of Savoy, did one while bear an Eagle, 
another

red enamel. At the bottom of the Collar,in an Oval of Gold(the Circle whereof

Mi> FErſtgn of this Order, I was 1n doubt what to lay, till at length I haply met with 
7 9 —_—— better ſatisfaction from a Letter wrote ano 1537. by Avo Bilde Biſhop of Arhuſer, 
OY "© ſometime Chancellor to John King of Dermark and Norway, unto John Fris Chan- 
cellor to King Chriſtian the Third, a Copy whereof was molt freely communi- 
cated to me by Morſfeur Criſtofle Lindenow Envoge from Chriitian the Fifth, now 
King of Derrmurk, to his lacred Majelty, the preſent Soverazen of the moſt noble 
Order of the Garter. 

This Letter informs him of the Inſtitution, and ſome other particulars relating 
to the Order, to wit, That King Chri/t;ar the firſt being at Rowe (whither he had 
travelled upon a religious account) Pope $ixtxs the Fourth, among other Ho- 
nors, inveſted him with this Order, in memory of the Paſlion of our Lord and 
Sawour 3 and withal ordained, that the dignity of Chief and Supream, ſhould 
be continued as a ſucceſſive right to the ſucceeding Kings of Denmark. 

This King founded the magnificent Chappel of the three Kings in the Cathe- 
dral Church at Roſchilt (four Leagues from Copenhagen) where the Knights were 
obliged to aſ[emble, upon the death of any of their Fraternity. He alſo admitted 
thereinto divers Kings, Princes, and Noblemen. 

The chief Fg of this Order was the Figure of an Flephart, on whoſe ſide 
(within a Rundle) was repreſented a Crown of Thorns with three Nails, all 
bloody; in honor and memory of the Paſſion of our blefled Saviour. 

The Knights were obliged to the performance of acts of Piety, Alms Deeds, 
andcertain Ceremonies eſpecially upon thoſe days, on which they wore the En- 
ſigns of the Order « But King Johz ſet ſo high a value upon it, that he wore them 
on every lolemn Feſtival. 

He alſo advanc'd the honor of this Order to ſogreat eſteem, that it became ac- 
cepted by bot'1 our King Henry the Eighth, and James the Fifth King of $cot- 
land, hisSiſters Son 3 with whom the Enſigns thereof, remained as a Pledge and 
aſſurance of conſtant and perpetual friendſhip ; with theſe he likewiſe inveſted 
divers Ambailadors, Senators, and noble Dares. 

There 1s one /v2rus Nicholai Hertholm,a learned Dane(asI am informed)who hath 
written a particular Treatiſe of this Elephantine Order, but not yet printed ; The 
{cope whereof is to ſhew, that the beforementioned Epiſtle of the Biſhop of Arhuſer 
does not ſufficiently make it appear, that it received its firſt Inſtitution, whenChriſti- 
an the Fir(t had thoſe many Honors conferr'd on him, by Pope $ixtns the F _

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And that the Badge was an Enſign meerly Military, anciently given as a memo- 
rial and incitement to the Darzſh Princes, who took upon them the defence of 
Chriſtianity againſt the Aſoors and Africans. 'T1s greatly preſumed that this 
Book (which we hope may ſhortly be publiſhed) will furniſh the world with many 
choicethings relating to the antiquity and honor of the Inſtitution, Enfigns and 
Ceremonies of this royal Order. 
Heretofore the Knights wore a Collar of Gold, compoſed of Elephants and 
Croſſes, faſhioned ſomething like Croſles Ancrees (Menmenins calls them w Spurs) w De Delic, 
at which hung the Picture of the Virgin Mary to the middle, holding Chriſt in Equeſt. p.1 50+ 
her arms, and ſurrounded with a Glory of Sun-beams: but they have long ſince 
laid this Collar afide, and now wear only a Blue Ribbon, at which hangs an Ele- 
hant enamelled White, adorned with five large Diamonds ſet in the middle. 
Thoſe Elephants worn by the Knzghts in the Reign of Chriſtian the Fourth, had 
inthe ſame place within a Circle the Letter C, and inthe heart thereof the F :1gure 
of 4, made to ſignifie Chriſtzanus quartus. 
This Honor hath been moſt commonly conferr'd by the Kings of Dexmark , 
on the day of their Coronation, both upon the Nobles and Senators of the King- 
dom.

Order of the Garter) an embroidered Glory of Silver Purle, wrought upon the 
left ſide of their Cloak or Veſt, on which was embroidered two Crowns within 
a Rundle, bearing his Motto, Dexs providebit 5 for ſucha one did Count GCuldens 
low (Ambaſlador hither from that King) wear at his refiding here in England, 
anno 1669.

dayinthe year of our Lord'1550, elected to the Crown of Poland on IWhitſonday 
1573. and laſtly came tothe Crown of France on Whitſonday 1574. 

The number of Knights whereof this Order was toconſfiſt, 1s by the Statutes or- 
dained to be onefhundred, beftdes the Soverajen or Great Mater, which Office 
and Dignity 1851nſeparable trom the Crown of France. 

A long® Mantle of Black Velvet turned up on the left ſide, and opened on the 
right, was alſo appointed for the Habit of this Order, being at firſt embroider- 
ed round with Gold and Silver, conſiſting of Flowers de Lis and Knots of Gold, 


between three ſundry Cyphers of Silver; and above the Flowers de Lis and | 


Knots were thickly ſeeded or powdered Flames of Fire. 

This great Mantle was garniſhed with ai Mantlet of Cloth of Silver, covered 
with embroidery, made after the ſame faſhion as was the great Mantle, excepting 
only, that inſtead of Cyphers there were wrought fair Doves of Silver; and 
both theſe robes double-lined with Satin of Orange-tawney colour. 

The great* Collar of the Order (worn over the Mantlet) was at firſt compoſed 
of Flowers de Lis, cantoned or cornered with Flames of Fire. interwoven 
with three Cyphers, and divers Monogramms of Silver, one was the Letter H. 
and a Greek Lambda, both double; the firſt of theſe belonging to the Kings 
own name, the other to the Queen his Wife, Madam LToviſa de Loraine 5 the 
other two were reſerved in the Kings own mind, but not without' ſuſpicion of 
referring to ſome wanton Amours. 

But theſe ® Cyphers were taken off from the Col/ar,and the embroidery of the 
Robes by Henry the Fourth his Succeſſor, and for a mark of his Battels and Vi- 
fories, Trophies of Arms were interlaced inſtead thereof, with the Letter H 
crowned (becauſe it was alſo the initial Letter to his Chriſtian name) whereout 
aroſe flames and ſparks of Fire; and for the like reaſon hath this Letter H been 
ſince changed into the Letter ®L, both by Tewis the Thirteenth, and 7ewis the 
Fourteenth. 

At this Collar hung a ®Croſs, artificially wrought and adorned with a rich en- 
amel, in the midſt whereof was repreſented the form of a Dove, in a flying po- 
ſture, as deſcending down from Heaven, with full ſpread Wings: and to 
the end an Epigraph might not be wanting, ſome have attributed to it this, 
P Duce & Anſpice, thereby to ſignifie, that thoſe who wear it, ought to hope for 
good ſuccets in their deſigns and enterpriſes, being guided and aſſiſted by the 
happy conduct of the Holy Ghoſt. 

Belides theſe Ornaments, the Kzjghts wear a 1Black Velvet Cap adorned with 
a white Plume; their* Breeches and Doublets are of Cloth of Silver, and their 
Shoes White,tyed with Roſes or Knots of Black Velvet. 

The Badees ordained to be ordinarily worn, are af Croſs of Yellow or Orange 
colour Velvet, wrought in the faſhion of a 2zalta Croſs, fixed on the left fide of 
the Soverajens breaſt (but this at pleaſure) and the like Croſs ſewed on the left 
ſide of the upper Garments of the Prelates, Commanders, and Officers; except in 
actions of Arms, and then they are permitted to wear them of Cloth of Silver, 
or White Velvet 3 having in the mid(t thercof a Dove embroidercd in Silver, 
and at the angles or corners, Rays and Flowers de Lis of Silver. 

Moreover ca Croſs of the Order made of Gold, like to the Croſs of Malta al- 
ſo, with a Flower de Lisin each angle thereof, was appointed to be worn about 
their necks in a Blue Ribbon, and to be enamelled White about the ſides, but 
not in the middle; ſuch as are Knjehts, both of the Order of St. A4ichaet 
and the Holy Ghoſt, are to bear the Figure of St. Afichael on the one fide, and of 
a Dove onthe other. | 

The Anmverſary of the grand Feat is ordained to be held on the*« firſt day -

On thoſe Ovals in length, is raiſed in white enamel, theſe 
words, Domine Probaſt;z on the other in breadth, upon flames of Fire on a 
Trevec enamelled Black, a Crucible Grey, fill'd with ſmall rods of Gold; he 
being delirous tointimate by this deviſe, that they who entred into this Society, 
ſhould hold inviolable faith, and perpetual concord, in the greateſt tryals and 
extremitics. 

At the end of this Collar 1s pendent a larger Oval of Gold, in which are ex- 
preſt *two Angels ſtanding upright, enamelled according to life, holding be- 
tween them a Chalice crowned, inthe Table whereof are figured three drops of 
blood, enamelled Red, and round the Oval, N3h1il iſto triſte recepto.

1n honor of a Lady of that name of great beau- 
ty, courage, modeſty, and charity : The chief Fx/rex 1s a Jewel of Gold, com- 
poſed of twogreat AA, adorned with Diamonds on both fides, and joined toge- 
ther by reverling one of them, being ſet within a Circle of Laurel Leaves wreathed 
about with White, and on the tour f1des this Motto, Dolce nella memoria ; 
which Jewel the Kn3zzhts wear, either in a Gold Chain, or a Crimſon or Blue 
Ribbon, as they beſt like of; | | 

The Ceremony uled at the Inveſtiture of theſe K3ghts with this Exſrgr, 1s 
briefly this. The &xcez being ſeated under her ſtate, the deſigned Knzght is 
brought up, withutual Reverences, and approaching neer the Qzeer, he kneels 
before her, then ſhe in a ſhort ſpeech acquaints him with the inducements that 
invited her to beſtow this honor, enumerating his ſervices and merits3 to which 
he makes a return of humble thanks. 

This done, he takes his Oath, {till kneeling and holding his hands between the 
Queens hands; the effect whereof 1s to defend the &xeens perſon from harm, and 
the pcrſons of the Brothers of the Order, to promote to his power, Juſtice, Vir- 
tne, and Piety, and tadiſcountenance Vice, Injury, and Wickednelſs. 


Having obliged himſelf to the performance of this Oath, the @xeer puts m_ 
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him (in the manner of a Baudrick) a Crizzſoz Silk Scarf, with the Jewel faſtned 
thereto, after which the Kz7ebt arifeth and retireth, with all ſutable reverence. 

To an abſent Prince or great Perſonage, whom the Queen intends to honor 
with this Order; ſhe ſends the Jewel,*accompamied with her Letter, which ſerves 
inſtead of a perſonal Inveſtiture. | 

Among many others admitted thereinto, were 7adiſluans Sigiſpmmdus late 
King of Poland, Carolus Guſtavus late King of $weden, and Adolphys Johannes 
his Brother, alſo Joh» George Duke of $axoxy, the Lantgrave of Heſſe, ſeveral 
German Princes,the Count Montecucnl; General of the Horſe to the Emperor, Dox 
Antonio PTiementelli de Parada Envoye Extraordinary from the King of $pazz, as 
allo divers great Lords of the Court of $Swedex 5 and of our Nation, Sir Bylſtrode 
Whiteloke, to whoſe friendly civility we are obliged for the foregoing Account. 


SECT. IL 
Of Knights in the Weſt-Indies. 


F after all theſe we take ſome proſpect of thoſe Martial Honors, beſtowed in 
the ZYVeſt-Indies, which the Europeans commonly call by the Title of Knzeht- 
hoods as having ſome reſemblance to 1t from the nature of the Ceremonies, uſed 
at the entrance and admittance into that Dignity, and the end for which they 
were beſtowed we ſhall tind they properly enough deſerve mention here. 

The? 47exicars gave the firlt place of Honor to the profeſſion of Arms 3 and 
therefore on ſuch as had performed valiant ſervices in Wars, they beſtowed great 
recompence, and gave them ſundry Priviledges, which none elſe might enjoy. 

Valour and Courage were with them the {teps by which a man of mean extra- 
(tion, aſcended to high dignity and honor; and therefore the chick of their No- 
bility commonly ſprung trom the Camp. 

Among whom " A/teenna let Knighthood in higheſt ſplendor, ordaining certain 
Military Orders, with feveral Badges and Fxnſigns. The moſt honorable among 
the Krzehts,were thoſe that carried the crown of their Hair tied witha little Red 
Ribbon, having a rich Plume of Feathers, from which did hang branches and 
rolls of Feathers upon their ſhoulders. They carried ſo many of theſe rolls, as 
they had done worthy decds in War. 

The King himſelf was of this Order, as may be ſeen in Capultepec, where Mo- 
tecxra, and his Sons are repreſented, attired with thoſe kind of Feathers cut 
in the Rock. 

There was another Order of Knighthood, which they called of the® Lyons and 
Tyoers 3 theſe Knights being commonly the moſt valiant, and moſt noted in the 
Wars, and always bors with them their Badges and Armories. 

Other Knights therc were, as the* Grey Knights, not ſo much reſpeCted as the 
reſt, they had their Hair cut round about the ear. They went to the Wars, with 
Enligns Iikethe other Knights, yet not armed, but to the Girdle, while the moſt 
honorable were armed all over. 

All X7z2hts might carry Gold and Silver, wear rich Cotton, uſe painted and 
viit Vellels, wear Shocs atter their manner 3 but the common people only earthen 
Vellels, neither might they carry Shoes, nor attire themſelves but in a grols 
Stulf called Nequer. | 

* Every Order of theſe Kaizbts had their Lodging in the Palace, noted with 
their Eni1gns; the firſt was called the Lodging of the Prince, the ſecond of Fa- 
gles, the third of Lyors and Tyeers, and the fourth of Grey Kniehts. 

They of the Province of Cizaolz (an Inland part near new Afexico) created 
their Kzzebts by giving a Bow, then ſetting them to encounter a Lyon, or ſome 
other wild Beaſt 3 the death of which was accounted the lite of their — 
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Childrento Honor, by adorning them with Gzarras or Erſignr. They pierced 
their Ears, whipt them with Slings, anointed their Faces with Blood, and all in 
ſign that they ſhould betruec Kniehts tothe Tngua. 

"Thoſe of the s blood royal in Perz, before they received the iNegree of Kxzeht- Knights of 
hood, paſs'd through ſundry probations, but chiefly they per{yrmed ſome Miti- Porn. 
tary Exerciſes, and managed the Lance, Dart, .and other Arms. The manner png, 
and order of tryal of their «kill and courage, was both rigorous and ſevere 3 as $1 foes 
abſtaining from all things for ſeven days, except a little raw Corn and Water, ' © © 
then being heartned again, their running of Races, afterwards, one day holding 
out, another bulieging a Fort, then Wreitling, Leaping, Shooting, Slingine, 
throwing the Dart and Lance, excrciling in all Weapons of War, and endaring to 
be beaten on the hands and legs with wands3 all theſe things tending to diſcover 
whether theycould bear the hard adventures of War,or not ; which tryals if they 
could not mantfully futfer, they were rejected and denyed Knjehthood. 

Next followed the Circumſtances and Ceremonies of their Creation, as i boar- 
inz a hole in the Ears, putting on gallant Shoes, as alſo Breeches, which before 
they might not wear, adorning their heads with Flowers, and an Herb that none 
clſc might uſe; and laſtly giving an Axe into their hands. All which Mr. Pur- 
hs having ſet downat large, we thought 1t leſs needful to be more particular.

Terrace 
Walk on the North-fide of the Caſtle, from whence there is a pleaſant proſpe&t 
down upon Fator Colledge, the Thames, and neighbouring Conntry. And King 
Charles the Firſt,a.1636.built the Gate at the Eaſt end of the ſaid Terrace,leading 
into the Park. Laſtly, his now Majeſty out of a particular regard to this princely 
place, hath iſſued great ſums of money 1n1ts repair, and furniſhing it with a curious 
and gallant Magazine of Arms 3 fo well order'd and kept,that it is worthy the ſight 
of every Traveller. | 
And here our learned Cambder's elegant Deſcription of this Caſtle's ſituation, 
mult not be omitted ; ® For from an high Hill (faith he) that riſeth with a gentle af 
cent, it enjoyeth a mo3t delightful proſpe@ round about 3 Foreright in the Front, it over- 
looketh a Vale, lying ont far and wide, garniſhed with Corn-fields, flouriſhing with Mea- 
dows, d-cht with Groves on either {1de, and watered with the moſt mild and calm River 
Thames: bekird it ariſe Hills every where, neither rough nor over hieh, attired as it 
were with Woods, and even dedicated, as one would ſay, by Nature to hunting Game. 
With this letus otter what Sir John Derhar's ingenious Mule hath rarely limn'd 
out of its ſituation alſo and majeſtick fabrick.

And now to afford our Reader's Eye, yet more pleaſure and ſatisfation, than 
thelc verbal Deſcriptions can do his fancy 3 we ſhall here inſert the exact Draughts 
of teveral Yiews and Proſpeds of this princely and magnificent Structure. 

This Cai#le is under the government of a ConSable, whole Office is of great an- 
tiquity, honor. and power. butof little profit. 

The uſe ard {ignthcation of the word Corſtabularius (with others of a neer 
ſpclling, and like fcnſe, found in HiStorians ) 1s ſhewed by the learned Spelman, 
and particularly applied to the Governour of a Caſtle, the Frexch call him Cha- 


ftelin, whom we call ConStable of a Caſtile, but in the Rolls of King Johr's time 


(whichis as high as we have any) the Governour of this Caſtle is called Corſtable, 
and under that title hath the Office ever lince palled. 

? His Office is mixt, partly 271/;tary, and partly Civil; as a Military Officer, per- 
tains to him the ſole Command of the place, and of any Garriſon placed there, as 
He is obliged to defend it 
againſt all Enemics, whether domeſtick or foreign, hath the charge of Priſoners 
brought thither 3 and is anſwerable for them, and for all that is in the Caſtle to the 
King, under whom he is Captain or Governour there. 

As a Civil Officer, the Contable is Judge of a Court of Record, held there by 
Preſcription, tor the determination of Pleas between party and party, — 
WIENID 
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within the Precincts of the Foreſ# of Windeſor, and Liberties thereof, which 
compriſeth many Towns, over the Inhabitants whereof this Court hath juriſdicti- 
on, to any. Sum or Contract, by way of Action at the Common Law, and all 
legal Proceſs, Judgments, and Executions, iſſue out in his name. 
He hath a Deputy learned in the Law, who is called Steward of the Conrt of 
Record, and is Keeper of the Conltables Seal of office, belonging to this Court, 
with which all things 1{ſuing out of it are ſealed. This Officer ſupplies the Cor: 
ſtables place as Judge of that Court of Pleas, from whoſe Judgment the appe1! 
1s by Writ of Error returnable in the Kings-Bench,or Common-Pleas at Weſtminſter. 

The Cortable of this Cattle 1s likewiſe chief ForeSter and Warden of the F oreſt 
of Windeſor,* which 1s one hundred and twenty milesin compaſs: He hathunder 
him one or more Lzenterarts at his pleaſure, with ſeveral other Officers, and hath 
power toimpriſon any Treſpaſſer in Vert or Veniſon, being convifted accord- 
ing to the Law of the Foreſ?, having a Priſon in the Caſtle for that purpoſe, 
called the Colebole. 

This Command of his, is not only great, but full of pleaſure (ſpecially to ſuch 
a oneastakes delight in Hunting) for he hath the freedom of uling the ſports of 
the Foreif when he plealeth, which none elſe can do, unleſs the Kings licenſe, or 
Conſtables leave be firſt obtained. He figns all Warrants to kill Deer (except 
what the King (1gns) to fell Timber and Wood. 

He that was Chaſtelain of this Caſtle in Willa the Conquerors Reign, was al- qCambd. in 
zer-fitz Other, from whom the Honorable Family of Barons #indeſor are de- #794: 
ſcended 3 and the preſent Coxſtable1s his Highneſs Prince Rupert. 


SECT. IL 
Of the Chappel of St. George. 


Roceed we next to the Chappel of St. George, lituate in the lower Ward or 
Court of this princely Caſtle, concerning which, we think fit to give our pre- 

ſent diſcourſe commencement at the foundation of the Colledge within this Chap- 
pel, by King Edward the Third, becauſe it had a peculiar reſpect to the moſt no- 
ble Order of the Garter 3 and wave fpeaking of the firſt erection thereof by King 
b Henry the Firſt, who i dedicated it to King Edward the Confeſſor. h Ex lib. -_ 

Firſt therefore, we ſhall obſerve, That King Edward the Third, ſhortly after 6 a fied 
he had founded the Colledge (of which we ſhall treat in the next Section) thought in £4. 3. 
it convenient topull down the old Chappel, and to erect another more large and yy ©7 
ſtately : Hereupon he granted to * John de Sponlee the Office of Maſter of the k $ Para. E. 
Stone-hewers, and gave hin power to'take and preſs, as well within Liberties ! $32-1-7-2£ 
as without, ſO many Maſons and other Artificers as were neceflary, and to con- 
vey them to #izdeſor, towork at the Kings pay, but to arreſt and 1mpriſon ſuch 
as ſhould diſobey or refuſe, until the King took other order 3 with a command to 
all Sheriffs, Mayors, Bailiffs, ec. to be aſſiſting to him on the Kings behalf. 

The following year this King aſſigned ® James de Dorcheſter, Sub-Conſtable m par.2g.F.3; 
_ of the Caſtle, to keep a Controll upon all the Proviſions whatſoever, bought for 2-17.10. 
the works of the Chappel, as alſo on the paymenits made for the fame, and all other 
things relating thercunto. 

Together with this Fabrick he erected ſeveral Houſes neer adjoining for the 
CStos and Canons to inhabit in, and afterwards King Herry the Fourth gave to 
them a® void place in the Caſtle called the Wodehawe, nigh to the vreat Hall, * Pat.ro.H.4. 
tor building of Houſes and Chambers for the Y7-»5, Clerks, Chorrfters, and the £715: 
other 17i7jjters, aſſigned tothe ſervice of the '/ /ppel. 

But King Fdward the Fourth (whoſe inch: .cion to, and kindnels for this place 
was extraordinary finding upon ſurvey, that the former foundation and —_ 
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of the Chappel of St. George were 1n his time very much decayed and conſumed, 
and eſteeming the Fabrick not large or ſtately enough, defigned to build one 
more noble and excellent in its room. To this purpoſe he conſtituted Richard 
Beauchamp Biſhop of $alisbury, Maſter and Surveyor of the work. And taking

2.2M.17- oldWalls ſtood in hisway, and hindred the deſign he had to inlarge the Stru- 
ture, gave the Biſhop power wholly to remove all ſuch impediments, and to de- 
moliſh and dig up their Foundations; particularly thoſe ancient Buildings on the 
Eaſt-fide of the Chappel, which reached unto the Walls on the North-fide of the 
Caſtle, where the Towers, commonly called Clure ys Tower, and Le Amener 
ys Tower. and Barner ps Tower were fituated ; as alſo on the South-ſide of 
the Chappe), unto the Belfrey there, excluſively, and to imploy the Stone, Tim- 
ber, and other materials thereof, upon ſuch Edifices in the Ca7le, as he ſhould 
think moſt convenient. | 

With what diligence and ſedulity, and how well the Biſhop performed this Of- 
fice and Employment, appears from the teſtimony given him by the King in the 
preamble of that Patent, by which he ſhortly after conſtituted him Chancellor of

Adjoining to the Faſt end of this Chappe! was a little Building of Free-ſtone 
raiſed by Cardinal Folſey, called the Tozbe-honſe, im the middle whereof he de- 
ſign'd to ered a goodly Monument for King Herry the Eighth, and had well- 
nigh tiniſhed 1t before he dyed. Butthis was demoliſhed in April 1646. by com- 
mand of the long Parliament, and the Statues and Figures provided to adorn it, 
being all of Copper gilt, and exceedingly enricht by Art, weretaken thence.

Fourth, under a large Stone of Tuch, raiſed within the oppoſite Arch, at the 
North ſide of the Altar, but without Inſcription alſo; having on the outſide of 
his Grave a range of Steel gilt, ſet to incloſe it from the North Iſle, cut excel- 
tently well in Church-work. 

Over this Arch hung this Kings Coat of Male, gilt, cover'd over with crimſon 
Velvet, and thereon the Arms of France and Fmgland quarterly, richly embroj- 
dered with Pearl and Gold, interwoven with divers Rubies. This Trophy of 
honor had ever ſince his Funeral hung ſafely over his Grave, but was plunder'd 
thence by Captain Fogg the twenty third day of OFober 1642. (on which day he 
alſo robb'd the Treaſary of the Chappel of all the rich Plate, dedicared to the uſe 
of the Altar) yet having met with an exact meaſure and fize of each part there- 
of, as alſo of his Banner, both heretofore taken by Sir :lliam le Newe, ſometime 
Clarenceux King of Arms, an exact obſervator of any thing curious, referring to 
Arms or Ceremony, wethink fit to tranſmit it thus to poſterity.

H.8, for the lodging and dicting ſuch of the CAgptry Priefts, Choriſters, 
and ſtipendary Prieſts, who had no certain place withinthe Colledee, where to hold 
Commons 1n, but were conſtrained daily to cattheir Meals in ſundry houſes of the 
Town - this Houſe he furniſhed with proper Utenſils tor ſuch a uſe, the whole 
charge amounting to 489.7 5.1 d. and for all which the Choriſters were deſired 
by him (inthe $atutes he ordained for their Rule and Government) to ſay certain 
Prayers, when they entred into the Chappel, and after his death, to pray for his, 
andthe Souls of all the faithful departed. 

In this Chappel of St. George, there were heretofore ſeveral Anniverſaries Or 
Obits held and celebrated, ſome of them as they are entred down in an" Account 
of Owen Oglethorp Treaſurer of the Colledee for the year, commencing the firſt of 
OFober, anno 38.

And not only they, bur all other 47inifters of the Chappel, if abſent from the 
Colledge above ® twenty days, without juſt cauſe approved of by the Reſident Ca- m Colleg. Star, 
1ons, or do behave themſelves ſcandaloufly in life or converſation, are by the ©** 
Statutes of the Colledge tobe expell'd, after the fact proved before the Cxſtos or his 
Liextenant ; but if any of them abſent themlſclves for leſs than twenty days, with- 
out the like approbation, then to be puniſhed at diſcretion.

Of the Alms-Knights. 
Urſuing the Order of our Diſcourſe, the Alms-Knzghts come next to be (po- 
P ken of, wherein to avoid confuſion, we ſhall conſider them, firſt, under the 
Foundation of King Edward the Third ; Secondly, when ſeparated from that,by 
Act of Parliament; and laſtly, as they wereeſtabliſhed anew by Queen El;zabeth. 
Firſt then, King Edward the Third, out of the great reſpect he bore to Mili- 
tary honor (of which himſelf had gain'd a large ſhare) and due regard had of 
valiant men, chiefly ſuch as had behaved themſelves bravely in his Wars, yet at- 
terwards hapned tofall in decay 3 took care for their relief and comfortable ſub- 
fiſtence in old age, by making room for them within this his Foundation, and 
uniting them under one Corporation and joint Body, with the Cuſtos and Carons5 
thele he called Mzlites Panperes, and we vulgarly Poor or Alms-Knights, the or- 
[ Pat-22- E.3- dained number being at firſt but 'four and twenty, as were the Cxſtos and Canons 
p411290:% atthe firſt foundation of the Colledge. But ſhortly after upon his Inſtituting the

In the 23.Article of the Injunctions, of 28. Feb.ar.4.E.6. a courſe is preſcribed to 
bring theſe fifteen Clerks to twenty, but in* Queen Elizabeth's Eſtabliſhment, they 
were again reduced tothirteen, which number is yet continued,(one of them bein 
Organiſt, hath a double Clerks place, and conſequently reckoned for two of the 
thirteen) and an augmentation to each of two pounds thirteen ſhillings four pence 
half penny farthing yearly; which being at firſt oppoſed by the Dean and Pre- 
bends, they at length (anno 5. E[zz.)) conſented to allow them forty ſhillings per

with a Scutcheon of St. George, but without any Garter, to ſurround the ſame. #5: _ 

Their Exhibition fromthe Colledge at firſt, was twelve pence apiece for every ,, g..+. ct. 
day they were at Service 1n the Chuppel, or abode in the Colledge, and forty ſhil- leg. Cap. 5. 
lings per aur for other neceſlaries; it being the like allowance as was ap- 
pointed to each of the Caron-Reſedents, which thews the quality and eſteem then 
had of theſe Alms-Knieghts. 

It ſeems (about the beginning of King Herry the Sixth's Reign) theſe quotidian 
diſtributions, and the forty ſhillings per a7 fo afſigned them, had been un- 
paid by reaſon of ſome diflentions and quarrels that had riſen between the Dear 
and Canons, and Alwrs-Knights, but upon complaint to John Archbiſhop of 
Tork, Lord Chancellor of Ezgland, Viiitor of the Colledee, by the * 1njuniions x Art, 36, 
iſſued upon his Viſitation a0 Io. H. 6. the Arrears of both were appointed to be 
forthwith paid without charge, and incaſe the Treaſurer of the Colledge became 
negligent in future payments, he was to incur the loſs of his own Quotidians, 
from the time of his voluntary delay 3 the fame to be divided among the Alms- 
Kniehts. 

Their duty was to attend the Service of God, and pray for the proſperity of 
the Soverajgn and Knights-Companions of the Order, to bey every day preſent at y Colleg.Srat; 
high Maſs, the Maſles of the Virgin ary, as allo at Veſpers and Compline, © 
from the beginning to the end , except any lawful occaſion did impede. 
But it was Ordained that for*every days abſence trom the Ch.ppel, they ſhould z Cap. 5. 
be debarred of receiving the twelve pence per die, and whatloever was raiſed 
from ſuch forfeitures, ſhould be converted to the uſe of the reſt of the Alms- 
Knights then being in the Caſtle of Windeſor. 

Notwithſtanding which Decree, 1t appears that the Dear did afterwards take 
upon him the diſpoſure of theſe Mulcts at his pleaſure, which occalioned the 
Alms-Kniehts © complain to Adam Lord Biſhop of St. Davids, Chancellor of Ere- 
land and Vilitor of the Colledge, who among other of his 1»jan&jons * dated the a Par.2.K.3: 
8. of Otfober anno 2. R. 2. commanded that the Mulcts ſhould be equally diſtri- 247 27s. 
buted among thoſe Alms-Krichts, who did attend at Divine Service in the Chap- " 
pel, as the $fatute had enjoin'd. And beſides, thelike complaint being made for 
the Deaz's difpoling of Donations and other Liberalities of the Knights-Compa- 
ons. fo that the Alms-Krjehts had no part thereof towards their ſuſtentation, 
this Chancellor aiſo appointed® an equal diſtribu: 11 of them among the Als- b tid. 
Knights and Canons, until the King and his Council © + 1 ntherwile determine. 


Theſe and other diflerenccs between the Dew ns, and Alms-Kniehts, 
grew 
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grew at length ſo wide, that they could not be reconciled ; infomuch as in the A& 
of Parliament, 22. E. 4. for the Incorporation of the Cſtos and Canons, by 
the name of Dear and Canons, the Alms-Knights were not only omitted. but this 
Clauſe inſerted, < That the Dean and Canons, and their Succeſſors, ſhould for ever- 
more be utterly quit and diſcharged from all manner of Exhibition or Charge of or 
for any of the ſaid Knights. And this was obtained upon pretence, 1 That the 
King had greatly increaſed the number of the 14-3/ters of the Chappel, fo that the 
Revenue was not ſufficient to maintain both them and the Alzr75-Kniehts, as alſo 
* that the King had otherwiſe provided for the Alms-Knights, But we elſewhere 
find ſome other cauſe, and this afterwards alledged by the Dear and Canons in 
their Anſwer to the Knzghts Petition for Repeal of the ſaid Act, to wit, * That 
IWilliam Omerey and John Kendall, Alms-Knights, laboured much before this A& 
paſs'd, to be incorporate by themſelves, to get Lands fetled on them, to be ex- 
empt from the obedience and rule of the Dear and Canons, and governed by Or- 
dinances made among themſelves, 

In the ſecond place, this Act being thus obtained, and the Alps-Kniehts divi- 
ded from the Body of the Colledee, as alſo ſtruck off from the benefit of the Quo- 
tidians, Portions, and Fees, afligned by the Foundation of King Edward the 
Third 3 how they next ſubliſted doth not fully cnough appear : but &gſoon as 
King Hezry the Seventh came to the Crown, ®they petitioned the King and Par- 
liament, for repeal of the Act anno 22. FE. 4. affirming it was gained without their 
knowledge, or bcing called thereunto; to which Petition the Dear and Canons 
anſwered, and the Alms-Knights replied, but it ſeems all they could alledge did 
not induce the Parliament to repeal the Act : but on the contrary the Dear and 
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Seal, dated 4. Feb. arno 18. H. 7. 

And it isclear from Ring Herry the Eighth'si Letter to the Colledge, which takes 
'notice of their diſcharge from any exhibition to the Alms-Kniehts, by virtue of 
the ſaid Act, That what the Colledge did in that kind, after this AC paſt, was 
meerly upon coutteſte,and not obliged thereunto; for He thanks them for grant- 
ing a Penſion of twenty Marks to Peter Narbove, whom He had recommended to 
an Almzs-Knights place, and promiſeth they ſhould be no further burthened with 
Alms-Knights, but that he would ſerle Lands upon them for their maintenance, 
and freethe Colledge from the ſaid Penſion. 

Beſides, when Mr. Narbone had the Penſion granted him, it was by ank In- 
denture made between Nicholas Feſt then Dear of Windeſor and the Canons on 
the one part, and the ſaid Peter on the other, dated 18. July anno 3. H. 8. where- 
in he covenanted, that when the King ſhould ſetle any Lands on the Colledee, 
for ſuſtentation of ſuch Kzehts, then the grant of the Penſion ſhould be void, 
and of none effect. 

In the interval between the diſunion of the Colledge and Alms-Kniehts by the 
forclaid Act, to their eſtabliſhment by Queen Elizabeth, their Habit and Badge 
continued the fame, and was fo confirm'd by King Herry the Eighth's ! Statutes : 
But it may be collefed from his laſt Will, that there was then an intention to 
draw the Garter about the Scutcheon of St. George's Arms, but it took noetfett : 
We obſerve alſo, that in this interval ſeveral perſons who had been of confidera- 
ble quality and worth, became Al-75-Kniehts, ſome of them were neverthelcls 
great objects of Charity 3 among whom was Sir Robert Champlayne Knight, a 
valiant Soldier, and one whoſe martial ſervices abroad, rendred him an honor 
to our Nation. 

It ſcems he had taken part in the Civil Wars here, with King Herry the Sixth, 
againſt King Edward the Fourth, ſhortly after whoſe coming to the Crown he 
left Frgland, and travelled into” Hungary (having with him an Equipage of three 

Servanrs and four Horſes) where, in the affiſtance of A/atthias Corvinus King of 
Hungary againſt the Turk, he behaved himſelf bravely,andlikea valiant Knight: 
But proſperous Fortune not attending him at all times, he received many 
wounds, and at length was taken Priſoner, loſt all, and forced to pay 1509 
Ducates for his Ranſom. For the juſtification of all which, he obtained» ſeveral 
authentick 
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authentick Teſtimonies under the Great Scals of Matthias King of Hungary. Jero- 
ninmns Archbiſhop of Crete, Legate de Latere 1n Hungary, Frederick the Third Em- 
ror of Germany, Renat King of Sicily ( Father to Queen Marearet Wite of our 
King Henry the S1xth) Frederick Count Palatine of the tkhyne, Charles Dake of 
Buraundy, and laſtly a Declaration thereof from our King Edward the Fourth, 
under his Privy Seal, dated the third of April in the nineteenth year of his Reign. 
And being reduced to a low condition, by his great lolles and the charge of his 
Ranſom, he was through the favour of King Hemry the Seventh ® admitted an © Arm, 1. #21;

ceſlors ſhould for ever cauſe the ſaid Orders and Arles to be obſerved and kept, 
which are theſe that follow. 


r. Firſt, Fe do c/tabliſh 13 Poor-Knights, whereof one ito be Governor of all the 
reſidue by ſuch Order as followeth; The ſame 13 to be taken of Gentlemen, 
brought to neceſſity, ſuch as have ſpent their times in the ſervice of the Wars, 
Garriſons, or other ſervice of the Prince, having but little or nothing whereupon 
to live, to be continually choſen by Us, and our Heirs, and Succeſſors. 

2. Item, We Ordair, that the Governor and Knights ſhall be choſen of men un- 
married, and ſhall continue, except in ſpecial caſe, where it ſhall pleaſe Vs the 
Soveraign, and the Heirs, and Succeſſors of Os the Soveraign Kings of this 
Realm, to diſpenſs with any perſon to the contrary. Provided nevertheleſs, 
7 any of them will mrarry, he may ſo do, loſing his place at the day of his 
Afarriage. 

3. Item, We Ordain, that no man defamed, and convited of Hereſie, Treaſon, Fel- 
lony, or any notable Crime, ſhall be admitted to any Room of the ſaid 13 
Knights, ad if any ſo admitted be afterwards convifed of any ſuch Crime, 
he ſhall be expelled out of that company, and loſe his Room. 

4. Item, The ſame 13 Knights zo have yearly for their Liveries, each of them 
one Gown of 4 yards of the colour of Red, and a Mantle of Blue, or Purple 
Cloth, of five yards, at ſrx ſhillings eight pence the yard. | 

5. Item, The Croſ7 of $t. George in a Scutcheon, embroidered without the Garter, 
to be fet upon the leſt ſhoulder of their Mantles. 

6. Item, The charges of the Cloth, and of the Lyning, making, and embroidering, 

| to be paid by the Dean and Chapter, out of the Revenue of that foundation, 
and endowment given for that and other cauſes. 

7. Item, The ſaid 13 Knights to come together before Noon, and afternoon daily, 
at all the Divine Service, ſaid within the Colledge, in their ordinary App4- 
rel, and to continue to the end of the ſame Service,without a reaſonable lett,to 
be allowed by the Governor. 

3. Item, The ſaid 13 Knights ſhall keep their Lodgines appointed unto them, and 
their Table together in their common Hall appointed, and to have their pro- 
viſrons made by their common Purſe , except for any reaſonable canſe, any of 
them be licenſed to the contrary, by the Dean or his Deputy, and that Lt 
cenſe to endure not above 20 days in no year, except it be for ſickneſs only. 

9. Item, The ſaid 13 Knights ſhall not haunt the Town, the Ale-houſes, the 
Taverns, nor call any Woman into their Lodgines, without it be upon 4 reaſa- 
able cauſe, and that with the Licenſe of the Dean or his Deputy. 

io. And further, We will that 12 of the ſaid Knights ſhall be obedient to the 
thirteenth, appointed for the Governor, and all 13 ſhall be obedient to the 
Dean and Chapter, in the obſervation of theſe Statutes, for the good Order 


of themſelves. 
11. Item, 
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11. [tem, 7he ſaid 13 Knights ſhall be placed within the Church where the Dean 
and Canons ſhall think beſt, to hear the Divine Service together, where they 
ſhall leaſt trouble the Miniſters of the Church. 

12. Item, They ſhall be preſent at the Service, to be done quarterly for the memo- 
ry of the Patrons and Founders of the ſaid Colledge, and ſpecially of our 
ſaid dear Father and Us, and have for every of them at each time 20d. and 
ih: Governor 2s. The ſaid Service ſhall he uſed at the four quarters of the 
Tear, every Sunday next before the Duarter-day5 That is to ſay, the Sunday 
zrext before the Feaſt of the Anminciation of our blelled Lady, the Sunday 
before the Nativity of $t. John Baptiſt, #he Sunday before the Feat of St. M1- 
chael the Archangel, and the Sunday before the Nativity of our Lord God. 

13-Item, If any of the 12: Knights do not obey the Governor in the obſervation 
of theſe Statutes, he ſhall ſuitain for every time of ſuch diſobedience, ſuch 
forfeiture as the Dean and Chapter ſhall put on him. The Governor ſhall 
make report of all ſuch diſobedience and other Offences committed by any of 
the ſaid Knights to the Dean and Chapterz and if the offence be ſach, as 
fhall ſeem to them to require ſuch puniſhment, they ſhall beſides a pain Arbi- 
trary, give a warning to the Offender, cauſing the ſame to be regiſtred, and 
he that ſhall ſo twice be warned by them, ſhall immediately upon the third 
offence, be expelled for ever ont of that company. And if the Governor diſobey 
the Dean and Chapter in the Obſervation of the ſaid Statutes, upon ſuch 
warning by theia, he ſhall receive like puniſhment as the other twelve. 

14.Item, The Fenalties of ſuch as are puniſhed by the Dean and Chapter for not 
obſerving of theſe Statutes, ſhall be imployed, by the diſcretion of the Dean 
and Chapter, upon any of the Miniſters or Choriſters of the Church where 
they think beſt. 

15.Item, When it fhall pleaſe God, that IWe, or our Succeſſors, Kings of this Realnt, 
ſhall repair to the Caſtle of Windeſor, the ſaid 13 Knights ſhall ſtand before 
their doors in their Apparel, to do their obedience unto Us, then, at the com- 
ing and going away. | | 

16, Item, Yearly at the keeping of the Feaſt of St. George, they foall ftand like- 
wiſe in their Apparel, before their doors, at the coming and going out of the 
Lieutenant, a#d of the other Knights of the Order, choſen for the keeping 
of that Feat. | e 

17.Item, When any Feat of $t. George is kept within that Caitle of Windeſor, 
the Governor and Knights at the Dinner, ſhall ſit together in their Apparel, 
as aforeſaid, at one Table, and have allowance of meat and drink, at the 
charges of Us, our Heirs, and Succeſſors. 

18. Item, The ſaid 13 Knights ſpall daily in their Prayers, pray for Us the Sove- 
raign, our Heirs and Succeſſors, and for the Companions of our ſaid Order 
of the Garter. 

19.Item, The ſaid 13 Knights ſhall all Ize within their Lodgings provided for 
then, and if any of them ſhall lye without their ſaid Lodgings, and the Col- 
dic. without the licenſe of the Dean, or his Deputy, he ſhall loſe for every 
time twelve pence. | | 

20. Item, 7ſ any of the Poor-Knights, after his admiſſzon into that room, ſhall 
hae Lands or Revenues fall unto him to the yearly value of 201. or upwards, he 
fhall immediately upon the coming of ſuch Lands or Revenues unto him, be re- 
moved, and put from his ſaid room of a Poor-Knight, and another, ſuch as 
aforeſaid taken into his place. 

21. Item, The ſuzd Poor-Knights (excepting cauſe of (ickneſs) ſhall be every day 
preſent in the Colledge, at Church at Divine Scrvice as is aforeſaid, and re- 
ceive there for a dail y diſtribution of twelve pence by the day, to be paid thent 
Monethly, ;f it may be. or at leaSt in ſuch ſort as the other Miniſters of the 
Chappel be paid; aud he that ſhall be abſent from the Church one day with- 
ont leave of the Dean or his Deputy, ſhall loſe his diſtribution of 12 d. aforeſaid. 

22. Item, The Governor fall keep a Book, and therein note aſwell the abſence 
of every knight froze the Charch,as other faults committed by thens, NO 
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by theſe Statutes, whereof he ſhall deliver one to the Dean or his Deputy, and 
another to the Steward, or him that payeth the Poor-Knights, who by order of 
the Dean or his Deputy, ſhall defaulk at the time of their pay ſuch ſums as are 
ſet upon any of the ſaid Knights for Penalties as aforeſaid. 

23. Item, The Dean or hzs Deputy ſhall once in the year at leaſt, appoint a day and 
hour,at the which the Poor-Knights ſhall be warned to be preſent,unto whom the 
ſtid Dean or his Deputy, or one of the Commons to be appointed by the Dean, 
or in his abſence by his Deputy, ſhall rcad theſe Statutes, and if any of the 
Knights, being warned, ſhall be abſent from that readiug , without licenſe 
of the ſzid Dean or his Deputy, he ſhall loſe for every time of ſuch abſence, 
[rx ſhillings eight pence. 

24. [tem, The Poor-Knights ſo choſen, as is aforeſaid, and every of them, before 
he take any commodity of his Room, ſhall give a corporal Oath before the Dean 
or his Deputy, to be faithful, and true to Vs, and to our Heirs, and Succeſſors, 
Kings of this Realm, and that he or they for the time of their tarrying there, 
ſhall truly obſerve theſe Statutes and Ordinances, ſo far as the ſame concern- 
eth them, or ſuch other as ſhall be hereafter made by Us, or our Heirs, and 
Succeſſors, touching the good order of that Company,upon the pains contained in 
the ſaid Statutes. 

25. Item, Notwithſtanding the Article before expreſſed, preſcribing the aforeſaid 
rber to be choſen of Gentlemen, which we do moſt allow, yet conſidering that 
before the perfeition of theſe Orders, we be advertiſed, that the more part of 
then now choſen, and admitted, be not certainly known Gentlemen, were re- 
ceived into the ſame Order, as men well reported for honeſty, and thought 
meet to be relieved for their poverty, we are pleaſed to diſpence with all ſuch, 
as are preſently placed, being not Gentlemen born, and hereafter mean in that 
point, not to have any admitted, contrary to the ſaid Order. 


The annual allowance to each of theſe 4l9:-Kn;ehts upon this new Eſtabliſh- 
ment is 18]. 55.04. to be paid by the Dea of Windeſor (but their Governor 
hath 3 /. 65. 8d. more)beſides a Gown or Surcoat of Red Cloth, and a Mantleof 
Blue or Purple Cloth, on the left ſleeve whereof is embroidered the Arms of 
St. Georee in a plain Scutcheon. King James was pleaſed to double this Penſion,

To theſe thirteen Alrs-Knights there was added, inthe Reign of the late Sove- 
raign King Charles the Firſt of ever bleſſed memory, five more to wit, two of 
the Foundation of Sir Peter 12 Maire Knight, and three of Sir Francis Crane 
Knight, ſometime Charcellor of this moſt noble Order.

the care and aſliſtance of Sir Bulſtrode Whiteloke (then Conſtable of the Caſtle of 
IVindeſor) was not wanting. 

The ſetlement being perfected, the preſent $ozerazge, in a Chapter held at 
Irhitehall the 14. of January anno 12. Car. 2. Decreed, That the Charcellor of the 
Order for the time being, ſhould receive the ſaid annual ſum of 2301. and diſpoſe 
thereof thus 3 200. per 4u7um among the five new-inſtituted Alms-Knights quar- 
terly, by even and equal portions, at the four uſual Feaſts of the year, and to 
employ the reſidue (being 3ol. per anmm) upon repair of the new buildings, 
ereted for their Lodgings, which powers were 1nſerted into the Patent for his 
Office, bearing date the 20. of the ſame Month. 

And it was further decreed at the ſame Chapter, That theſe five Alms-Knights 
ſhould be ſubje&t tothe ſame Rules and Government, under which the other thir- 
teen were eſtabliſhed by Queen Flizabeth's Foundation, and made equal parta- 
kers of the ſame Priviledges, and have the like Habit aſtigned to them. 

The number of Alzs-Knights being by the donation of Sir Francis Crane, in- 
creaſed to eighteen. King Charles the Firit of ever bleſled memory, taking no- 
tcethereof (though they were not yet ſetled_) intended to makethemup lix and 
twenty, as they were at the Inſtitution of the Order; to which end, in a Chapter 
held at Whitehall the 18. of April 1637. it was Ordered, ? That the Knights- p £56. R- 
Companions (Commitiioners for other affairs of the Order) ſhould conſider of the ® 
beft way how the ſame might be effefFed, and report their opinions to the then Sove- 
raign: But nothing being done thereupon, this Aﬀair yet waits a more propiti- 
ous ſeaſon for the compleating thereof.

UR brief account relating to the Dear, Canons, and other Members of the 
( cattedee;being now diſpatch'd,it follows thatwe treat of the Endowment there- 
of, and ſhew what Lands were given towards the maintenance and ſupport of 
this Foundation. But becauſe we intend no other account here, than in that of 
the.Caſtle, Chappel, and Colledge, which was but ſhortz we will only fet down 
what Lands, &*c. the Founder endowed the Colledge with, and then touch upon 
thoſe other confiderable additions made by ſome of his Succeffors, Soveraigns of 
the maſt noble Order of the Garter, and of the Kniehts-Companrions, referring 
the reft (after a bare mentron of ſome other that were taken into the firſt Foun- 
dation) to the larger diſcourſe which we intend hereafter to make publick. 
The Endowments wherewith King Fdward the Third inveſted this Colledee by 
his Letters Patent of Foundation before mentioned, were firſt the* Advowlſons 2F Pat.de an. 
of the Churches of Wprardesburyp (vulgarly called Kasbxry) in the Dioceſs of dg Ly 
Lincoln, of Southtanton in the Diocels of Fxeter,and of Uttoxater in the-Dio- = 
cels of Coventry and Lichfield. Thete he gave to the Cuſtos, Canons, Alma 
Knights and Miniſters of the Colledee, to hold in free, pure and perpetual Alms, 
throughly and perpetually, free from all ſecular exactions, with licente to ap- 
propriate the fame to the Colledge, notwithſtanding the Stature of AMortmair. 
t He thereby alſo appointed fo much of his Treaſure as ſhould be tor their decent 
ſupport, until he had fetled an immoveable eftate of 10001. per aur upon 
them 1n Lands, Benefices, or Rents. 
But as for two of theſe Advowſons, namely Uttoxater and Southtanton, "tis to 
be doubted there was afterwards diſcovered ſome defect in the Kings Title to 
them, and that the right of Patronage lay rather 1n Hezry Earl of Lancaiter, and 
Thomas Earl of Warwick : for the 19. of Tune anno 22, E., 2. the King granted 
ſpecial Licence to Henry Earl of Lancaſter that he ſhould give and aflign to the 
Cuflos and Chaplains of the Chappel of St. George in Windeſor, and their Succeſlors 
for ever, the< Advowlon of the Church of Vttokeſhatre, it being there ſaid to be - hp 
of the Earls proper Patronage.

Colledge, ts Title might be better ſtrengthened. 

The 26. of Odober 1n the ſame year, the King granted to the (aid Cyſtos and 
Colledge and their Succeſlors, ® ove hundred Marks per anmm, to be received 
out of the Farm of the Town of Northampton + and paid them by the hands of 
the Bailitt of that Town for the time being, at Eaſter and Aichaelmas by equal 
portions, towards their ſuſtentation and maintenance, and the ſupportation of 
the burthen of the Chappel. 

It was at the inſtance of the Founder (and therefore we mention it here) That 
the Bailifls and Communality of Barmouth granted to the Colledge (the firſt of 
April azno 26. E. 3.) under their Common-Seal, a ® Laſt of Red Herrings yearly, 
well dried and cleanſed; to the end they might take this Corporation into their 
Prayers. But ſome ſayit was enjoin'd them as a Penance, for murdering a Magi- 
ſtrate among them. | 

Moreover the Founder granted to them and their Succeſſors (18. July anno 26. 
E. 3.) the? Mannor of Eure neer weybrieg, with its appurtenances in Bucking- 
hamfhire, the Mannor of Craſwell, with its appurtenances in the Pariſh of zray, 
1n the County of Berks, and a certain Weare, called Zr.:ybrok, placed in the Ri- 
ver of Thames, with all the Lands and Tenements in the ſaid Pariſh conveyed 
unto him by Sir John Philibert, together with the Knights Fees, and Advowſons 
of Churches, Chappels, Chanteries, and other things whatſoever, tothe ſaid Man- 
nors, Lands and Tenements belonging or appertaining. And the 23. of February 
following, a? Writ ifſ[ued to Henry de Greyſtock Clerk, Steward of the Lands ſet 
apart for the uſc of the Kings Chamber, and to Robert de Haddon Elcaetor of the 
ſame Lands, to give full ſeilin to the C:ſtos and Colledge of theſe Mannors of Fure . 
and Bray St. Philebert, as alſo of a Wood called Temple-Wood in $toke-pugeys, 
conveyed to the King by John de Molyns. 

Afterwards, the King conſidering, that all the Lands he had afligned for ſupport 
of this Colledge, were yet too little for that end; and being deſirous to haveit 
better provided for, he further granted to the Cxſtos and Colledge and their Suc- 
ceſſors by like Letters Patent, a 4 Pezzſoz of one hundred pounds yearly out of his 
Exchequer. Theſe Letters Patent were afterwards vacated, for that by other 
like Letters dated the 12. of May anno 34. E. 3. he gave them Lands to the 
yearly value of * x01. is. 11d. of the poſleſſtons of Religzows Aliens, which 
fell into his hands, by occaſion of the French Wars. One hundred pounds per 
annum part of this, was in recompence of the ſaid 1001. yearly Penſion iſſuing 
out of the Exchequer, and the 1/. 115. 114. in part of ſatisfaction of the Lands, 
which the King intended to provide for the further maintenance of the Colledee3 
nevertheleſs he thereby alſo granted, \ that in caſe theſe Poſleſfions ſhould by 
Treaty of Peace or otherwiſe be reſtored, they ſhould then receive the ſaid 
yearly fum of IG1/. 11s. IT d. out of his Exchequer as before, until there waspro- 
vided for them Lands of the like annual value. 

And whereas in the Patent of Foundation it 1s ſaid, that the King deſigned to 
ſetle upon the Colledge Lands of the value of 10001. per anmmms; now in another 
Letters Patent bearing Teſte the ſaid 12. of Aay, there is notice taken only of 
Lands of the annual value of © 655 /. 15 s. od. (as if his intended Donation had 
extended to Lands of no greater value) and that the King in purſuance of ſuch 
his purpoſe, had already provided Lands and other Poſleſffions, rated at 6047: 
5. 3d. per annum, the refidueto make up the intended ſum here exprelt, being 
but 517.9 5. 9d. Hethereupon”® appointed the Colledee to receive that ſum year- 
ly out of 126. 0s. od. which the Prior of Takkele paid to him for the Farm of 
that Priory, it being then in the Kings hands by reafon of the War with 
trance : Howbeit in caſe Peace was ſo concluded, that the ſame ſhould bereſto* 


red tothe Frior,the King then further granted, that the Cxſtos and Colledge ſhould 
thence” 
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thenceforward receive the ſaid ſum of 511. 9s. 9d. out of his Exchequer, at 
Michaelmas and Eafter, by even Portions. 

But it ſeems the Lands fell ſhort of the value rated at in this Account, and 
reached not to the total of. the Kings intended Endowment by gol. per anmm:

E.3.the Founder beſtowed on them as piece of y Pat.39.E.2, 
ground in New-Windeſor (upon which had ſtood a Houſe ſometime of John de p.1.m.22, 
London) in lieu of the great Garden lying on the South part of the Caftle, * for- z par.2g. 8.5. 
merly given them by him, fortheuſe of the Cxifos and Canons. Andallo a Gar- 2-1: m.37. 
den oppoſite thereunto, on the other ſide of the way, with its appurtenances, for 
the uſe of the Alms-Knights, Vicars, Clerks, Chorifters, and other the Officers of 
the Colledge and herewith he cloſed his Endowments. 

But beſides a)l theſe Donations made by the Founder, to the Cuſtos, Colledge, and 
their $ucceſoors, there were other Lands, Parſonages, Penſions, and Portions 
given to them by pious and devout perſons, in free, pure, and perpetual Alms for 
ever, towards their ſuſtentation, which are ſaid to be taken into the friſt Foun- a #19;

their Prayers, or 1n honor to the Military Order 3 ſome of which, as they fall 
into our way, we will here ſet down. 

King Richard the Second, Grandchild and Succeſlor to the Founder (13. Feb.

Nothmolton, together with the Advowſon of that Church, it being in the ©9772-9718, 
Dioceſs of Exeter, and licenſe to appropriate the ſame. 

John Duke of Bedford, third Son to King Herry the Fourth, beſtowed on this 
College, by his Deed dated the 3. of December anno 9.H. 5. the «© Priory of Dke- < Ex ipſo Au- 
bozne m the County of Wilts (a Cellto the Abbey of Zee in Normandy) together _ Erar, 
with all and ſingular the Poflefſions thereunto belonging or appertaining. This ops. 
Grant King Hemry the Fifth fconfirmed, and that it might be more valid, was fEx Lib. vocar, 
likewiſe confirmed by Kings Edward the Fourth. : oy 

King Fd:»2rd the Fourth had a ſingular reſpe& and favour for this Colledge, to 2 Cart dean.t. 
which, tne 29, of Jul; in the leventh year of his Reign, towards augmentation E, 4. m, 20: 
of its maint-:,artee., and caſe of the great burtkens of the Dear and Canons, he 
gave the » Manniors cf fltherfton in the County of 1F:rwick (a member of the hPat.5-£.4- 
Priory of Okeborne ) the Mannors and Advowſons of the Churches of Theſing- 
bury in IViltſhir-, and of QQuarle in Fit/hire., the Church and Priorate of 
Upbaven, and the Deanry or Chappel ot St. Burien in Cornwall. with all 
Tights and appurtenances thereunto appertaining, as alſo.an annual Pexſoz which 
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the Abbot of $4xtre paid for the Church of Falburne to the Abby de bong Requie 
and another annual Pezzſ#oz of 201. paid by the Abbot of Ronsford tor the mediety 
of the Church of Kotheram. 

The 29. of Jaruary anno reeni ſai 13. he gave the i Mannor or Priorate of 
Punclane in the County of Hereford (parcel of the poſſeſſions belonging to the 
Priories Alien ) with all and fingular its appurtenances. 

The following year (772. 27. of February) he granted to them, by the name of 
Cuſtos or Dean and Chapter of this Colledge, thek Cuſtody, Patronage, and free 
diſpoſition of the Hoſpital or Free-Chappel of St. Anthonies Lodo» (a Pre- 
ceptory of the Monaſtery of St. Anthony at Vienna) with all the Liberties, Privi- 
ledges, Lands, Rents, Services, and Emoluments whatſoever thereunto belong- 
ing, upon the firſt vacancy, whether it ſhould happen by death, reſignation, 
or otherwile. 

He alſo gave them (the 17. of May enſuing) the! Priorate of Bzimstfield in 
the County of GlouceSter, the Mannor of Blakenham in the County of Suffolk 
(parcel of the Priory of Okeburze) the Priorate of St. Efene in the Iſle of Wyeht 
in Hampſhire, the Priorate or Mannor of Tharleton in 77:1:/;re, and all the 
Lands, Tenements,Rents, and Services in Nozthumudon,Compton,and Welegh 
in the Counties of S»ſſex and Southamptor: ( which ſometime belonged to the 
Abbey of Lucerze in Normandy) the Mannor of Ponyngton and Webon in the 
County of Dorſet (parcel of the poſleſſions of Okeburne Priory) one annual Per 
{ion of twelve Marks, payable by the Prior of the Priory of Aorte-Acuto, toge- 
ther with all and fingular the Lands, Tenements, Rents, Advowſons, Liber- 
ties, &c. annexcd to the ſaid Priorates and Mannors, or in any manner appertain- 
ing, with licenſe to appropriate the ſame to them and their Succeſſors. 

About two Moneths after, this King gave alſo to the Colledge, the ® Mannor of 
Demburp in Devonſhire, and Lordſhips of Pzefion and Monkefilber in the 
County of $9zerſet, the Advowlſons of the Churches of Puryton, and TWolla: 
bington in the ſaid County (being parcel of the Priory of Golalyf in ales, and 
one of the Priors Aliens) together with the Knights Fees, Advowſons, Profits, 


Rights, &c. thereunto belonging, 
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In the 18. year of his Reign, the @xeex, Thomas Archbiſhop of York, and ſe- 
veral Biſhops, Noblemen and others, being ſeiſed to the uſe of the King his 
Heirs and Succetlors of the " Mannor of Wpkecombe called Balſetsburp, the 
Fee Farm of the Town of great Wpkecombe, the Mannor of Crendon in the 
County of Buckingham, and of the Mannors of Jþafelep and Pyrton in the 
County of Oxford, parcel of the Lands of the Dutchy of Lancaſter, they (at the 
ſpecial command of the King) demiſed and granted the premiſes with all their 
appurtenances tothe Cyſtos or Dear and Canons and their Succeſſors, until ſuch time 
as the King, his Heirs or Succeſlors ſhould grant to them other Lands of the like 
yearly value. 

The 17. of February following, this King gave them the * Advowſon of the 
Church of Chethunt, being of his own Patronage, with licenſe ro appropriate 
the ſame, provided the Vicarage were ſufficiently endowed, and a competent 
ſum of money annually diſtributed among the poor Pariſhioners, according to the 
Dioceſan's Ordinance, and form of the $tatute in ſuch caſe provided. 

This King the 21. of February following united the Cuſtody or Deanry of the 
Free Chappel of Wolberhampton in the County of $tafford, to the Crifos or 
Dean of this Colledge, and his Succefſors for ever. This Church cum membris 1s 
exempt not only fromthe Juriſdiction of the Biſhop of Lichfield and Coventry, but 
(by a Papal Bull) from all his Legates, and Delegates; nor 1s 1t ſubject to any ter- 
rene power but the Majeſty of Frgland, and under it, to the perpetual viſitation | 
of the Keepers of the Great Seal pro tempore. | 

He likewiſe gavethem the1 Advowſon or Patronage of the Prebend of Ewern 
in the County of Dorſet, the 27. of Sept. in the 20. year of his Reign, with all its 
rights and appurtenances, and alſo a licenſe of appropriation. 

And laſtly, the 21. of November in the enſuing year, he granted to them tWO

All the before mentioned Endowments are called the Lands of the 014 Dota- 
tion, to diltingutth them from tho{c ſetled on the Colledge by King Fd rd the 
Sixth, which bear the title of Lands of the New Dot.iti077, Concerning which we 
ſhall ſpeak in the next place. But teveral of them ſo given by King Edward the 
Fourth, the Colledge never enjoyed, namely, the Mannor of Atherſtor, the Man- 

-y and Advouwſon of &zirle, Uphaver, St. Buricn, Fulburne Penſion, Brimfelt, 
dt. Flog. Charleton, Blakenhan, Ponynoton. IVedon, Ol1 Smwinford, and Garnow: 
And of ſome others they were ſeiled but a ſhort time; to wit. Cheltmobury Mannor 
and Advouwſon, the Lands in Newford, Blanſord, and Portſmonth. Belides thetc., 
the Colledgo was difpotſeſt of Gottesford 1n the Rergn of King Herry the Sixth, of 
Che/hnmt Advowſon in Henry the Seventh's R c1gn, and in the time of King Herr 
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the Eighth (or ſome time before) of Wodemerſhthorne, Tyltehey, Retherſeld, Le. 
yngdon, Stoke-Paſſet, Stretham, Totingbeek, Fordham, Fthorp, Newenham, and 
Tolleſworth 3 afterwards they ſurrendred into the hands of King Hezry the 
Fighth, the Mannors and Advowſons of Exre, Clyff, Aſhton, Rowhand, King- 
ſtor, Eji-Henrith , Northumnunden, Compton, IWelee , Compton-St. John's, and 
Shobinedon Portion.

Otirings of Sir John Shornes Shrine, at Northmarſton in 
Buckinvghamfhire 5 a very devout man, of great veneration with the people, and 
ſymetime Rettor there. The Advowlon of this Church was appropriate to the 
Dean and Can0zs, by the Prior and Convent of Dunſtaple, the licenſe of King 
Edward the Fourth being obtained for that purpoſe the ' 15. of November, anny 
rogni ſui 19. in exchange for the Advowſon of the Church of #edenbeck in 
Bedfordſhire. | 

The Dean and Canons having by their Deed under their Chapter Seal, con- 
veyedunto King, Henry the Eighth the Mannor and ReGory of Tvor in Buckine- 
hamfhire, the Mannor of Dammery Court 1n Dorſetſhire, and divers other Lands, 
Rents, Portions, and Penſions 1n the Counties of Somerſet, Hants, Middleſex, 0x- 
ford, and $»fſex, for which they had no recompence in his life, nevertheleſs by 
his laſt 4 Will and Teſtament, he appointed them ſatisfaction 3 and thereby 
charged and required his Son, and all his Executors, and likewiſe all his Heirs 
and Succellors Kings of Exeland, as they would anſwer the neglect before Al- 
mighty God at the dreadful day of Judgment, that they ſhould ſee aflurance 
made to the Dean and Canons for ſctling Lands on them and- their Succeſlors, in 
performance of his Will, and the uſes therein appointed. 

And it being manifeſt to the Lord ProteFor and his Co-Executors (after this 
Kings death)<that the Dear and Canons upon the commutation and agreement of 
an exchange, performed on their part by aſſigning to the ſaid King the Mannors 
and Lands above ſpecified, being of the yearly value of 160/. 2 s. 4d. for 
which they were as then unrecompenced; King Fd4ward the Sixth, minding the 
accompliſhing and performance of his Fathers Jaſt Will, as well for the aſſu- 
rance of Lands to the yearly value of 600. to the Deax, Canons, and their Syc- 
-eſſors for ever, to the uſes in the Will, and for maintenance and performance of 
{uch other Ordinances and things, as he and the ſaid Executors ſhould limit and 
preſcribe to them as allo for the aſſurance of other Lands of the annual value 
of 1601. 25.4 d. tobe made tothe Dear and Canons in zecompence of the Lands, 
they had releaſed and afligned to King Herry the Eighth; was pleaſed by his 
Letters Patent bearing Teſte at Hampton Court, the 7. day of 0Fober in the firſt 
year of his Reign, to give and grant to the ſaid Dea and Canons the Rectories, 
Impropriations, P-rſonages, Chappels, Portions, and Tithes herenamed, wiz.

Windeſor, Touching the firſt, it appears by afBull of Pope Clement the Sixth, dated at | 
Avignon

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Avienion the 12.0f February in the 9. year of his Papacy, That at the deſire of 
the Founder, this Pope exempted the Chappel, Colledee, Canons, Pricsfs, Clerks, 
Alms-Knights, and Officers of the Coll:d4ge, trom all ordinary Juriſdiction, Do- 
minion, and Superiority of Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Archdeacons, and all other 
Inlges and Officials, and received them within the proteQion of the Papal See. 
And further granted, That the Cſtos for the time being, ſhould have Fcclefiaſti- 
cal Juriſdiction over the Canons, Prieſts, Clerks. Alms-Knights, and Officers, and 
their Succeſſors, As alſo the Cure of their Souls; notwithſtanding any Papal Con- £ 
titution, Statutes, Cuſtoms, whether Provincial or Synodical, or other what- 
ſever to the contrary. Walling nevertheleſs, that the Cxſtos ſhould receive the 
Cure of their Souls from the Dzoceſax of the place. And in conſideration of this 
Exemption and Priviledge, the Cxſtos was obliged to pay annually on St. Georges 
day, one Mark inSilver to the Popes Chamber. 
About two years before the date of this Bull, we find that this Chappel had the 
title of * rhe Kings free Chappel, given unto it (fo alſo whilſt under the «former t Pat.24.E.3. 
Foundation) and ſtill enjoys the ſame: which title of Free Chappel is not only -: = 000 
intimated but confirmed by its exemption from the Juriſditions now mentioned. ano x, Z. 3.

Other Notes and Marks of Exemption appears in the Deans taking no 7»ſij 
tution from any other Biſhop; but that his? Inſtitution, Inveſtiture, and Inſt}. 
lation into the Cuſtoſhip, Canonſhip, and Prebendſhip, tis received from ſuch of 
the Canons-Reſtdent, to whum the King (who Collates) doth recommend hin 
by his Letters. As alſo in the conſtantiproving of Wills before him, or in his 
abſence before his Liextenarnt: In uſing the power of Excommunication within 
their Juriſdiction (which 1s the Precinds of the Colledge) and diſpenſing with 
themſelves, for cating of Fleſh in Lezt. 

Add to theſe, that the* Ordinations for the Chantry Prieſts were confirmed by | 
the Dear and Chapter, not the Bilhop of the Dioceſ7, ſo allo were the Statutes of | 
the New Commons.

The Dear and Canons (end no" Delegates to the $3nod, and when this point 
fell into debate, a0 1640. it was carried in the Negative, as being a perfe& | 
Novelty, and againſt their Liberties, and might intitle them to the payment of | 
Subſidies, and conſequently bring a new charge upon the Colledge. Nor have | 
they ſhare in the Government of the Church, as other Deans and Chapters have. 
So that notwithſtanding any alteration or diſſolution of the Government of the 
Church here in Egland by Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Deans and Chapters, this Col. 
ledge cannot be concerned, more than the Colledees in the Univerſities, where 
there are many nominal Deans. 

Laſtly, after the 4Z for Vniformity palt, © ax.14. Car. 2. whereby every Clerey | 
2141 was bound to ſubſcribe before the Archbiſhop or his Ordinary, the? Cano | 
ſubſcribed before the Deaz of Windeſor, he being the Ordinary of the place: And | 
though ſome of them iz mwajorenm cautionem, ſubſcribed alſo before the Archbi- 
ſhop of Canterbury, yet was 1t with this Salvo, ſaving the rights and priviledges 
of this Free Chappel. 

Thus much in relacion to the Eccleſſaſtick, Priviledges of the Colledge: As to the 
Temporal and Crvil, what the Founder granted to it, being very large and bene- 
ficial (in regard he was born here, and toucht with a prerogative of affection to 
this place) and hath been ſince confirm'd by ſeveral of his Succeſlors, we ſhall 
here inſert. 

Firſt then the Founder King Edward the Third, by his4 Charter dated the 6. 
of March in the 27. year of his Reign, granted them ſeveral Profits, Priviledges, 
and Immuniries to the effect following. 

That the Cſtos and Canons, and their Succeſſors, ſhould for ever be free from 
payment of any 4id, for making the eldeſt Son of any King of England a Knight, 
and for marrying their eldeſt Daughter: as alſo of all 4ids to the King, Contri 
butions and Tallages. | 

That whenſoever the Clergze of this Real, or of the Province of Canterbuty 0t 


- Tork, ſhould give a Texth or other Impoſition, out of their Spiritualities; or the 


Commons of England ſhould give a Tenth or Fifteenth, or any other Tax, out of 
their TemporaJities or moveable Goods, or that the King and his Heirs ſhould 
cauſe his own Demazz tobe taxed; or that the Pope ſhould impoſe any Tax or In- 
poſition upon the Clergy of this Realm, and give the ſame to the King and his 
Heirs; this Colledge with all its Lands and Poſſſſions ſhould be wholly freed thereof. 
That they ſhould be free from any charge of Arrayize Soldiers, for the ſervice 
of the King and his Heirsz and from hn them for the Cxſtody of the Sec 

Coaſts, and from every Fine or Compoſition for the ſame. | 
That their Houſes, as well thoſe within the Cai7le of Windeſor, as elſe-where, 
ſhould be free from any Livery of the Kings Stewards, Marſhals, Purveyors, Offi 
cers, and Servants, and from the like Officers of the Queens, or any - oo 
children 
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children, or of the Peers or Nobles. And that the ſaid Officers ſhould not inter- 
| meddle there, without the leave of the Cuſtos and Canons, and their $ucceſſors. | 

Thar no Dnke, Farl, Baron, or Nobleman, nor any Stewards, Marſhals, Eſchea- 
tors, Sheriffs, Coroners, Bailij]s, or Officers, nor any other perſon of what condi- 
tion ſoever, ſhould upon any colour lodge or ſtay in the Hoxſes of the Cuſtos or 
Canons, Without their conſent. 42 

That they the ſaid Cyſts and Canons, and their Terarts, ſhould for ever be 
free from payment of Toll, Pavzage, Picage, Barbicanage, Terrage, Pontage, Mu- 
race, Paſſage, Paiage, Leſtage, Stallage, Tallage, Cariage, Peſaee, and from Scot 
and Geld, Hidage, Scutage, working about Caſtles, Parks, Bridges, Walls for the 
Kines Houſes, And from Snitsto the County or Hundred Conrt, and Wapentakes, 
court Leets, Murder, and Common Amerciaments, whether they ſhould happen 
before the King, or any of the Juſtices of the Bench, or Juſtices Itinerant, or 
other Juſtices whatſoever, and fromevery other like Cuſtom. 

That they ſhould have within their Lands and Fees, the Chattels of all Felons 
and Fugitives, and ſeize them to their own uſe. 

That they ſhould have all Fines for Treſpaſſes, and all other Contempts and Miſe 
demeanors, Fines, pro licentia concordand:i, and for all other cauſes. 

That they ſhould have all Amerciaments, Redemptions, Iſſues, and Forſeitures 
whatſoever, Annum, Diem,Vaſtun,@E* Streppunt, and all things which might belong 
to the King and his Heirs thereupon. 

That they ſhould have 1/recks, Waifs,and Strays, within all their Lands and Fees. 


That no Purveyance of Corn, Hay, Horſes, Carts, Carriages, Vidtuals, or any. 


Goods, Chattels, or any thing whatſoever, ſhould be taken by any of the Kings 
Officers or Miniſters, 1n, or upon any of their Lands, or the Lands of any of their 
Tenants. 

That they ſhould be free from the payment of any Pexſ/o, Corrody, or other 
Suſtentation to be granted by the King, his H eirs ur Succeſlors. 

That they ſhould have F»2s 77%«rrez 1n all their Demain Lands whereſoever. 
And that,although they lay within the bounds of the Kings Foreſt. 

That they ſhould have a weekly Market, to be held on Wedneſlays, at their 
Mannor of Emre in Buckinghamſhire, and two Fairs to endure for eight days, viz. 
onthe Eve and Feaſt-day of the Apoſtles Peter and Part, and for two days next 
following : and upon the Eve and Feaſt-day of St. Peter ad vincula and two days 
following, with all Liberties and Cxſtorrs to the ſaid Market and Fairs belonging. 

That they ſhould enjoy all their Lands, with the Liberties of $oc and Sac, 
Inſangthef, Vtfangthef, and View of Frankepledge 5 with Thewe, Pillory, and Tum- 
brel, for puniſhment of Malefactors 3 and power to ere Gallows upon their own 
{oi}, for Execution of ſuch Malefactors as ſhould fortune tobe apprehended within 
their Juriſdiction. 

Thatthey ſhould be treed and difcharged from all $xzts and Pleas of the Foreſt, 
and of all Cþ.zrges Or Fees, which the Juſtices or other Officers of the Foreſt might 
demand. And from Expeditation of their Doge-, and Srits of Court there. 

That they ſhould be free from Gelds, Dane-gelds, KnightssFees, Payments for 
Murther and Robbery, Building or Repairing of Bridges, Caitles, Parks, Pools, 
Walls, Sea-banks, Cauſeways, and Incloſures, and of all Aſſiſes, Summons, Sheriff- 
ads, their Bailiffs, or Officers, carrying of Treaſure, and all other 47ds, as alſo 
from the common Afſeſiments and Amerciawents of the Connty and Hundred and all 
AFions relating to them. | | 

That they ſhould be freed from thepayment of Ward-perny, Aver-penny,Tithing- 
penny, and Hundred-penny, and diſcharged from Grithbrech, Forſtall, Homeſoken, 
Blod-wite,lWard-wite, Heng-wite, Fioht-wite, Leyr-wite,Laſtage, P.nnage, Aſſart, and 
Waſieof the Foreſt, fo that ſuch Waſte and Offences be not committed in the 
Foreſts, Woods, or Parks of the King his Heirs and Succeflors3 and if it ſhould 
bappen ſo tobe, that then reaſonable ſatisfattion, without impriſonment or grie- 
vous recompence, ſhould be accepted. 

That they thould have return of all. Writs and Attachments, as well relating to

SECT. L 


The ſeveral Opinions touching the occaſon of its Inſtitution. 


Dward King of England and of France, of that name (after the Nor- 
man Conqueſt) the Third, was the firſt Founder of this moſt re- 
nowned Order of the Garter: And this is not only unanimoully at- 
teſted by our own, and other Hiſtorians, but alſo by good Authori- 
ties and Records of the Order it ſelf. 

The Hiſtorians generally agree in the perſon of. the Founder, but as to the 
original occaſion, that gave beginning to the Order, and the time when 1t was 
erected,there is not ſmall difference among them 3 by reaſon whereof, the trutho 
both is left ſo perplext, that if we had not clearer light from ſome other means, 
the world might yet live in 1gnoranceof the verity of either : But that we may 
ſet down theſe two particulars more exactly than hitherto hath been done, an 


give a more perfeCt account of a AGlitary Order, whoſe fame hath ſpread - 
ove 
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over the World, and been conferr'd on the greateit Princes thereof, is our de- 
fign in this preſent Work. | 

Firſt then, as to the occaſion of 1ts 7nStitution, the opinions of H#/rjters (as we 
ſaid) arc various : The vulgar and more general is, That the Garter of Joane 
Counteſs of $4lisbury falling caſually oft, as ſhe danced in a ſolemn Ball, King 
Edward haſtily (tooping, took it up from the ground; whereupon ſome of his 
Nobles and Courtiers {miling, as at an amorons ation, and he obſerving their 
fportive humour, turn'd It off with this reply in French, Hon ſoit 2+; mal y Penſe; 
bat withal added in diſdain of their laughter, That in a ſhort time, they ſhould 
ſee that Garter advanced to fo high honor and eſtimation, as to account them- 
ſelves happy to wear tt. | 

But taking leave to examine this Tradztioz, we ſhall only make two or three 
Remarques, and then refer 1t to the judgment of others, what credit ought to 
be given thereto. 

Firlt, Sir Joh Froifſart (who only among the Writers of that Age ſpeaks of 
this Inſtitution) alligns it no ſuch original, as that of the falling of a Ladies Gar- 
ter: Nor 1s there found any thing to that purpoſe in our other Hiſtorians, for 
the ſpace of two hundred years, till Polydor Virgil took occalion to ſay ſome- 
thing of it; whoſe grounds we ſhall examine immediately. Beſides it might be 
expected, that ſome Hiſtorian among the French (who were ſo forward to Jeer at 
our King Hezry the Fifth's delign of invading them, with a return of Tennis 
Balls) would not have forborn to regiſter ſome where or other, a ſcoff at the 
Ladies Garter 5 eſpecially in a time when the fury of War had diflolv'd all obli- 
gations 'of friend{hip and civility, and opened the mouth of ſlander. Whereto 


 wemulſt add, that there is not the leaſt appearance in the original Statutes of this 


moit noble Order, to countenance the conceit of ſuch a Feminine Inſtitution 3 no 
not ſo much as obliging the Knights-Comparions to detend the quarrels of Ladies 
(as the Rules of ſome 0rders then in being enjoin'd.) nor doth the Author of that

< Ff- © of his Attendants paſled by it, as diſdaining to ſtoop at ſuch a trifle; bur he 
p. 670, knowing the Owner, commanded it to be taken up and given to him, at the re- 
ceipt whereof, he ſaid, * Tou wake but ſmrall account of this Garter, but within few 
Months, I will cauſe the beſt of you all to reverence the like. 
\ Ibidem. And ſome think that the Motto of the Garter was the f Queens anſwer; when 
the Kizg asked her, what men wouldconjefture of her, upon loſing her Garter in 
ſuch a manner. 

But both theſe Relations are remote from truth, and of little credit ; never- 
theleſs, they give us opportunity to note here, That it hath thus fared with other 
Orders of Soveraign Foundation; and an Amorous inſtead of Honorable Ac- 
count of their 7ſt;tution, hath by ſome been untruly rendred. 


For inſtance, that of the Ammnmnciade, Inſtituted ſome few years after this - 
thc 
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the ennobled Garter 3 concerning which, though Andrew Faviz hath given tt an 
amorous original, yet have we (in the* third Chapter) from better anthort- 
ties, cleared his miſtaken account thereof, 

Nor hath it hapned otherwiſe with the 0rer of the Goldern Fleece, even that 
alſo hath met with the ſame fate 3 and the Inſtitution reported to have riſen from 
an effeminate ground : for it 1s ſa1d, that its" Forzzder entring one morning into 
the Chamber of a moſt beautiful Lady of Bruges (generally eſteemed his 213ſtreſs) 
found upon her » Toilet, a Fleece of low Country Wooll ; whence lome of hts 
Followers taking occaſion of ſport, as at a thing unuiually ſeen in a Laies 
Chamber, he (as 1s reportzd of King Edward the Third, upon ſuch another oc- 
calion) vowed that ſuch as madeit the ſubject of their deriſion, ſhould never be 
honored with a Collar of the Order thereof, which he intended to eltablith, to 
expreſs the love he borethat Lady. | 

There is a third opinion, grounded on a Relation having an aſpect to time 
before King Edward the Third's 7nſt;tnution, which is reported of King * Richard 
che Firſt, and 1s this3 that while his Forces were employed again(t Cyprus and 
Acon, and extreamly tired out with the tediouſneſs of the Siege, He, by the af 
hance and mediation of $t. George (as z12agined) was inſpired with freſh courage, 
and bethonght himſclf of a new device, which was, to tye abont the legs of 4 choſer 
mmber of Knights, a Leathern Thong or Garter ( for ſrh had he then at hand) 
whereby being put in mind of the future glory that ſhould accrue to them, with aſſu- 
rance of worthy rewards if they overcame, they might be ronzed up to the behaving 
themſelves gallantly and ſtontly in the Wars, mmch after the manner of the ancient 
Romans, a/207g whom were varions Crowns, with which for ſeveral cauſes, Soldi- 
ers were adorned 3 to the end that by thoſe enconragerents, all ſlugeiſhneſs being ſha- 
ken off, the virtue and fortitude of their minds might ſpring up and appear more re- 
ſolute and vigoroms, 

[t further continues in the ſame Preface, That after 2 long 3nternal of time, and 
divers Vidfories obtained by him, the ſaid King returning into his Conntry, deter- 
mincd with himſelf, to inſtitute and ſctle this mos noble Order of $t. George, 02: 
whoſe patronage the Engliſh ſo mnch relied. | 

But admit this (though we are to note, 1t 1s only a Relation put down in the 
Preface of the Black Book, but not any part of the 4zx4ls of the Order, nor can 
t plead higher antiquity than the Reign of King Hezry the Eighth, becauſe writ- 
ten a little after the time he reformed and explained the Statutes of the Garter) 
all this we ſay admitted, and that King X;chard the Firſt did make uſe of this 
deviſe in the Holy Land, as a ſignal or diſtin&tion of a party going out upon 
ſome warlike exploit : yet that he thence took occaſion to frame a diſtinct Order 
of Knighthood afterwards, there is not the leait mention, nor any ground to ima- 
gine. So that all the advantage can be made of it is, that (asy Dottor Heyliz 
affirms) we may warrantably be perſwaded, this occafion much heightned the re- 
putation of that $472t among the Fmel;/h, by which means in proceſs of time, the 
molt heroick Order of the Garter came to be dedicated to him; and not that it 
any way contributed to the 7ſtitution of it. 


SECT Bk 
The trae Cauſe aſſerted. 


Hus far of the conjectures of others, concerning the 7ſt;tution of this moſt 
noble Order 5 now come we to unfold the true occaſion thereof. 

Wc affirm then, that King Fdward the Third had no refleftion, either upon 

«dies Garter, or King Richard's Leathern Thone, when he firlt deſigned the 


Inflitution, but that it did procced from a much more noble cauſe 3 to wit, 
that 
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that this K22g being a perlon of a molt abſolute and accompliſht virtue, gave 
himſelf up to a prudent management of Military Afﬀairs; and being ingaged in 
War for the recovery of his right to the Kingdom of Fraxce, in the proſecution 
of which enterpriſe, he had great uſe of the ſtouteſt and moſt famous Aartia- 
liſts of that Age, did thereupon firſt defign (as being invited thereto by its an- 
cient fame) the reitauration of King Arthur's Round Table, which he exhibited 
with magnificent Hattiludes and general Juſts, to invite hither the gallant and 
active ſpirits from abroad: and upon diſcovery of their courage and ability in 
the excrcile of Arms, to draw them to his party, and oblige them to himſelf. 

And conceiving no place more fit than *J7zdeſor, upon » Newyears-day, ann 
1244. he iſſued ont his Royal Letters of ProteCtion for the ſafe coming and 
return of Forreign Knights, their Servants and what belonged to them, that 
were delirous to try their valour at the ſolemn Juſts, by him appointed to be 
held there, on © anday after the Feaſt of St. Hillary next following (which that 
year happened on the 19. of Jaznary) and theſe Letters of ſafe condu&t conti- 
nued in forcc until the* OF res of the Purification of our bleſſed Lady enſuing, 
being inthe 13. year of his Reign. 

At the time appointed, he provided a great <Supper to begin the Solemnity, 
and then Ordaived, that this Feſtival ſhould be annually held there at * 1hitſon- 
tide; and immediately after theſe firſt Martial Exerciſes were over (to theend 
better accommodation might be provided for the Knzehts that ſhould afterwards 
come thither) he cauſed to be 1mpreſts Carpenters, Maſons, and Carriages, for 
erecting a particular building in the Caſtle, and therein placed a Table of * two 
hundred foot diameter, where the Kzzehts ſhould have their entertainment of 
diet at his expence of i tool. a week, to which building he gave the name of 
the Round Table. By this means he aflociated to him(elf, trom moſt parts beyond 
Seas, the prime ſpirits for marrial valour, and gain'd the opportunity of 1ingay- 
ing them on his {ide in the enſuing War. 

And, as at theſe ſolemn conventions, and great aſſemblies, the days were ſpent 
in exerciling all kind of noble feats of Arms, Juſts, and Turnaments 3 ſo were 
a great part of the nights conſumed in publick Balls, and dancing with the Lz- 
dies, which attended the Beer thither ; and perhaps it was hence conjedur'd, 
that at ſome of theſe Balls, the Preer's Garter, or the Garter of Katherine Coun- 
teſs of Salisbury might (lip off, and that King Edward's ſtooping to take it up, 
might beget {miles in the by-ſ{tanders3 and afterwards, when the Kg had mo- 
delled his intended Order, a Garter appearing for its chief Enſgr, might 
add ſomething to the conjecture : But that any ſuch accident became the princi- 
pal cauſe of erecting the Order, and that the Founder's particular deſign therein 
was to advance the honor of that Garter ſo accidentally taken up, 1s only a 
groundleſs imagination, and hath been already difproved. | 

And though King Fdward ſo far advanced the honor of a Garter, as that the 
Order did derive 1ts* title and denomination from it 3 yet 1s it moſt evident, that 
he founded this moſt famous Order, not to give reputation to, or perpetuate an 
elfeminate occaſion, but 'to adorn Martial Virtue, with Honors, Rewards, and 
Splendor * to®ancreaſe Virtue and I alour in the hearts of his Nobility : Or as Att- 
drew du Cheſne faith, *to honor military Virtue with ſome glorious ſavonrs and re 
wards; that ſo true Nobility (as is noted in the Preface to the Black Book of thi 
Order) after long and hazardous adventures, ſhould not enviouſly be deprived oj that 
honor which it hath really deſerved 5 and that aFive and hardy Touth might #0 
want a ſpur, in the profeſſion of Virtne,which is to be eſteemed glorious and eternal. 

Upon theſe grounds no doubt does our learned Selder affirm, that ®this Order 
was raiſcd chielly out of the Round Table of that time (the Knights thereof being 
the lower of that Age) as out of a Seminary. 

[t is further obſervable, from the current of the Hiſtories of thoſe times, that 
the? French King, Philip de Yaloys, in emulation of theſe martial affociationsX 
Windeſor, practiled the like at his Court in France, for he ſet up a Round Table, 
and invited the Knights and valiant men of Arms out of 7taly and Almaine tht 


ther, le(t they ſhould repair to our King Edward the Third. Which meeting 
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with ſucceſs, proved a Countermine to King Edward's main deſign, who there- 
by finding, that his entertainment of $trazger K7ghts, upon the account of re- 
viving King Arthur's Round Table, was too general, nor did, ſufficiently oblige 
them tohim, but being free and at liberty, did after their departure take what 
ſide they pleaſed in the following Wars; he at length reſolved upon a deſign, 
more particular and ſelect, and ſuch as might oblige and tie thoſe whom he 
chought fit to make his Aſſociates, in a firm Bond of Friendſhip and Honor. | 

And having given forth his%own Garter for the ſignal of a Battel that ſped qCambd. in 
fortunately, (which with * 4# Cheſwe we conceive to be that of Creſcy, fought apy nn 
almoſt three years after his ſeting up the Round Table at Windeſor 3 rather than @ Angleterre, 
with the Author of the !Nouvear Theatre de Monde, that of Porters, which hap- 9-456 
ned above ſeven years after the Foundation of the Order, and whereat King Fd- , ay oY 4 
ward was not preſent) the Victory (we ſay) being happily gained, he thence took Paris.1661. 
occalion to Inſtitute this Order, and gave the Garter (aſſumed by him for the 
Symbol of Unity and Society) preheminence among the Enſigns of it, whence 
that ſelect number, whom he incorporated into a Fraternity, are frequently ſtiled 
Equites Auree Periſcelidis, and vulgarly, Knights of the Garter. 

By this Symbol he delign'd to* bind the Knights or Fellows of zt, ſeverally unto t Heylin's Cf.

And tis very improbable, that this prudent Founder ſhould ſummon his Nobles, 
ſolemaly to conſult about ſo high and noble an advancement of an 0rder, had it 
taken its firſt riſe from ſo\ſlight an occaſion, as the accidental dropping of a Gar- 
ter from a Ladies Leg. On the contrary it is manifeſt from Fro://art, that the 
declaration which the Kizg made to them of his intention and deſign ("when they 

h Zococir, Were allembled_) appeared h a matter very honorable, and (as hath been alledged) 
fach as contributed to the improvement of Love and Amity among themſelves; which 
we ſee this Hiſtor;ar aſſigns to be the only cauſe, why they joyfully conſented 
to his propoſal. 

Now to make the Bond and Tye of Love and Friendſhip yet more cloſe and 
obliging, the King cauſed thoſe who were (or ſhould be) of the 0rder, to be 
called i Fellows, Aſſociates, Colleagues, Brethren, and Knights-Companions, and the 
Order it ſelf * 2 Society, Fellowſhip, Colledge of Knights, and Knight-Companionſhip; 
and their ' Habit and Ornaments to be all alike, as to Faſhion and Materials: 
and to no other end, but to repreſent how they ought to be® united in all chances of 
Fortune, Copartners both in Peace and War, aſſiſtant to one another in all ſerious and 
dangerous tranſactions, and through the whole conrſe of their lives, faithful and 

riendly one towards another. 

But belides theſe Authorities, we have met with ſome other teſtimonies, much 
to the ſame efect 3 namely, that this moſt noble order of the Garter was firſt 

Sea —_— inſtituted, to ” fortifie the confidence of the King, the Kingdom, and Martial Virtue : 

(627 that is to ſay, to ſtrengthen the faith of the ſubjeFs towards them, and for their 
greater ſecurity.

Tranſcript of them recorded in the Reign of King Herry the Fifth, at the begin- 
ing of the old Book, called Regiſtrum Ordinis Chartacenn 5 a Copy whereof we 
have placed firſt in rank of the Inſe&tions and Autographs In the Appendix: ne- 
vertheleſs, bearing the marks of the Tranſcribers negligence or inadvertency, 
as will appear in ſeveral places, by the words we have ſupplied in the margent, 
warranted by two ancient Exemplars of this Body of Statutes. 

The firſt of which, written in an ancient hand, I had communicated to me by 
the fayour of the late Lord Hatfoz, that noble Patron of all good learning ad 
learned men. But 'tis evident theſe were not the Original Statutes, from a part 
of the 10. Article, where ſpeaking of the penalty for a Knjght's not coming to 
chapter on the Eve of the Grand Feaſt, at the aftigned hour, it is there added, 
Concerning which there is 4 Decree extant. So allo in the 12. Article relating to 
the penalty, where a Knight-Companion is found without his Garter 3 the pay- 
ment whereof is there appointed to be made after the ſame manner, as thoſe who 
failing in like ſort have been uſed to pay. And laſtly, the 33. Article here is whol- 
ly added ont of King Hexry the Fifth's Body of Statutes. This Fxemplar next 
follows the Tranſcript of the Original Statutes in the Appendix, and where we 
have occaſion, 1s cited thus, Ordinis Statuta in Bibliotheca Hattoniana. 

Another Exemplar of the Founder's Statutes 1s regiſtred at the beginning of the 
plack Book, of the Order, 1t being the ſame in ſubſtance, put only into purer Latir, 
and the Articles rendred in a more eligant ſtilez yet there is one thing muſt not 
{lip our obſervation, that whereas in the 17. Article of the Statutes entred in 
the Regiifrume Chartacenrm, the Title of X7argueſi and Viſcount, with the propor-

ed further explication; others wanted reducing and contra&tion, where the 
neceſſity of the caſe required. ESE 

And to ſet this worthy work on foot, this Soveraign gave Order (in a Chaj- 
tcr held at" Greewwich on St. George's day, anno regni ſ111 9.) iThat all the Knights 
Companions ſhould be carefully ſummoned, to aſſemble together in the year then next 

following (whilſt the ſolemmity of the Feaſt laſted) to conſult and conclude upon the 
abrogation of ſuch things as tended to the diſhonor of the Order (if any ſuch were) 
and for the advancement of other things that might augment and promote the honat 
thereof, but it ſeems there was not any thing done thereupon.

This Body of Statutes was compiled in Latin, dnd is recorded in the ®Black u Peg. ai4; 
Book of the Order; it was tranſlated into s French and Englifh by Sir Thomas wIbp.1g8. 
Wriotheſley Knight, then Garrer King of Arms: The Engliſh Verlion is that 
which hath been fince delivered (inſtead of the former $tatmtes) to all ſucceed- 
ing Knights-Companions, according to the Injunction, but of late times appoint- 

ed to be ſent to Forrejen Princes, and other Ele Knights abroad, *ſealed with the x Lib. R, 
Great Seal of the Order, affixed to a Label of Blue Silk and Gold, ED. 

Where this Book hath been delivered to a Knight-Companion at the Soveraign's 
charge, the Knight's 7 Executors are obliged to ſend it back ta the Colledze of YE-3: $as 
Windefor, and there to deliver it to the Cuſtos or Regiſter of the Order. And Ra 
cauſe this Law was defeQive in point of time, therefore King * Hezry the Eighth's z arr. 31; 
Statutes appoint the ſame to be ſent to either of them Cor to one of the principal 
Officers of the Order, for the time being) within three Months next after the j -

And yet beſides theſe three Bodzes, moſt eminently known by the title of $#4+ 
tntes, there was another drawn up and publiſhed, azo 7. E. 6. the Reformation 
of Religion here in England giving the occaſion 3 but it being within few Months 
repealed by * Queen Azry, his Siſter and Succeſſor, before it received the life * £55.C 2c, 
of Execution, and not fince revived, we ſuppoſe it not proper to rank it inthe * 
Appendix or make any uſe thereof in the following Diſcourſe, 

In the Month of December 1666. the Right Reverend Father in God Matthew 

Wren, late Lord Biſhop of Ely, ſhewed me a Manuſcript, compiled by himſelf, 
about the year 1631. being at that time Regiſter of this moſt Noble order: where- 
In by way of Comment upon King Hemry the Eighth's Statutes, he briefly ſhewg 
(out of the Sratutes and Armals of the Order) what alteration there hath been in 
the Law of the Garter, both before and ſince. It is a work compoſed with a great 
deal of judgment, and exceeding ufeful ; and had it been my good hap to have 
met therewith before I had ſo neer finiſhed this Work, the ready diredQions there- 
n would have caſed me of much toil, whilſt I was about the compoſing it. 
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SECT. IM. 


Several endeavours for Reforming the Statutes, ſince the Reign of 
| King Henry the Eighth. 


S the Kings of this Realm, immediately at their attaining the Crown, do 
become Soverajens of this moſt Noble Order of the Garter, and conſc- 
quently the * Supreazz Law, and Interpreters thereof 3 ſo is the regulation of the 
whole their undoubted Prerogative 3 and this hath been evidenced in nothing F 
more fully than from their conſtant courſe in exerciſing the power, not only of | 
making and eſtabliſhing, but changing and altering the Laws and Statutes there- | 
of; which upon interelt of Relzg707, pleaſure of the Soverazer, change of times, 
or any other fit or neceſſary Occaſior, hath from time to time been done by them, 
Upon this ground was it, that King Edward the Sixth went abour to alter and 
reform ſuch things 1n the preceding Statutesas ſeemed not conſiſtent with the Re- 
ligion he had eſtabliſhed in Emgland. To which purpole, at a Chapter holden at 
Greenwich, the 23. of April in the 3. year of his Reign, it was agreed, ® That the 
Lord $t. John, the Earl of Arundel, and Sir William Paget ſhould peruſe over the 
Statutes of the Garter and that the ſame ſhould be reformed, and made agreeable 
to the Kings Majeſty's other proceedings, by the advice of the Duke of Somerſet Lord 
FroteFor, and other Companions of thzs Noble Order. 

This was ſeconded by another Order, made alſo in Chapter at Greenwich, on $t. 
Georges day in the following year 5 where it was agreed, © That the Book of Sta- Þþ 
tutes ſhould be reformed, and therenpon the Soveraign delivered to the whole Com- | 
pany, a Book, wherein was contained certain Statutes, by the ſame to be correfted 
and reformed as they thought beſt, until the next Chapter. | 

Burt it ſeems, nothing was as yet done, in purſuance of either of theſe 0rder:, 
for at the next Feaſt, on the 24. of April, anno 5.E. 6. another Order paſt, *;m- 
powering the Duke of Somerſet, the Marqueſs of Northampton, #he Earls of War- 
wick, Arundel, Bedford, and Wiltſhire, to peruſe over the Statutes and other 
Books of the Order, and the ſame to be reformed, as aforeſaid. 

This third Order it ſeems took more effect than the former; for thereupon a 
new Body of Laws was collected together (wherein ſome things were reformed, 
others newly added; but in effect the Laws of the Order very much altered) and 
publiſhed Afarch 17. anno 7.E,6. But this King dying within four Months after, 
the very firſt thing Queen Azry (his Siſter) took care for, in reference to the At 
fairs of this Order, was to ſeethefe new Statutes abrogated and made void. 

To which purpoſe in a Chapter held at St. James's Houle, the 27. of September 
next following her coming to the Crown, it was among other things Decreed 
and Ordained, © That the ſaid Laws and Ordinances, which were in no ſort* conv 
nient to be uſed, and ſo impertinent and tending to novelty, ſhould be abrogated and 
diſanulleds and no account to be made of them for the future. 

And for the ſpeedy execution of tiis Decree, command was then alſo given 
to Sir Williams Petre (who that 8day was admitted Chancellor of the Order) to ice, 
b that they ſhould be ſpeedily expunged out of the Book of Statutes, and forthwith 
defaced; left any memory of them ſhould remain to poſterity : and only thoſe Decrees 
and Ordinances, which her Father, and his royal Predeceſſors had eftablifhed, ſhould be 
retained and obſerved. 

It may be allonoted, that in this particular of Reformation, King Philip he! 


Husband appeared no leſs zealous : for on the 5. of Anenſt, av. 1. & 2. Ph. 


Mar. (which was the third day after he had been inveſted, with the Habit and 
Enſignsof the Order) himſelf being preſent at a Chapter in Wirdeſor Caſtle, it Was 
then Ordained i That all Atts and Decrces being recorded in divers places of the 
Great Book (to wit, the Black Book of the Order) which were repugnant and 
diſagreeabk 
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Tiſagrecable either with the ancient and received Statutes of the Order, or elſe with 
the Laws of the Realm 3 ſhould clearly be aboliſhed and taken away 3 by the Mar- 
queſs of Wincheſter, the Earls of Arundel, and Pembroke, and the Lord Paget. 

And we no ſooner ſee Queen Eliz4beth aſcending the Throne, but ſhortly after, 
on St. George's day in the 2. year of her Reign, a view of the Statutes 15 Com- 
mitted (by Commiſſion) to four of the Knights-Companions, namely the afar- 4 | Lik, C. 
queſs of Northampton, the Earls of Arundel, and Pembroke, and the Lord Howard * £753: 
of Ffingham : ' Who were thereby impowered to read over and conſider thoſe Statutes, 
and being [o read over and viewed, to conſider with a watchful care and diligence, 
if any of them were diſagreeable to the Religion, Laws, ardStatutes of this Realm; 
and if any ſuch were found, the ſame to be faithfully repreſented to the Soveraign, 

#0 the end that She, with the Knights-Compamions, m27ght eſtabliſh ſuch Decree con- 
cerning them, as ſhe ſhould think fit. 

Whether any thing was done purſuant hereunto, or not, doth not appear inthe 
Annals of the Order, or any where elite that we have ſeen; nor do we conceive 
there was, or that this Soveraigr ſaw much cauſe, to alter the frame of thoſe 
Statutes, Which King Herry the Eighth had eſtabliſhed, and Queen Mary con- 
firmed 3 ſince the Books of Statutes delivered to the Knights-Companions at their 
[oſtallations, throughout her Reign, were no other than Tranſcripts of her Fa- 
ther's Body of Statutes, and belides, the practice of her time was generally pur- 
ſuant to the direction therein 3 except in ſome few things, now and then added of 
altered, at future Chapters, when there aroſe ney cauſe for ſo deing; of which 
we (hall give an account as the matter occurs. 

After her Reign, King James, her Succeſlor, obſerving the obſcurity and dif- 
agreement of ſome paſlages among the Statutes, attempted ſomething towards | 
their reformation, and in reference thereto, the ® 14. of ay, inthe g. year of his m 4 lbjd.p- 
Reign, Decreed, That Commiſſionery Letters ſhould be made forth to the Earls of ® £273» 
Nottingham, Worceſter, Pembroke, ad Northampton, whereby power ſhould be 
given them," to examine the Regilters, and other Monuments, which pertained to 
the Order; and where any thing ſhould be found obſcure, to make it cleer, where, Fay 
contrariety appeared, fitly to reconcile it, yet with no endeavour of innovating any "0 
. thing, but an intention of renewing all things, as neer as might be to the firſt and 

moſt ancient Inititution of the Order : Saving always power to himfelf, as Sovertaigrn 
of the Order, to add or change any thing (according to the occaſion ) as it ſhould 
ſeem agreeable to his prudence, - the honor of this mot Noble Order. What was 
done hereupon appears not, but ſome few years after, this Afﬀair was revived, 


and the following Commiſſzon illued forth. 
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Ames by the erace of God King of Great Britain, France, and Ireland, Defender Ex Cellef. 
J of the Faith, and Soveraign of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter, To onr Kzght mo _ 5 
truſty, and Right well beloved Couſins and Councellors, Charles Ear! of Nottingham, —— 
and Edward Farl of Worceſtet, and to our right truity, and right well beloved Cour 
#n Henry Earl of Southampton, and to our right truſty, and right well beloved Conſin 
and Councellor Thomas Earl of Arundel, and to our right truſty, and right well be- 
loved Conſins, Philip Farl of Montgomery, and Robert Y5ſcount Lille, Knights and 
Companions of our ſaid Order, Greeting, Whereas, ever ſince our coming to the 
Crown of this our Realm of England, ie have had a ſpecial care to maintain and up> 
bold the dignity and honor of our moſt Noble Order of the Garter, whereof we are 
Soveraign, as to the world hath well appeared, both by our careful obſervation at 
all due timies of all the Ceremonies and Solemmitics belonging to the ſame, and alſo 
by the choice we have made of Noble and Worthy perſons, whether Princes of Forreigrt 
Nations, or Subjeds of our own Kinedoms, to ſupply the places which have been void 
of that Society. Now foraſmmch as We are not ignorant that in all humane Conſti- 
pong there may be not only Ambiguity, ſuſſering doubtful Interpretation, but alſo 
fee, for which addition is requiſite, the ſame beſt appearing in time, which is the 
Producer and tryer of truth, We have therefore thought fit, out of the knowledge and 
A a2 experrence 
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experience we have of your underſlanding and wiſdom, and the confidence we repoſe 
in your faithfulneſt and ſincerity, being men of honor, and Knights and Compani- 
ons of our ſaid Order,to nominate you ſix,and to appoint you,or any ſour of you,to take 
an exad view of all the ancient Statutes and Articles of our ſaid Order. And dy 
give unto you, or any four of you, full power and authority to call before you all ſuch 
perſons, whether Officers of our ſaid Order, or others, as can give you light or infor- 
mation concerning the ſame and after a ſerious conſideration thereof had by you all, 
or four of you, We will and require, that you ſet down in writing, what in the ſaid 
ancient Statutes and Articles, you ſhall conceive meet to be explained, and what to be 
added, whereby our ſaid Noble Order may be made more famons and illuſtrious, that 
the ſame being preſented to us the Soveraign and the Society, at a Chapter holden, 
14y be reſolved on, in part or in all, to be put in execution, if to us it ſhall ſeem ſp 
good. Given under the Seal of our ſaid Order, at our Palace of Weſtminſter, the 
26. day of April, iz the ſixteenth year of our Reign, &c. 


Notwithſtanding the powers and direCtions given by this Comrmiſſror, the pro- 
preſs in this bulineſs was very flow paced, but towards the later end of his Reign, 
the Earls of Iorceiter, Montgomery, Arundel, Surry, and Leiceſter, four of the 
ſix Commiſltoners above-named, having had divers meetings, and debated ſe 
veral things repreſented tothem; didat a Chapter holden at Whitehall, the 19. of 
May, anno Jac. Regis 20. preſent tothe Soverazen certain Articles, ſubſcribed with 
their hands, which for the Honor of the Order they thought neceſlary to be 
obſerved. | 

By the firſt of which they endeavoured to provide for a further progreſs and 
advance of the ſame, in propoſing, ® that every year a Commiſſion from the Sove- 
raign ſhould be given or continued to ſuch Knights of the Order, as i Chapter 
ſhould be thought ſit; to conſider of all things to the Order belonging; and that the 
gear following an account by the Knights i: Chapter ſhould be given of their proceed- 
ings, by virtue of the ſaid Commiſlion. 


This with 8 other Articles, were? confirmed by the $overaien,and twelve of the 


XKnights-Companions, the1 22. of May following, in a Chapter held at Whitehall. 
And ſo happily and effectually went this work forward, that on the Feaſt-day 
of St. George held at Windeſor in the enſuing year, the ſaid Earl of WorceSter (be- 
ing then the Soverazer's Deputy for that Feaſt) with ten Kniehts-Companions more, 
did agree to cight other Artzcles (moſt of them concerning the Alms-Knights) 
which the next morning were * approved of by the Soveraigs ; and that day, be- 
fore the celebration of Divine Service, by the Soveraign's Deputy, and Compani- 
ons aſlembled in the Chapter-houſe, *the oblervation thereof was alſo Decreed. 
And now to come neerer, even to the Reign of his late ſacred Majeſty, King 
Charles the Firſt, of ever bleſied and glorious memory, who while it lay in his 
rower, was (and much more would have been, had not the angry Fate of our 
late times oppoſed ) the greateſt Increaſer of the Honor and Renown of this molt 


Illuſtrious Order : He, I ſay, taking into his princely thoughts all things whatlo- 


ever, which carried any ſhew or probability of adding luſtre thereunto, deſigned 
and endeavoured, the moſt compleat and abſolute Reformation of any of tus 
Predeceſlors. 

And firſt, at the SolJemnity of St. George held at Windeſor the © 6, day of 0Zober 
in the 6. year of his Reign, He mnitiaan nine of the Knjehts-Companion:, 
namely, the Earls of Aolgrave, Pembroke, and Montgomery, Arundel and Swr!),

And it 1s part of the duty of Mr. Garter, * diligently and induſtrionſly to make 
enquiry after the valiant, fortunate, and renowned AFs, both of the Soveraign, and 
the reſt of th: Knights-Companions, which having learnt, he is to make a true and 
faithful relation of them tothe Regiſter, to be by him entred upon Record for a per- 
petual memorial, 

But we find very little of this hitherto done, and how ſparingly inſerted, the 
Annals themſelves are but too evident Witneſſes. Nevertheleſs, the preſent 
Garter, Sir Ed. Walker, hath drawn up a faithful account of the noble Actions 
and Charadters of the K»ights-Companions, beginning with Thomas Earl of Strif 
ford, and continuing it down to his Son ; which he delivered to Dr. Aves, tht 
now Regiſter, tor the uſe afore directed.

ear -of Queen Mary, and ends at the 18. year of King James. 


-The third, being bound up in Red relver, goes therefore under the name of Liver rubeus, 


the Red Bookz 1t takes commencement where the Blye Book, ends, and contains 
like Ats and Entries with the former, it ends in the 14. year of King Charles the 
Firſt of ever bleſſed memory, having firſt given a full account of the Ceremo- 
nies performed at the Inſtallation of the preſent Soverazgn. 

And asto a great part of this Book mayl juſtly and without flattery ſay, (and to 
the honor of that right Reverend Prelate, Doctor Wren the late Lord Biſhop of 
Fly,letit be remembred)that from the Inſtitution of thismoſt Noble order, until 
he was choſen into the Office of Aegiſter,the Annals of the Order;were at notime 
recorded by a Pen neer fo-judicious or eligant 3 -whoſe excellent Patern his wor- 
thy Brother, and Succeſſor into that Office, Doctor Chriſtopher Wren, (who 
moſt freely and readily communicated to me, what materials he had, to encou- 
rage my firſt defign and entrance upon this Work) hath exactly copied 1n its fol- 
lowing leaves.

Of the Garter. 


Mong the Ancients, the Xozzays were moſt exad, in aſſigning 
each Degree, a peculiar Habit and Yeſtare; by which alone the 
quality and condition of their Cztizexzs, might be known and di- 
ſtinguiſhed. This Cuſtom of diſtintion in Apparel was afterwards 
taken up by ſundry other Nations alſo, whence it came to pals, 

that every Military as well as Eccleſraſtick, Order of Knighthood did appropriate to 
it ſelf a peculiar Habit, Enſign, or Badge ; and theſe, the Fellows and Companions 
of thoſe orders, were appointed and enjoined to wear, to the end, they might 
be diſtinguiſhed by them, as from others, ſo from one another, and belt ſetforth 
the State and Honor of their ſeveral $oczeties. 

Among the 22litary Orders, the Habit and Enffens of this moſt Noble Order of 
the Garter, are highly honorable, and eminently magnificent; and conlilt of 
theſe particulars following. Namely the Garter, Mantle, Surcoat, Hood, 
George, and Collar. The four firſt were aſſigned by the Founder. and the 
two laſt by King Henry the Eighth, and all theſe together, are callcd * the whole 
Habit or Enſ1gns of the Order. Concerning each of which we ſþail here deliver 
a ſhort account, beginning with the principal E-ſjen the Garter 

The Royal Garter challengeth the preheminence 3 for from it this moſt fa 
mous Order receiveda Name and Title. Tt is the firſt part of the Habzt preſented 
to forretgn Frinces, and abſent Knights, and that wherewith they, and all other 
EleF Knights are firſt adorned 5 and of fo great honor and grandeur in this In- 
{titution, that by the bare Inveſtiture with this Noble F-{ew, the Knights are rec- 


koned and accounted Comparions and Fellows of the greateſt Military Order in 
the World.

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Of what materials this principal Ezſ/gz was at firſt made, we have not yet 
found, nor 151t deſcribed by any, before Polydore Virgile, and he, but in general, 
as to the ornamental part of it, to wit, That it was< adorned with Gold and c 4rg!. nf. 
recious Stones, and had a Buckle of Gold at the end, wherewith to faſten it$192 378. 
about the Leg- But doubtleſs, it was alſo wrought with'rich Embroidery, and 
thereon the Symbolical word or 2/tto was raiſed with Gold, Pearl, and ſundry 
ſorts of Silks 5 as may be gueſled from the Garters anciently placed on the left 
houlder of the Kn7ghts-Compunions Mantles, and theſe other little cmbroider- 
& Garters, wherewith their Surcoats and Hoods were heretofore adorned, 
which we ſhall deſcribe by and by. 
But touching thoſe made 1n the laſt Age, we have received more particular ſa- 
tisa&tion: for we find, that the Garter ſent to Exzanuel Duke of Savoy, ann. 1 0 
2. Phil. & Mar. was (et with Letters of Goldſmiths Work, the Buckle and Pen- d Ex Colle#, i 
dant of the ſame, and on the Pendant, a Ruby and a Pearl hanging at the end. RS eve 
The Garter made for Francis the Second, anno 6. Fliz. was* richly wrought with Ces Þ. 
Letters of Gold, garniſhed with Stones : the Buckle and Pendant weighing fthree 41morum: 
Ounces and a half and half quarter, was richly ſet with Rubies and Diamonds. ——

atthe beginning of the late War, was difcovered by Cornelius Holland, and fetch'd 
thence by John Hunt Treaſurer to the Truſtees for ſale of the late Kings Goods, 
and ſold by them to Thomas Beauchamp their then Clerk. 

The Garter which his ſaid late 2gajeiFy wore upon his Leg at the time of his 
Martyrdom, had the Letters of the Aotto compoſed likewiſe of Diamonds 
i 3 Exrelatio- which took up the number of 412. It came into the hands of i Captain Preſtin 
ds ug (one of the late Uſurper's Captains of Horſe) from whom the ſaid Truſtees re- 
champ. received it, and ſold to Mr. John Iretozz, ſometimes Lord Mayor of London 

for 205 1. But ſince the happy Reſtauration of the preſent Severaign, Mr. Ire 
ton was ſummoned before the Commiſſioners, impowered by a Commiſſion un- 
der the Great Seal of England, to enquire after the Crowns, Plate. Jewels, &c. of 
the ſaid late Soverazgn, which had been concealed or imbezeled, and being 
charged with the buying the forcſaid Royal Garter, and not denying it, Com- 
poſition was offered him, according to the direCtion of the Commiſſion (as inall 
other like caſes, where any thing could not be had in kind) but he refuſing the 
offer, the K3»gs Attorney General proceeded againſt him in an Aion of Trovr 
and Converſion, in the Court of K3ngs-Bench, which coming to trial in Trinity 
Term, 4nn0 16. Car. 2. upon a full hcariug, a Verdict was given for the King, 
againſt the ſaid Jo/# 4--9# for 205 1. and 101. Coſts of Suits. 

The Motto of tlie now Soveraign's Royal Garter, is ſet with Diamonds upon 
Blue Velvet, and the boricrs wrought with fine Gold Wire3 the Diamonds

nment of Joh 4 Gaunt Duke of Lancaffer. Thence forward the ulage be- 
came more trequent (and then the Motto began likewiſe to be cut thereon) into- 
much- as even until theſe days, the Garter 1s to be {een thus repreſented, upon 
all the Monumental Portraictures of thoſe, who were lince Companions of this Rege an.5.#.s

And albeit this Prixcely Enſier of the Order, was at firſt deſigned for an Orna- 
ment to the left Legs of the Soveraign and Kniehts-Companion 75 yet was not its 
uſe confined only thereto, but extended to ſome other particulars - For, in the 
next place it was (and that ancicntly alfo) made uſe of to incircle the Scutcheor 
of $t, George's Arms, worn by the Soveraien and Knights-Companions on the left 

ulder of their AZartles ; who within a ſhort time after took it to ſurround cach 
of their proper Coats of Arms : which uſage, their Succeilors in this mo{t Noble 
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Order have retained, as a peculiar priviledge, but not permitted to any other, 
except the prelate of the Garter their principal Officer. 

The firſt Example which hath occurr'd to our view, is the before mentioned 
Monument of Sir $7202 Burley; where on the front towards the head is a Scyr. 
cheon of his Arms, 1mpaled with his firſt Wives, ſet within a Garter C wanting 
the Impreſs) but another having the fame impalment (placed below the F cet) | 
is ſurrounded with a Collar of $8. of the faſhion with that about his neck. 

The Monument allo of Joare Wite to Kalph Newill Earl of Weſtmerland, Daugh- 
ter to John a Gaunt Duke of Lancaſter (who died on the Feaſt-day of St. Brice, 
4x10 1410.) raiſed on the South tide of: the Quire iri the Cathedral Church of 
Lincolne, hath the Arms of Newzll, impaled with thoſe belonging to the ſaid 
Joane, mcircied with a Garter: And by theſe two (among other Examples) it 
appears to have been the uſage about thoſe times, to ſurround $cntcheons of 
Arms, and other Devices, witha Collar of $$ alſo : for ſo,on this great Ladies Mo- 
nument, 1s there ſuch a Collar, faſhioned hke that of Sir, $74202 Burley's placed 
about a ſquare, whereon, what was painted doth not now appear. 

Another ancient inſtance 1s that Sciutcheon, 72." 8able, three Oſtrich Feathers 
Areert, \urrounded with the Garter, [ct up in the Glaſs Windows of Greenwich 
Church in Kent, by Hawmfry Duke of GlouceFter, and ſupported with a Grey- 
houndand an Antilope. Itis ſaid, that theſe three Feathers were the Badge of 
King Hemry the Fourth, which he had from Johr a Gaunt Duke of Lancaſter his 
Fathcr, who bore them for his Device (as might be ſcen not long ſince in the 
North Window, againſt his before mentioned Monument, 1n St. Paul's London) 
and placed in a Field Sable as here, but the Pens were powdred with Ermyns, 
for a difference from the Z72ch Prince's Feather. The Kzze likewiſe, fo allo the 
Houle of Soxzerſet, gave the White Oltrich Feather for a Device; but all the 
difference Jay inthe Pen, for the Kzzgs Pen was Or, the Princes Argent, the Duke 
of 1 ancaſters A Fm1YN, and the Duke of Somerſete Compony, Argent, and Azure, 

the Armsot Sir Lewis Robjort Lord Boxrchier, one of the Knights of this Order, 
Electcd in the Reign of King Hexry the Fifth, are to be ſeen painted within a 
Garter, On cach lide his Monument, in St. Paxl's Chappel in WeStminſter Abbey. 
Afterwards we find at the Interment of 77chard Dake of York, Farther to King 
Edward the Fourth (lain at the Battel of 1:72kefzz/d) that every corner of the 
Majeſty Scutcheon (iet over the Tmane of the detunit) had fa Scutcheon of the 
Arms of France and England quarterly, and four Angels Gold, holding the Arms 
WithinaGarkter. 

In like manner, ſome of the Scrtcheorrs prepared for the Funeral of Jobs Vil 
cout Ul; (who married Czrely, tird Daughter to King Edward the Fourth 
aud died the © gy. of Febraary anno 14. H. 7.) were®*ſurrounded with the Garter; 
and {o were others having his Le4zes Arms, of both Metal and Colour. At 
tie Interment of Thomas Duke of Norfolk in Thetford Abbey (who dyed ann 
* 16.1.8.) there was provided a $hie!d4 of his Arms ! within a Garter, anda C& 
ron't (ut over it. A Terget allo of the Arms of George Earl of Shrewsbury * with: 
In a Garter was born at his Funeral, azzo 22. H.8. 

It was the cuſtom (begun with us about the Reign of King Henry the Seventh) 
when the Oblequies of any Forreiee Prince were celebrated here in England, to 
Paint the $catebeor of fuch Princes Arms within the Collar of that Order, whereof 
he was Soveruien, Or a Fellow-Companion; tor inſtance, 

At the 0b/Cquies of the French King Charles the Eighth, celebrated in the Ct 
thedral of St. Paul's Londow, the Scutcheons of the Arms of France, were place 
:\vithin the Col/ir of the Order of Saint Achacl, of which he was Soverargh 
Art ceac!; endof the Hearſe, Þ when the Obſequies of Jobx King of Portugal, werf 
kept in St. Purl's Cathedral, there was among others, one great Scutcheon of bus 
Arms, < within the Collar of the Golden Fleece, wrought with Metal upon Wax, 10 
regard he was one of the Knights of that Order. The 0bſequies of the Emperd 
Charles the Fifth, being performed in Weſtminſter Abbey the 22. and- 23. days 
December anno 1359. there were ten great Seutcheons, *compalled with Garters) 
to ſbew he wasa Fellow, and Knioht-Comparon of this Order. = And 
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«And upon the ſame account; where any Forrejen Princes, were not anly Sove- 
yajgns. Of one Order, but Comparions of another 3 their Herſes were garniſhed 
with Scxteheons of their proper Arms, ſurrounded with the Collars, or principal 
Badges of both. thoſe Orders. Hereupon we find. at the Obſequies of Francis 
the Firſt, the French. King , celebrated the 19. of June mm St. Paul's Lon- 
don, anno I. F. 6. the Herſe was adorned with the Scytcheons of the Arms of 
France, placed both © within the Garter of St. George, and Collar of St. Xichael's e MS.\1.11,7 
order 5 in regard he had been a Fellow of the one, and S$overarer of the other, F- 112, 

At the Obſequies performed for Hezry the Second of Fraxce, on the 9. of Sep- 
tember, anno 1. Eliz. in St. Paul's allo, there were ſome Scutcheons of his 
Arms, incircled both with thefGarrer and Collar of thes Golden Fleece, he having f£#5.113f.5, 
been a Knight-Comparnion of both theſe Orders; under the Joyſts was a MajeSty TIO 7+ 
Scxtchoon of Black Taffaty, of this Kings Arms within a Garter, crowned with 
an Imperial- Crown : This $crtcheon was garmſhed in eight places, with eight 
Rundles, and therein his Twpreſs, Donec toturm impleat Orbem, with three Cre- 
ſcents, and two D's of the omar Letter, linked back to back; and in ſeveral 
otherplaces of the-Herſe, were faſtacd other Scutcheons of his Arms within this 
priacipal En{zgr of the Garter. 

King Hezry the Eighth was firſt pf the Soperazens of this moſt Noble order, 
who.introduced into his Great Seal, the Seatcheon of his Arms, incircled within a 
Carter:3 as-may'be Þ ſeen placed on either ſ1de of his Portraicture, fitting in his hSpeedsCirer. 
Royal Throne. Since his Reign, all ſucceeding Soverajens have born their 4r2s f. 765: 
withinthe Garter, not only in their Great and Privy Seals, but alſo in thoſe other 
belonging to their Courts of Juſtice 3 and generally 1n all things Cexcept Coyns) 
whereon the $:rutcheon of their Arms have been ſince cut, carved, graved, paint- 
ed, or wrought (in 1mitation of whom the X--7g/15-Companions have done the 
like) But there were a. 21. Car. x- certain halt Crowns ſtamped in the Weſt 
of England, having the Soveraign's Arms lo encompaſled, and this was the firſt 
Money, whereon the Royal Garter appeared amongſt us. 


And the preſent $over2igy, intending the augmentation of the Honor of this 
renowned Order, as in many other things, ſo in advancing the reputation of this 
Noble Enign by a more publick way ; hath cauſed the irradiated Croſ7 of St. 
veorge, encompaſſed about with the Royal Garter, to be ſtamped in the Center 
of his $:lver Coy made upon the alteration of it, a0 T4. Car. 2. 

here were likewiſe Medals, heretofore ſtamped upon ſeveral occaſions, 
Wherein the Garter was defignedly added, ſome of which arc here exhibited; As 
that in the year when Frederick Prince Palatine of the Khyne, was crowned King 
of Bohemia, and Robert Cecil Earl of S$alisbury, made Lord Treaſurer of Emeland, 
oth Knights-Companions of this moſt Noble order, : 
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We have ſeen Gold Kings caſt into the Figure of Garters, the ground on the 
outſide enamelled with a deep Blue, through which the golden Letters of the 
Motto appearing, ſet them off with an admirable beauty. Andit ſeems ſuch Gar- 
ter Rings have been of ancient uſe, fince the Preface tothe Black Book of the 0r- 
der, taking notice of wearing the Garter on the left Leg and $houlder, adds al. 
i Interdum fotheiThumbs; by which we ſuppole 1s meant Gold Rings, made into the faſhion 
go ae of Garters, and beſtowed by ſome new inſtalled Xzzghts upon their Relations 
"ee? and Friends, to wear in memorial of ſo great an honor conferred upon them. 
Among the Officers belonging to the Order, the Prelate is allowed to bear his 
proper Arms, (impal'd with thoſe of his See.) within the Garter: and the reſt ef 
; the / con are permitted only to wear the Badges of their Office, ſurrounded with 
the ſame, toexpreſs their peculiar relation tothis moſt Noble Order. 
Beſides the manner of bearing Arms within the Garter of this Order, the Garter, 
either in whole or part, hath been given by way of Armory, (but without the 
Motto) and in ſundry manners of bearing. As in the Seal of Arms, belonging to 
the Office of Garter, Principal King of Arms 3 where the Garter (ſurrounding:

About the Reign of King Herry the Sixth, the Soverazgn's number of Garters 
did not much exceed thoſe which the Founder allowed to himſelf at the Inſtitu- 
tion 5 for the Syrcoat-and Hood of the ſaid King, took up but 173. and the King 
of Portugal, an. 13. H. 6. ©120 Garters. But this manner of adorning theſe Gar- 
ments, grew at length quite out of faſhion (perhaps when Cloth was altered to 
Velvet) and the plain $xrcoat hath to this day continued in uſe. 

In the ſecond place it is to be noted, that all theſe Syrcoats (whilſt made of 
Cl:th ) werelined with Fxr, of one and the ſame kind, to wit, with Bellies of pure 
Miniver; only the Soverajzer's were®purtled with Ermzyr 5 and of theſe it ſeems 
a like proportion was at firſt allowed to all the Knights-Companions, viz. 200.

SECT. IV. 
Of the Hood and Cap. 


HE Hood comes inthe next place to be ſpoken of, which in King Henry the 


Eighth's Statutes, and the Black Book of the Order, 1s called Heme .

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but in the Rolls of Accounts in the Soverazgn's great Wardrobe, Capucing. In 
the French it is Chaperon, a word uſed 1n the Statute, an. 1, Ric. 2. c.7., and allo 
retained in an old Engliſh Draught of Henry the Eighth's Stututes, that ſeems to 
have been prepared tor the view of the Soverazen and Knights-Compainions, at 
their ſolemn meeting in Chapter at Windeſor, 42.11. H.8S. for it Carties the dite 
of 29. of ay, in that ſame yearz on which day that memorable Chipter was 
held, for Reforming and Explaining the Statutes of the Order. 
Hoods were ancicntly worn for defence of the Head, againſt the inconveni- 
ences of weather, &c. but in later times Caps and Hats have ſupplied their 
lace, How they were then worn and ſat upon the Head, may be obſerved in 
that £ Plate, which exhibits the Portraictures of the firſt Founders of the Order, cVide infra 
ftanding compleatly robed. As alfo with ſome variety of faſhion in ſucceeding ©4225: 
times, in the Pictures of ®77/l;am Beauchamp Lord Bergaveny, Richard Earl of 4 Dugdales ; 
Warwick, Humfry Earl of Stafford, and Johr Duke of Norfolk. Yet 15 not the - rh 
Hood quite laid aſide, ſince ſti]l kept hanging down the back (almoſt like a 71- 
ries Har.) as if put in hopes (being ſo ready at hand) that it may again be re- 
ſtored to its former ule. 
This Hood was Ordained, and is yet retained as part of the Habit of this moſt 
Noble Order: And though neither it, nor the Surcozt is remembred in the $ta- 
tutes of Inſtitution, or in either of ics Exemplars, nor doth King Henry the Fifth's 
take notice of it, yet is it of equal antiquity with the reſt of the Habit; as ap- 
ars from ſeveral places before cited, out of the Rolls of the great IFardrobe 3 
and Hezry the Eighth's Statutes have made ſpecial obſervation of it, as part of 
the Habit, for there the 1Zantle, Surcoat, Hood, and Collar, are called *the whole © 4rt.3. 
Habit of the Order. Nay, before this time, mention 1s made of it in the Black Book 
anno 22. H, 7. where at the Inveſtiture of Philip King of Cufizle, the Mantle, Kir- 
tle, fHoed,and Collar,are exprelt to be the whols Habit, wherewith he was inveſted. frag.124. 
The form of this part of the Habit 1s perfectly deſcribed in the Plate at the be- 
ginning of this Chapter. It was heretofore, and now is, generally made of the 
ſame materials with the $urcoat, and conſequently of the ſame Colour. More- 
over it was anciently trim'd and garniſhed, with a proportion of little embroi- 
dered Garters, lined with Cloth of a ditfcrent colour, and ſuch as would beſt (et 
off to view 3 but now with Taff, as 1sthe Lining of the $xrcoat 3 of all which 
mention 1s made, in thoſe authorities cited before, and relating to the $urcoat. 
As to the Cap, which in uſe and place ſucceeded the Hood, we {hall brief- 
ly ay thus much : That it hath been, and yet is made of Black velvet, lin'd with 
Taffaty, but the faſhion hath ſeveral times varied : for in the Reign of King 
Henry the Erghth, the Cap was flat, as appears in a Proceeding of that Soveraign, | 
and the Knzghts-Companions, tairly limned in thes Black Book of the Order. In g pag. 156. 
Queen Elizabeth's time, it wasa little raiſed in the head, as may be ſeen in ano- 
ther Proceeding in her Reign, which ® hereafter follows. But in King James his ® Chap.20, 
Keign, they were much more high crown'd; and the preſent faſhion 1s ſhewn in 
our before mentioned Plate. 
This Cap hath been uſually adorned with Plumes of white Feathers, and 
Spies, and bound about with a Band, ſet thick with Diamonds ; i ſo was thar i Lib:R.p.146; 
Cep provided for the Inſtallation of the preſent Soverazer : And ſometimes the 
Brims have been tacktup with 2 large and coſtly Tewe). 
It ſeems the cuſtom of wearing Caps and Feathers at the grand Solemnities of 
tne Order, had for ſome time (about the beginning of King James his Reign) 
been neglected; and thereupon, 11 a * Chapter held. the 13. of April, ar. io. Jac. k ws. penes 
Regts, this laudable uſage was re-eitabliſhed. Edw. Faucon 
To all thele may be fitly added, the Croſs of the Order, encompaſled with a 2————_ 
Garter, which by King Charles the Firſt was * Ordained to be worn, upon the left * £#6.R. p.29- 
ſide of the Soveraien's and K niehts-Companions Cloaks, Coats, and Caſlocks, when 
they did not wear their Robes.

pref. Will, le uſe which Cloaks have at this time, and now are worn only at the Feat 

_—_ St. George, Inſtalling of Knights, and holding of Chapters, ſo that the Arms of 
the Garter, not being daily worn thereon, may be thought an omiſſuon, whereby the 
Order doth receive ſome diminution of honor, contrary to the intention of the Foun- 
der. King Charles out of bis princely deſire by all due means to advance the honor 
of the ſaid Noble Order, at a Chapter holden at his Palace of Weltminſter, oz the 
27. day of April, in the 2. year of his Reign of Great Britain, the ſame day, being 
by Prorogation appointed for the day and Feaſt of $t. George, for that gear, His 
Majeſty, with eleven Knights of the Order, viz. Edward Earl of Worcelter Lord 
Privy Seal, Robert Earl of Suſſex, William Earl of Pembroke Lord Chamberlain 
of his Majeſties Houſe, Philip Fart of Montgomery, Francis Earl of Rutland, 
George Duke of Buckingham Lord high Admiral of England, William Earl of Sa- 
licbury, James Farl of Carliſle, Edward Earl of Dorſet, Henry Earl of Holland, 
Captain of his Majeſties Guard, and Thomas Earl of Berkſhire, hath Ordered and 
and Ordained, That the Knights aud Companions of the Order, ard the Prelate 
and Chancellor of the ſame, ſhall aſter three months next ofter the date before men- 
tioned of the ſaid Order, wear upon the left part of their Cloaks, Coats, and Riding 
Caſlocks, at all times when they ſhall not wear their Robes, and in all Places and 
Aſſemblies, an Fſcotcheon of the Arms of Sf. George, that is to ſay, a Croſs within a 
Garter, mot enriched with Pearls or Stones; that the wearing thereof may be a te-

And it ſeems it was not long after e're the Glory or Star (as it is uſually called) 
having certain beams of Silver that ſpread in form of a Croſs, was introduced 
and added thereunto, 1n imitation (as 15 thought) of the French, who after that 
manner wore the chief Enſign of the Order of the Holy Ghoft, being the reſem- 
blance of a Dove, irradiated with ſuch like beams. 

And whereas ſome allow this Symbol of the Holy Ghoſt, to be properly 
enough ſurrounded with a Glory, like as are the repreſentations of the Headsof 
our Saviour and his Apoſtles, by a general conſent among Painters, yet cenſure 
it altogether improper for a Garter to be ſo adorned 3 let them conſider that King 
Edward the Fourth, encompaſled his 774-re Roſe with the like Glory (whereof 
both the Stone-work, and Woud-work of St. George's Chappel in Windeſor Caſile 
afford divers inſtances) and then there will be found ſomething of Precedent for 
it, loag betore the Inſtitution of the Order of the Holy Gho#?, as alſo of its appli- 
cation to other no leſs than ſacred things. But this KXizg aſſumed this Deviſe, 
upon the $x7's appearance like three Suns, which ſuddenly united together in-

The Robes anciently aſſigned tothe Queen and great Lodi 


ſhall next give ſome light to a Cuſtom taken up ſhortly after its Inſtituti- 
on,. of honoring the @xcez, ſome of the Knights-Companions Wives 5 and ofher 
oreat Ladjes, with Robes and Hoods, of the gift of the Soveraign, and of the ſame 
materials, as were the Soveraign's and Knjghts-Companions Surcoats 5 garniſhed 
alſo with little embroidered Garters, and lined with rich Fars3 which Robes they 
likewiſe wore during the Solemnity of the Feaſt of St. George.

ver pure, and Loo embroidered Garters. And by a Letter dormant, under the 
Privy Seal, dated the 3. of November, ar. 12. H. 6. and directed to the then Ma- 
ſter of the Soveraien's great Wardrobe, the like Livery (both for Colour of Cloth, 
number of Ells, Bellies of Miniver, and Garters) 1s commanded to be provided, 
for the Countels of $#folk., againſt the ſucceeding Fealt of St. George. 

The laſt mention we find of theſe Lzveries was® ax.16. E.4. when at the Feaſt of 
St. George, held the Sunday after the 27. of February at Windeſor, the Queen, the 
Lady Flizabeth the Kings eldeſt Daughter, and Dutcheſs of S»folk the Kings Si- 
ſter, had for their Livery Mrrey Gowns embroidered with Garters. 

Belides, theſe Robes worn by the Ladies, at the Feſtivals of the Order, there 
ſeems to be ſome intimation of wearing a Garter alſo on their left arms, in like 
manner as the Knights-Companions do on their left Legs3 for it 1s obſerved to 
our hand, from the Counteſs of f Taxkerviles Monument, that ſhe 1s portrayed 
with ſuch a Garter on her left Arm. 

After along diſuſe of theſe Robes by the @neens of Eneland, and Knights-Com- 
panions Ladies, there was (at the Feaſt of St. George, celebrated az. 14. Car. 1.) 
endeavour uſed to have them reſtored 3 for the then Deputy Chancellor moved 
the Soveraign in Chapter (held thes 22. of 2ay) * That the Ladies of the Knights- 
Companions »77ght have the priviledge to wear a Garter of the Order about their 
arms; and an upper Robe, at Feſtival times, according to ancient uſage. Upon 
which motion the Soveraign gave Order, i That the Queen ſhould be acquainted 
therewith, and her pleaſure known, and the affair leſt to the Ladies particular ſait.

SECT. VI. 
Of Collars zn general. 


HE Collar is an Ornament, not of late, but ancient invention; and cer- 

tainly, could we not deduce its antiquity very high, yet the wonderful 
conſent of moſt Nations therein, would ſufficiently plead for it, ſince ſuch a 
conſent can ſcarce be found, unleſs 1n things molt ancient. 

As to its Antiquity, the Author of the firſt Book of ® Sacred Writ, ſetting 
down the Ornaments beſtowed by Pharaoh on Joſeph, mentions the Cellar tobe 
one, and of Gold; that being the Metal whereof it was in all times ordinarily 
made : And it may be inferr'd, the uſe of it in that, was the ſame as in this 
Age, viz. to be worn about the neck; in regard Pharaoh put it about Joſeph's 
Neck. 

Again, the Draught of that moſt ancient Hieroeliphical Table, reſerved of old 
in the Temple of 7ſs in Zegpt, and molt happily conſerved till of Jate years 
(when,though it unhappily periſhed at the® ſacking of M4artna by the Spaniards,ane 
1639. yet was fortunately ſet forth before in Picture by Lavrentins Pignorins)doth 
evidence the great antiquity of this Ornament among them ; for there are to be 
found incircling the Necks of the Images of 77s and 0feris ſuch like Collars, 103

manner extending to their ſhoulders: Their workmanſhip ſeems curious, being 
:nterſected with various lines, and divided with Tablets and precious Stones. 

The collar became firſt and principally famous among the Rowars, for having 
iven a ? Sxrname of perpetual memory to one of the chiefelt Families in Rome, Þ Liv.l.7, 

Frived unto it from 2: Marlins Torquatus, who fought with a Champion of the © _ 
Gauls, neer the River Anio, Anno V.C. 392. and having vanquiſhed him, 9 cut 46e!#44.c.14. 
off his Head, then pluckt off his Collar, and (bloody as it was) put it about his 
own neck. Livy ſaith,* the Soldiers, when they preſented him to the Di& ator, r Loco citate, 
were heard to'Surname him %Vorguatus, and from him that honorable name de- 
ſcended to his Poſterity. 

In further memory of this gallant a&tton, and to ſhew the original of this 

Surname, the repreſentation of the Collar of this Garl, 1s found ſtamped upon | 
ſome Roman Coyrs, in particular that referring to *L. Torquatys, Conſul with rok.

Aﬀerwards men fa- 
mous for wiſdom, excelling in Counſels, and thereby beneficial to their Country,

It was further appointed by King Hemry the Erighth's Statrtes, that this Collar 
ſhould be compoſed of* pieces of Gold in taſhion of Garters,the ground enamelled es 4.38. 
Blue, and the Letters of the Motto Gold. In the midit of each Garter, two fR ofes {2 
placed, the innermoſt enamelled Red, and the outermoſt White; contrarily in 
the next Garter, the innermoſt Role enamelled White, and the ontermolt Red, 
and ſo alternately continued : but of later times thele Roles are wholl y acid, 

The number of theſe Garters arc fo many, as be the ordained number of the 
Soveraign and Knights-Companions, by the Inititution of the Order, viz. Twent 
ſx; being tyed together with as many Knots ot Gold : and this faſhion hath in 
all particulars hitherto continued invariable. 

Nor ought the Collar to be garniſhed or cariched with precious Stones (as may 
the George which hangs thereat) ſuch coltly cembeliſhments being abſolutely pro- 
tibited by the s Law of the Order. 

At the middle of the Collar before, 1s to be faſtned the Image of St. George arm- 
ed, ſitting on Horſeback, who having thrown the Dragon upon his back, en- 
counters hun with a tilting Spear. This Jewel 1s not lurrounded with a Garter,or 
row of Diamonds, as is the /efſer George, but maae according to the repreſenta- 
toninthe Plate above, and called the Great George. Ir 18 allowed to be * gar- » p;z, 
nihed with Diamonds, and other enrichments, at the pleaſure of the Knight-

But before the eſtabliſhment of this Article by King Henry the Eighth, it appears Trabeam Hu- 
the Knighti-Companions WCre inveſted with Collars at their Inſtallations 3 for the _— ah Col- 
Black Book takes notice of aÞ Collar among the Eniigns ot the Oracy. wherewl h rp 
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Philip King of Casile was inveſted, ar. 22. H. 7. but whether a Collar of $8, or 
other faſhion, doth not there appear. Neverthelels this doubt is in part cleared, 
by an old memorial of the ceremonies uſed at thei Creation of Henry Lord Staf- 
ford Earl of Wilthire (Brother to Edward Duke of Buckingham) 3. Feb. an.1. 
H.8. where it 1s noted, that after he was inveſted with the Robes of his State 
and Dignity, * The Collar of the Garter was put about his neck, denotine him «4 
Knight of that Order. ; 

And to makeit yet more evident, there 1s found in a! Vellom Book of Statutes 
in Frezch, ſent to Maximilian the Emperor, ſigned the 5. of Jannary 1508. by 
T. Kowthale then Regiſter of the Order. And in = another belonging to Fdward 
Stanley Lord Mounteagle, eletted ® ar. 6. H.8. a particular Article (namely the 
41.) that Ordains a Collzy to be publickly worn by each Kn7ght-Companion, 
there called the Collar of the Order, which though it be not in all reſpetts agreea- 
ble to the faſhion of that preſcribed by King Herry the Eighth's Statutes, yet 
comes 1t very neer, and ſaid to be a Gold Collar, coupled together by ſeveral 
pieces of Links in faſhion of Garters, with a Vermilion Roſe, and the Image of $t. 
George hung thereat. The reaſon of the Knights-Companions wearing it, the 
times appointed therefore, the Licenſe for putting it tomending, the command 
not to enrich the Collar, but the George only, and obligation not to ſell, pawn, or 
alienate it for any neceſſity whatſoever, are wholly the ſame, as were afterwards 
enjoined by » King Herry the Eighth fo that in truth he did no more but adjoin 
to his Body of Statutes, a Decree, which (for the main had been 1n practice be- 
fore. Beltidcs, an. 11. H.9.upon interpretation of the z 1. Article of the Statutes 
for wearing the Habjt of the Order, at the grand Feaſt of St. George 3 the? Collar 
1s there enumerated among thoſe Ornaments (as part of the whole Habzt) that a 
Knight-Companion 1s obliged to wear. 

In further proof that the Collar of Garters was uſed before King Herry the 
Eighth's Reign, let us offer here the Monument of Sir Gzles Daubeney (who died 
ans 22, H.7.) erected in St. Paul's Chappel ſcituate on the north (ide of St. E4- 
ward's Shrine in Weſtminſter Abbey, whereon his Portraicure, in his Robes of the 
Order, 1s adorned with ſuch a Collar, as King Henry the Erghth's Statutes do at 
terwards deſcribe. 

As the Garter ſent to GuStavus Adolphus King of Sweden, fo the great George 
(pendant at his Collar, weighing ſeven ounces) was ſet with large and refplen- 
dent Diamonds the particulars and order do fully appear, out of the Counter- 
part of that I-vertory (mentioned at the beginning of this Chapter) taken upon 
its delivery into the cuſtody of the Dean and Canons of Windefor, and were 
as followeth.

This George (with the Collar) was fold by the Truſtees for ſale of the late Kings 
Coods, to the before named Thozas Beauchamp. 
Of what account-this Noble E2/{gz of Honor | the Collar] hath been with the 
$oreraions, and Knights-Companions, not only of the Order of the Garter, but 
other Military Orders 5 may be obſerved from the Pi&ures of ſome of them, as al- 
{> their Seals, Coyns, and Medals: which later paſſing up and down, aſter a pub- 
lick manner, proclaim its honor throughout the world : for in theſe they have 
been pleaſe ed to exhibit as well their E ffrgies, as Scutcheons of Arms, incircled there- 
with : and alſo the Symbols of their ſeveral Orders pendant thereto. 
There is a Picture (hanging in his Majeſties Gallery at 1/h;tehall) of Philip 
Duke of Burerndy, Founder of the Goldex Fleece, adorned with the Collar of 
that Order. And the leading example of the like repreſentation in Seals, was 
firlt given by a Succellor of nis, above 180 years ſince, as appears from the great 
Seal of 4 Maximilian and Philip his Son, Archdukes of Anſtri:, Purgundia, ©. qSigilla Cc 
fixed to the agreement of Peace made betiveen them and the Flexrings, an. 1485, 4 Lanaric, 
wherein the Pictures of both theſe Princes are repreſented, wearing their Collars 20 
of the Golden Fleece; and this faſhion hath been lince continued in Seals, by their 
deſcendents Kings of $pair, Soveraigns of that Order. 
The French King Lewisthe Eleventh, after he had inſtituted the Order of St. A1- 
ebael, cauſed his Pidſure to be drawn (hithcrto preſerved at Fountain-bleau) with 
the Collar of that Order 3 the Copy of which Francois de Meteray, having ex- 
hibited in his® Hiſtory of Fraxce, we thence made a draught of it. & Tor.2: p98;

Among theſe is the draught of a Seal 
of Charles Count Palatine of the Khzze, incircled both with the Garter and Col- 
lar of the Order, and 1s the firſt example we have met with, wherein both 
theſe Exſiens are uſed together. The laſt in the 4. Table, is the full Atchieve- 
ment of Bernard de Foix dela Valette Duke of Aſpernon, &*c. ſet beneath his Eff- 
gies, graved at Paris by P. Van Schupper, where his Arms and Quarterings are en- 
compatied with the chiefeſt Ez/tgrrs of thoſe three Orders, whereof he was a Bro- 
ther and Companion. | 

And here it is proper to obſerve, that the more ancient the Order, whoſe chief 
Enlgn is after this manner repreſented, the neerer ought it be ſet to the Scutcheon 
vf Arms being the more honorable place : and conſequently, a great miſtake was 


committed, in marſhalling the Collars of the ſeveral Orders, about the Arms of the 


Duke of Chevereux, in his Plate remaining over his Stall at Windeſor, wherethe 
Collars of St. Michael and of the Holy Ghoſt are both placed neerer to his Scutche- 
on, thanis the Garter. 


SECT. VIIL 
Collars of SS. 


T will not be amiſs in this place, ſince there are now in uſe with us ſeveral 
ſorts of Collars, worn as Badges of lower and inferior Honors (ſome of which 
are adorned with part of the Collar of the Garter) and vulgarly called Collars of 
SS: to note down a few things concerning them : having firſt given a more ex- 
act account, as to their antiquity, than yet hath been made publick among us. 

b Georgizs Wicelius informs us, thar he found a Book rematning in the Library 
at'Fu/44,where(in the life of the two Brothers $i-2plicius and Fauſtinus, both Se- 
nators, and i ſuffered Martyrdom under Dzocleſcan) 15 a deſcription of tHe Society 
of Saint $r1mplicius, conliſting of perſons noble in their own Families; and fo 
coming to deſcribe the Collar uſed, as the Note and Badge of their Society, he 
ſaysthus:; Tt was the cuſton of thoſe perſons to wear about their necks $ilver\Collars, 
compoſed of double 88, which noted the name of $aint Simplicius : between theſe dow 
ble 88 the Collar contained 12 ſmall plates of Silver, in which were engraved the 12 
Articles of the Crede, together with a ſingle Trefoyle. The Image of Saint Simplicius 
hung at the Collar, and from it 7 Plates, repreſenting the 7 gifts of the Holy Ghoſt- 

As tothe manner of their ſutfering, it is thus ſet down in an old Legend 5 * They 
were commanded to undergo the ſentence of death, their Bodies to be bound togetht! 
by the neck to a Stone, and ſent to the Bridge over the Tiber in Rome, and thence 
thrown into the River: All which was executed upon them, the!287. year afterthe 
Incarnation of our Savzonr. 

How long lince the Collar of $8 came into uſe here in England, we no where 
find, though we have done our endeavour to be ſatisfied : But if credit may 
given to'a Monnment, ſtanding at this day entire, in the Collegiate Church 
Warwick it will appear, to have been at leaſt 3oo years fiace, and worn asf

\ Thoſe Collars which appertain to the Kings and Heralds of Arms, fo likewiſe to 
ne Serjeants at Arms, having been beſtowed by former Kings, and renew- 
ed to them by his preſent Majeſty, to be worn upon all days of folema atten- 
dance for his honor, arcalſo compoſed of 8s, linked together; inthe middle of oe 
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Breaſt is a Roſe, and another in the middle of the Back, at each of which hang 
three ſmall drops of Silver. But the $ss in the Collars worn by the Kings of Arms, 
are made ſomewhat bigger than the other; and in that part lying on either ſhoul- 
der, is a Portcullis taken in between the $8, which are wanting 1n the reſt. 

The general difference between the Collars, appropriate to the Degrees be- 
fore named, is this: All ſuch perſons as are honored with K-ighthood, have al- 
lowed them Collars of Silver gilt, but to Eſquires thoſe of $8zlver only : and 
thereftorc he that is created an Herald, is allo in part of that Ceremony made an 
Eſquire, by putting on a Collar of $s of Silver about his neck : and ſo is a ger- 
Jeant at Arms. 

The Kings of Fzgl:nd have ſometimes heretofore drawn a Collar of $$ about 
their Ars, in like manner as we have ſhewed, how the Garter doth ſurround 
them - and we have ſeen an impreſſion of King Henry the Eighth's Privy Signet, 
whereon his Royal Arms (crowned) are incircled with a Collar of $88, to the 
lower end of which 1s affixed two Portcullifſes. |

The leſſer George. 


E do not find among the Records of the Order, that the 1»age of St. 
vw George was at any time worn by the Sowveraign, or Krnights-Companions 
before the Breaſt, or under the right,Arm, as now uſed, until the 13. year of 
King Herry the Eighth : But then that Foverazer paſt a Decree in Chapter held at 
Greenwich, the morrow after St. George's day, with conſent of the Kn7ghts-Com- 


w Lib,N-p.212 panions preſent, to this effect. w That every Knight of the Order, ſhould wear 


looſely before his Breaſt, the Image of $t. George in a Gold Chain, or otherwiſe in 4 
Ribband, the ſame to be thence forward placed within the ennobled Garter 3; to the 
end a manifeſt diitin@ion ſhould thereby appear, between the Knights-Companions 
and others of the Nobility and Knights, who according to the faſhion of thoſe 
times, wore large Gold Chains, the ordinary Enſign of their X7jghthood. And 
thus the wearing the Medat or Jewel (uſually called the Zeffer George, to diſtin- 
guiſh it from the other George worn at the Collar of the Order ) was firſt enjoined, 
and hath ſince been conſtantly fo uſed. | 

This George was for the moſt part made of pure Gold, curiouſly wrought by 
the hand of the Goldſmith, but we have ſeen divers of them exquiſitely cut in 
Onix's, as allo in Agats, and therein ſuch happy choice of the Stones, that by 
joining thereto the Workmans kill, in deſigning and laying-out the Figures, to 
expreſs the Hiſtory, the natural tincture of the Stones have fitted them with Co- 
lours, for Fleſh, Hair, and-every thing elſe, even to admiratron. In this Jewel 
1s St. George repreſented in a riding poſture, encountring the Dragon with his 
drawn Sword. 

By the laſt Article of King Henry the Eighth's Statutes this George is allowed to 
be enriched and garnmifhed at the pleaſure of him that wears it (as 1s the gre 
George ) which for the moſt part hath been curioutſy enamelled, and the Garter 
about it ſet with Diamonds, in the beſt order either art or invention-could de- 
viſe. Andof what weightand bigneſs theſe lefer Georges formerly were, may be 


now Ry judged from that ſent tothe French King Charles the Ninth, being *an ounce an 


a half, and half quarter weight. 

The variety of Workmanſhip ſhown in thoſe Gold Chains, whereat this Jewel 
hung, was uſually great, and the Artiſts upon all occaſions expreſt much inge- 
nuity and skill in them, according to the fancy or pleaſure of the perſons for 
whom they were made. P 
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"Rat within a ſhort time, wearing the 7eſſer George in $3lk Ribbands, as well as 
Gold Chains was indifferently uted and at pleaſure(fowerethe $yzbols of F orreign 
Orders, as appears from ſundry Coyns and Medals) but the Colour of theſe Rb- 
bands at their firſt uſe were Black, as 18 noted of thoſe belonging to the Georges, 
wherewith 7 Johz Dudley Viicount Liſle, the Lords Saint John and Parr were in- Y mp 
veſted, an.

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The George which his ſaid late Majeſty wore at the time of his Martyrdom, was 
curiouſly cat in an 0»; x, ſet about with 21 large Table Diamonds, in the faſhion 
of a Garter : On the back ſide of the Georee was the Picture of his Qreer, rarely 
well limn'd, ſet in a Caſe of Gold, the lid neatly enamel'd with Goldſmiths 
work, and ſurrounded with another Garter, adorned with a like number of equal 
ſized Diamonds, as was the foreſide. A Draught of this Jewel, in three parts 
open and ſhut, we have exhibited to the Readers view, among the E-ſrgrs of the 
Order, at the beginning of this Chapter. - 

Nor will it be unfitly here remembred, by what good fortune the preſent $0ze- 
rajen's leſſer Georgeſet with fair Diamonds was preſerved, after the defeat givento 
the Scotch Forces at Worceſter, an.

his Letters ſent to Queen Elizabeth, dated at his Imper1al Palace of Mosko the 
12. of Jime 1602. and 39. year of his Reign: A Tranilation of which was moſt 
courteoully afforded me by Mr. Jz. Freſe (Interpretor to the Rnſſizn Ambaſſa- 
dors, ſent over hither to his now 4zjeſty, ar. Dom. 1660.) andis as followeth.

1594. which he alſo ſent to 
Queen Elizabeth, and was preſented to her at Richmond, the 14. of OfFober fol- 
lowing, by his Ambaſſador Evamowich: the Circumſcription containing the ſame 
Stile and Titles above ſet down. 

There is preſerved inthe Archives at Oxford, an Initrument containing Letters 
teſtimonial of this Emperor, given to Doctor Chriſtopher Ritinger his chief Phy- 
ſician, the Seal whereof is Silver gilt, but differs in ſize and delign from the for- 
mer, and contains on the reverſe the Figure of St. George and the Dragoz only. 
A tranſlation of the whole Inſtrument I have tranſcribed hither, as it was com- 
municated to me by my worthy friend Mr. Thomas Hyde, the preſent Library- 
Keeper of that famous Univerſity, a Gentleman of eminent Learning, in all 
kinds, and eſpecially in the Oriental I ongues.

Ihen the Habit, or part of it, ought to be worn. 


T"Here are ſeveral folemn days and occaſions, on which the Soverazer and 
Kniehts-Companions of the Garter are enjoined ro wear, either the whole 
Habit of the Order, or ſome part of it. 

The more folemn, and which require a full conformity, as to wearing the 
whole Habit, that is, the Garter, Mantle, Surcoat, Hood, Collar, Great George, and 
Cap, are firſt, the high Feſtival of the Order (commonly called St. George's Feaſt) 
whether it be ſolemnized on the 22, 23, or 24. days of Apri/ annually, or any 
other days within the following year by Prorogation. And for this there 1s cleer

Not long after, this King by s Letters Patent under the Great Seal of England, 
bearing Teſte at Weſtminſter, the 10. day of 0Fober, in the 15. year of his Reign, 
declared, That though among the Officers of the Order of the Garter, the Office 
of Chancellor was not appointed by the Fourder's Statutes, yet was it nevertheleſs 
very lawful and neceſſary. And therefore did 0rdain, that for the advance- 
ment and good of the 0rder in thoſe Aﬀairs, there ſhould be conſtituted an off- 
cer named Chancellor, And fofraſmuch as this Office was great, and of great 
charge, and required an able arid dextrous perſon, it was his further pleaſure, that 
none ſhould be admitted thereinto,unleſs he were of Eccleſiaſtical Dignity, that is 
to ſay,a Biſhop- Moreover, conſidering the Chappel of St. George in the Caſtleof 
Windeſor, was founded and eſtabliſhed within the Dioceſs of $4li-bury, and has: 
ving regard to the prudence and diligence of Richard Beauchamp then Biſhop of 
that Dioceſs, who out of meer love towards the Order, gave himſelf the leiſure 
daily toattend the advancement and progreſs of that goodly Work, wherewith 
the King was then in hand, 1n the Caſtle of Windeſor, for enlarging the Chap- 
pel there, He did therefore likewiſe Ordain and Eſtabliſh the ſaid Biſhop for the 
term of his life Chancellor of the Order,and did further Will and Ordain, that after 
his deceaſe his Succeſſors Biſhops of Salisbury ſhould always have and hold the 
ſaid Office of Chancellor. - Nevertheleſs, in this Patent there is a Proviſo, that the 
Kings Conceſlion, ſhould be put in execution by the advice of the Knights-Compa- 
ions, and without prejudice of the Biſhop of izche#ter in thoſe things, which, 
touching the Order, ought by the Statxtes of Inſtitution to belong unto him. 

This Office being thus conferred upon Richard Beauchamp perſonally, for term 
of life, and perpetually, to the ſucceeding Biſhops of the See of Salisbury, di- 
vers of his Succeſlors (ſome of whom are remembred in the Black Book, though 
the names of ſpecial Officers are ſeldom ſet down in Chapter Ads) were, by vir- 
tue of this Grant, continued therein, and executed the Office; nor doth it ap- 
pear by the Records of the Order, that = other perſon had been inveſted there- 
in, beſides the Biſhops of $4/zsbury, until 2x. 7. E. 6. that Sir William Cecil, then 
Principal Secretary of State, was made Chancellor 3 concerning which more by 
and by. 

If redourſe be had to the Conſtitutions peculiarly relating to the Officers of 
the Order, it will appear, * That this Office 1s very noble and honorable, of great 
truſt and care, requiring a perſon of much Honor and Reputation to exerciſe and 
manage it : In which regard it 1s therein provided, that no man ſhould be ad- 
vanced tothis Dignity, unleſs he be a Prelate of the Church, viz. Archbiſhop, or 
Biſhop, or of ſome other ſuch like eminent preferment therein: Or if a Lay- 
man, then to be a Knight of known Extraction, expert, learned, and of un- 
tainted Reputation. 

By this Clauſe, a Lay-manno leſs than a Clergy-man was made capable of this 
Office, nevertheleſs it amounted not to a deveſting the Biſhop then living, 
or excluding any of his $ucceſſors, unleſs it had pleaſed the Soveraigr after 


- making that Conſtitution, to have paſſed by the Biſhop of $alirbury, and be- 


ſtowed it elſewhere, which he did not; for Edmund Audeley the then _ 
ſome time after the eſtabliſhing theſe Conſtitutions, and his immediate Succeſſor 
Cardinal Campeixs (till he went to Rome) if not more of them, enjoined and cxe- 
cuted the ſame.

Prelates, [Crimſon] for no doubt, it was before annually changed (as was the 
Prelates) to the Colour of the Knights-Companions Surcoate. Howbeit by the 
Plate of the ancient Habits of the Officers, it 1s viſible to have wanted the Royal 
Badges, wherewith the Prelate's Robe was then embroidered. When the Colour 
of the Prelate's Robe was changed to Murrey, then was the Chancellors fo alſo, 
and made alike in all other particulars. The proportion allowed to Sir Thomas 
Smith for his Livery, a7. 14. Eliz. was' 18 yards of Murrey Velvet, 12 yards 
of Sarcenet for the Lining, one Garter wrought with Pearls of Damask Gold, 
for the ſhoulder one Lace (or Cordon) with Buttons and Taſlels of Blue Silk and 
Venice Gold. And the ſame materials and proportions were afterwards given out 
of the Sovcraigr's great Wardrobe, to the fucceeding Chancellors, | 

But a7. 13. Car. I. the Prelate and Chancellor endeavoured a Reformation of 
their Robes, and upon meeting of ſome of the Knights-Commiſſners at Whitehall 
the firſt of Febrnary 1n the foreſaid year, who heard and debated ſeveral things 
relating to the Order, it was determined, <* That the ſaid Krghts ſhould move 
<« the Soveraign for a new Kobe for the Chancellor (notice having been given to 
«the Krnights-Companions about a week before, to provide for themſelves new 
< Mantles of Celeſtial Blue) and the Colout being in queſtion, upon the Refor- 
<« mation of the Knights Robes, it being alledged (but without ground) that the 
<< Prelate and Chancellor for their upper Robe had from the Foundation, the ſame

late and this Officers Robe, was changed to Purple. 

Beſides this Robe, the Chaxcellor of the Order hath an honorable Badge aſſigned 
him to wear, firſt granted to Sir W:ll;azz Peters, and his Succeſſors, the 9. of 0s 
ber, an. 1. &* 2. Phil. &* Mar. viz."a Roſe Gold, encloſed within a Garter, which 
he and the ſuccceding Charxcellors of the Order have ever ſince worn daily about 
their necks; at firſt in a Gold Chain, but ſince in a Purple Ribband. The Fi- 
gure of which with thoſe Badges worn by Garter and Black-Rod are to be ſeen at 
the beginning of this Chapter. 

It ſeems ſomething to this purpoſe had been in deſign a little before, ſo ſoonas 
the Chancellorſhip became veſted ina Lay-man 3 for King Fdward the Sixth's Sta- 
tutes did Ordain, * That the Chancellor ſhould wear about his neck a Crols of the 
Order, with a Red Roſe in a White, of Gold, all compaſſed within a Garland 
of Red and White Roſes. 

And becauſe it was ſuggeſted to the late Soverazgn King Charles the Firſt, That 
there were differences and uncertainties in ſome Books remaining with the Chan- 
cellor touching the wearing his Badgez He thereupon gave out the following 
Warrant, under His Royal Hand and Signet of the Order to aſcertain the form 
therein deſcribed, and manner of wearing it.

HE Chancellor of the Order, being by the Inſtitution a place of honour, and ſo 
T diſpoſed of, that the ſame hath ever been poſſeſſed by perſons of great worth and 
virtue, yet becauſe it appears not, that any declaration hath been made of the Rank, 
and right of Place belonging to that Office, His Majeſty hath therefore by the advice 
of all the Knights preſent at the Chapter, held upon the day and Feaſt of $t.George, 
Ordered and Decreed that $8ir Francis Crane the preſent Chancellor, and all 
others that ſhall ſucceed him in that place hereafter, ſhall in right of that place, in all 
aſſemblies, and upon all occaſions, be ranked and placed immediately after Knights, 
\ Privy Councellors, ard before the Chancellor of the Exchequer, the perſons hold- 
ing both places being in pari gradu, and conſequently before all others, whone —_— 
Chancellor 7s to precede. And to the end publick notice may be taken hereof, and the 20 
reſpeFs known that is due to that place, His Majeity hath commanded an Entry : 
thereof to be made in the Regiſter of the Order. And is pleaſed, that the Earl Mar- 
ſhal of England ſhall 1;kewiſe cauſe the ſame to beentredin the Office of Arms. 


And tothe end the place belonging to the Chancellor of the Exchequer may be 
certainly known, we have thought fit to tranſcribe hither ſo much of the Decree 
and Eſtabliſhment of King James, made the 20. of ay in the 10. year of his 
Reign, as will evidence the ſame.

The foreſaid Conſtitutions appoint the Chancellor of the Order an Habitation 
within the Caſtle of Wirdeſor, hike as hath the Prelate, and rhat 1s the South-weſt 
Tower, in the Lower-Ward of the CaFle,yhence called the Charcellors-Tower, 
It appears the pollcſiion thereof had been for ſome time, in the hands of others, 
and therefore in a Chapter held at t#hztehall the 5. of November, an. 5. Car. 1. it 
was decreed to be freftored unto Sir Francis Crane then Chancellor of the Order,and 
after his deceaſe, to deſcend to his Succetlors in right of this Ofice. Theſe Con- 
ſtitutions alſo Ordained,"That this Officer ſhould have the like Diet and Liverierin 
the Soverares's Conrt, as were allowed tothe Prelate. 

At the erection of this Office, the Chancellor had no Penſion allowed him, to- 
wards defraying his charge in the Execution thereof: nor until the Conſtitutions 
relating to the Officers were eſtabliſhed : but thereby is ſetled on him a » Penſion 
of 100. per annum, in conſideration of his Employment, or elſe an allowance 
proportionable in Fees, Offices, or other Promotions, over and beſide his Lodg- 
ings inthe Caſtle, and Livertes at Court. 

But as to Fees or Perquiſites, there are none due to this Officer 3 and for that rea- 
Gn he hath not only the foreſaid Perſor, but all his 4isburſemrerts touching the 
Afairs of the Order allowed him, even to Paper, Wax, and Wafers: and in- 
deed thoſe perſons who formerly enjoyed this Office, have thought it much below 
them, to accept either of Fee or Gratuity for any thing done within the 0rder: 
and ſo that truly noble perſon Sir Thomas Rowe (ſometime the worthy Chancellor 
of this Order) out of an extraordinary ſeace of Honor, affirmed in a* Letter to 
Doftor Chriſtopher Wren, Regifter, upon the tender (but his refuſal) of ſome Gra- 


' tuity5 That his Office was ar Office of Honor, and not of Fees, and that he had al- 
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ways excepted againſt Fees for the disburſements of the Soveraign's Money. Though 
he acknowledgedfone had given his Clerk a {mall Gratuity for the bare Ingrof- 
ſing of an Alms-Knights Patent, but nothing turther. 

And becauſe the Cuſtody of the Seals of the Order, belong to this Officer, be- 
fore we leave this Section, 1t will be here the fitteſt place to ſay ſomething con- 
cerning them. 

[t appears by the Stztutes of 7nF/itution, to have been then agreed, » That there 
ſhould-belong to this molt Noble order a Common Seal, This is confirmed by 
the Statytes of King * Henry the Fifth;and f(ince called the?

Theuſle of this Seal is declared to be to ſeal not only the Original Statutes, ap- 
pointed to remain petpetually within the Treaſury of Wirdeſor Colledge, as allo 
thoſe ©Copres of which each Knieht-Comparnion is obliged to have one in his keep- 
ing. but lIikewtte all4 Zerrers of Licence to any of the Knights-Companions delirous 
to putchaſe Honor abroad, and all © fardates and Certificates relating to the Order, 

After what manner this fitſt Seal was deſigned, or what was engraven thereon, 
we yetcould never find : Polidore Vireile tells us, f That when the Founder of the 
Order had made choice of St. George for its Patrox, he repreſented him armed, 
mounted on a Horle, bearing a 8:ilver Shield, and thereon a Aed Croſs. But 
whether St. George thus deſigned was engraved on the firſt Seal, or only a Scut- 
cheon of his Arms, as in after times, 1s not certain : But this Author notes, that 
the Founder clothed his Soldiers in White Jackets or Coats, and on their Breaſts 
and Backs ſowed Hed Croſſes.parallcl to the Arms anciently aſſigned to St. George, 
as allo ro the Kingdom of Exgland, placed under his Patronage, which Arms the 
6% 1 of this Order have ever fince advancedin their Standards, both by Land 
and Sea,

The payment of the Officers Penſions #pon the new Eftabliſhment. 


Ks James, ſometimes Soweraign of this moſt Noble 0rder, well conſidering 


its Inſtitution, Nature, and Conſtitution ; and that it was in the nature of 
a diſtin&t Soveraignty, govern'd by Laws, Statutes, and Aſſemblies of its own; 
and Himſelf as Soveraigr, in matters and things, immediately relating thereto, 
had ſole and abſolute power of altering, changing, adding, or explaining. And 
finding that the annual Penſions paid to the Officers of the Order (as thoſe to the 
Alms-Knights ) and ſome other its Expences, had been anciently made payable 
out of his Receipt of the Exchequer, either upon and by virtue of the Great 
Seals of England, or otherwiſe by Privy Seals; and conceiving it incongruous, 
that the Officers ſhould longer receive or challenge their Penſions by virtue of any 
other Seal than that of the Order 3 and in ſome kind derogatory to the Dignity 
of the Order it ſelf, to permit other Seuls longer towork within or upon the ſame. 
He thereupon, with twelve Kights-Companions, ina Chapter held at ihztehall the 
27. of May in the 20. year of his Reign, Ordered, 4That all things concerning 
the Order ſhould thereafter be paſſed under the Seal of the Order only, and in parti 
cular, That the* Grants of Poor-Knights Places, aſter their being 7 by the S0- 
veraign, ſhould be paſſed under the Seal of the Order ozly,:and none other. 

And whereas atthe Feaſt of St. George the following year, the 'Chancellorhad 
received from the Dean of Windeſor a Note in writing of the Pexſtons given to 
the Poor-Kniehts, and by whom, and in what manner the ſame had been given3 
it was alſo Ordered, *That he ſhould take advice of the Soveraign's Attorney Ge- 
neral, how by virtue of the Seal of the Order, the ſaid Penſions might be paid and 
received, His Majeſties further pleaſure being, *That all Grants a»d Payments con- 
cerning the Order, ſhould aſterward:s paſs aw, the Seal of the Order only, and by 
virtue threof. | 

As tothe Almr-Knights Patents, this Decree took effet, but in the other gene- 
rals m_y to the Order, how far it was purſued we know not; for in ſome 
of them we find it not obſerved.

*A!l which yearly Perſons are thereby appointed tobe quarterly paid, that 1s 
to lay, at the four uſual Feaſts in the year. As allo any other annual and uſual 
charge, to any other inferiour Officer or Servant, for their ſcrvice.or attendance. 
And all theſe upon account thereof to be made and given, and Acquittances to 
be produced for the receipt, to be preſented tothe Soveraicr, or fo many of the 
Knights-Companions as he ſhould depute in Chapter, to take liquid, and allow the 
diburſments under their hands in writing, for the Charcellor's dilcharge.

By all which may be gueſt, what other particulars ought to be accounted xx. 
traordinary Charges; towards the diſcharge whereof this annual ſum was to be 
employed as faras it would go, to eaſe the Expences of the Great Wardrobe, for- 
merly charged with Proviſions of the 0rder, both for Forreign Embaſlies, and 
Expences at home. 

And when Sir Thomas Rowe was ſent Ambaſſador to Ferdinand the Third, Em- 
peror of Germany, he paid over to the ſaid Sir James Palmer, upon the * $o2e- 
raign's Warrant dated the 4. of Ay ax. 14. Car. 1. the ſum of 6001. then reſting 
in his hands of the ſaid annual Receipts 3 which he adding to the growing Income, 
disburſed in ordinary and extraordinary Expences.

George, at what time Ele&ions 
have been moſt uſually made, wherein the Soveraign's pleaſure and diretion was to 
be followed and obſerved, and according as he reſolved, in what place it ſhould be, ſo it 
ought (by Letters directed to the Krights-Companions within the Realm) to be 
made known unto them. 

This deferring or proroguing the Ele&7ion was (to ſay truth) no new thing, nor 
- Morethan what had been anciently proctiied (though not indulged by the Statutes 
of - ng declared Law, before this 21. year of King James) as appears from 
the fore-cited Letters of Summons. both which take notice of the limitation of 
time given by the Statutes, after Certificoce of death, wiz. ſix weeks3 within the 
compaſs whereof, a new Fle&jor was to be made. And where a Chapter for 
Eleftion could not conveniently be held, within that limited time, it was enough 
if the $overaign deciared (as he did in that Summons (ent after Sir Robert D'um-

fmneſe, he could not well attend this Affair, and therefore deferred the time for Ele- 
tion #nto the Eve of $t. George next following. So that it 1s plain, the Decree az. 
21. of King James, was but declaratory of an old and praftiſed Cuſtom. 

But of later times this formal'way of Summons by Letter to Knights-Companions 
attending at the Court, hath been left off (yet continned to ſuch as are remote) 
and notice given them by a verbal meſſage only : For the Chancellor of the Order 
having known the $overejer's pleaſure, as to the day and place, uſually ac- 
quaints Garter therewith, who thereupon goeth immediately to the K7ehts-Con- 
, Þamionsthen at Court, and delires their attendance at the Chapter, according to 
the Soveraign's appointment. 

And here it'is to be underſtood, that no K5ehts-EleF, ought to be ſummon- 
&d to a Chapter of Elejor, or are capable of giving their Votes therein, until 
they be compleatly inſtalled, either in Perſon or by Proxy : Nor indeed did any 
neceſſity fall out from the Foundation of the Order, that did require they _—_—

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until the late rebellious times, when the Caſtle of Windeſor being Garriſoned 
by the Parliaments Forces, it was not poſſible for his Royal Highneſ#the Duke 
of Tork, and his Highneſs Prince Rwpert, to take poſleſſion of their $rall;, in 
ſuch manner asthe Law of the Order enjoined. 

Therefore the then Soveraign (to whom the power of diſpenſing with any of 
the Statutes is reſerved)did onthe 17. of Jar.ar.1644. (loinevitable neceſlity re- 
quiring)* diſpence with their 1zſtal{ation: 1n the Chappel of St. George at Windeſor, 
for the preſent, and inveſted them with all the Priviledges of the Orderi amon 
which, the power of giving their Votes in Chapter wgs one : Provided, theſe 
Princes ſhould firſt take the Oath given at Inſtallations, and afterwards perform 
the accuſtomed Ceremonies at WWindeſor, ſo ſoon as it ſhould be thought fit, after 
the Caſtle was deliveredout of the power of the Rebels, and returned into the poſ- 
{efſion of the Soverdign of this moſt Noble 0rder. | 

In compliance with this Proviſo they both then took the Oath : And on the Eve 
of the firlt Feaſt of St. George, celebrated after the preſent Soveraign's happy Re. 
ſtauration, the Dzke was Inſtalled by the Earls of Northumberland and Berkshire: 
and on the Eve of the ſecond Feaſt, being the 22. of April, az. 15. Car. 2. the 
Prince likewiſe received his Inſtallation by the hands of the Duke of Albemarl;

BY T at what time ſocver this Ceremoney of Ele@or 1s _ the ſame 
O 


ought to be celebrated in Chapter (for ſo is theallembly of the $overajgy and 
Knigh ts-Companions called, whereſoever or whenſoever held on this occaſion) 
whether at the Solemnity of St. George's Feaſt, which hath been the ordinary 


and moſt uſual time, or on other certain days, ſet apart for this affair, by more 


ſpecial appointment of the Soveraigy, And therefore when the Soverazer thinks 
fitting (in the interval of Feaſts) toEleR any Forreign Prince, or other perſon, 
either Stranger or Subject, He many times doth it in peculiar Chapters, called to 
that end and purpoſe 3 and then hc appoints his own both day and place, having 
the prerogative to declare them at pleaſure. 

This we find hath been practiſed both heretofore and of late times; and by 
thoſe few of many Chapters, holden at ſundry places, moſt convenient to the $0 
veraigu's preſent occaſions (drawn out and hereexhtbited) will be ſufficiently ma- 
nifelt, whereunto we ſhall add the Names of thoſe Perſons of eminence, who at 
ſuch times and places have been Elected.

accuſtomed Honors, and beheld again a moſt worthy advancement of Knights 
into this moſt Noble Order, at a Chapter ſpecially called and held in the Bed- 
chamber there, the firſt day of April, = 13. Car. 2. in the El&jor of the Duke 
of Richmond, the Earlsof Lindſey, Mancheſter, and Strafford.

The Number of Knights that conſtitute a Chapter. 


N the next place we are to conſider, what number of Knights-Companions

For proof of which we find that the Duke of Glouceſter, 
enn0 9. H. 6. then Deputy to the Soverazen (at that time in France) for celebrating 
the Feaſt of St. George at Windeſor, 'forbore to proceed to Flettion, becauſe the ( Lib.N.y.88: 
Number of Knights-Companions there aſſembled, was leſs than the Statutes required 
to conſtitute a Chapter. We likewiſe take notice, that anno 10. H. 5. no EleFor 
was made (the Feaſt being alſo celebrated at indeſor,) though one Stall was 
void, by the death of the* Lord Clifford; and probably the reaſon (though not t 13 $.59; 
expreſt) might be for want of that full number of Knights-Companions, the Sta- 
tutes required : For the Dake of Bedford (then the Soveraign's Deputy) had but

Companions preſent with him, Calys Purſivant at Arms, was 
ſent to London for Sir John Aitley, to come and furniſh the 
Chapter in which, faith this Fragment, there were choſen ſeven Knights, 'name- 
ly the Prince, the King of Portugal, the Duke of Norfolk, the Earl of Wiltſhire, 
the Lord Ferrers, the Lord Montjoy, and the Lord Howard. 

But here are ſome other miſtakes, for the Prizce was not elected until anno 815, 
F.4. and the King of Portngal not until the® 22. year of the ſame King. As for 
the reſt we not finding the true time of their Election elſewhere, ſhall Tet them 
ſtand 3 having been loth to make uſe of ſo impertect an authority, but that the 
circumſtance of ſending for Sir Joh ASley, to make up a Chapter, rather than vio- 
Jate the Laws of the Order, may be faithfully enough related, and well worth ob- 
ſerving through the other falſe lights ca(t in, from the inadvertency ot the Relator.

SECT. IV. 
Diſpenſation for want af a full Number. 


ND whereas ſome may ſuppoſe that the $overaigns of this Order in later 
A times, have appeared leſs careful in the due obſervation of its Statutes 
and Laws than were their Predeceſſors, by making uſe of Diſpenſations, where 
the number of ſix Knizhts-Companions have been wanting, they are to conſider 
the Licenſe herein, is no other than an advantage to be laid hold on, in caſes of 
necellity only (for neceſſity can bring a ſufficient plea, where the infringement 
of a Decree is objected, in the Law of this Order) and withal to ſhew that the 
power and prerogative of Diſpenſation is reſerved to the Soveraignes of this moſt 
Noble 0rder, in all caſes of exigency : albeit not to be made uſe of, where there 
15 a poſſibility to perform the Rules and Injuntions of the Statutes. 

The Soveraigns therefore in ſucceeding times, for ſundry reaſons, and upon

SECT. V. 
Of opening the Chapter. 


E are now arrived at opening the Chapter, whereinto neither the $020: 
V- raien of the Order, nor any of the Knzghts-Companions are to Enter, 
without wearing both their Martles and Garters, for fo the? Statutes of the 0rde 
ordain, and ſo hath the Law been under{tood, in caſe where a Chapter hath been 
held elſewhere than at Wirdeſor as for inſtance at a Chapter heid at Whitehall. for 
the Eleftion of Johr Count Palatine of the Rhine, an. 20.Fliz. the * Earl of Hyn- 
tlingdon, and the Lord Grey of Wilton, not having their 2antles then at Court, 
not permitted to enter into that Chapter, to givetheir Yotes for his Eleftion. 

T he late Soverajign King Charles of ever bleſled memory * determining to call 
a Chapter for Elefting the forelaid Thomas Earl of wn 4-4 at Tork, Where nei- 
ther He, nor any of the Knights-Companions then attending his perſon, had their 
Robes of the Order with them, and taking notice of the Injunction of the $tatutes 
now mentioned, did by his ſupream authority, as Soverazgr of the Order, b dif 
pence with the Krights-Companions then preſent, for coming into the Chapter 
without their Afurntles. 

Afterward, upon great neceſlity, occaſioned by the late Rebellion, the ſame 
Soveraign was inforced to make turther uſe of his Prerogative, relating to this 
particular, in ſome © following Chapters held at Oxford. 

In like manner ſhortly atter the preſent Soverazer returned to his Throne, a 
like Diſpesſation pals'd under the Signet of the Order {the Great Seal being 
then under the hand of the Graver, but not finiſhed) dated the 10. of Janu- 
ry in the 12. year of his Reign, He being then neceſſitated to make uſe of his 
Supream authority for holding a Chapter the 14. of January following, in regard 
the Knights-Companions, then in being, were not as yet provided of new Robes. 

Preſuming then, that a full Number of Xights-Companions (in obedienceto 
their Summons) are attending the Soverazex, habited in their Mantles and Garter, 
and entred into the Chupter-houſe at Windeſor, or other place appointed for this 
their Allembly, the Soveruier having takEn his Seat, at the upper end of the Ta- 
ble, and given leave tothe Kniehts-Companions to (itz the occalion of their be- 
ing called together, 1s firſt declared, either by the Soverazen himſelf, or by the 
Chancellor of the Order, upon his command. | 

The next thing in courle, is to give the Soveraign information of all the galls 
then void, the notice of which vacancies, if (as ſometimes formerly) the Sove- 
r4jen happens to be in forcign parts, ought to be before ſent him, by his* epi 
or Lieutenant; but if in Eneland, and preſent in Chapter, then to be preſented by 
the Chancellor, or in his ablence, by the Regiſter or other Officer of the Order. 

T his done, the Soveraign and Kniehts-Companions enter into conſideration how 
the room of the defunct Knight, or Knights, ſhall be f ſupplied 3 and ſometimes 
(where two or more Stalls are found void) whether they ſhall be all fill'd up at 
that time, or if not, 8 how many Kze/ts then Elected. 

But where the Scruteny is intended to be taken in the Choire of St. George's 
Chappel at Windeſor, theſe or the like particulars (referring to Eled3on) are com 
monly conſider'd of on the Feaſt day, in the Chapter held immediately before 
Veſpers; wherein it is moſt uſually Ordered, That the $cruteny ſhall be taken in 
the (aid Chapel that following Afternoon, and fo was it Decreed on St. Georges 
day anno 5. E. 6. viz. That the Elections of Knights ſhould be taken that ven 
ſong, and in the Chappel. 

After this, the Chancellor begins to colle&t the Knights-Companions Votes, and 
this is frequently termed, the taking of a $cruteny: To the full underſtanding 
the nature of this Attion and Ceremony, we ſhall proceed to certain conlidera- 
tions preparatory thereunto 3 beginging with what concerns the Nomnation of the 
Perſons to be propoſed to EleGior. SECT. 
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SECT. VI. 
That Knights only preſent in Chapter ought to Nominate. 


"THE Nomination of thoſe perſons propoſed to the Soverajer's Eleftion, be- 

longs only to fuch of the Knzghts-Companions as are preſent in Chapter 
when the Scruteny 1s taken 3 for therein not only all the Bodies of the Statutes 
are poſitive, but Entrances to that purpoſe, are made in ſundry places of the 
Annals; inſomuch, that from the Inſtitution of this moſt Noble order, it hath not 
been otherwiſe uſed, that we can collect. 

And it 1s obſervable, that anno 26. Eliz. (the Feaſt of St. George being cele- 
brated at Greenwich) the Earl of Farwick, and Lord Burley (Lord Treaſurer of 
England) fell both 111 of the Gout, upon the Feaſt day, which occaſioned their 
abſence at Evening Prayer, whilſt the Scyuteny was taken - whereupon we find _ 
their iindiſpoſition of body, and abſence noted in that Scruteny inſtead of, and i £ib.Cp.95: 
in thoſe peculiar places, where their Nominations ſhould elſe have been entred, 
had they been preſent at the taking thereof. And beſide this we meet with an 
obſervation made upon the ſame occaſion, by Robert Cooke Eſquire, then Cla- 
renceux King of Arms* * That as for thoſe Knights-Companions, who happen to be k MS.quare.

Thoſe Knights-Companions that come late to the Chapter, loſe alſo the privi- | 
ledge of giving their Yofes for that time, which ſo hapned to! Prince Rupert and 1 Lib.Caroti, 
the Earl of Strafford at the Chapter held for the Eletion of James Duke of 734*45- 
Monmouth 1n the Privy-Chamber at Whitehall the 29. of March, an. Dom. 1663: 

Now though none of the abſent Knights-Companions can givea Proxy to Vote, 

or otherwiſe ſend their ſuftrages into the Chapter or Chappel, there to pals in Nowe;- 
xation 3 yet anciently (about the Reigns of King Henry the Fifth, and King 
Henry the Sixth,) when divers of the Knights-Compaunions were frequently em- 
ployed in the Wars of France, and conſequently (o ftriftly obliged to their ſe- 
veral Commands, that they could not- perſonally attend the celebration of the 
Feaſt of St. George at Windeſor, 1t was utual for the Commander there in chief, with 
conſent of thoſe Knights-Companions, to make a formal Certificate or Preſentment 
(but not to paſs it by way of Nomination or Yote, for that the Law of the Order 
did not permit) to the goveraign of the Order, or his Lientenart, and Kniehts- 
Companions allembled at the Feaſ?, of ſuch pertons famous tor martial Valor and 
Virtue, with an account of their notable fcrvices, and atchievements (atteſted 
by other perſoas of honor alſo) as were at that time, and in that Kirgdoze, eni- 
ployed in the Soverazer's ſervice, and ſeemed wotthy the honor of Eleftion; to 
the end that famous and deſerving men might be preferr'd to ſo noble a Dignity. 
Which manner of Recordation we having moſt happily lighted upon, among the 
Colleftions made by the great induſtry of William Dugdale Eſquire, now Norroy 
King of Arms; and eſtceming it to carry the juſt reputation, both of authority, 
for informing us of this cuſtom, and of antiquity, for the hand of that time, can- 
not without injury to its due worth omit.

which may be beſt known from another branch of the before mentioned Article 
of the Statutes, and is to this effect, W That every one of the Knights-Compani- 
ons preſent at the EleFjon, ſhould Nominate for himſelf nine very ſufficient Perſons 
whom he ſhould judge free from all reproach and ſcandal, whether $ubje&s to the 
Soveraign, or Forreigners. Provided they are known not to favour or abet any party 
at enmity with him: that is to ſay three Earls, or others of higher degree, thre, 
Barons, ard three Knights. 

The things chiefly obſervable out of this Text, we rank under five heads, 

Firſt, The Number of Perſons Nominated, or to be given in by every 
Kniieht-Companion, are to be exactly Nize. 

\ Secondly, They ought to be of #nblamable Reputation. : 

Thirdly, Either $»bjeF-s to the Soveraign, or elle Strangers. 

Fourthly, Such as are known not to be engaged in any party againſt the 
Soveraien. 

Laſtly, To be Farls (or of greater dignity ) or Barons, or Knights. 

1. For the firſt of theſe, their Number every one of the Knights-Companions 
aſlembled in Chapter are enjoined to name ze, neither more nor leſs. So alfy 
ſaith King Herry the Fitth's * Statutes, whereunto are conſonant the * Statutes of 
King Henry the Eighth. And inthis particular the Statutes have been hitherto 
obſerved (except 1n one ale) as from the Entries of thoſe many Scryutenies, in 
the Annals of this molt Noble order, is fully evident. 

As to Numbers, we are taught that great Myſteries le wrapt up in them, the 
excellency and dignity whereof, and particularly of this number Nzze (which 
* Scaljger calls the molt perfect number) are largely celebrated among the Learn- 
ed, both ancient and modern, which are ealte to be met with; wherefore we 
ſhall not ſpend further time to inſiſt upon them. 

But why our Royal Founder made choice of this Number, to be put in Nomi- 
ation, above all other, unleſs he had ſome reflection on the Nie Worthies (men 
reported famous for valour and martial exploits, and therefore not unlikely to 
be at firſt propoſed as Examples to the Knights-Nominators) or otherwile confi- 
dered it as a trebled threefold Cord, and Symbol of perfect ſtability and folid 
amity (for ſo alſo is the number Nie accounted to (ignifie_) can neither eaſily 
nor certainly be reſolved. 

2. As to the {econd point z the 1njunion in the Statutes of Inſtitution takes 
order, that the Perſons deſigned tor Elc#ior, ſhould be free from: all reproach, and 
of untainted reputation 5 and according to thoſe of King Henry the Fitth, areto 
be b the beſt and moſt ſafficient Knights, and freeſt from reproach, that the Nomina- 
tors know. To the fame purpoſe ipeaRs the Exemplar entred in the Black Bock, 
< Such as are fitteſt, and whom they who Nominate believe to be free ſrom ienominy 
and diſhonour. And to this Act of Nomination belongs part of the ſecond Article

How tender the Knights-Companions were in ancient time of infringing the 
Statutes 1n this particular, is manife(t from a notable paſſage, which fell outf an. 
39. H.6. at a Scruteny taken the 8. of February, in the Biſhop of Londox's Palace; 
where John de Foix Earl of 5 Kendall, a Gaſcoigner by birth, Cwhich makes the 
Example more eminent, where a Stranger became ſo tender of the honor of the 
Order) not being acquainted with the® quality and merit of Knights and hono- 
rable Perſons among us, ſo well and ſufficiently, as to name ſuch whom he was 
contident were irreprehenlible, and without blemiſh, forbore to i nominate any 
perlon at all. And certainly, ſeeing the Statutes put very conſiderable qualif- 
cations upon the Deputies and Proxies made choice of for the Inſtallation 0 
Strangers (as ſhall be diſcourſt of in its proper * place.) much more caution 
and regard ought to be uſed and had, both in the Nomination and EleTion of 
Kniebts, 1nto this fo llluſtrious Society. | 

3, Touching 
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©. Touching the third point 3 the Szatutes make indifferently capable of being 
Nominated or EleFed, either Knights-Subjedt-s, Or Strangers, [ Free Princes or 
their Subjects] and it was fo even at the Inſtitution, upon the firſt choice 
where among the 25 Elected Knights, 23 of them were-subjeFs (among whom 
we reckon Picrs Capd.al de la Buche) but Sir Sanchio dabricherourt , and Sir 
Henry Emze were both born Strangers, and Subjects to other Princes. 

And thus was it practiſed, not only in the remaining part of the Fonzder's 
Reign, and during the Reigns of three of his Sxcceſſors, as appears inthe Cata- 
Joon of Knights elected in their times3 but alſo ever fince, as is more particu- 
larly and fully evident, from the Scrxterics taken and centred throughout the 
Annals of the Order. 

Of thoſe who were admitted into this Noble 0rder by EleFior, we ſhall inthe. 
laſt Chapter give an account in a compleat Catalogue of them : Here we think it 
ſufficient, to inſert the Names of ſuch, as having not been Eletted, are not to be 
forgotten, out of this very reſpect, that by their ſtanding Candidates in EleGions 
into this Order, have the fame of being mentioned in the principal Kegiſter of 
Hoxor now in the Chriſtian world : Giving a Liſt, not of all (for that were tov 
numerous) bur only thoſe of eminent quality in Foreign parts, with the time 
whenthe Scrutenzes were taken, that-tranſmitted them to our hands. :

H.8.upen the Election of Sir Nicholas Carew, * That he was avery fit perſon, 
upon the eminency of his Extraction and Fame, and the many worthy and noble 
ATions he had performed: ſo as that all preſent did without any delay unanimouſly 
approve of his Eledion. Of like nature are thoſe Commendations-given to Hen- 
ry Earl of Camberland upon his Election, wherein alſo particular ſervices are 
taken notice of, viz. the © any famons and loyal Atchievements performed by him, 
both at ſeveral other times, and then more eſpecially, when the tumult of Rebellion, 
began to break forth in thoſe Borders, where he had his habitation. 

The ſecond Pozzt 1s, That unleſs he be af Knzght, he is not qualified for Ele- 
tions (or as one of the Exemplers expreſs it * wnleſT girded with the unſtained 
Girdle of Knighthood) and the fame in terms do the others Bodies of Statutes des 
clare.

To the newly Ele&-Knzght, who upon this acquiſition of Honor happens to 
be at Windeſor, or whereſoever elſe the Chapter is held, *Garter (1mmedr 
ately after the Soveraign hath ſignified his pleaſure, in EleQtion of the perſon) 
is ſent out of the Chapter to give him notice of itz for we find this employment 
recorded as part of the ® duty of his Office, and aſlerted to be ſo by the general 
pradticez and (among other Precedents in the Arrals,) upon the Ele&ion of the 
*Lord Howard, and Sir Henry Marney, an. 2. H. 8, (both then preſent at Court) 
it appears that Garter was ſorthwith ſent out of the Chapter, to give then notice 
thereof, and to condud them to the Soveraign's preſence where both were inveſt- 
ed, with the two principal Enſigns of the Order, the Garter and George.

SECT. lIL. 


The Ceremomes of Inveſtiture with the Garter and Ceorge. 


HE X-xieht-FleF being thus introduced, and brought to the Soveraigr, 

having firſt with all reverence bowed himſelf before him, it was uſual 
heretofore to make a ſhort gratulatory ſpeech, in acknowledgment of ſo great 
an evidence of the Soweraige's royal bounty, and the Knights-Companions IC- 
ſpects: The ſubſtance of fuch an addreſs, we find coucht in that ſpeech made 
by Sir Nichols Carew, after he had becn conducted into the Chapter-honſe at 
Windeſor, to receive his Inveſtiture, az. 28. 71. 8, who firſt * giving infinite 
*thanks, both to the Soverazge and the whole Soczety, for that they had vouch- 
*{afed to receive him into the honor of this moſt illuſtrious order, being a per- 
ſon in his own eſteem moſt unworthy thereof; in the next place profeſt, That 
*whercas he was preferred in this choice before many others much more de- 
©erving than himſelf, 1t was not to be attributed to his merits, or any thing 
*by him performed, but meerly to the Soveraigz's bounty, and the favour of 
© the Kniehts-Companions preſent towards him. 

The beſtowing of ſo ſingular an honor, being thus thankfully acknowledged 
the Ceremony of 1#veſtiture with the two principal Enfigns of the Order begins, 
firſt with the Garter, as the moſt ancient and chictelt Enfign, and next with the 
George : but the further Inveſtiture with the Habit, and other the Ornaments of 
this Order, are to be compleated at the time of the Ele&-Knjehts Inftallation 
at IVindeſor. 

Now the manner and order 1n the aforeſaid 1zveſtiture, was anciently as fol- 
loweth 3 firſt the Fle#-Kmzght (et his Iett foot upon a Stool, and then one of the 
Knights-Companions, by the Soveraign's appointment, as his Subſtitute, buckled 
the Enobled Garter about his left leg; and this is to be ſeen in Piture in the 
margent of an old Draught of the Combats of Sir Jehz 4/2ley, ſet forth in the

Hereupon the foreſaid words of Adz:0nition at putting on the Garter were 
h1i6.N.p.310. Teft off, and * thoſe uſed at the 1#veſtiture of Strangers given and continued to 
Kniekts-$ubjeFs; the Engliſh Verſion of which may be ſeen at the end of the 
ſaid Emneliſh Statutes, which thence we have tranſcribed hither : being pro- 
nounced by the Chancellor, if the Soveraign or his Lieutenant be preſent, other- 
wiſe by the Regilter.

King of Arms, and Officer of the ſaid Order. 


In all humility repreſenting, 


Hat by the eſpecial favour of his late Majeſty your Royal Father, of ever 


glorious and bleſſed memory, he was created Garter Principal King of 


Arms, and was thereby to enjoy all immunities and advantages thereunto be- 
longing, as amply as any of his Predeceſſors. 

That ſince your Majeſties acceſſion to the Crown, he hath by right continued 
in the ſaid Office, it being eranted durine life by TL etfers-Patent. 

Notwithſtanding which, there have lately ſoize diſputes ariſen about the exe- 
ention of that part of his Office, wherein he coneeives himſelf moſt concerned, 
and for which his Office was at firſt ereFed. 

He therefore, in all humility, appeals to your Majeſty, as Soveraign of the 
ſaid Order, and Protedor of the Officers thereof, for the pindication of his 
juſt rights, which were never queſtioned, until this time of general Invaſion, 
hoping clearly to make it appear. 

Firſt, when any Foreign Prince is choſen, that the Enſigns of the Order are 
ſent and delivered him by an Ambaſſador, and Garter joined with him in the 
preſenting thereof. 

Secondly, that until this time of Rebellion (wherein your ' Majeſty cannot 
formally either Elec, or Inſtall any Subje) the Garter hath rarely been ſont 
to any of them, but according to the Statutes was always delivered them in the 
Chapterhouſe, Garter, and the reſt of the Officers of the Order aſſiſting. 

To prove the firſt, he refers himſelf to the Statutes, and to the conſtant pr.:- 
tice; As for example, the Garter was delivered by the Earl of Arundel, and 
Carter King of Arms, to Philip the ſecond King of Spain, in the time of 
Dneen Mary. By the Lord Spencer, and Sir William Dethick Garter, 
joint Commiſſuon with hin, to the Duke of \Wertemberg, in the firſt year of 
King James. By the Lord Carleton, and $ir William Seagar, to Maurice 
Prince of Orange. By Ar. Peter Young Gentleman Uſher, and Mr. Henry 
St. George, Richmond Herald, Deputy to Sir William Seagar Garter, to the 
King of Sweden, by whom they were both Knighted : and, as he remembers 
by Sir William Boſwell, ad 2r. Philpot Deputy to $ir John Burrough Gar- 
ter, to the now Prince of Orange, from all which, Garter and his Deputies re- 
ceived large and honorary rewards. 

To the ſecond, by the Statutes, no Knight choſen or ele ſhall be inſtalled by 
Attornep, except he be a Stranger, or buſted without the Realm, for the affairs 
of the Soveraignz or receive the Garter, but in Chapter, ſo that the ſending of 
the Garter to any SubjeF, rarely happens. The only example he remembers, is, 
of that ſent by Garter to the Lord Scroop Preſident of the North, in Queen El1- 
zabeth's time. As for the other alledged of that ſent to the Farl of Holland, 
into France, it is ſubſequent in time, and was only the delivery of the Gatter, 
and no compleating of the Order, and may (if it were ſo) for onght appears to 
the contrary, have been done by Garter's conſent. Beſides, he is in the affirma- 
tive, and ſo to be believed touching the rights of his own Office and Profſeſſzon, 
before others that underſtand then not. 

By all which he hopes it is evident, That Garter 3s the proper Officer to be 
ſent with an Ambaſſador, to preſent the Order to a Foreign Prince, and that

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when any ſuch caſes happen (as of late have done) that Garter only, or þ;js hy. 
puties, and none other, ought of right to be employed therein, 

IWherefore, not to mention at large, how that your Majeſty hath by your Royal 
Letters, with diſpenſation, fully inveſted eight moſt noble and eminent perſons 
with the Order, and all the rights and honorary advantages thereof, and his 
preparing the Letters, and ſetling the manner and form, without any notice t4. 
hen of him for doing thereof as yet, and that a great advantage hath been mags 
hy another, by performing that, which he hopes fully to evidence is the right of 
his Office. ; 

He doth therefore in all humility appeal unto your Majeſty, Soveraign of the 
ſaid moſt Noble Order, beſeeching that he may be heard, to make the particy- 
lars appear.either before your Majeſty alone, or attended by as many of the Com- 
panions of the Order, Peers and Council, as your MajeSty ſhall pleaſe to call 
to that purpoſe, or by any other way that ſhall ſeem beſt to your Majeſty : And 
that he who hath diſputed it may be preſent, and then if it ſhall appear that the 
riobt is his, that he may have your Majeſty's Declaration to fortifre it, with di- 
retion, that the ſame be entred in the Regiſter Book of the ſzid Order, that 
fo the Precedents that have been of late made, may not ſor the future be brought 
in example againſt him. or his $ucceſſors, to the prejudice of his right, and the 
loſs of the greateſt honor and advantage of his Office. The which will morere- 
fleT on him than any that have held that Office formerly. He having had the 
extraordinary happineſs to enjoy more of his Soveraign's favours and employ:

? HARLES the Second of that name, by the Grace of God, King of Eng- t Ex ed, Col 


land, Scotland, France, and Ireland, Defender of the Faith, &c. And *#: 
Soveraign of the woit Noble Order of Saint George, called the Garter. To 
all and ſingular the Princes and Peers, Knights and Companions of the ſaid 
moſt Noble Order, Greeting. Whereas we have for the continuation and ho- 
nor of the ſaid moſt Noble Order (in this time of general Rebellion in our 
Dominions) by our power, as Soveraign of the ſaid Order, lately Elected in- 
to the Fellowſhip thereof, divers eminent perſons, whom for their great Nobi- 
lity, Courage, and Fidelity, we have eſteemed worthy of the ſame 5 and have 
by our neceſſary diſpenſations, fully inveſted them with all the honorary privi- 
ledges and advantages thereof, and have employed divers of our Servants, and 
others unto then, with T.etters miſſive declaring the ſame. And whereas we 
have been by the humble Petition of our truſty and well beloved Servant. Sir 
Edward Walker Knight, Garter, principal King of Arms, and Officer of the 
ſaid Order, 5nformed, That by the Statutes and ancient praiſe of the Order, 
when any of our Predeceſſors, have EleFed any Foreign Prince thereinto,that the 
Enſigns thereof were always ſent and delivered by an Ambaſſador, and Garter 
Kino of Arms joined with him in the doing thereof, And that when any of 
our Subjects was Elected, the Garter was delivered him in the Chapter-houſe, 
or (being employed abroad) was ſent unto him by Garter King of Arms Officer 
of the ſaid Order. All which we having taken into our conſideration, were 
graciouſly pleaſed for the preſervation of the rights of the Officers of the ſaid 
Order, to refer the examination of the particulars unto our right truſly and 
entirely beloved Coſens and Counſellors, George Duke of Buckinghanj, Wil- 
liam Duke of Hamilton, aud William Marqueſs of New-Caſtle, Knights and. 
Companions of the ſuid mosf Noble Order, who upon due examination of 
the particulars, have made their Report, That they find all the allegations 
above-mentioned, to agree with the Statutes and ancient practice of the ſaid 
Order. And that Garter, King of Arms, and his Deputies, ought to bear all 
Letters Patents appertaining to the Brethren of the ſaid Order, and all Ele- 
Tions to the Knights EleZ 5 Wherefore, to the end that the rights and privi- 
ledges of the Officers of the ſaid Order may be fully preſerved and eſtabliſhed, 
We are graciouſly pleaſed (by the advice of the ſaid moſt Noble Compamons) 
hereby to declare, that although we have (in regard of the other employments of 
the ſaid Sir Edward Walker Garter, jr our ſervice) ſent the ſaid declara- 
tory Letters with the Garter, by others, unto the perſons Elect, yet that the 
doing thereof ſhall not be brought in example againſt him the ſaid $ir Edward 
Walker Garter, or his Succeſſors in the ſaid Office, to the prejudice of his 
right, We being fully ſatisfied, that it is his right, and properly belongs unto 
, bis Office, as Garter, King of Arms to perform the ſame. And we do there- 
fore hereby command, that ar Entry be made hereof, in the Book, of the ſaid 
moſt Noble Order, by the Regiſter thereof, aſſoon as conveniently it may be 
done, To the end it may appear, we have preſerved the ſaid Garter King of 
Arms, and his Succeſſors in their juſt rights, and that he hath not failed to 
prove the ſame.

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We ſhall further add, that together with the Zetters ſignifying an EleQion 
and the Ex{fens of the Order, it was anciently inufe, to ſend the Book of Statue, 
under the Common Seal of the Order, no lefs to a Kzight-SubjeF, than (inlike 
caſe) to a Stranger; and to the ſame end, viz. that he might peruſe and adviſe 
thereupon, whether he would accept of the Eledion or not: for fo it appears 
by the * Letters ſignifying Election ſent to Sir John Faſtolf, ar. 4. H.6. 

Within a few days after his Highneſs Prince Aypert was Elected into this Or. 
der {being then in Holland) a Commiſſion of Legation was prepared to be ſent 
thither with the Garter and George by Sir John Burrough Garter, to perform the 
Inveſtiture with them : but Sir Joh=* falling ſick and dying, prevented the de. 
ſigned Ceremony. Nevertheleſs, ſome while after the Prince had been in £»g. 
land, the then Soverajen thought fit to command Siry James Palmer Chancellor 
of the Order to attend his Highneſs, to declare the reaſons, why the ſaid Com- 
miſſion was-not ſent and executed, as was deſigned, as alſo to deliver him the 
Commiſſion it ſelf; to the intent (being prevented of receiving his Inſtallation 
at #indeſor, becauſe that Caſtle continued in the poſſeſſion of the Rebels) it 
might remain with, him as a memorial of this Soverazer's Princely favour, and 
reſpeCt to his quality and merits, as alſo for a further evidence of his admit- 
tance into this Noble Order, fince there was no other memorial thereof, but the 
minutes of his Ele&ion and this Commiſion. 

On * Monday therefore the 14. of Jan. 1644. the ſaid Chancellor accompa- 
nied with Dr. Chr. t/rer Regiſter, and Sir Edward Walker, then newly made 
Garter, attended the Prince at his Lodgings in Oxford, who having notice of 
their coming, received them with all obliging civility : and after a little pauſe,the 
Chancellor made known to his Highneſs the Soverazzr's Commands in the fol- 
lowing Speech. 


* May it pleaſe your Highneſs, 


HE Kings of England Soveraigns of the moft Noble Order of the Gar- 
ter, ever ſince that honorable Foundation, have thought fit (not only fur 
the reward of eminoxs ſervices done by their own Subjedts, but alſo for incou- 
ragements to noble aits of Chivalry and virtue, and partly for further angmen- 
tation and extention of the renown and honor of that moſt Noble Society) have 
made it fo eſtimable amongst all the Foreign Princes of Chriſtendom, that they 
have not thowght their fames ſufficiently advanced,till they have been taken mitice 
of by this Princely Society,and EleFed into this moſt Noble Order of the Garter, 
Which EleGton hath been ſo welcomed,even to the Emperors and Kings of higheſt 
degree of Renown in Europe,that no tye of allyance, amity,or league hath proved 
a ftronger bond of m9} between this and Foreign Crowns, than that of the 
Companionry of the #29ſ? Noble Order of the Garter 5 in which nine Chri- 
ſftian Emperors, fifty frve crowned Kings, and four hundred Princes and Peers, 
having taken the Oath of homage and fealty to the King of England, as their 
Soveraign i the ſaid moiF Noble Order, have already had their Names and 
glorious Ads regiſtred in the Records thereof. X 
According to which Example of his Majeſties Progenitors of famous memory, 
his Majeſty King Charles my Maſter Soveraign of the moſt Noble Order of the 
Garter, did at a Chapter held at his City of York, the 20. of April in the 
1B. gear of his Reign (when though many Stalls remained vacant) get did think 
fit then to elet but two Knights only 5 namely, Prince James Duke of York 6 
Sor, and your Highneſs his Nephew whom his Majeſty thought worthicſt #0 
make choice of, not only for your Princely deſcent of Blood, but for his ow» 
particular intereſt in that noble conſanguinity (as being the Son of his only be- 
loved Siſter the virtuous Queen of Bohemia) and for many eminent virtues be- 
frdes (as well heroical as moral) inherent in your perſon. 
And that his Majeſties —_ to you might be the more emphatically © 
preſſed, he elected your Highneſs 4 Companion of the Order 312 the _— 
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of his own Son, both to manifeſt thereby the intimateneſs of affetion to your 
Highneſs, as well as to ſhew Prince James his tender Jeare, a glorious pat- 
tern for his Princely imitation of valour and.qartial Atchievements; in which 
choice, his Majeſty did not prove himſelf a'King of Grace and Goodneſs only, 
but a King and a Prophet alſo 3 as if he could by his foreſeeing judement di- 
vine, how happy at inſtrument of valour and ſafety you would after prove, to 
his Crown and dignity, in their greateſt diſireſſes. In the condu@t of whoſe Ar- 
mies, your Highneſs hath hitherto been ſo proſperous and ſucceſsful , that it 
' will be my duty to'truth , as well as to the propriety of my Office, to give 4 
timely recordation of each particular to the Regiſter of the Order, that he may 
eternize the memory- of your noble As, to remain in the Records of the Or- 
der, that poſterity may know as well as'we find, what happy aſſiſtance your 
princely Condut (of his Majeſties Armies) hath brought to his Kingdoms and 
Dottinions. 

Sir, the Reaſons and Motives of this your EleFion being ſo many , it be- 
hoves me now to inform your Highnels, the reaſons why this Commiſſion bath 
not been ſooner delivered unto your hand; aid thoſe are, that inemediately up- 
on your EleFion at York, his Majeſty commanded me i0 draw up 4 Coms- 
miſſion of legation to $ir John Burrough Kn3ghs (then principal King of 
Arms and Garter) to bring the Fnligas of the Order, together with the no- 
tice of your Fletion, unto your Highneſs then in the Low Countries, and to 
perform the ſame with all the Solemmnities therennto belonging. Another Com- 
milſron alſo under the Broad Seal of England was direFed to the right Honor-

But the ſaid King of Arms then fall- 
ing ſich ſhortly after dyed, and your Highneſs ſuddainly coming in perſon into 
England, that Ceremony was prevented by thoſe caſualties, and his Majeſty 
at Nottingham himſelf performed that Office, in delivering both the Garter 
and George unto your H1ghnels 5 (ince which tem Four continual employments 
in his Majeſties Wars, and your abſence thereby neccſſarily inforced fray: Ox- 
ford (where the Commiſſion and Seals of the Order remained) the delivery 
thereof was neceſſarily delayed till this preſent; when his Majeſlies expreſs

Ons Letters, 1 do humbly preſent theme unto your Highneſs, that they may be 
read, and then I ſhall proceed in full obedience to his Majeſties Command,, ty 
Inveſt your H i1ghneſs with the Garter and George therewith ſent. 


Having ſpoken this, he proceeded to the Inveſtiture, which being finiſhed, he 
thus continued his Speech. h 


Now that your Highneſs is by his Majeſties Royal Ele@Fion and Diſpenſation 
for the preſent Inveſted, and made a Companion of this moſt Noble and fa. 
mous Order, I ſhall humbly preſume (according to the obligation of my Office) 
ſuccin@ly to repreſent unto your Highneſs, ſomewhat of the antiquity and rea- 
ſon of the Inſtitution, what qualifications are requiſite to all perſons Eleed, and 
how in all ages ( (ince the Inſtitution ) this Order hath been highly valued and 
eſteemed : All which, T believe, your Highneſs having lived from your Cradle un- 
der the power and barbarous reſtraint of the moſt unparallel 4 Rebels and Tray- 
tors uſurping in England, hath not yet known. 

And first, for the Antiquity and Inſtitution of this moSt Noble Order, your 
Highneſs moſt glorious and viGorious AnceFtor King Edward the Third ( for 
the honor and encouragement of Martial Ations, and to oblige unto him by 
the neereſt tyes of Royal favour and ſaciety, ſuch perſons of eminent birth, as by 
valiant and noble aiis had highly merited of him) Tnſtituted this Order, and 
EleFed into the Fellowſhip thereof (with himſelf the Soveraign) the number of 
25.other renowned Knights,by giving them the Garter, with this moſt ſignificant 
and generous Motto, Hon s01T Qui MAL y PENSE, aſſzgning them likewiſe a 
pecnliar and ſtately habit, ordaining them yearly to attend him on the Feaſt of 
St. George, at his Caſtle of Windeſore (the ſeat of the Foundation) where he ' 
reeally entertained them, and framing Statutes which themſelves and their 
Snceeſſors were obliged to obſerve, for the honor of the Soveraign and the Order, 

By which Statutes, i the ſecond place, the proper qualifications are fully de- 
clared, which are principally, that every perſon elefted into this moſt Noble Or- 
der, -be a Knight without reproach, a Gentleman of Blood and Arms, of three 
deſcents by Father and Mother, a man of courage, a lover of Justice, and of 
unblemiſh'd fame and hnmay ; who likewiſe at hrs Inſtallation 7s by Oath obliged 
to deſert and ſuſtain the hovor, quarrels, rights, and dominions of the Sove- 
raign, and to endeavonr the augmentation of the Order And if any one elef- 
ed into this moſt Novle Society ſhall be either convict of Hereſte, Treaſon, Cow- 
ardiſe in flying from the Kings Banner or Standard in the field, or that by pro 
digality he hath wilfully waſted his Patrimony, he may (if the Soveraign and 
Companions pleaſe) be degraded and deprived of the Order as unworthy theredf, 

Lastly, The Inſtitution of this moſt Noble Order hath been ſo inviolably ob- 
ſerved, as that the Soveraign and Companions have never augmented their 
aumber, and but very rarely diſpenſed with any of the qualifications, whereby 
the dienity and ſplendor of the Order hath been entirely preſerved. And ſo 
great a value and high eſteem hath been ſet upon this 105 Noble Order, as the 
greateſt and mot powerfut Monarchs of Europe have accounted it an honor td 
be Companions thereof, amongit whom the Emperor Sigiſmund, 7# the Reign 
of King Henry the Fiſth, and that moſt potent and glorious Emperor Charles 
the Fifth, in the Reign of King Henry the Eighth, came perſonally into Eng- 
land to receive it.

"HE ſtallion or Inauenration of a Knight of this moſt Noble Ordr, 
conſiſts in a conjunction of many Ceremonies, and contains the moſt {- 
lemn part of thoſe, whereby ſo great an honor is conferr'd; indeed that which 
compleateth all the reſt. And till this great Ceremony be duly and olennly 
performed, the perſon Elefed hath not the honor of being reckoned among the 
number of Founders, but barely paſles for an Ele& Knight, and no other. Ft

(2.) Letters to each of the Commillioners, and the Elect-Knight, for their repair 
to Windeſor, (3.) Warrauts far the Soveraign's Livery, (4.)a Bill or Warrant for 
the removal of stalls and Atchievements (all which are to be obtained from the 
Soveraign under his Sign manual by the Chancellor of the order) and (5.) laſtly 
the Knights own Preparations 3 among which his Atchievments are to be got in 
readinels for ſetting up, ſo ſoon as he is Inſtalled. 


SECT. 1. 


Of Commutltons for Inſtallation. 


N the firſt place we are to note, that no FElect-Knjeht can be Inſtalled unleſs 
I by the Soveraigr of the Order himſelf, or (being preſent) by ſuch of the 
Knights-Companions whom he ſhall verbally authorize, or (if abſent) by his Com- 
#1i/ſron drawn up in writing, and paſt under the great Seal of the Order, di- 
rected either to his Lieutenant, or Knights-Commiſſoners. 

We have met with but one Inſtance, where the Soveraign hath been pleaſed 
to honor a Kzzght by performing the Ceremony of Inſtallation himſelf, and that 
was in the caſe Philip King of CaStile and Leon an. 22. H.7. yet it 1s probable 
cnough that $7g7/mord the Emperor, and anciently ſome other Foreign Princes 
of eminence and dignity, might receive Inſtallation from other of the Sove- 
r4jgns, though no memorial chereot hath been tranſmitted to us. As to the S0- 
veraign's verbal appointment, we ſhall mention it*by and by : But in reference 
to Inſtallation by Coxzmiſſzor we ſhall ſpeak of it here. For it was Ordained by the

dom at the time of Inſtallation of any of the Knights, ſo that he could not perſonally

tion, to affilt in that Ceremony alſo; but of later times, the Commiſſion hath

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King Henry the Eighth enlarged the powers given by the former Statutes tO 
a Deputy, to two or more of the Knights-Companions, that ſhould exerciſe the 
ſame by the Soveraign's Letters of Commiſſion.

SECT. IV. 


Letters of Summons: 


Eſides the Commiſſion 1mpowering the Soveraign's Lieutenant, or Knights- 

Commiſſioners therein named to Inſtal the EleZ#-K77ght, it hath been uſual 
for the Soveraier (upon the Chancellors motion) to iſſue out Letters of Sunz- 
mons under his privy Signet (but of late under the Signet of the Order) both 
to the Commiſſroners for Inſtall.tton, and to the EleF Knights, Thoſe to the 
Commiſſioners are direCted ſeverally to each, nominated in the Commiſſion: the 
effeft whereof, is to give them notice of the 7ſta/lation, and to require their 
repair to Windeſor, againſt the day therein aſligned, to the end the Ele Knight 
might proceed to his Inſtallation 3 a Precedent whereof 1s alſo added in the * 4p- 
pendix.

And as the Statute was carefully obſerved with reference to the Ele&;or and 
Inſtallation of Foreign Princes, ſo no leſs in relation to the Princes of the Blood 
at home, among whom, let us(in the third place) obſerve the placing the Sons 
of the Founder of this moſt Noble Order, where firſt we ſee Lyonel Duke of Cl 
rence his third Son to have been Inſtalled 1n the ftxth Stall on the S$overaigy's 
ſide, whoſe immediate Predeceſlor was Sir John Beauchamp one of the firſt Foun- 
ders.

In this Scheme we find the King of Scots, placed in the Duke of Richmnt, 
Stall, who with the Duke of —_— the Earls of Shrewsbury, Arundel, Eſſex 
Northumberland, Weſtmerland, and Suſſex, were all removed into the next Stall 
below that which each of them fat in before, whether it were on the Soveraigy' 
or Princes (fide. The Marqueſs of Exeter to the next below his own on the $4. 
weraign's ſide, Viſcount Liſle from the ſeventh to the tenth Stall on the Prince's 
fide, the Lord Abergaveny from the eighth on the Prixce's ſide, to the eleventh 
on the Soveraier's fidez the Lord Ferrars from the ninth on the Prizce's fide, tg 
the twelfth on the Soveraign's ſide; the Lord Darcy from the tenth on the 
Prince's ſide, to the twelfth on the ſame; and the Lord $adys from the twelfth 
on the Prince's lide, to the thirteenth on the Soverazen's. 

And as theſe before mentioned Knzghts Companions were removed lower, { 
the Earls of Oxford, Wilts, and Newblanke, were honored with higher Stalls than 
they before polleſt; for the firſt of them was advanced from the eleventh Stall 
on the Soveraier's ſide to the ninth on the Prizce's, the ſecond from the eleventh 
on the Prince's fide to the eighth on the Soverazer's, and the third from thethir- 
teenth of the Prince's to the eleventh on the ſame ſide. So that 1n this laſt ex- 
ample, though many of the Knjghts-Compainions were removed lower, yet it 
may be obſerved, that the Ergliſh Nobility were now ranked according to their 
Degrees; firſt Dxkes, next a Marqueſs, then Earls, next Viſcounts, afterwards 
Barons, and laſt of all Knights. 

Some few removals were made in the following years of this King, but none 
of ſo great note as this laſt mentioned, and therefore we need not enlarge our 
Inſtances. Nor were there any conſiderable tranſlations, in the Reigns of King 
Edward the Sixth, or Queen Mary. |

Where, beſide the tranſlation of the Stranger Princes (whom we ſhall men- 
tion a little below) we ſee the Marquels of I#/7zcheſter, the Earls of Derby and 
tenbroke, the Duke of Norfolk, and the Lord Clyztor, were cach of them ſeat- 
ein the next lower Stall to that they enjoyed before. And by the advance- 
ment of the Lord Ffi-gham, Earl of Shrewsbury, Viſcount Monntagy, and Earl 
of Northumberland, each a Stall higher on the $overajen's ſide; and the like 
advance of the Earl of s»ſſex, Lord Haſtings, Lord Dudley, and Earl of Warwick, 
on the Princes fide; the eighth Stall on the $overazer's lide, and that oppoſite 
thereunto on the Prizrces, were now filled up. The Lord Hunſdon was likewiſe 
adyanced from the loweſt Stall on the prizces fide, to the twelfth on the Sove- 
raign's3 and laſtly the two FleF-Knights were inſtalled in the twelfth and 
thirteenth Stall on the Premce's fide, 

Beſide the power eſtabliſhed upon the $overaier's of this moſt Noble Order, 
e tranſlating Stalls, when a vacancy hapned, King Henry the Eighth further 


added this larger Prerogative* That the Soveraign once in his life, might iſ it Cart. 23; 


pleaſed binmr, make a general Tranſlation of all the Stalls at his pleaſure, except of 
Emperors, Kings, Princes, and Dukes, who (being ſetled in Stalls agreeable to 
their Dignities) ſhould keep their Stalls and Places (if luch a general Tranſlation 
happened ) urleſs advanced to a higher Room and Stall. In which Tranſlation, the 
long continuance in the Order,and the praiſes, worthineſs, and merits of the Knights- 
. Companions were to be conſidered and remembred. 

But this branch of the Soveraien's Prerogative in the Order, was never yet 
made uſe of as we can find (though that Tranſlation ar. 27. 1. 8. came fom- 
thing neer it) perhaps leſt it might raiſe too great animoſities among the Kzjehts 
SujeFs, foraſmuch as that of tranſlating only (when there hapned a vacancy) 
begot great emulations, which at length introduced an alteration, and to which 
ve ſhall paſs, after we have taken notice of a Clauſe added in the 22. Article of 
Ring Henry the Eighth's Statutes, relating to Stranger Princes.

Hen there are two or more EleF-Knjghts appointed to receive the honor 

of T»ſtallation at one Solemnity 3 and that the Ceremony 1s performed 

by two Commiſſioners (or two Knights-Aſſiſtants) then as ſoon as they have * 
finiſhed all the Ceremonies of 12veſtiture and Tnſtallation, due to the ſenior of

And the like method and alternate change is obſerved, if four Commiſſroners.

Eliz, where the Kings Proxy was conducted 9 
into the Choire, between the Earl of * Leiceſter, and Lord Hunſdor, being the 
two ſenior Commiſſioners, and the Prince between the © Earl of Huntingdon, and 
the Lord Charles Howard, the two junior Commiſſzoners. 

But ſome have been of opinion, that the Commiſſzoners nominated to this em- 
ployment, ought not to dividethe duty, and part of them to inſtal one K»zght, 
and part another, and by ſach an alternation to diſpatch the Ceremony, as in 
the former caſes 3 bur on the contrary.; that all ſhould jointly affiſt at each Tnſtal-' 
lttion. And in fayour of this opinion, there 1s an inſtance at the 1»ſtallation of 
the Earl of Salisbary and Viſcount Bindor, ar.* 4. Jac. &. for the ſaid Earl, having 4 tas 
been brought in to the Chojre, and both inveſted and inſtalled by the Earls of "147.9. 
Nottingham and Suffolk , (then the two ſenior Commiſſroners ) the other two Com- 
miſſroners, who were left behind in the Chupter-houſe, to condutt Viſcount Bir- 
don to his Stall, calling to mind that all four were © joint Commiſſrorers, con- 
ceived that the ſaid Earl was not legally inſtalled by the two other, becauſe 
themſelves had not been aſliſtant at the Ceremony. And upon conſultation 
with the ſenior Commilſzorers, it ſeems this opinion prevailed ſo far with them, 
that they agreed to impart it to the Earl of Salisbrry, who thereupon " de- F(_.., 
ſcended into the lower Seats before his Stall, and there all*four Commiſſioners yY © 
gave him his Oath again, then led him up into his foreſaid Stall, and a ſecond 2 
time! Inveſted and Tnſtalled him 3 each of the four Commmiſſroners putting to their 
hand : and the like = joint aftiſtance was given by them to the Viſcount Binrdor, 

Inſtalled at the ſame time. 

But this method was not only new, but different from former practice, for 
n all like caſes as before arc cited, we have oblerved that both the Knights- 
Commiſſioners, and Lientenant's Aſſiſtants have conſtantly divided the employ- 
ment, by an alternate change; and beſides, where the Soveraigx hath autho- 
nized his Lieutenant to perform this Ceremony, and appointed ſome of the 
Knights-Companions to afſitt therein, theſe Aſſiſtants and not the I ientenant have 
done the duty appertaining to the 1»ſtallation, that part of it of inveſting with 
the Collar heretofore in the Chapterhoxſe, and the whole duty at the Inſtallation 
of Prince Herr, excepted. 

And it is to be further noted, that this way of joint aſſiſtance at the inſtal- 
lation of the Earl of $4lisbury, was afterwards thought fo little eſſential or ne- 
ceſſary, that it became no Precedent; for at the very next Feaſt of Inſtallation, 
when the Earls of Dunbar and Montcomery were inſtalled (in the fixth year of a1idf.148.: 
the ſame Kize) and for which Ceremony four Commiſſioners were likewiſe ap- 

Pointed; the two ſenior of them inſtalled the Earl of Dunbar, and the two ju- 

nor, the Earl of Aonteomery; and this we find again in Practice, az. Io. Car. 1. 

when the d two ſenior Commilſroners inſtalled the Earl of Daxby, and the other b Autor. 
two the Earl of Morton. ; 

But in the laſt place, if the Sorerazge be preſent, and conſequently that the 
Kvights-Companions perform this Ceremony of Introdudion, Inveſtiture, and In- 
ſtallation, there is commonly then ſv many of them, as can go through the 
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whole work, without changing by turns, after the manner uſed when done by 
a few, either Conmmiſſroners or Aſſiſtants, and therefore in this caſe the order Is 
thus, 

Firſt, the two ſenior Knights-Companions (having deſcended from their gel; 
and paſt out of the Chozre to the Chapter-houſe with the Proceeding before them) 
condutt to his Inſtallation the eldeſt Ele@-Knight, and having performed that 
whole Ceremony, they return and take their Stalls with accuſtomed Reye. 
rehces. Then the two next ſenior Krights-Companions, deſcend and go out 
and return with the next ſenior E/e#-Kr3eht, to his Inſtallation, and after that 
two other Knights-Companions go out and fetch in the third, and ſo the reſt in 
due order. 

And this method, we obſerve to have been practiſed at the Inſtallation of

Companions (the ſeniors going out firſt) introduced to their Inſtallations; one 
after another, according to the ſeniority of their EleCtion. 

But to be more particular in the order of the Ceremony in this caſe, we ſhall 
Jay down the method obſerved at the grand Feaſt of St. George, held at Winde- 


for, an. 13. Car. 2. which was as followeth. 


Firſt, the two ſerzor-Kniehts, the Earls of Salisbury and Berkshire, deſcended 
from their Stalls with the utual Reverences, and ſtood before them. 

Next the A4lms-Knights came down in a body, from the hault paces of the 
Altar, into the middle of the Chozre, and having there made their double obey- 
fances proceeded forth. 

After them the Officers of Arms deſcended alſo (the Purſuivants formoſt) and 
having made the double Reverences in the middle of the Choire, weat out af- 
ter the Alms-Knights. 

Then followed the three inferiour Officers of the Order, having firſt made 


their uſual Reverences. 


And laſtly, the two ſenior Knights joining together inthe middle of the Choire, 
(after their double Reverences) paſt out in the Rear. 

In this order they proceeded towards the Chapter-honſe 5 and when the Alm: 
Knights came neer the door, they fell off and divided themſelves ; the like 
did the Officers of Arms, and both thereby opened a way for the Officers of the 
Order, and Knights-Companions, to paſs between them into the Chapter-houſe 
where being cntred, they firſt brought forth the Duke of 0ro-r1d (the ſenior 
EleF-Knight) and taking him in the middle between them, the Proceeding went 
before into the Chojre, in the ſame order as it came thence, Garter then bearing (01 
a Velvet Cuthen)) his Mantle, Hood, Collar, and Book of Statutes. 

The Alzs-Knights being entred the Chorre,made their double obeylances 1N the 
uſual place, and aſcended the hault-paces of the Altar, flanking on the other (ide. 

After them, the Officers of Arms did the like. 

Then the three inferiour Officers of the Order, coming up into the middle of 
the Chozre, made their double Reverences, and ſo paſled before the Knights tO. 
the (place direttly under the Stall deſigned for the Dake, whither he (condudted 
as aforeſaid) followed, after that he and the rwo Kniehts-Companions had alſo 
made their iiſ[ual Reverences, in the middlc of the Choirez for the Croud was ſo 
great through the concourſe of People to this grand Feſtival that the Knights: 
Companions 
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Companions could not paſs into the lower row of Stalls with the Duke, (mn 
the uſual place for the El:&F-Knight to be brought unto) but were neccſlitated 
to inveſt him below 1n the Chozre. n | 
After the Duke was Inveſted and Tnfialled, the Proceeding (ordered 1nall points 
as before.) went again to the Chapter-bouſe, and brought the Duke of Bucking- 
44m into the Choire, where he received his Inſtallation, in the manner aforeſaid. 
But the day being far ſpent, and theſe Proceedings to and from the Chapter- 
houſe taking up much time3 the Soverazex to ſhorten the Ceremony, commanded 
chat with the next Proceeding, all the reſt of the Ele#-Knights, being eight, (be- 
fde two Proxzes) ſhonld be introduced at once 3 which command being obey- 
ed, and each FElef-Knight placed before his Stall, they took the 0ath, received 
their InveFiture, were led up to their Stalls, and took poſleſſion of them by a 
folemn T-ſtallation, 
Andin regard ſo many Ekd-Knights were introduced together, it was thought 
' fit (becaule necelJary_) that their 2aztles and Collars ſhould be alſo brought in 
the Proceeding, and to cflect this, cach Xnight-Fle# appointed one of the Gen- 
tlemen that attended on him, to bear the Cuſhen (whereon his Mantle and Col- 
' lar were laid) before him tothe Chojre door, which was accordingly done and 
\ where they ſtood holding them 1n their arms, until Garter had in due order (as 
they were to be made ule of) fetched them into the Chozre. 
And here we may inlert this general Rule, That at all 7-ſtallations where 
ſome of the EleZ-Knights are not tent for 1n to the Chapter-houſe, to receive in- 
veſtiture with the $yrcoat (before the ſenior EkF#-Knight hath been conducted 
to his $t.4/!, but left to repoſe themſelves, in the Faſt Tſie of the Chappe/, during 
his [oſtallation (as hath many times happened) the Knights-Commiſſroners or

The Knight or Knights having now received a compleat 7»ſtallation , the 
Knights-Commiſſtoners ( Knights- Aiſeſtants, or Knights-Companions) with all civil 
reſpect take their leaves of the Jalt ;»ſtalled Knight, and deſcend 1nto the Choire, 
and with utual Reverences take their own Stalls, but the ſenior Knjght-Companion 
aſcends firſt. Where note, if the Stalls of the Commiſſroners,or Aſſiſtants,or Knights- 
Companions be on the ſame fide with the laſt ;»ſtalled Knieht, they then deſcend 
not into the Choire, but (after their Reverences made above) paſs direttly to 
them along the Stalls, and this we find done by the Lord ® Howard of Effingham, 0 Ex ed. MS. 
and the Earl of Ormond, am. 34. Fliz, when they had finiſhed the Inſtallation paging _ 
of the Earl of Cumberland. : : | —_—_ 
The Ceremonies and Circumſtances of 7»ſtallation being finiſhed, the Officers 
of Arms firlt, next the Alms-Knizhts deſcend from the Steps of the Altar, and 
take their ſeveral ſtations in the Choire. Then one of the Preberds of the Col- 
ledge (but if the Soverazen be preſent, the Prelate with the Serjeant of the Peſtry

SECT. IK. 
The Offring of Gold and Silver. 


UT if the 7-ſtallation be ſolemnized in the morning, the Service of the 
B Church having proceeded as far as the Offertory, two of the Prebends (ap- 
pointed to receive the Offrize) are conducted to the Altar by their verger, and 
forthwith firſt the A/ms-Knights, and then the Officers of Arms alcend again to 
the ſteps of the Altar, and flank on each ſide as before. 

After this, Garter ſummons down the Knights-Companions to the Offering; 
who deſcend with uſual Reverences, and ſtand imthe Choire under their proper 
Stalls, whilſt the Sowerazer's Lieutenant deſcends from his Stall, and offers \ firſt ) 
for the Soveraigne (he receiving the Bezant from the ſenior Knight) and then 
returns to his Stall. 

And at this inſtant was the uſual time heretofore for offring the defunt 
Kniehts Atchievements 5 which by King James his appointment was altered, and 
ordained to be performed before the EleF-Knjghts were inſtalled 3 of which we 
{hall ſpeak * anon. 

The Lieutenant after a ſhort ſtay in his Stall, deſcends again, and proceeds up 
to the Altar to make his own Offring both of Gold and g&ilver, and then returns; 
and after him do the reſt of the Kights-Companions (including thoſe newly in- 
ſtalled) offer in their-due order, the circumſtances we ſhall largely ſet down in 
our diſcourſe upon the Offrize on the || Grand Feait-day. 

But when the Zzſtallation paſſeth by ? Commiſſtoners, there 1s then 1no Offring 
made for the Soverarign3 but the Commiſſzoners offer firſt, beginning with the 
two * Seniors, and after them the other Knights-Companions in their due order. 

The Ceremony of 0ffrirg at the Inſtallation of ! Philip King of Caſtile, ar. 22. 
H. 7. is remarkable, and therefore we ſhall note it here : For he deſcending from 
his Stall into the Chozre, and * ſtanding before it (as the other Knights-Compa- 

nions did) the Soveraign left his royal Stall, and haſtned down to proced to the 
Offring3 to which the King would have *followed, this the Soveraien would 
not permit, but obliged the King to proceed along with him » on his left hand, 
though he* defired to perform his duty as a Brother of the Order, and Knight- 
Companion, fo that at laſt they both made their 0ffrinegs, » ſo neer together, that 
though the Soverazge had the precedence, yet was it hardly obſeryable.

SECT. X. 
Of the Grand Dinner at the Inſtallation. 


N the day of [aſtallation, there hath from ancient time been accuſtoma- 
7 bly prepared, a very ſumptuous and noble Feaſt; and though it was agree 
on in Chapter, an. 3. F. 6. That the Knights-EleCt = thenceforth might be in- 
ſtalled by Commiſſuon without a Feaſt, yet after his cign, we find the old uſage 
of making a Feaſt at this Solemnity reſtored. : 
If the Soverazgn appoint the Inſtallation to be when the Feaſt of St. George 15 
alſo celebrated, and himſelf perſonally preſent, the Feaſt 15 then kept at the 
Soveraign's charge. 
If in ſuch caſe he conſtitute a I jenterant, the Inſtallation Dinner is kept at the 
expence of the Lieutenant; and uſually prepared ig ſome of the Soverargr 3

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Lodgings in the Caftle, but ſeldom 1n St. George's Hall; though® there, the Earl b Ms penes if, 
of Arundel, at the Inſtallation of the Earl of Shrewsbury and Lord Hunſdor, kept © m_y.

But 
the other four Xnights-Companions (his two Aſſiſtants, and the two new inſtal- 
led Knights) ſat towards the * Tables end on both ſides, for that they could not 
well fit all on a fide. 

But of late times, vis. at the iInſtallation of the Earl of Northampton ar. 5. i _ 
Car. 1, a queſtion was ſtarted, whether the Lieutewant (or Commilſioners) ſhould "TO 
lit at Dinner in their Habzt, or not? ſince the powers given them by their Com- 
miſſions, ſeem to terminate as ſoon as the Krzehts are inſtalled (though it was 
allowed that the new inſtalled Xzight ought to'fit in his Robes) as alſo becauſe ED 
at the Inſtallation of the k Lord Cromwell, an. 29. H.8. after all the Ceremonies wS = — 
were finiſhed in the Chappel, the Knights went to the Deans houſe, and there put pag. 119.6. 
off their Habit,and' dined in their ordinary Apparel. So alſo at the Inſtallation of 
the Earl of ® Antlaxd, and Lord Cobham, an. 26,Eliz.. the Commiſſioners when they m : 
were returned from the Chappe!, did put off the "Habit of the Order, before they 3 ©%"* 
went to Dinner, and the new inſtalled Kzjehts kept on ® only their Sarcoats 
and thus fat all Dinner while. 

What was anſwered to theſe objections, or whether they dined without their 
Habit, we do not find; but the pradtice to the contrary, to wit, of keeping on 
the whole Habit till the grand Dinner be ended, hath been at other times ge- 
nerally obſerved. |

The order of this Ceremony is more particularly noted at the Inſtallation of 
the Duke of Montmorency, and others, ar. 14. Eliz. and was thus 3 firſt * Garter 
cryed Lurgeſs, and next proclaimed the Soveraign's Stile, and Titles of honor, 
in three Languages, then going two foot back, he proclaimed the Lentenants 
Stile only in French, with two Largeſſes 3 after that he cryed one Largeſs for 
the Duke, and laſtly for all the other new inſtalled X»7ghts, only two Largeſt, 
and the other Officers of Arms did the like; and ſtill as Garter had finiſhed his 
proclamation of the Stiles, the Hera/ds joined with him in crying Largeſs; and 
{o with Reverence they departed the Hall. 

'But we are in the laſt place to note, that when neither the Soveraien is pre- 
ſent, nor his Liewtenant, then the Soveraign's Stile is? not proclaimed, nor thoſe 
of the Commiſſroners, but only of the * new inſtalled Knights. | 

Aſloon as Dinner is ended, the Knights-Companions riſe from the Table, and 
withdraw to diſrobe themſelyes, and therewith the Solemnity of Inſtallation 
takes ending : but if at any time the Solemnities continue to that evening and 
the following day 3 it is only, becauſe the Soveraign {or his Lieutenant): is pre- 
ſent, upon the account of celebrating the Feaſt of St. George, and not with re- 
ference to the Solemnity of Inſtallation, 

We ſhall conclude with this Obſervation, that the ancient cuſtom of preſerv- 
ing the memory of remarkable actions by ſome Emblematical Repreſentations, 
Figures and Deviſes (whereof, for the laſt Century, \L»kius affords plenty of 
Examples) is ſtill continued in uſe; and therefore upon conſideration had of 
the honor they thereby brought the perſons to whom they related, was it, that 
the late Soverazgn, of ever bleſled memory, thought fit to perpetuate the So 
lemnity. of the preſent Soverazge's Inſtallation, by certain Medals; whereof the 
forms and inſcriptions were theſe. . 
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SECT. XL 
Of ſetting up the Knights Atchievments. 


HE laſt thing to be done, at this great Solemnity, 1s ſetting up the Hel, 
Creſt, Sword, Banner, and Plate of the new inſtalled Xz7eht, over his stall, 
in the Chappel of St. George at Windſor to which purpole they are to be pro- 
vided in readineſs, according to the * directions before given. This, though it aCh-p. 11 
beno part of the Ceremony of 7»ſtallation, yet is it a conſequent thereunto, and **7: 
an unſeparable appendix 3 and therefore proper enough to be added here. 

The ſetting up of Trophies, Erſigns, and Atchievements of honor anciently in 
Churches, as well in the life time of ſuch worthy and deſerving men, who had 
performed ſome gallant action, 2s on their Tombs and Monuments after their 

death, was chiefly deſigned to this end 3 that the Beholders thereby put in 
mind of their great virtues, might be excited to the imitation and purſuit of 
true Nobility, Valour, and Virtue. | 

Hereupon at the 1»ſt;tution of this moſt Noble 0rder,the Atchievements of the 
Knights-Companions,were thought fit to be ſet up in the Choire of the (aid Chappel 3 
and hence alſo the remarkable Plates, wherein their Fſcotcheons of Armre,curioully | 
wrought in enamel, were faſtned to the back of their Stalls. 5b Not that the out- b L3b.N. p.10; 
«ward form of ſuch things, have 1n them any great force; but that the memory 
& of great actions done, beget that ardour in the breaſts of excellent perſons, 

«which never is at reſt, till ſome eminent atchievements of theirs have over- 
«taken the others fame and glory. 

By the Statutes of 1nſtitntion it 18 ordained, that the time for ſetting up the 
Atthievements (hall be © when the Ele#-Knight comes to Windeſor Caſile, that is, © E. 3. Stat. 
to his 7»ſtallation, and not before; and the reaſon is there likewiſe given, leſt 339%... 
it ſhould happen (he not coming within the time limited for his 1nſtallation,and Biblioth.Harten 
conſequently the vacating his Eled;o» thereupon enſuing.) that a new Elettion ©* 29: 
being made; thoſe Alitary Enſigns might ſeem to be diſgracefully withdrawn, 
and an © occaſion of diſhonor given, which otherwiſe could not be avoided, .if < 07. Star.in 
they ſhould be ſuddenly taken down from a place fo high. -p— 

Now 'tis moſt clear. that the intention of this Article extends to the finiſhing 
the Ceremonies of 1ſtallition, before the Atchievements ought to be ſet up, by 
ſo carefully providing againſt the diſhonor of taking them down, 1n caſe the 
EleFion ſhould become void, which muſt certainly happen, if the Kn7eht-Flect 
died but the hour before he were compleatly inſtalled. And accordingly in the 
ancient Deputations both to f Sir Williams Philip, and Sir John Faſtolf power 1s Ce. 
given their Prodors firſt to demand, receive, and obtain their Principals $ta/ls, 7 gs 
and next to tender their Helms and Swords, to be hung up in the Choire of 
Windeſor according to cuſtom : and for clearer information of the order and | 
courſe in this Ceremony, it may be obſerved, that the Soverzzgn impowered his <4, 
Commiſſioners * firſt to give the Deputy polleſlion of his Principals $2411, and after 
to recerve the Atchievements, and place them over it. Herewith it may be conlt- 
dered, That the Archieverents are ſet up in memorial of the Knight-Fled's being 
inſtalled a Companion of the Order 5 and 'tis incongruous in the rules of Honor, 
to have the ſign or memorial of an action, precede the action it {elt. 

Again, the Statrtes of this molt Noble Order expretly provide, That the Krrights 
Atchievements ſhall not be permitted to be hung up, until all thes Duties and __ ISS 
Fees enjoined by the Statutes, to be paid the Colledge, be tirlt dilcharged : = Papa 
ut tis certain there are no Fees due (and conſequently cannot be challenged) 42.24 
till the Cercmonics upon which they become due are compleatly tiniſhed. And 
- Rs th oy | —_ yy Q o_ _ erg —_ led _— p h CillR, A, 
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and there pay the Fees at the Chappel door, 10 ſoon as the Inſtallation was di- 
ſpatcht, to the end the Atchievements might immediately after be ſet up. 

But to clear all doubts which may ariſe upon this point, 1t was in a Chapter 
held at #hitehall, the 4. of February, an. 22. Car. 2. Ordained and Decreed,* Thax 
ot any of the Atchievements of ax EleCt-Knight ſhall be ſet up iz the Chappel at 
Windeſor, before he be Inſtalled and the Fees of Inſtallation pard. 

It ſhould ſeem that though anciently they did not ſet up the EleZ-Knights 4+- 
chievements before he was inſtalled, yet were they prepared and brought to 
indeſor,and diſpoſed of oriſet before his Stall: and in caſe of his not coming to 
receive Inſtallation, then (being no otherwiſe placed) might be the eafjer re- 
moved without the Chozre., in as decent a manner as could be, that ſo the ho- 
nor of * Knizhthood might be preſerved entire 3 nevertheleſs to be thenceforth 
kept for || publick uſe, and benefit of the Colledge. 

Where we find mention made in the Annals of any perſon employed to ſet 
up the Atchiev?ments of a Knight, it is to be underſtood, that he was his Prodox, 
and inſtalled on the behalf of that Knight whoſe Atchievements he ſo hung up. 
And the Lord * Fitz Hugh, who ſet up the Atchievements of the King of Denmark 
#. 9. H. 6. took alfo pollefiion of that Kings Stall, for, and on his behalf, and 
in his name. 

There is but a lingle inſtance (as we remember.) where one man hung up a 
Knights Atchievements, and another was inſtalled for him + and this hapned, ay. 
29. H, 6. where the Lord! Kyvers, having been Elected to the Stall of the Lord 
Hungerford, the ® 4. of Arnenſt that year, his Sword and Helm were hung up on 
the 8. of Septexzber next after, by William ® Bobden his Eiqz and Guyer Herald, 
and he inſtalled the © 30. of 0Fober following, by Sir ? William Crafford his Prodor: 
But this was contrary to the Law of the Order. | 

Moreover, where the ſetting up of a Knights-Atchievements, 1s barely men- 
tioned without taking notice of the Txſtallation, 1t is to be underſtood, that 
ſuch Krzehts Inſtallation was alſo ſolemnized at that time - as in the caſe of the 
qKing of Portugal, concerning whom the Annals only * note, that he had taken 
care to ſet up over his Stall his Helm, $word, and Banner, and all things belong- 
ing thereunto, at the Feaſt celebrated at Windeſor, an. 2. H. 6. 

In what manner and order theſe Atchievements are fixed, will partly appear 
from the $t.tutes, viz. the ' Helzz and Creſt, are thereby appointed to be ſet 
over cach Knight-Companion's Stall, and the Sword to hang diredtly underneath 
them. But the Plate 1s nailed to the Back of the Knights Stall. 

And here for a Corollary to this Chapter, let us add, That as the Statutes of 
two cf the moſt noted Orders of Kniehthood in Chriſtendom, have in them the 
ſubſtance of thole of the Garter, and being of later Inſtitution, cannot but be 
acknowledged Copies from this Original; 1o we here think it requiſite, to ex- 
hibit the manner of 7-veſtzture with the Habit and Enſigns of the Order of St. 
Michael, of our King Edward the Sixth, Thomas Duke of Norfolk , and Robert 
Earl of Leiceſter, to the end the Reader may alſo obſerve, that the order of our 
Ceremonies uſed at the Inveſtiture of a Knight-Companion of the Garter, is alſo 
the Precedent to theirs of St. Michacl.

when the King is in his Stall, and when all the Service is done, they to proceed in 
like order, as they came to the Chappel, to the place appointed for Dinner, and 
none to (it at the King's Board, but only the two Knights which be of the ſame Or- 
der of Francez and after Dinner, the King's Majelty to put off his Robes, and to 
wear ſuch Apparel as ſhall pleaſe his Majelty. Note, the King's Majeſty when he 
paſſeth by the French King s Stall, 7s to make but only 2 beck with his head. 


Add hereunto, That King Edward the Sixth obſerved the Anniverſary of 
&. Michael, after the ſame manner and order as Strangers were long before ob- 


order of St. Michael to be ſet up in his Chappel at Hampton Court, each AMicha- 
elmas-day after his acceptation of that Order, during his life.

Gentlemen accompanied with certain Eneliſh Gentlemen, came to the Court at the 
Queen's Pelace of Weltminſter, where, at the Gate, they were met by the Farl of 
Warwick ard others, and conveyed up to the Queen's great Cloſlet, hither after 
a while came the Duke of Nortolk and Earl of Leiceſter; And for that the ſaid 
Dake and Deputy, had mot till then ſeen either other, they then embraced cath 
other, and then communed a while, And then the ſaid Deputy leſt the ſame Lords 
there, and he with Monunſieur Doze alias $t. Michae!), Mr. Garter and others, went 
down through the Chappel into the Veſtry, where be ſhiſted hin, into the Robes and 
Habit of the Order of $t. Michaell as followeth. 

Firſt , Having on afore his Hoſe, Shoos, Girdle, and Scaberd of IWhite Teloet, 
he there put on a Cote with Sleeves of Cloth of Silver, the edges laid with Gold 
Lace, and over that his Mantle of Cloth of silver broad garded with Scallop ſhells, 
environed with Clowds and Rays of the Sun, and other Embroidery of Gold very 
richly, lined with White Taffeta, and on the right ſhoulder it was tyed, and turned 
up on the left ſhoulder, to put his Arm underneath, at, and over that on his right 
ſhoulder, lay his Hood of Crimſon Velvet, ſpreading all over his back, the Tippet 
over his breaſt, the end put under the Hood, on the left ſhoulder, garded and em- 
broidered like the Mantle 5 And over th' oder lay the Collar of Gold, made with 
Knots and Scallop ſhells, whereat hanged the Pinre of $t. Michaell, garniſhed with 
Stones. And whiles the ſaid Deputy was ſhifting him, the Duke and Earl came 
down into the Chappel, apparelled as followeth, And firſt, the Duke with his Shoes, 
Hoſe, Girdle, and $cabbard of White Velvet, his neather Stockines of white Silk 
knit, his Cote with the Sleeves on of Cloth of Silver, the edges laid with Gold Lace, 
and in a ſhort Gown of Ruſſet yelvet, carded with the ſame, ſurred with Leopards, 
and faced with Liſards, the ſleeves ſet with eighteen pair of Agelets of Gold, and a 
Cap of black Velvet with a Silver band; the Earl of Leiceſter /;kewiſe in all points 
apparelled, but that his Gown was Rnfſet Satten, earded with Velzet, furred and 
faced ar the other, the Sleeves ſet with thirty pair of Aelets of Gold, and in his 
Cap 4 White Feather, and ſo the Duke and Earl being come into the Chappel, 
ſtood beneath on the ground, before their Arms and Stalls, And then they there ſtay- 
ing, proceeded forth of the Veltry into the Chappel two Noblemen, named Noun: 
ftenr Cleremont and AMonnheur de Luppe carrying the two Mantles and Hoods ir 


their arms, after them Monnſienr Doze alias Saint Michaell King of Arms, carrying 


the two Collars lying on a Cuſhen upon his arms, without any Cote of Arms, but 
rearing about his neck, hanving at a Riband, at his breait the Arms of France, 
within the Order of Gold, After him followed the Deputy Remboillict, doing re- 
verence to his Majeſty's Stall as he paſſed by, and there went up and ſtood with bis 
back to the Communion Table, The Embaſlador ther ſtanding ſomewhat near hims 
Then $t. Michacll went and broveht the Duke and Earl to the Deputy, afore who# 
hjs Secretary read the Commiſſion, whereby he had anthority frow the King bis 
Maſter, to make thoſe two Noblemen Knights of the Order of St. Michacll, which 


read out, on Cnſhens they two knceled down, and the Deputy himſelf read unto _— 
their 
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heir Oaths, which ended they ſtood up, and then Doze alias $t. Michell took off 
their two Gowns, and they two again kneeled down, and the two Lords, Mounit- 
our Clercmont and Monnlienr de Lupe, preſented the Mantles and Hoods to the 
Deputy, who put on the ſame. Firſt that on the Duke, and then the other on the 
Farl himſelf, reading unto them the ſignification thereof, And then the ſaid De- 
puty put 077 their Collers, likewiſe reading the ſignification thereof, which ſaid 
Mantles, Hoods, Collers, and Cotes were ſent them by the French Kine, and 
were in all points like to the Deputy's afore declared, and the Cotes were ſent thens 
fo their Chambers afore they came, where they put them on. Then the Deputy 
with $t. Michell before him, and the other two following proceeded down, and aſ- 
ter reverence done to the King's Stall, took, theirs, the Deputy firſt, the Duke 
next, and the Earl laſt. Then the Prayers, as the Letany and Commemoration be- 
gan, and at the Ofiring time, the Deputy came forth of his Stall, and ſtood in 
the middle of the Chappel, below, before his Stall, and made his obezſance beth to 
the Table, and his Maſters Stall, and ther proceetled with $t.

King's Stall and proceeded up with $t. Michell before hinz, and Offered and re- 
turned to his Stall. And then the Earl of Leiceſter l;kewiſe offered. Then the Ser- 
vice being ended , with reverence to the King's Stall, they proceeded forth of the 
Chappel, firi# Sr. Michell, then the Earl, then the Duke, laſt the Deputy, ill 
they came into the Counſel Chamber, where they dyned, all three ſitting in three 
Chairs on one ſide of the Table, which Dinner ended, they went all three into the 
Privy Chamber zo the Queen, «rd after a while came forth into the Counſel 

Chamber, where they put off their Cotes, Mantles, Hoods, and Collars, and 
put on their uſual Apparel; And then the ſaid Duke and Earl brought the De- 

puty to the Great Chamber Door, where they took, their leave of him, and they re- 

turned int» the Chamber of Preſence again, and ſo ended this Ceremony.

Here was no liberty given at the 7»ſtitution of the Order, to Tnſtal

_— one of the Knights-EleCt ſhould be permitted to be Inſtalled by Proxie, 
unleſs he were a Stranger. 

The Law in this particular continued unaltered, till the Reign of King Her 
ry the Fifth, when Johz Duke of Bedford, the Soveraign's Deputy for holding 
the Feaſt of St. George at Windeſor, an.7. H.5. and other the Knights-Companions 
then preſent, took it into conſideration, That where a Knight-Subje@, Elefted 
into the 0rd:r, was at that time employed beyond the Seas, in ſervice of the $0 
veraton, and likely to continue there upon that Employment, it was concluded, 
that the ſaid Duke ſhould make an addreſs to the Soverazen, by Letter under the 
Sc1] of the Order Che being at that time cngaged in the War with France) 
whercin, for the reaſons ſet down in the Letter (which we have inſerted in the 

b Kum. XLIV. ? Appendix) he ſhould petition him, to remove from the Statutes, all manner of 
c Regiſt.Char- {cruple, and (in caſcs of like hazard and danger) to Ordain, < That Knights- 
"ac. f.

tenderneſs to their perſons, leſt by an over punctual and too rigid an obſer- 
yance of the Stutrtes in this point, the foreſaid Knights, through the misfor- 
exnes and caſualties of War, whereunto they were daily expoſed, ſhould be 
ſnatcht away by a ſudden death, and ſo want the defired fuffrages of thoſe Ma(- 
ſes, ordained to be {ung for a defunct Knjeht; as had been ſeen in the caſe of di- 
vers other, prevented thercof by over much delay. 
Nevertheleſs, by that more ample and large Copy of the foreſaid Letter, re-

HE next thing to be conſidered of, is the Proceeding to the Chapter-houſe, 

and therein chiefly the Proxie's place 3 for it will be needleſs here, to 

ſpeak of his journey to Windeſor Caſtle, his arival there, or ordering of this Pro- 

ceeding, in relation to thoſe Degrees whereof it is compoſed 3 ſince what hath 

been already ſaid touching theſe particulars, and other circumſtances, having re- 

ference to the Perſonal Inſtallation of an Fle&-Knzght, may be made applicable 

to a Proxie, or elſe ſuch part of them as he ſhall judge moſt conducing to the 
honor of his Principal. 

The place therefore belonging to the Proxie of a Knight-Subjed in this Pro- 
ceeding, is that immediately after the Provincial Kings of Arms, becaute as yet 
he hath not taken poſſeſſion of his Principal's Stall, which gives him a place in 
his return according to its dignity 3 and in this place did the ProFors of the 
Marqueſs (ſince Duke) of Newcaſtle, and Earl of Briſtol, proceed (bare-headed) 
to the Chapter-houſe, a.

The new-inveſted $tranger having offered, returns to his Stall, and the Lord

As foon as the ſolemn Service is finiſhed, the $tranger deſcends again from his 
Stall, and with the Proceeding. before him, returns in the ſame order he came, 
to the Room where he received his 1-veſtiture. | 

And it 1s obſervable that the Emperor Maximilian, out of compliance' with 
the ProteSFant Religion, cauſed on the day of his Invecifiture, all * Prayers to 
$4ints, Tncen(tig, and other matters and Ceremomies, not uſed by the Church of 
England, tobe wholly omitted at the ſervice in his Chappel.

At theſe great Solemnities, the inveſted Strangers have heretofore held moſt” 
magnifhcent Feaſts, but they of late are not ſo much in uſe: And when Dinner 
was ready they proceeded thither in their whole Habit, which they y wore all 
Dinner whilc. 

At the Inveſtiture of Chriſtian the Fourth King of Deamark, an. 1. Jac. the

What is wanting in the courſe of the Solemnity on the day of 1aveſtiture, 
may be ſupplied from the large account we ſhall give of the Ceremonies on the 
Eve and Feaſt-day of St. George; from whence many things may be transferr'd 
to their uſe,, who ſul! be employed abroad upon the Like Legations. 

Yet for their ſakes, whoſe curioſity will like a more particular account of 
the Solemnities in Foreign parts , we have thought fit to inſert here the Re- 
lations of ſome eminent 1»veſtitures , wherein ſeveral paſſages may ſeem re- 
markable enough , while drawn together in a continued Narrative, but per- 
haps would not appear ſo, if taken aſunderz nor indeed can divers minute things 
(in ſome kind worthy of knowledge) be preciſely referr'd to thoſe few a, 
we have choſen to diſcourſe of, without too much ſtraining. 
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A Relation of the manner of inveſting the French King Henry the 
Third, with the Habit and Ezſzgns of the moſt Noble Order of the 
Garter, - Dom. 1585. 


Enry Farl of Derby, appointed by her Majeſty, Ambaſſador to Henry th 
H Third French King, "and to inveſt him with the Order of the Garter, nook 


his leave of the Queen's Majeſty at Greenwiche the 20. of January, ay. 27, tljz. 


and with him, ſuch Gentlemen as were preſent, were admitted to haſs her Highneſs 


hand ; Mr. Cook, Clarenceux, appointed to attend in that Voyage, in place of Gar- 
ter, whoſe room was void, and Robert Glover, Somerſet Herald, likewiſe appoint- 
ed to that Journey. 

On the 26. of January, the Earl, with his Train, paſſed from London to Gravel- 
end, where taking Poſt-Horſes they rid to Sittingborne, and from thence to Do- 
ver, where they embarqued, and landed at Callis, on the firſt of February 3 on the 
third of February the Earl with his whole Train went from Callis to Boloigne to 
Bed, where they were very well entertained ; On the fourth of February they rid 
to Monſtreuil, oz the fifth to Abbevil, where they were met with 150 ſhot of Hacque- 
buſiers : On the ſixth they took their Journey to Amyens, being by Monſieur Creve- 
cur, accompanied with 100 Gentlemen, and beſt Citizens, met half a Mile without 
the Tomp 3 that night the ſaid Crevecour preſented the Earl, with great lore of uc- 
ry large and good Freſh-water Fiſh, and the Town with Wine of divers ſorts, and 
the day following, being Sunday, the ſaid Crevecceur invited the Earl to Dinner, 
which Dinner was highly commended; after Dinner the Earl with his Train went 
to Breteuil to Bed, the next night to Cleremont, where they ſtayed Tueſday, and 
Wedneſday,the tenth of February he went to Luſerche; on the eleventh to St. Den- 
nis, where by the way he was met by Sir Edward Stafford, her Majeſties Ambaſſa- 
dor, refident with the French King, who brought with him divers Gentlemen of En- 
gland, to the number of thirty horſe, and ſo accompanied him to St. Dennis, where 
they kept Company all the day following, being Friday. . 

On Saturday his honor made his Entry into Paris, about two or three of the Clock 
at Aſternoon, there being of the Lord Ambaſſadors Train more than two hundred 
horſe, and mid-way between St. Dennis and Paris there met with them ( ſent from 
the King) the Duke of Montpenſier, a Prizce of the bluod; the Lords Chauigny, 
lz Chapelle , Comte de Lude, de Pienne, de Malicorne, de la Mothefclcr: 
who had ſometimes been Ambaſſador Leiger in England, D'eſtree, d'Abin, dt 
Fontaines de Cornuſſon, the Aarqueſs of Curton, the Comte de Grignan, all 
Conncellors to the Council, and Knights of the Holy Ghoſt, the Duke of Iremo- 
nille, the Counts of Briſac, de Creance, Sancerre, and of Lazure, with a great 
number of Lords and Barons, Gentlemen of the Chamber : theſe did accompany the 
Farl of Derby, unto Hoſtell de Longuevill, ſometizze called the Hoſtell of Anjou, 
there was his Lordſhip with the other Lords and Gentlemen lodged, wherc was three 
Tables very ſumptuouſly furniſhed ſor them, all of the Kings coſt; the one Table in 
the great Chamber, for the Lords and Gentlemen, Servants to her Majes!y: the other 
in the Hall, for the Earl of Derby's Gentlemen 3 and a third in a Gallery beneath, 
for Gentlemens Servants, beſides livery into every Chamber, both of Wax, Wood, 
Wine, and ſuch like, in as great plenty as could be deſired. 

On Sunday, the ſaid Earl, betwixt the hours of two and three in the Afternoon, 
went from his Lodging by a Poſtern, through the Garden, accompanied with the ſaid 
Lords de la Mothefelon, de Curton, and Grignan, together with others , and 
and found the Captains of the Regiment jd the Kings Guard, making two rank on ti 
ther fide of the ſtreets, beginning ſrom the Poſtern to the Louvre Gate, who welcomr 
ed him in the Kings behalf; without the Gate of the ſaid Louvre he was received 
by the Lieutenant of the great Provoſt of France, and his Archers; at the Louvre 


| Gate by the Sire de Montigny, Captain thereof to his Majeſly, and his Archers 


which Archers, together with thoſe of the great Provoſt, made two ranks from the ſaid 
Gato 
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and did reverence unto the King. Ther the Karl took his leave, and was condutted 
by all the Lords and Captains unto the place where they had firſt received him. 

After, he went to ſalute the Queen Mother, and at the entrance into her Cham- 
ber he was received by Monſreur de Lanſac, Knight of the Holy Ghoſt, and Knight 
of Honor unto the ſaid Queen, whom he ſound accompanied with her Neece, the 
Princeſs of Loraine ſtanding at her Beds head, the Princeſs of Conde and 
the Dutcheſi of Nevers ſtanding at the Beds fect, the Dutcheſs of Duzez and of 
Retz, and other Ladies and Gentlewomen is great number; from thence his Lord- 
ſhip was conveyed to the Queen Regents Chamber, and at the entrance whereof he 
was received by the Comte de Fielque, Knight of the Holy Gholt, ad her Knight 
of Honor, finding her accompanied with the Dutcheſs of Montpenſier, and Joyeule 
who ſtood at her Beds feet, the Lady of Royden her Lady of Honor, and other La- 
dies and Gentlewomen in oreat unmber, and then returned to the aforeſaid Hoſtell 
de Longueville. | 

On Monday the 15. of February, the King by Xonſrenr de Mothetelon, fold the 
Lord Ambaſſudor his mind, tonching the receipt of the Order, that he intended to 
recerve it 0 Thurſday following, in the Afternoon at the Auguſtine Friars, which was 
done accordingly, the 18. day of February, an. 27. Eliz. 

. About two of the Clock, in the Afternoon, the Earl and Leiger Ambaſſador, and all 
the other Gentleren of their Train, in Coaches, were condued from the houſe of 
Longueville 
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Longueville, where #he Earl of Derby was lodged, unto the houſe of Monſieur de 
Mantuliet, Provoſt of Paris, where the Earl did pat on his Robes of the Gartey 
and Clarenceux ther repreſenting the place of Garter, did put on his Mantle, tind 
made ready the Kings Robes. The King alſo with a great number of his Nobility came 
from the Louvre to the ſame houſe of Mantuliet, for whom there was provided twy 
Chambers, in the inner Chamber over the Chimmey was ſet up a Cloth of Eſtate, ang 
on the left hand thereof a board covered with arich Carpet; againſt the end of which 
boerd the King did ſtand in a ſhort Gown of rich Taffata, having on either hay , 
him ſome [txteen of the greateſt of his Nobility, the reſt abode in the outward Chan. 
ber ( for ſo was the Kings pleaſure) that there might be the more room, and freer ac. 
ceſs for the Earl, and the Engliſh Noblemen and Gentlemen ; all things being put ;1 
good order, the King ſent the Farl word by Monſieur Lamothe, Fluelon, and 14on- 


freur de Rhoades, Mafter of the Ceremonies that he layed for hin 


IWherenpon thirty of the Engliſh Gentlemen, accompanied with as many French Gen- 
temen, proceeded two and two together up the Stairs before the Earl, towardq the 
King. then marched Somerſet Herald in his rich Coat of Arms, bearing on his Arms 
the Kings Kirtle, Mantle, aud Hood after him went Clarenceux in a Robe of 
Crimſon Sattin, having on his arms a fair large Cuſhen of Purple velvet, and there. 
07 the Collar of the Order of the Garter, and the little Chain with the George, 
After Clarenceux went the Farl in his Robes, and the Ambaſſador Reſident : And 
being thus come before the King, Somerſet (after due reverence) laid the Robe he 
hare upon the Table, that the King leaned unto, ſo alſo did Clarenceux the Cuſhen, 
with the Jewels thereon. The Farl alſo being entred, and havine made his due re- 
werence, Clarenceux delivered him his Commiſſion, who giving the ſame reverently 
to the King, he forthwith gave it to his Secretary Pinart to be read, according to 
the form: Though at that time it was not read at all, 

That done, Clarenceux delivered unto the Ambaſſador the Garter, who gave it 
wto the King, who alſo kijſeng the ſame kneeling, did put it about the Kings leſt 
leg, the Ambaſſador prononucing theſe words following.

That being done, Clarenceux kiſſing the Kirtle of Crimſon Velvet gave it to the

Afier the King, was thus inveſted with all the Habilements of the Order as afore- 
ſaid, the Farl delivered unto him, firſt the Book of Statutes of the ſaid Order fair- 
ly bound in Crimſon Velvet, and Gold Lace; which Book, the King gave to the Duke 
»f Joyeule, to carry after him to the Church ;, and laitly, the ſmall Chain with the 
George, which was by the Farl delivered to the King, which alſo was delivered by 
-irz to the Duke of Joycule, \

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Theſe Duties thus performed, the King ſtanding inveſted with his Robes, and the 
rarl likewiſe by him, the ambaſſador for and in the name of the Earl ( for want of 
the Language) uſed a Speech to this effe@. 

« gr, we rejoice greatly, to ſce your Majeſty now inveſted into this honorable 
« Society and Order of the Garter, deſiring of God, that long and moſi happily 
« you ay wear and uſe the ſame to his Glory, and the advancement of your own 
« oreatneſs, equal with all your Predeceſſors, being right well aſſured (for ſo hath 
« her Majeſty commanded my Lord to ſay unto you.) that if her Highneſs, and the 
« reſidue of the Knights of this Order, certainly had underſtood of the day and 
« tine of this your Aajeſties reception of the ſame, both ſhe, and all they would 
« not have failed, in their Robes,to celebrate this day,in token of the honor and pro- 
« ſperons ſucceſs they wiſh unto your Royal Perſon. 

IWhen the King had thus received the Order, aud was inveſted as aforeſaid, he 
proceeded to the Church of the Augultines; ſoxze 15 or 20. ſcore off to Fuenſong, be- 
ing about 4. of the Clock, the way being all railed in with Timber, and gravelled with 
fine 84nd, and guarded on each ſide with the Kings ſeveral Guards, that the Train 
might not be tronbled in proceeding. 

The body of the Church was hanged with rich Arras, and all the Choire of the 
ame Church and Stalls with Cloth of Gold. At the entry of the Choire was ered&- 
ed two Cloths of State, one for the Queens Majeſty, and that was ever the Stall 
on the right hand of the ſame Choire, and the other for the French King, and 
that was over the Stall, next unto the Queens Majeſty, on the left hands; with- 
in theſe two States royal were affixed the Arms of theſe two Princes, viz. over 
the Queens Stall the Arms of England and France quarterly, and over the 
Kings Stall the Arms of France, both within the Garter, and ſet in Frames of 
Wood richly gilt. The Earls Stall was about eleven Stalls beneath her Aajeſties, 
and on the ſame (ide, whereon was alſo affixed the Earls Arms within the Garter, 
and bis $tile fairly written under them diredly before the Queens Cloth of State 
was placed a Form, covered all with Cloth of Gold, for Mr. Clarenceux to ſit upon, 
during the time of Evenſong. 

At the right ſide of the Altar within the ſame Choire was made a place of bords 
Scafſoldwiſe, two yards high from the Greund, covered with rich Carpets, and 
banged with Cloth of Gold, whereon was placed the Queen Mother, and Queen 
Regnant with other Ladies and great Princes, and direfly on the other (ide 
against them was another place made and erefed, whereon ſtood the Popes Nun- 
tio, with the Cardinals, and all the Ambaſſadors that then were in Paris. 

All thines being thus put in Order at the Church, and all perſons placed 
therein according to their Degrees, the King proceeded thither in this fort fol- 
lowing.

Then the Ambaſſador Leieer Sir Edward Stafford. 

Aud then the Farl of Darby Chief Commiſſioner. 

After him followed the King, his Train being born by 4 Brother of the Duke of 
Joyeule, being a Gentleman of the Kings Privy Chamber. 

And after the King came the Princes of the Blood Royal. 

Then Dukes, Marqueſſes, Farls, and other Noblemen. 


Note, That the King had eſpecially ordered, that for her Aajeſties ſpecial 
Honor, none ſhould that day proceed before him, but Engliſh and ſuch French as 
were ordered to go with ther, and his own Nobility to wait behind him. 

E ee Note 
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Nete alſo that all perſonages of the Order of the Holy Spirit, went next to the 
King 72 their Cloaks of the Order, and Collars of Gold about their necks of the ſame 
Order, the perſon of the King was guarded all the way, by a number of Gentlemen 
Penſioners, with their Poll-axcs in their hands. 

In this order, the King with his Train entred the Church, and in the entring in 
of the Choire, Somerſet Herald in his rich Coat of Arms made his three Reverences, 
the firſt towards the Altar, as it was formerly agreed upon before by the Lord Am. 
baſſudors. Secondly, towards the Queens Stall. Thirdly, towards the Kings stall. 

And after him, Clarenceux entring the ſame Choire did the like. Then the 4m- 
baſſador Leiger. then the Earl; which done, the ſaid Earl went before his own $tall, 
and there ſtayed till the King had taken his Stall Royal, and then the Earl making 
his Reverence as before went up into his Stall. 

After him the Ambaſſador Leiger did the like, and went into the Stall next 
beneath the Earl, towards the High Altar ; Then Clarenceux havine made the 
like Reverence, ſat him down on his Form placed as aforeſaid , direly againſt 
the Queen's Stall , where he remained till the Choire began to {re Magnificat. 

At which time he ſlepped forward into the midſt of the Choire , and there 
making his three Beverences, as aforeſaid, turned himſcl# to the Earl and Leiger 
Ambaſſador, then the Ambaſſador came forth of his Stall , and making his three 
Reverences, followed Clarenceux over the Choire towards the King, and there 
ſtaged afore the Kings Stall, until Clarenceux returned and fetched the Earl un- 
to him, who makine his three Reverences, came alſo with Clarenceux before the 
King, to the right fide of his Stall, where ſtanding, Clarenceux delivered the 
Oath, fairly written in Parchment and Letters of Gold, which by the Earl was 
laid before the King to be Signed, the Ambaſſador Leiger beino ready to have 
read it ( but that the King ſeid it needed not, becanſe he was privy to it be- 
fore ) who taking it in his hands, received of his Secretary Pinart a Pen with 
Ink, and therewith did ſubſcribe his Name, only by the Name of Henry, which 
done, he gave the ſame unto the ſaid Secretary , to have the Privy Seal put * 
thereto, which was done accordingly, and the next day delivered to Clarenceux. 

Afier the King had thus taken his Oath, as aforeſaid, the Earl and the 
Ambaſſador with Clarenceux before them, returned back to their Stalls, not 
omittins three Reverences , and there remained till the end of Fuenſong, at 
which time the King ſtanding up in his Stall, being ready to depart, all the 
other Strangers Ambaſſadors , preſented themſelves before him , with words of 
ſpecial Congratulation, to whom he gave ſeveral thanks and anſwers, and ſo de- 
parting out of the Church, in the ſame order as he came thither, ho returned 
again to th: Honſe of Mantuliet, where in the ſame Chamber as he had put 
the Robes on, be put them off, and after ſome ſpeeches with the Earl, and 
Ambaſſador ſome Garter of an Hour or thereabouts, he departed with his No- 
bility over the Water to the Louvre, leaving the Farl and Ambaſſador , and 
all their Trains, to return in their Coaches thronueh Paris to the Honſe ef Lon 
oneville. | 

The fame nicht, the Fail with the Lord Ambaſſador, and all the Engliſh Ger- 
temen that were the Queens Servants, did ſup at the Court, the Farl and the Am 
baſſador at the lower end of the Kings Table, at which Board did alſo (it with the 
King the two Queens, and (rx or ſeven other great Ladies, amone whom the Lad) 
Shefticld was one, and at another Table in the ſame Chamber did ſit divers great 
Ladies all along one fide, and over againſt them the Lord Sands, the Lord Winde- 
for, and the other Engliſh Gentlemen. Supper being ended, and the place ordained 
for dancing, the King took, his Wife by the hand, and danced with her 3 the like 
did divers other great Lords and Ladics of France, and laſtly, three Engliſh Ger- 
Hemens, IT omit the deſcription of the Maſque, and other ſmmeular Amick both coſtly 
and euriour, whereby the Fuening was ſpent till three of the Clock the next morning:

at whoſe return from the Court to his Lodging, he was preſented that night

0, Thurſday next, the Earl with his Train ſet forward homeward, from Paris

they had been received in, and arrived proſperonſly in England, from Boloigne to 
Dover, the 12. of March, and on the Tucfday following were brought to the Queen's 
Majeſty's preſence at Greenwich, who graciouſly welcomed then home.

Obert Lord Spencer of Wormleiton, ad $ir Gilbert Dethick Knight, Gar- 

ter Principal King of Arms, were joined in Commiltion,: bearing Teſte at 

Woodſtock, the 18. day of September, an. r. Jac. R. to preſent and inveſt Frede- 

rick Duke of Wirtemberg and Tecr, with the Habit ad Enſigns of the moſt No- 
ble Order of the Garter. 

They began their Journey in the beginning of October, az. 1603. and came to the 
City of Studtgard the ſecond of November following. 

Upon their arrival, they preſented their Credential Letters, which being read, £45.4-p.122. 
the ſaid Dake began to treat the Ambaſſadors with the higheſt reſpe@ imaginable, and 
jo put all things into a readineſs for his ſolemn reception of the Ornaments of the 
Order. 7o which end, he ſent for his three Sons, with their Tutors, from the Caſile 
of Tubing, where they followed their Studies, to be preſent at this Sole ity; like- 
wiſe he ordered the Vice-Preſident and twelve Ajſiitants of his Ducal Conhiſtory, a4 
all the principal and mot noble Perſons of his Court to be preſent. 7 
Moreover, he appointed an Engliſh Lord, and the Lord Benjamin Buwingkshaulin, 
one of his Privy Conncil, to be the principal Contrivers, Diredors, aud AMunagers of 
all things that ſhould belong to the ſetting forth of this Solemmity 3 for the perfor- 
mance of which, two places were eſpecially allotted, prepared, and adorned, namely 
the great Church of Studtguard where the Inveſtiture was to be conferr'd, and the Pag. 123.

ceeding was to begin, and pſ5 toward the Charch. 

At the entrance of the Choire were ſour ſtately Stalls erecfed with their Canopies, 
Footſtools, and aſcents on each ſide, and covered with velvet 5 the firs# Stall was 
alſigned to the Soveraign of the Order, on the buck (ide whereof" his Atjeities 
Arms and Stile were engraven, beſides his Stile writter underneath in French thus.

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There were alſo on the right and left hand of the Stall, Benches or Seats continy- 

ed on either fide as far as the Altar theſe Seats were all covered with red Cloth 
a:d alſo the ſtone Pavement, from the ſteps of the Veſiry unto the $tall of the Fled- 
Puke, and ſo from the middle of the Veſiry unto the Altar, in the form of a Croſs, 
he Altar was covered with red Silk hanging down to the ground, in the middls g 
which three gilt Baſons were ſet upright 3 the firſt for the Soveraign, the ſecond for 
lis Ambaſſador, and the third for the Elect-Duke. 

The Hall of the Cattle was magnificently ſet out with rich Hangings,and other coſtly 
Furniture. Towards the Faſt and South were placed five ſtately long Tables covered 
with velvet, as alſo the Seats aud Benches about them: the middlemoſt of theſe Ta- 
bles ws called the Soveraign's Table, iz honor of the King of England, though aþ- 
[ent over the Soveraign's Chair was "i a ſtately Canopy of Silk , and on the back 
de of the Seat towards the middle thereof, were fixt his Majeſty's Arms with his 
Stile underwritten, after the ſame manner as on his Stall in the Church. 

At the rieht hand of the Soveraign's Table were two other Tables, the one for 
the Lord Ambaſſidor Spencer, the other for $ir William Dethick Garter, both co- 
wered in like manner with Silk, and adorned with Canopies, and their Arms. 

On the left hand of the Soveraign's Table were likewiſe two other Tables, one 
for the new inveited Duke, covered and adorned with his Arms, and a Canopy in 
the ſame manner as in the Church 5 the other for the Duke's Wife aud Children, 
who wore ten in number of either &ex. 

Poltcles thoſe that were particularly warned to be preſent at this Fealt (which was 
cheerfully performed by them ) there came divers of their own accord, ſrom all parts 
of the Dukedom, drawn by the fame of a Feaſt and Solemnity, the like whereof had 
zot been in thoſe parts within mans memory. 

The dry appointed for this Solemmnity, namely, the 6. of November, an. Dom. 
1603. being come, the Peers, Nobles, and Conncellors of the Duke of Wirtemberg, 
according to Summons, appeared at the Caſtle of Studtguardt, attending the Dukes 
COMING orth. 

And at leneth he proceeded ont of his Bedchamber, mot ſplendidly clad, in wery 
rich and ſumptuons Habit: there going before him, firſt the Nobles of his Dukedom, 
the ereat Meiſter of his Court, the Marſhal, the great Maſter of his Hall, the Tutors 
and Attendants of the Dukes five Sons, then the five young Princes themſelves, going 
next immediately before their Father, who thus iluiftrionſly attended entred into the 


(id Hall, and placed himſelf between the Soveraign's Table and his own, expeding 


the coming of the Soveraign's Ambaſſadors. 

The Elect-Duke was oſt ſumptuonſly habited from Head to Foot, his Hoſe were 
Aſh-colour and ſean:lefs, his Breeches, Doublet, and Sleeves were of Silk prickt, ſlaſht, 
and fringed, there ſhining all along through the Cutwork the gilt Plate upon which 
it was wroweht : his Sleeves were wronght after the manner of a long Pretext or Se- 
4ators fobe, with the fineſt ſort of Linen, embroidercd with Needlework Blue, upon 
his Iriſts were Bracelets of coſtly Gems, upon his Fingers Gold Rings, moſt exqui- 
itely wrought and inlaid with Rubies, Diamonds, Saphirs, Emeranlds, and other ſuch 
like precions Stones, caſting forth a radiant mixture of divers colours; the Collar of 
his Donblet was in like manner of the fineſt and ſofteſt Linen, and of a Blue Ame- 
thiſt colour, and wrought all about with oylet holes, his Cap was of $ilk ending it 
a Cone at the top, and oirt about with a Hat-band of Gold and precions Stones, eſpe- 
cially Pearls of a wery large (12e, and alſo a Circle of white Plumes erefed up towards 
the top, ant bending a little downward at the end.

 Thelaſt part of the Proceſſion conſiſted of the grand Conncellors and Senators of 
Wirtemberg, as namely, the Lord Eberard, Lord of Limpurg, hereditary Cup- 
bearer of the ſacred Roman Empire, Great Maſter of the Court of Wirtemberg, James 
Reenhard Do&or of Law, Aſſiſtant at the Imperial Chamber, and Chancellor, beſides 
many other Councellors and Noblemen. x 

This nobly and magnificently attended, the Duke entred into the Church, where 
in the midſt of the Body thereof, he and the Lord Ambaſſador Spencer, walking up- 
on Red Cloth, ſpread for that purpoſe, they firſt made obeyſance, according as the 
marner is in England, to the Soveraign's Royal Stall, all the reſt of the Company 
doing the like as they paſt by then the Lord Ambaſſador went to his own Stall, 
placed at the right hand next after the Soveraign's, and ſeated himſelf therein, Gax- 
ter alſo placed himſclf in his, and laſtly the Duke poſſeſſed his Stall on the left 
hand : As ſoon as they were ſeated thus in the Church, a loud volley was diſchare- 
ed by 300 Musketiers. | 

The concourſe of People at this Solemmity was very great, but to repreſs the Croud 
from ruſhing in with too much violence, there were placed at the entrance both of 
the Church and the Caſtle, on the one ſide a row of Musketiers, and on the other a 
row of Halberdiers. 

The Soveraign's Ambaſſadors and the Duke being thus ſeated, each in their 
Stalls, the Peers and Nobles that attended took their places alſo, the Engliſh Nobles 
and Gentlemen on the right hand of the Lord Ambaſſador Spencer, thoſe of Wir- 
temberg on the left hand of their Duke 5 and in the firſt place on the foremoſt Seats, 
covered with red Cloth, ſate the Dukes five Sons, veſted in dncal habits. Then be- 
can a threefold ſacred Muſick , firſt the Organ played to certain Anthems, next the 
Children of the School ſung certain Pſulms in Dutch, laſily the principal Auſitians 
of the Court ſung in Conſort : and during the Muſick, the Inveſtiture of the Duke 
went forward. ; 

For the Lord Ambaſſador Spencer and Garter riſing from their Seats, went upon 
the red Woollen Cloth towards the Duke, and making a low obeyſance-to him with 
great honor and reſpe#,they addreſſed their ſpeech to him in a certain form of words, 
commonly uſed upon that occaſion, and preſented unto him the Fnſtens and Ornaments 
of the Order. 

Firſt they delivered into his hands the Book of the Statutes, which he again de- 
livered unto his chief Secretary the Lord John Stattler, ho ſtood ready at the 
Duke's (ide, according to his place, to receiveit3 and who thereupon delivered to the 
Ambaſſadors, from the Duke an Oath, to keep and obſerve faithfully all the Statutes 
and Articles of the Order. After that, the Garter was tied upon his 11;c/neſs left leg, 
a little beneath the Knee 5 Then they put the Collar about his nec. 

All theſe things being performed, the Lord Ambaſſador Spencer, and Garter, con- 
gratulated the Duke with much reſpef, and a while held diſtourſe with hims and 
then after a low obeyſance made to the Soveraign's Stall, they returned towards their 
ſeveral $cats. 

Then the Muſick ceaſing, that moſt eminend Divine John Magirns Coxncellor to 
the new inveſted Duke, and Preſident of Studtguardt, made a moſt learned and 
elegant Sermon, wherein he diſcourſt of the friendſhip. and diſc rd of Prirces, and 
ſhewed how excellent a thing the mutual concord amity and benevolence of Princes 
was, how much it was to be eſteemed by their SnbjeTts, and what great bene/its and 
conveniences aroſe ſrom thence.

After, according to the Cuſtom at the Annivcrſary Feaſt of St. George at Winde- 
ſor, the new inveſted Duke riſmg front his ſeat, and thrice as he paſſed by making 
Reverence to the Soveraign's Stall, went upon the Red Cloth (Garter going before) 
immediately to the Altar, (his Train being held np by Count Leoſtene, and his 
eword carried after him by his Eſquire of honor ) where when he was come, the Re- 
verend Divine Fxlix Bidembachin, Chaplain to his Highneſs, ſet a gilt Baſon upon 


the middle of the Altar, into which the Duke put 50 Duckets, which be took, out of 


4 little red (Ik, Purſe, giving charge to his ſaid Chaplain to diſtribute them to the 
Poor 5 which done be betook, himſelf again to his Stall, ſaluting the Soveraign's in 
paiſng by as before. 

The Solemnities in the Church being finiſhed, this illuſtrious company returned to 
the great Hull in the Caſtle, in the ſame order and pomp as they proceeded thence, 
the Trumpets ſounding, and the Guns going off. 

After ſeveral congratulations from the Lord Ambaſſador Spencer, and Garter, 
and many other noble Perſonages, to the new inveſted Duke, in the ſaid Hall, they 
parted and wet to their ſeveral Chambers till Dinner was ready. 

Dinner time being come, the Duke and Lord Ambaſſador Spencer, with all their 
Train, wert into the great Hall to Dine; where the preparation and order of the 
bi after the manner of St. George's Feaſt in England the Soveraign's 
Table was ſerved with all manner of varieties, as if he ha4 been there preſent 
bimſelf,, the Carver and Sewers and all other Officers attending and ſerving on the 
Knee. 

Alſo Water was preſented by three that carried the Baſon, Ewer, and Towel, with 
the ſame obeyſance as is uſed in England, to the Soveraitgn, being preſent. Water 
alſo was preſented to the Duke after the enſtowz of Wirtemberg, the like to the Lord 
4wbaſſador Spencer and Garter, to the Dutchels 4:24 the Duke's Children. 

Then each ones proper place was aſſzened by certain Officers eppointed for that 
purpoſe. 

At the four ends of the Soveraign's Table were placed Taſiers he that was at 
the North ſide received the Diſhes from the Sewers, and delivered them to him that 
ſtood oppoſite on the South ſide, who ſtanding on the rieht ſide of the Soveraien's 
Chair, taSted of the meat cut off it, and put it upon a Plate that was liid as for 
the Soveraign, and after a while changed the Plate, giving it to him that ſtood at 
the Weſt (ide, and did the like with the ret of the Viands. 

The fourth Taſter ſtood at the Ea5t (ide of the Table, and his Office was to taſte and 
adminiſter the Soveraign's Wine 3 reaching it over to the Southern Taſter, that 
ſtood by the Soveraign's Chair, in like manner as the meat was ſerved, 

Likewiſe the Duke, the Lord Ambaſſtdor Spencer, and Garter, had their ſeve- 
ral Tables as hath been ſail before, and ſate under their ſeveral Canopies, aud at 
another Table fate the Dutchels and her tem Children. 

After exceeding plenty, ſtate, and variety of Diſhes, there were ſerved all man- 
ner of Curioſities in Paſte, as the Figures and ſhapes of ſeveral kinds of Beaſts 
and Birds, as alſo the Statues of Hercules, Minerva, Mercury, and other fa- 
mons perſons. All Dinner time and a pretty while after, the Engliſh and the Wir- 
temberg Aultck itting oppoſite to one another, the > on the Dukes ſide, the other 
at the Soveraign's and Lord Ambaſſadors (ide ſung and plaid alternately to one 
another. - 

After Dinner certain Balls were danced in a long Gallery of the Caſtle, towards 
the Paradiſe of Studtguardt. 

This Feſlivity laſted that nieht and the next day, and afterwards the Engliſh 
Gueſts were conducted to ſee ſone of the principal places of the Dukedom 3 as Walte- 
buch, the Univerſity of Tubing, &*c. where they were entertained with Comedies, 
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very magnificent gifts 5 and being to return for England were accompanied by the 
Page 260; Dake as far as Alperg, where with great demonſtrations and expreſſions of amity 
and affetion on both ſides. ſolemn leave was taken.

Johan, Olers in N the 4. of February, an. 1613. the Citizens of the Hague met in Aras, toge- 
Genealog. Co- ther with the Troops of Prince Maurice, of Prince Henry his Brother and the 
_ 4 " Earl of Chaſtilion 3 the Citizens kept Guard in the outermoj! Court, where alſo ſeve- 
| ral pieces of Ordinance were placed, and the three aforementioned Troops in the in- 
nermoſt Court. From the Palace to the Shambles were Pitch Barels placed, as alſo at 

the Soyeraign's Ambaſſadors Lodeings. 

At 3 a Clock in the Afternoon the States of the United Provinces aſſembled in 
the uſual place, where cther perſons of great quality were admitted as Spe&ators. 
The firſt that came thither was Retuge the French Kings Ambaſſador, who took his 
Scat at the upper end of the Table 5 not long after came Prince Maurice, conduded 
by the Soveraign's Amballador, and thoſe deputed by the States 3 before them went 
12 Trumpets ſounding, an after ſeveral Noblepren and Perſons of Honor two and 

' two, the Guards attending on each (ide. Aſter theſe went Garter Principal King of 
Arms, veſted with his Coat of Arms, embroidered with the Arms of England, Scot- 
land, France, axd Ireland, and carrying in his hand a Purſe of Green Silk, where- 
in were the Garter and George next hin went Prince Maurice, and after hin his 
Brother Henry, the Prince of Portugal, and others of his kindred, as the Earls of 
Naſlau and Lippia 3 ther ſeveral of the Nobility, and many others of great quality. 

Then Prince Maurice taking his place where theſe Solemmities were performed, ſat 
at the upper end of the Table, at the left hand of the French Kings Ambaſſador, but 
Sir Ralph Winwood the Soveraign's Ambaſſador. took his place in the middle over 
againſt the Preſident of the States, and began a ſhort Oration in French to this effe. 

My Lords, from thoſe things which I have 1n the Convention declared, by 

'the command of the Ki,g my Maſter, you have ſufficiently underſtood his pur- 
pole, of conferring the Order of the Garter upon Prince Maxrice, as alſo the 
cauſes, wherewith he thought himſelf moved to do it 3 and whereas it hath been 
decreed, by the common ſuffrages, of the Kz7ehts-Companions of the Order, that 
he ſhould be joined in Compamonſhip with the Ele&or Palatine, it ſeemed good 
to the Soveraigr, to command me to preſent him with the Frſtens of this 0rder, 
and hath confirmed this his command by the teſtimony of his Commiſſror, under 
rhe Great Seai of England, which Commmijſton 1 here deliver unto you, and pray 
1t may be read. | 

Her:upon he delivered the. Commiſſion to the Preſident, fron whoſe hand the Se- 
cretary then taking it, read it aloud; which having finiſhed, the Soveraign's Am- 
baſſador continued his diſcourſe. 

Both tae honor of this Order, and ancient Cuſtom require, that it be ſent out 
of England to Stranger Princes, by perſons of honor peculiarly deputed to this 
Employme:t, and who arc themſelves Knigehts-Companions of the Order, or at 
leaſt deſ:rve to be ſo: but becauſe that the Ceremonies there uſed, ſeem not 
ſo well to agree with the Diſcipline of your Church, and that the conditions 
thereof are not altogether conſiſtent with the ſtate of your Commmon-wealth, it 
hath pleaſed the Soveraign of the Order, for the avoiding all ſcandal, to confer 
this Orcer without any pomp, or external magnificence. We have therefore 
made choice of this place, in compliance with your pleaſure, as the moſt com- 
modious for the performance of our duty, in that we might preſent it in the 
preſence of your Lord/hips, who, as being the Supream Lords of this State, will 
not think much to be Eye-witnefles of that honor, which the King of Great 
Britain your belt Friend and Allie, offers to the chief General of your Armies, 
and Governour of your Provinces, as alſo to your whole State in mn. 

whereo 
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whereof each of you are a part. Nor could his Majeſty have g1ven greater te- 
{timonies, either of his affection towards the happy State of your Common- 


wealth, or of the joy which he hath conceived, for that ke ſees your Affairs, 
after ſo many troubles and ſtgrms, brought to a Haven of reſt and quiet, orlike- 
wiſe of his moſt entire good willz wiſhing that that League of Friendſhip which 
is contracted between his Kingdoms and your Provinces, may be perpetual and 
inviolable. Now therefore, deſiring firlt your go00d leave, we ſhall convert 
our Addreſs to Prince 1znrice. 

4t this inſtant, Garter King of Arms opened the Silk-Purſe, and took out the Gar- 
ter, ſet with rich Diamonds, and laid it on the Table, and then the Ambaſſador 
addreſt Limſelſ to Prince Maurice in the following manner. 

To you my Lord, we offer in the name of the Kine my Maſter, the Order of 
the Garter, which we may fay without boaſting 'or flattery, is the moſt anci- 
ent and mott 11luſtrious Order of all Fyrope, which- in all times hath been kept 
inviolable, without any ſpot or blemiſh, wherewith all the greateſt Emperors 
and Monarchs ſuing to be graced and adorned, have eſteemed the greateſt part 
of their felicity, that they could obtain itz his 2zjeſty judgeth the greatneſs 
of your Family, which he acknowledgeth to be molt illuſtrious, worthy of this 
Honor, your picty alſo and zeal to promote the Reformed Religion, likewiſe 
your warlike virtues, which the God of Holts hath bleſt with ſo many Vi&o- 
ries, but eſpecially thoſe high merits, whereby you have obliged theſe United 
Provinces, and by. conlequence his Kealms, and lo thereby the whole Chriſtian 
world, his Afajeſty being altogether of opinion, that the quiet of Chriſtendom 
confiſteth much in the happy ttate of thefe Provinces, and that the condition of 
theſe Provinces what cver it be, and that of thoſe Healy have a mutual depen- 
dence one upon the other : This 1s the motive and (ole cauſe that hath induced 
his Majeſty to confer upon you an Honor, the greateſt his Kingdoms can beſtow, 
of which behold theſe the Marks and Enfigns [and with theſe words produced 
the Garter] which your Excellency 1s to receive from us, according to the com- 
mands of our King, and thoſe altogether free from'any Ceremonies, except ſuch 
wherein you ſhall voluntarily and willingly confent to be engaged. 

This $pecch being ended, Prince Maurice in brief gave thanks for the Honor of- 
ferd him, and then forthwith the Ambaſſador and Garter having made due obey- 
ſance, tyed on the Garter about his Leg 3 next Garter took out of the forementioned 
Purſe, the Golden Medal, whereon was the Effigies of $t. George, with the ſab- 
dued Dragon under his feet, this Medal hanging upon 4 Blue Ribband, Garter put 
about the Princes Neck, after which he unfolded a Parchment, wherein were con- 
tained the Titles of Prince Maurice ix French, which he read aloud. 


The high, mighty, and excellent Prince, Aaurice Prince of Oraxee Earl 
of Neſſur, Catzenelleboge, Viand, Dietz, Meurs, Linge, Marqueſs of vere and 
Fluſhing, Baron of Crave, the Territory of Kuyke, Lece, and Nyervaert, Go- 
vernour and Captain General of Gelderland, Holland, Zealand, Otrecht,Weſt- 
Frieſland, Zutphen, and Overyſſell, Admiral General of the United Provin- 
ces, and Knight of the molt Noble Order of the Gurter. 


Afſoon as he had matle an end of reading theſe Titles, preſently all the Trumpets 
ſounded, and the Troops in order ſhot off their Piſtols, which Volly was ſeconded 
by the Trained-Bands, aſter which the ercat Guns were diſchareed. 

Theſe things being thus performed, and frlence made, Sir John Oldenbarnevelt 
Lord of Tempe], making an Oration in the name of the States General , reckoned 
* up in brief. the Leagues contracted heretofore at ſeveral times, between the Pro- 
*vinces ard the Kingdom of Great Britain, and thereupon rendred humble thanks 
"<0 the King for the continuance of them, ſpecially for that by this ation he went 
* about to manifeſt the ſame to all mens for as nmch as that ſo remarkable Honor, 
© which bis Majelty was conferring on thoſe Provinres in the perſon of Prince Mau- 
* rice, their Governour and Commander both in War and Peace, was an honor uſed 
"to be ſhewn but only to the wery choiceſt of his Friends ; but moſt principally of 
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& all for that he was pleaſed to confer this honor on Prince Maurice, withous eg- 
© joining any ſrri@ obligation upon the receipt of the Order. Next he gave thanks 
«tothe Ambailadors, for the dzligence they had employed in this affair 5 and laſily, 
« directing his Speech to Prince Maurice, he in the name of the States General, 
<< congratulated his new honor, aſſuring him on their behalf, that they conceived ye- 

. «© xy great joy and ſatisſation, and wiſht him a very long and a happy enjoyment 
*< thereof, to the glory of God, and the enlargement of his Family, and the conſer- 
<«© ation of the publick liberty of the United Provinces, in which thing, as hitherty 
<« they had done, ſo fer the time to come, they would for ever afford hint their beſt 
« and moſt faithful aſſiſtance. | 

As ſoon as he had ſiniſhed his Speech John Utenbogard Minifter of the Hague, 
as he had been ordered, ſtanding at the end of the Table, made a very admirabl: 
and learned Sermon, wherein he moſt devoutly praiſed God, for what had hapned, 
imploring him to bleſs Prince Maurice, in his new obtained honor, and to endye 
him with his Grace. 

The Sermon ended, the Trumpets ſounded, the Muskets alſo, and great Guns were 
again diſcharged : Then Prince Maurice (accompanied by the Ambaſladors and other 
Noble Perſons) returned in the ſame order as he came,and then again the third time 
Vollies of great and ſmall ſhot were diſcharged; after which the Soldiers and 
ſrained-Bands went every one totheir own homes and quarters. At Evening the pitcht 
Barels were ſct on fire, and Bonfires kindled ; a magnificent entertainment alſo was 
given by Prince Maurice to the Amballadors, Princes and great Perſons above men- 
tioned, at which, while Healths were drunk to the King of Franceand Great Bri- 
tain,all the Guns were again diſcharged.

the Lord Ambaſſador Carleton, Secretary of State to the Kings Majeſty King Charles, 
accompanied with the young Lord Dormer, and divers other Gentlemen, his Fol- 
lowers and Servants; my ſelf embarqued in the other Merchants Ship, with my two 
Sore, Mr. Henry Lennard, my three Servants, Trunks, and other Proviſions. 

We ſet ſail about 9 of the Clock, and ſailed all that day and night ſollowing, 
and arrived on Saturday at Delt Haven ji: Holland, about 6 of the Clock in the 
Poening 5 where being landed we could have no lodging in the Town, all was taken 
up for the Lodging of the Lord Ambaſſador, and his Train, and T ſorced to hire 
two iVagyons for the tranſport of me and mine, our Trunks and baggage to the Town 
of Delt, whither we came abont eleven of the Clock that night, and lodged at the 
Sien of the Golden Fleece. 

The next day beiza Monday, the Ambaſſador coming by water to Delf was enter- 
t:ined and feaſted at the Engliſh Houſe by the Engliſh Merchants, and that Aſternoon 
was «gveyed by Water, in the Princes Barge to the Hague 3. and by the way was met 
with, by his Excellency, and divers of the States, who complemented his welcome: 

My ſelf followed his 1 ordſhip by Waggon, and had my Lodging and Diet provided 
in the Chaſtelins Houſe in the Hague, where 1 was well entertained and accom” 
modated. The day following being Tueſday, my ſelf with my two Sons, and Mr.Len- 
nard, went to kiſs his Excellencies hands, who very kandly entertained me, and re- 
membred he had ſeen me there before, upon the like occaſion, with his Brother Maurice 
Prince of Oranges ſo after our humble ſulutations we departed. 


it was about nine or ten days beſore we could be reſolved, whether the yr 
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would be accepted o 4 or not > for the French Ambaſſador there reſident, oppoſed it by 
ull. means poſſible that he could, alledging it flood not with the French King his 
Maſters honor, conſidering the League between him, the Prince, and States, that 
tis Enemy the King of Great Britain, ſhould be ſo anch favored and honored by the 
prince, as to have the Order of the Garter by him received , the King of Great Bri- 
tain having entred his Dominions in hoſtile manner, ſurpriſed the Iſle of Ree, flair 
his People, and endeavoured to relieve Rochell, which he held Rebels to him 3 all 
which by the wiſdom of the Lord Ambaſſador Carleton, was ſs diſcreetly anſwered, 
. and ſo far prevailed, that a day was appointed for the reception of the Orden, which 
was to be done on the Sunday following, in the Afiernoon, and was performed as 
"loweth. 

The Prince of Orange his Regiment of Shot and Pikes, the Engliſh Regiment, 
and ſome Dutch Companies, having placed themſelves in two Battalions, on either fide 
of the great Court of the Princes Pale, we proceeded between them. 

Firſt went a number of Collonels and Captains, Engliſh, Scots, ayd Dutch, af- 
ter whom followed the chief Officers of his Excellency's Houſehold, then my ſelf, 
bearing 01 4 Purple Velvet Cuſhen the Robes of the Order, the great Collar, azd the 
Garter, and 4 leſſer Jewel of the George, faſined to a Blue Ribband, with King 
Charles his Commiſſion, under the Great Seal of England : The Prince went be- 
jween the Lord Ambaſſador and the Pallgrave, who that day wore the whole Habit 
of the Order of the Garter. Ie were condudted up the great Stairs, through the old 
Hall of the Palace, and ſo brought to the Council Chamber of the States General, who 
were all placed on either fide of a lone Table, the whole leneth of the Room. 

The Eſtate of the Table was holden in the midſt thereof, where four Chairs were 
placed, the Prince of Orange and the Ambatlador took the two middlemoſt Chairs, 
the Palſgrave oz the rig/t hand, and my ſelf on the left. The French Ambaſſador, 
and the Venetian, ſate at the upper end of the board. The Earl of Coningburg, Pre- 
fdent of the Council of the States, the Treaſarcr, and Admiral of Holland ſate op- 
poſite to the Prince, and all other of the States on either fide in their degrees. Si- 
lence being made, the Ambaſſador Carleton ſtood up, and began his Harangue or 
Oration, ſtgnifying, that by the Example of the great love and amity long time cons. 
tinued, between the Queen's Aajeſty of England, Elizabeth of famous memory, 
and Prince Maurice, with the States General of the United Provinces; King James 
her Succeſſor intending no leſs good, welfare, and proſperity to his Excellency, and 
the States then and ſiill being, had preſinted him with the Noble Order of the Gar- 
ter, as to his intimate Friend, Confederate, and Ally, which he princely accepted, 
acknowledged, and uſed during his life. And that now the high and mighty Prince, 
King Charles his Sor, underitunding of the right noble and valorous diſpoſition of 
bis Excellency, Henry Prince of Orange, and having a like deſire, as his Father 
had, to continue the ſame amity and friendſhip inviolably between them, had made 
eſpecial choice of him the ſaid Prince, to be a Companion and Conſrere of the ſaid 
moſt Noble Order, which he was there by Commilſzon to preſent his Excellency 
withall, | | 

Toe Oration ended, the Ambaſſudor preſented his Majeſty's Commiſſion, under the 
Creat Seat of England, during the reading whereof, by one of the Secretaries of the 
States 5 The whole able of the States ſtood np, their heads uncovered, only the French 
Ambaſſador excepted, who ſate covered. 

Then Garter, after Keverence mace, with un audible voice, pronounced in French 
the Stile of the King of Great Pritain, as 7s accnitomed, and after it the Stile of 
Henry Prince of Orangez wiich done, by a ſrewal mace at one of the Windows, the 
rg founded, the Drums ſirook up, and a thouſand Mvnket ſhot were diſcharged 
in Volley. | | 

Then flood up at the Table a French Orator, who began his Harangue in the praiſe 
of the Noble Order of the Garter, relating as he ſaid he was informed, how many 
Emperors, Kings, and Princes had been thereof, applanding the worthy EleFjon 
and chojce of both the famons Princes of Orange, Prince Maurice lately deceaſed, 
and Prince Henry then Governine 3 only he excepted againſt the patronage of Saint 
George, who was he ſaid, but a Legendary Saint, ani net Canonical, nor approved

But the Order to be ſtiled of the Garter, was mys 
ftgnificant , becanſe it carried with it a bond or tie of Fellowſhip, as a $ymhy 
of Amity and Friendſhip between Princes, being Companions of the ſaid Order, 
So concluding his Harangue with a Prayer ſor the Soveraign's proſperity King 
Charles, and the whole Fellowſhip of the ſaid moi Noble Order of the Gar: 
ter, he ended. 

1hen the Lord Ambaſſador Carleton, with his Excellency the Prince of Orange 
the Prince Palatine, and my ſelf ſtanding up, the Ambaſſador took the great Col- 
lar with the George, and aſſiSted by the Palatine, put it over the head of bis px. 
cellency, and ſaſined it on his ſhoulder; for at that time he refuſed to wear the 
Robes of the Order, becauſe he ſaid, his Brother Grave Maurice had not done it, but 
laying up his leg on my Chair, the Ambaſſador and T put on the Garter. 

Which done, by another ſignal, ſix and thirty Canons reported, and ſo way being 
made, we returned that way as we came, the Trumpets ſounding, and the Drums 


| beating, wntil his Excellency was entred into his Court. That day or njght we had 


0 Feait, for avoiding Precedency and Place between the Ambaſſadors, drinking of 
Healths, and other complements, which might have occaſioned queſtion or difference 
on cither party. That night Bonfires of pitched Barels were made through the Town, 
as is accuitomed to be done in all their Triumphs. 

The next day following, being Monday, I was invited by a Meſſenger to dine with 
his Excellency, where, in his great Chamber, the Table ready furniſhed with meat, 
without Ceremony of other ſervice, or attendants, but his own Pages, being half « 
dozen in number, his Excellency ſate down, not at the end of the Board, but at the 
right hand thereof, and Count Lodowick of Naſſaw his Oncle on the left hand 

fide, I was placed on the Princes ſide, at a convenient diſtance from him by his 
Marſhal  Collonel Boage a Scottiſh 24»: ſate right againſt me, next to Count Lode- 
wick, and theſe were all the Gueſts at the Table; daring Dinner, his Excellency ai 
ed me ſundry queſtions, namely, whether Queen Elizabeth did wear the Garter of 
the Order about her leg, as the Knights did? I anſwered, I thought not, for it was 
not proper ſor her gex ſo apparently to fhew her leg. Then he demanded, whe 
ther the Inſtitution of the Order was from the ſall of a Blue Garter from the Lu- 
dies leg, with whons the King danced? T told him it was ſo holden by tradition, but 
the truth was otherwiſe, as it is recorded in the old Regiſter Book of the Order, 
that King Edward the Third returning home after his conqueſt of France, to remn- 
erate thoſe Knights, that had done him the moſt noble ſervice in that Expedition, 
did fele of them the number twenty five, and gave them Blue Garters embroidered, 
and buckled under the Knee, with this Motto, Hony ſoit, qui mal y penſe, as a ca- 
weat to avoid the emmlation of others, who might perhaps preſume, they had de- 
ſerved as much honor as others. Now the queſtion may be asked, ſaid the Prince, why 
a Garter rather than any other thing ſhould be made an Order 2 It is to be anſwered, 
ſaid 1, that at that time moſt men (eſpecially men of Arms) wore their Boots cliſe 
up gartered, and buckled with thongs of Leather under their Knees (a Cuſtom jet 
ſed of ſome men for the ſirenethening of their Leg) ſo with divers other trivial 
queſtions the Dinner was ſpent and ended, and 1 with due thanks and humble ſalu- 
tations took my leave. 

Tueſday morning I delivered the Robes of the Order to the Maſter of his Ward- 
robe, and on Tueſday in the Afternoon, I with my Sons, and Mr. Lennard kiſſed his 
Excellencies hands, and took, our leave, who moſt princely thanked us for the pains 
we had taken to do him honor. 

Wedneſday 5 the morning, I was preſented with four Chains, one for my ſelf

A Relation of the Inveſtiture of Charles the Eleventh King of 
Sweden, with the Habit and Enſigns of the Order, drawn up by 
Henry St. George, Elq; Richmond Herald. 


Harles the Eleventh, King of Sweden, ©. being eleted into the moſt Noble 

Order of the Garter, at a Chapter held by the Soveraign aud Companions of 

the ſaid Order, the 18. day of June 1668. The Right Honorable Charles Earl of Car- 

iſle, &c. was by the Soveraign appointed his Amballador extraordinary to the ſaid 

King, and Henry St, George, Eſqz Richmond Herald, was commanded to attend 

the Ceremony of his ſaid Majeſty's Inveſtiture, iz the place of Garter Principal 
King of Arms. 

Being furniſhed with all Neceſſaries for this ſervice,as the Robes,Collar, George, 
Garter, Cc. and having received his Majeſty's Commiſſion, under the Seal of the 
ſaid Order 3 they ſet ſail from Greenwich in the Anne (a Yaght belonging to his 
Royal Highneſs the Duke of York) oz Friday the 5. of February 1668. and landed at 
Rotterdam oz Sunday the 7. of the ſaid Month, from whence they proceeded on their 
journey to Stockholme, firſt to Hamborough, ard then to Lubeck, where my Lord 
Ambaſlador having received command from the King, to go for Denmark, they tock 
ſhipping at Framond (the Port of the ſ2id City) oz Saturday the 20. of March, and 
linded at Copenhagen 02 Monday the 22. of the ſaid Month. After ſome 10 days 
there, in which time his Lordſhip diſpatched his buſineſs in that Court, they again im- 
barqued themſelves in a Frigat of the King of Denmark's, and arrived at Stock- 
holme, 0 Saturday the 10. of April, b:ing Eaſter Eve,where his Excellency continued 
ſome weeks incognito, till the arrival of his Train and Equipage. 

Saturday, June the 5. the Connt:ſs of Carlitle l2nded at Stockholme, aud about 7 
week after arrived the Ship with 1y Lord Ambaſlador's Goods and Retinue. 

Wedneſday the 7.o0f July,»y Lord Ambaſlador made his Entry into Stockholme, 
and on Saturday the 1o. of the ſail 1Month had his publick Andience of the King. 

Monday the 26. of July -zy Lord Ambatlador :2d 24r. St. George, at a private 
Audience, delivered their Credentials concerning the Garter 5 and his Majeſty of 
Sweden received the leſſer Georye. 

Thurſday the 29. of July was appointed for bis Majeſty's publick reception of the 
_ whole Habit of the Order, which Ceremony was performed as follywethz About three 

of the Clock that Afternoon, my Lord Ambaſſador and Mr. St. George, were by two 
principal Senators Count Neile Brahe. ad Count John Steenbook, the Maſter of the 
Ceremonies, with the King's Coaches, Pages, and Footmen (all in new Liverics)with 
many Officers and Cavaliers, conducted to the Caltle; being come into the great Court, 
they were met at the Stairs foot (where they alighted ) by ſeveral of the King's Ser- 
wants, and ſo condufed up to certain Rooms, where the Robes, Ec. were poſited 
(having been ſent thither that morning) here my Lord Ambalſlador for a while re- 
poſed bimelf, whilſt Mr.St.George made ready the Robes, &*c. and put on his Aan- 
tle, and having now notice, that his Majeſty war come into the Great Hall, they pro- 
ceeded thither, Mr. St. George bearing the Robes, &*c. on a Velvet Cuſhen : at the 
entrance into the Hall, they were met by the Rix-Marſhal Count Gabriel Oxenſtiern 
(having in his hand a long Staff of Silver gilt) and conduded to the upper end of 


the Room, which was incloſed within a Rail and Balliſler. Here ſtood the King in 
a Suit 
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a $wit and Cloak of Cloth of Silver, with a large Plume of White Feathers in his Hat 
under u State of Crimſon Velvet, fringed with Gold, to the back of which faid Stats 
was afrxed an t ſcotcheon of his Majeſty's Arms within the Garter, and his $tile un. 
derneath; on the King's right hand was erefed a like State for the Soveralgn, with 
an Eſentchein of his Arms, and his Stile alſo underneath, with a Chair and Foqt- 
ſtool. oppoſite to the King of Sweden's Chair, was placed a Chair, like in all things 
to that of the King's, for my Lord Ambaſlador, and oz the leſt hand of my Lord 
Ambatlador was a Chair ſet for Mr. St. George, and near it, cloſe to the Rails,was 
a little Table to lay the Robes on. On the King of Sweden's left hand, at a 890d di. 
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ſtance, wear the other end of the Rails, ſate the Queen, under a leſſer State of Cloth 


of Silver, the haut-pas was covered with Turkie Carpets, as was alſo all the eround 
within the Kails, where ſtood the Regents and the reſt of the Senators ( all in Cloaks 
and Bands as is uſed at their Dyets and moſt ſolemn Aſſemblies ) with Chairs be- 
hind them: The whole Room was hang with Tapeſtry, having a great number of 
Scaffolds in it, filled with the principal perſons of quality, both of the Court and City, 

After my Lord Ambaſlador and Mr. St. George, had ſaluted the King, Mr. St. 
George placed the Robes, ©. on the Table, and having made an obeyſance firſt 
to the Soveraigns State, ther to the King of Sweden, ſtood before his own Chair till 
the King and ry Lord Ambaſſador were both of them ſeated; they being ſeated, Mr. 
St. George ſute down on his Chair, until the Trampets and Kettle Drums ceaſed 
(which had beat and ſounded from their firſt entrance in the Room) all being quiet 
Mr. St. George aroſe, and making an obeyſance firſt to the Soveraign's State, and 
ther to the King of Sweden, ſtood by the Table, then the Ambaſlador ariſing, began 
his $peech to the King, which ended, his Secretary delivered a Copy of it, in the 
Swediſh togne, to the Ambaſlador, who gave it to the Lord Stein Bielk, who deli- 
vered it to a Secretary, by whom it was read aloud, whereunto a Reply was made by 
the ſame Senator, ir Swediſh 3 this Reply tranſlated into Engliſh, was given by the 


ſaid Senator to the Ambailador, and by him to his Secretary, who read it in En- 


gliſh. Ther did Mr. St.George deliver the Commiſſion ander the Seal of the Order, 
to my Lord Amballador, who preſented it to the King, who having received it gave 
it to a Secretary, by whom it was read aloud. 

The Commillion being read, Mr.St.George deveſted the King of his Cloak,Sword, 
and Belt, untying alſo the $ilk Garter on his left leg, and delivered the Book of the Sta- 
tutes of the Order to the Amballador, who preſented them to the King, then was the 
Garter of the Order preſented to his Majeſty by Mr. St. George, who at the delivery 
pronounced the accuſtomed words in Latin, which ended, my Lord Ambaſſador and Mr. 
St. George did both of them buckle it on the King of Sweden's left leg in like manner 
was preſented the Surcoat, the Girdle, and Hangers with the Sword,the Mantle, the 
Hood, the Collar, «nd great George, laſt of all the Cap ard Feather. His Majeſty 
thus fully i79:ſted with the whol: Habit of #he Order, continued flanding under his 
State,whilſ! Mr.St. George deſcending from the baut-pa-, towards the lower end of the 
Rails, returned. ana having mad: three obeyſances as he came up, proclaimed the $tile 
of the Soveraign in Latin, French, ard Engliſhs and aſterwards the $tile of the 
King of Swedcn in French only. 

This bing done, Atr.St.George returned and ſtood beſore his Seat, whilſt my Lord 
Amballador complemented his Majeſty in a ſhort Speech in Engliſh, which was after- 
wards read in Swediſh by a Secretary 3 and 4 Reply made by the afore named Senator 
Stien Bielk iz Swedith, read 3 Engliſh by zzy Lord Ambaſlador's Secretary. 

After this another Senator, VIZ. Baron John Gyllenſticrn, did in a long Harangaue 
congratulate his Majeſty's Election and Inveltiture into this moſt Noble Order; which 
ended, the King, zy Lord Ambaliador, and Mr. St. George took their Seats again, 
whilft the Trumpets and Keitle Drums beat and ſounded, being the ffenal for the 
firing 124 great Guns, from the Ships of War in the River, and ſeveral parts of 
the City, and of divers Vollies of ſmall ſhot from Horſe and Foot, purpoſely drawn 
into the Town for this occaſion , after they had all fired the firſt. time, they 
gave a ſecond volley, which leing near ended, my Lord Ambailador, and Mr 
St. George aroſe, and making their obeiſances to the King (who- ſtood in his 


Robes under hi; State) they withdrew, and were conduGed by the afore aentione 
Senators 
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Senators Count Brahe ard Count Steenbook, to the ſame Room from whence the 
Robes of the Order had beer brought, where Ar. St. George put off his Mantle, and 
after a little repoſe, my Lord Ambaſlador and Mr. St. George were in the ſame 
wanmer conducted howe to my Lord Ambaſſador's Houſe. 

About cight of the Clock that Evening, my Lord Ambaſſador and Mr. St. George 
were again brought to Court in the King's Coach, by Count Torſtenſon, and the 
Maſter of the Ceremonies, to Supper 5 where in a fair Room, under a ſtate of Crint- 
ſon velvet, fate the King covered, and in the Robes of the Order, on his left hand 
the Queen, and on her left hand my Lord Ambaſſador, all ander the State, at each 
end of the T, able ſate two of the Regents, and on the other [ide of the Table near each 
end, ſate two of the ſenior Senators, and between them ſtood two Carvers. 

At another Table in the ſame Room ſate Mr. St. George, with the other Senators 
and the Officers of the Army 3 during Snpper, ſeveral Healths were drank , as the 
Soveraign's, the King of Sweden's, the two Queens, the Duke of York's, the Com- 
' panions of the Order, &*c. at each of which were fired 4 great Guns, 24. being 

purpoſely planted for that ſervice, under the Wall of the Caltle : Supper being ended 
my Lord Ambaſſador and r.St. George, having waited on the King and Queen 
back again in the ſame manner they attended them to Supper, about three of the 
Clock the next morning, they were acain condufted home by Connt Torſtenſon, and 
the MaSter of the Ceremonies, in the King's Coachs and as they deſcended from the 
Caſtle, the 24 ercat Gums were all fired twice over. 

Sunday, the 1. of Augult, zzy Lord Amballador, and Ar. St. Ceorge were by 
Count Torltenſon, and the A1aſter of the Ceremonies, in the King's Coach, brought 
to the Caſtle about 7 of the Clock in: the Evenine, from whence they went with their 
Majeſties in their Barge, to ſee the Fireworks which had been preparing about three 
Months, an Emneliſh mile from Stockholme (in honor of this Solemnity) this di- 
vertiſement continued about two Hours, and was concluded with a Banquet 5 which 
ended, they returned in the ſame manner, beine ſaluted both in their going and re- 
turn, with ſour Guns from cach Ship of War in the River, beſides the Guns from the 
Fort At their landing, Count Toritenſon, and the Maſter of the Ceremonies were. 
ready to conduc# my Lord Ambailador, ard Myr. St. George home, in the ſame man- 
wer as they came. 

Thurſday the 19. of Auguſt, Ar. St. George received his Majeity of Sweden's 
Letter to the Soveraign, and a Certificate of his Majeitiee Reception of the ſaid 
Order, both ſrened by the Queen and the Regents. 

Sunday the 22. of Augutt, Mr. St. George took his leave of the King and Queen, 
being attended by the under Maſter of the Ceremonies. 

Thurſday the 2. of September, Ar. St. George was preſented by the under Ma- 
ſter of the Ceremonies, with a Chain of Gold, and a Meddal ſet with Diamonds, from 
bis Majeſty. 

Saturday the 4. of September, Mr. St. George began his Journey from Stock- 
bolme to the Sound by Land, and came to Ellineur the 12. of the ſaid Month 3, the 
29. he took ſhippine for England, and landed at Hull the 20. of October, the 27. 
he came to London, and was the next day by the Farl of Carlitle (who was newly 
returned) broueht to his Majeſty in his Bed-chamber, where he kiffſed the King's 
hand, preſented the King of Sweden's Letter to his Majclty, and ſo concluded his 
Employment. 


' The Fire-works above mentioned, which the King of Sweden cauſed to be pre- 
parcd, to cloſe the Solemnity of his T2vei7itrre, and manifeſt ro the world his 
great (:tisfaction in the honor received, were ordered in the following manner. 

In the .niddle of the work was erected a great Pz/lar 52 foot high, on the top 
of whic . yas placed a.gilt Crown; 18 foot below the Crown were the initial 
Letters :,t che Soverajien's and King of $wedens Chriſtian Names, ſet breaſt to 
breaſt - and below at the Foot were placed ſeveral Military Colours, both of 
Horſe 2n4 Foot, filled with Fire-works. 

Tis Pall» © od in thee nude of four antique Trophies, filled with Fire, and 
UPon cac!: !.viv ut the ritur, 40 fout diſtance from 1t, was placed St. George on 
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Horizback, having the Dragon under his Feet, of 24 foot in length, and 28 in 
heiphth, and on each fide of St. George two Pyramids of 36 foot high. 

[n ſeveral places of the Work were ſet great Wind-Pipes, filled with Water 
for playing of Water-Balls, and round the Work about 2000 Mnchet-Piges 
60 together 1n a Frame, with 72 Ches7s 1n and about the Work. fall of Rackets 
12 foot high, beſides 28 Cheſts with Swarmers 1n the Earth, 2 foot high ; and 
above 1000 Pattroles fired by Degrees, which flying high threw from them all 
ſorts of Figures of Fire. Laſtly, at each corner a Fire Murſer, which threw y 
all ſorts of pleaſant Fire-Balls, and 1n their breaking preſented ſeveral F ipures. 


A Relation of the Inwveſtiture of John George Duke of Saxony, with 
che Habit and Enſigns of the Order, drawn up by Sir Thomas 
St. George Knight, Somerſet Herald. 


Ohn George the Second, Duke of Saxony, was eleFed into the Society of the moſt 
Þ Noble Order of the Garter the 18. of June 1668. at a Chapter held at White- 
hall, and by the Soveraign and ſeveral of the Companions of the Order, $ir Tho- 
mas Higgons K-ight, and Thomas St, George Efq3 Somerſet Herald, in the place of 
Garter Principal King of Arms, were then appointed and ordered to carry the Gar- 
ter, with the Habit and other Enligns appropriated to the Order, to the ſaid Duke 
of Saxony 3 which being provided and delivered unto them, on the 27. of F ebruary 
following they ſet forward from London, and arrived at Dreſden the 5. of April 
1669. and lodged at an Tnn, from whence they gave notice to the Hoff Marſhal of 
their arrival. 

Upon Wedneſday morning about 10 of the Clock, being the 7. of April, the 
Dike of Saxony ſent his Coach and ſeveral of his Servants, for them to their Audi- 
ence, where $ir Thomas Higgons preſented his Majeſty's Credentials, and Mr.St, 
George the Book of Statutes, the Elector having ſent to ſee them the day before. 

Trey were conduted from this Audience by the Duke's Servants to their ſeveral 
Lodgings within the Caltle, where they remained and were entertained at the Duke's 
charees, and attended by his Servants during their ſtay at Dreſden. 

Upon the 8. of April in the mornine, the Duke ſent a Complement to them, ac- 
knowledging how ſcrſibl: he was of 0is Majelty*s great affeFion unto him, in ſend- 
ing him the Order of the Garter, and that he was wery deſirous to receive it, where- 
upon they deſired an Audience, to which they were condufted about 4. of the Clock in 
the Afternoon by the Dukes Servants. 

Being brought to the Duke, $ir Tho. Higgons told hinz that he underſtood by his 
Secretary Mr. Voght, his Eledforal Highneſs was very deſirons to be inveſted with 
the Order of the Garter, and that thereupon he and Mr. St. George were come to 
preſont his Eledoral Highneſs with the George and a Blae Ribband, which was 
uſually worn by the Companions of that moſt Noble Order, before their Inveſtiture, 
whereupon he gave them thanks5 and then Mr. St. George delivered to $ir Tho. 
Higgons the George, and by him it was preſented to the Duke, who having re- 
cerved it, and viewed it a little while, returned it again to Sir Tho. Higgons, then 
he and 1Mr. St. George put it about his neck 5 which being performed, the Duke 
returned thanks, and declared that he intended to be inveſted 07 Tueſday or Wed- 
neſday following, whereof they ſhould receive more particular notice. 

Upon the 9. of April the Duke ſent to them by his Secretary, to ſtgnifie that he 
had reſolved to be inveſted on Tuelday following, and thereupon diſconrſing about 
the Ceremonies, ſaid that his EleForal Highneſs had given order for the ſurnifying 
a ſtately Room: for that occaſton, which he was ready to ſhew them, but that if any 
part of the Ceremony were accuſtomed to be performed in the Church, he deſired that 
might be omitted: which being by them conſinted nnto, they repaired to the Room 
appointed, and gave diredtiuns how it ſhould be ordered. 

Upon Ealter-day, beine the 11. of April, they were attended by ſeveral of the 
Duke's Servants to Church firit, and after to Dine with hin. 
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Sic. II. Inveſtiture of Strangers with the Habit. 


Upon Tueſday the 13. of April, betweex 10 and 11 of the Clock in the morning, 
the Duke ſent a great number of his Servants to them, to let them know he was 
ready to receive the Order; wherupon Mr. St. George put on his Role or Mantle, 
and having placed the Habit, Collar, George, Garter, and his Majeſty's Commi(- 
fion #por 4 Blue Velvet Cufhen, they were condudted to a little Room appointed for 
that purpoſe, where tne Duke ſtaged for them, Mr. St. George carrying the Robes 
and the other Enſigns of the Order, which he preſented to the Duke, and after 
placed theus on a Table flanding by him. 

Then Sir Thomas Higgons and Mr. St. George, having firſt prayed the Duke's 
leave, took off his C loak, and his Sword and Belt, which the ſaid Mr. St. George 
had for his Fee, and after that the Blue Ribband and George, which they had pre- 
ſented to hinz before, which Mr. St. George delivered to one of the Duke's Servants. 

The Duke being in this poſture, Mr. St. George took the Surcoat which Sir Tho- 
mas Higgons ard he preſented to the Duke, and then put it on 3 afier that the Gir- 
dle azd Hangers, which they likewiſe girt about him, having received another $word 
from the Maſter of his Horſe. 

Then the Duke's Secretary broneht and liid upon the Table before his EleGoral 
Highneſs, the Letters Teſtimonial izgroſed i» Parchment, of the preſenting hine 
with the Enligns of the Order, wich he there [igned, and being ſealed by him before 
them, they were delivered to Mr. St. George by the Duke. 

Theſe things being thus performed, they proeceerled to the ereat' Room prepared, 
where th? principal part of the Ceremony was to be accompliſhed, where there was a 
great concourſe of People, and towards the upper end on the right hand was a place 
raiſed, where ſate the Dutcheſs, the Prince f Saxony and Princeſs, the Princeſs 
of Anhalt, and below them a orcat many Ladies of quality, and the Ladies of the 
Con 

Firit paſſed the Dukes Servants two and two. 

Ther the Cap and Feather, carried by My. Sr. George's $07. 

Next Ar. St. George, carrying the reſt of the Habit and the Enſigns of the Order, 

Then Sir Thomas Higgons. 

After him the Duke of Saxony in his Surcoat, his Sword girt about him. 

0n each fide, and cloling the Rere, were his Guard of State richly habited, with 
Partizans in their hands, the Staves covered with Blue Velvet, and ſet thick with 
gilt Nails. | 

In this manner they paſſed through divers ſtately Rooms, entertained with ſcue- 
ral ſorts of Muſick, until they came to the ereat Room, where there was alſo ex- 
cellent Muſick of ſeveral ſorts, with Kettle-Drums and {rumpets, placed in a hieh 
Gallery at the lower end, which entertained them as ſoon as they entre. 

In this Room was two States of Crimſon Velyet, the one at the upper end for the 
Soveraign with 4 Chair and a Foot-ſiool, and an Eſcotcheon of the Soveraign's 
Arms within a Garter, havine his Stile underneath, ſet over the Chair 5 the other 02 
the ſide of the Room on the right hand of the Soveraign's State for the Duke, with 
an Eſcotcheon of his Arms within a Garter, and his Stile underneath; and on the 
kft hand two Chairs, the one for Sir Thomas Higgouns, the other for Ar. St.George. 

Being entred this Room, as they paſſed from the lower exd, three obeyſances were 
made to the Soveraign's State going up, then the Duke going to his State, and 
there ſlanding, Mr. St. George placed the Robes on « Tble on the Duke's right 
band; which being done, Sir Thomas Higgons ard Myr. St. George did go to their 
Chairs oppoſite to the Duke's, on the left hand of the Soveraign's State, waking their 
obeyſances to it as they paſſed by, then the Duke ſate down, and they did the like. 
Then being entertained with Mulch for a little while, they roſe from their Seats, anc 
making their obeyſances as before to the Soveraign's State as they paſſed by it, and 
repaired to the Duke, who ſtanding up, they placed themſelves on each fide of him: 
being in this poſture Mr. St. George 0k up the Commillion, and holding it is: 
his band, Sir Thomas Higgons made a Speech to the Duke, relating to the Anti- 
quity and Nobleneſs of the Order, declarine how many Emperors, Kings, and #o- 
reign Princes had been Companions thereof (tnce its inſtitution, and in relation to 
the eletion of” his Electoral Highneſs of the ſplendor and greatneſs of bis Fa ily, @c. 
Gge which 
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which having ended, Mr. St. George gave the Commiſſion to Sir Thomas Higgons 
who preſented it to the Duke, which he cauſed to be read with a loud woice by his 
Secretary, and then received it again, and delivered it to Mr. St. George. 

After this Mr. St, George took the Garter, and with the aſſiſtance of $ir Thomas 
Higgons, buckled 7t about the Duke's left Leg, then they put on the Mantle, the Hogd 
por! the riebt jhoutder, and laſt of all the Collar and George. 

This being july inveſted, Ar. St. George ſpoke to the Duke as followeth, Ayant 
inveſti voſtre Altelle Eleftorale avec tous Jes habits & les autres ornaments dy 
tres-noble Ordre de la Jartiere, Je ſouhaite toute ſorte de profperite de gran. 
deur & de longue vie au tres-hault tres-puiſſant & tres-1Iluſtre Prince Jean 
Geerge le Second, par Ja grace de Dieu Duc de Saxe, de Juliers Clewes, & des 
Aoniz, Archimareſchall & Prince Elefteur du Saint Empire, Landgrave ge 
Thuringe, Margrave de Aſiſnie, & de Ja hante & bafle Lyſire, Burgrave de 
Magdeburg, Conte de la Mzrche & Ravenſperg, Seigneur 1n RauenStein, & Che. 
valier du tres-noble 0rdre de la Jarticres which being ended, the Trumpets and 
loud Muſich ſounded. | 

The Muſick, ceaſing, Sir Thomas Higgons congratulated his Fleforal Highneſs's 
Inveſtiture, whereupon one of his Council made 4 Speech in L atine, declaring his 
Eledoral Highneſ3's great obligation to the King of Great Britain, how highly he 
eſteemed the Order, and his Majeſty's particular kindneſs to him, &*c. and con- 
cluded with his thanks to Sir Thomas Higgons and Mr. St. George. 

Then Mr. St. George took the Cap and Feather and preſented it to the Duke, 
which he put on 5 and they returned in the ſume order as they came, to the Chamber 

rome whence they brought bizt, Mr. St. George's Son bearing his Trains and there 
they left him and retired, beivg attended to their Apartments by the Duke's Ser- 
wants. About half an hour after, the Due ſ*nt his Servants again for them, they 
found him in the ſame Room where they left him, in the Habit of the Order, and in 
the ſame manner as before they paſſed to the Room, where the Duke's Dinner was 
por the Table, and they dined with him that day, the Duke wearing the Habit of 
the Order, and Mr. St. George his Kob:. Aſter Dinner they attended him back to 
the ſame Room, and there took their leaves and departed. 

Upon Sunday the 18. of April, the Duke”s chief Chamberlain came to Sir Tho- 
mas Higgons firſt, and after to Mr. St. George, and preſented each of them with a 
Chain of Gold, and the Fledors Picture ſet in Diamonds hanging at it, and alſo to 
each of them a Baſon and Eurez he alſo preſented Mr. St. George's Sor: with « little 
Jewel of Diamonis, and invited them to Dine with the Duke, and the Maſter of 
the Ceremonies preſented all their Servants. : 

On Monday the 19. of April, $77 Thomas Higzons, and Ar. St. George took 
their leaves of the Duke to return for England,and dined that day with him : and 
that Everino toc Dike's Secretary brought then a Proxie, under the Duke's hand 
and gel to the farl of Bath. to be inſtall:d for hine at Windeſor. 

The next morning veing Tuciday, the 20. of April ($3r Thomas Higgons azd 
Ar. St. George, hwing before hired a Boat to carry them down the River of Elbe 
i2 Hamburg ) the Duh 's Coaches and Servants attended them to their Boats, and 
there al. hut two of them took, their leaves of them, thoſe two that remained had laid 
72 provitor, and attended and defrayed them by the Dukes command, as long as 
they travelled iu ti Dukes Territories, which was within two German Miles of 
Magdcourgh, ard there they took their leaves. 

Sir Fhomas Htggons aud Mr. St. George parted at Hamburgh, the former to 
go for England by the way of Holland, the other by ſhipping. Upon Sunday the 
6, of May, Ar. St. George arrived firſt in England, and that day Fortnight Sir 
Thomas Higgons3 and when tr. St. George kifſed his Majeſties hand at his re- 
turn, be was pleaſed to conter the honor of Knighthood upon him, with the ſame 
Sword the Duke of Saxony gave him. 


By way of Corollzry to the preſent Sefzon, it will be neceſſary to give an 
account of thoſe Tranſactions relating to this moſt Noble Order, which paſt, du- 
ring the interval of the late Rebellion and Uſurpation. 


The 
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'The preſent $overaien, by reafon of Þis frequent removals from ſeveral 
places, beyond the Seas, where his rebellious Subjects had forced him to re- 
tire, was obliged to diſpence with the accuſtomed Ceremonies of the order, and 
to ſuch Strangers as he was pleaſed to FleF, to fend only the George and Gar- 
ter, together with the Glory or Star of Silver (to wit the Croſs of St. George 1r- 
radiated within a Garter, curiouſly wrought in rich embroidery) to be worn 
upon their upper Garments: Declaring allo, that the 7-vc/titure therewith 
ſhould be ſufficient to ſtile themſelves Kniehts-Companions of this moſt Noble 
order, as efiectually, as if they had been formally, and with the uſual Solem- 
nities, inſtalled at 1indeſor Caſtle, where then it was not poſlibly to be done.

The manner and order of 1-veſtiture of a Stranger upon theſe occaſions, was 
briefly thus, | 

The $tranger-Fled, to whom the Frlens were (1t, entred into the Room, ap- 
pointed to recerve the Ceremony, and placed {im{slf under the State. 

In the mean time, Garter, having retired tato another Room neer thereunto, 

t on his rich Coat of the Soveraign's Arms, and placed the Garter, Georpe, an 
Cloak, (on the left ſhoulder whereof was embroidered the Crols of St. Geor 
within a Glory of Silver.) upon a Velvet Cuſhen; then taking them on his arms 
before 11m (together with the Soverazer's Letters) went towards the Room, 
where the Flec-Stranger expected his coming, and where (a free paſlage being 
made) he proceeded up with three Reverences, and bing arrived neer unto 
him, laid down the Cuſhen on a Table, placed for that purpole, neecr the fore- 
{aid Stare. 

This done, he began his 0ration, and having made an entrance, ſufficient to 
uſher in the delivery of the Soveraier's Letters, he preſents them to the Fle@- 
Stranger, who opening the ſame, returned them back for Garter to read, which 
having done he redelivered them to him. 

Theſe things being diſpatched, he took the Gartzy from off the Cuſhen, and kneel- 
Ing down, firſt buckled it on the FleF-Strangers left leg. next he took the Blue 
Ribband and Georee, and hung it about his N-ck, and laſtly the Clozk , which he 
put likewiſe over his ſhoulders 3 and leaving him thus Invelted, proceeded on 
with his Harangre : which being ended, he attended what the Tnveſted-Stranger 
ſhould pleaſe to ſay, by way of acknowledoment, or thanks to the Soveraign, 
for the Honor received : and then with uſual obeyſance departed the Room to 
put off his Coat. | 


The Copy of Sir Edward I alker's Speech, made in delivering the 
Garter, to William Prince of Orange, at the Hague, on Sunday 
in the Afternoon, being the 4. of May 1653. 


May it pleaſe your Royal Highneſs, 


Have lately received the Commands of his ſacre Maj ejty, the King your Brother, = "—_ 
Charles the Second of that name, by the Grace of God King of England, Scot- *- 
land, France, end [reland, Defendor of the Faith, and Soveraign of the 20ſt Noble 
and Renowned Order of 8t. George, called the Garter, humbly to attend his Ne- 
w the Prince of Orange, only Son unto your liov! 1/7 ;fnuf;, and to deliver unto 
'D = hin 
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* him the Enligns of that 0ſt Noble Order, with his Majeſty's Leiters of Diſpen- 


ſation inveſting his HighneſT with the moſt ſplendid Ornaments thereof. But becauſe 
the tenderneſs of his Highneſs age allows him not the capacity to comprehend the 
great honor the King hath done him, in this early elefing his Highneſs into this 
moſt Noble Society, the Reaſons whereof are beſt expreſt in his Majeſty's graciou, 
Letter 7 ſhall therefore humbly addreſs my ſelf unto your Royal Highneſs, his 149. 
ther and Tutrix, and by your permiſſion, open and read his aajeſty's Letters, and 
ſhall then,in obedience to his Majeſty's Commands, deliver unto his Highneſs the Gar- 
ter aud George therewith ſent. The Inveſtiture being diſpatched, he thus proceeded, 

Now that his Hiehneſs is by his Majeſty's gracious Election and Diſpenſation In- 
veſted, and become a Companion of this moſt Noble Order, T ſhould according to 
the oblication of my Office, repreſent unto his Highneſs ſomewhat of the Antiquity, 
Nature, and Dienity of this moſt famous Order ; but (as T ſaid before ) the tender- 
neſs of his Highneſs age denying hin the notion of matters of this kind, my hopes 
and wiſhes ſhall ſupply that preſent defe, which are, that as bis Highneſs grows in 
gears, under the happy tuition of your Royal Highneſs, and obſerving that he wears 
an Order and Habit rot common to others, that he will with curiolity examine the 
cauſe of that effe, and then T doubt not but he will be informed, and with delight 
retain in his memory, that it was the moſt vidorious King of England, Edward the 
Third, his Highneſs Anceſtor, that 300 years paſt for noble and generous ends inſli- 
tuted this Order, that it was the King his Uncle that eleffed him therennto in his 
infuncy, That he is of an Order neer 100 gears more ancient than any other meerly 
Military, and that it hath been ſo highly valued and deſired, as that the greateſt Me- 
rarchs of Europe in their times have beer Companions thereof. And to make the 
impreſſion deeper, his Highneſs will then alſo find, that his great and excellent Fa- 
ther, your Rogal Highneſs Husband., was a Companion of this mot Noble Order, as 
were formerly thoſe two moſt potent and ſortnnate Supporters of this State, his High- 
neſs mot heroick Grandfather Henry, and his great Uncle Maurice, all Princes of 
Orange 7 ſaccejſron 3 The great Examples of whoſe admired and noble ations, as 
of other his Royal and Princely Anceſtors, will certainly induce his Highneſs with 
alacrity and vigour to endeavour to be equal unto them in all honor, magnanimity, 
and princely virtues. | 

I ſhall conclude, that as your Highneſs hopeful Son, the Prince here preſent, is the 
youngeſt that ever yet was choſen into this mot Noble Society, ſo it cannot be other- 
wiſe eſteemed, than an early Omen of his ſuture felicity and ereatneſi, which with 
length of days and all proſperity, is humbly and heartily wiſhed by me unto his High- 
zeſs, the moſt high, mighty. and excellent Prince, William Henry of Naſſau, Prince 
of Orange, &c. Knight and Companion of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter. 


A brief Journal of Sir Edward Walker's paſſage and employment, 
in palling from Amſterdam to Hamborough, and ſo from thence 
ro Berlin, to deliver the Garter to his EleQoral Highneſs, Frede- 
rick Guillaume Marqueſs of Brandenburg, An. Dom. 1654. 


N Tueſday in the Afternoon, being the 17. of March New $tile, 1 began ty 
() Journey, and arrived at Hamborough the Monday following being the 23. 
7 ſtayed there from Monday till Thurſday in the Evenine, and then 1 departed 
with the Meſſenger of Berlin. Oz Monday #orning I came to Spanda, a good Town, 
where there is the ſtrongeſt Fort I ever ſaw, of four Bulwarks, environed by the River 
Sprey, and a Moraſs towards Berlin, from which place the Flector hath cauſed the 
IVood to be felled, that he night ſee this Fort from his Caſtle at Berlin. 

At 11 of the Clock that day T arrived at Berlin, here 1 lodeed my ſelf it the 
Burgomaiters houſe, a good Inn, and that Afternoon ſent for one Mr. Roe an En- 
gliſh-man, but an old Servant of the Eledors Family ; to him in general 1 made my 
J*If known, and deſired his advice for my addreſſes, he preſently went and acquaint- 
e# the Electors Marſhal with my Arrival, who preſently informed the ElefGor, "

foT had anſwer, if T ſent to the Marſhal the next day at Lo of the Clock , T ſhould 
underitand his Highneſs pleaſure 3 accordingly T ſent, and the Marſhal returned me 
anſwer, that at 11 his Highneſs would ſend a Gentleman to conduct me to the Conrt, 
and accordinely there came his Carver, in one of his Highneſs Coaches, to conduGt 
me thither, where when T was arrived, I was brought through two or three Rooms 
(the Guards ſtanding in order in the firſt, and Gentlemen in the reſt) by the Gentle- 
man to the EleFors Anti-Chamber 5 there hir Chamberlain received me, and brought 
me into his Highneſs Bed-chamber, to whom T preſented my ſelf in the beſt poſture I 
could, and briefly gave him an Accompt of my Employment, and delivered him his 
Majeſty's Letter, which he preſently opened and read, and in ſew words of great re- 
ſpe acknowledged his Majeſty's favour : After that T delivered hin her M«jeſiy the 
9veen of Bohemia's Letter,which he received withgreat demonſtration of aſſeFion,ana 
then returned to diſcourſe with me about the time and manner of receiving the Order. 
Hereupon I having prepared a Paper of all things neceſſary, that ſo I might 
do my bet for his Majeſty's honor and ſervice, I preſented it nnto bis High- 
neſs, which he preſently gave to Wonſtenr Scurein (one of the chief of his Coun- 
cil, and the only perſon, beſides bis Chamberlain, then preſent) to read, which he 
did, and it gave the FleFor ſo full ſatisfation, as he propoſed to receive the Order 
the next day being W edne{day 5 but T being weary, and beſides other particulars be- 
ing to be adviſed, TI put it off till Thurſday : ſo I took wy leave of bis Highneſs for 
that inſtant, and the $urintendant being Hoſmaſter to the Elecſrix, broneht me to 
her Apartment to wait upon her, to whom T likewiſe delivered her Majeſty's Letter, 
ſhe received me with great favour, and toll me her Mother had given her notice of 
my coming, ſo aſter ſome queſtions of the young Prince of Orange, the Princes 
Royal, &c. I took my leave, and was conducted into his Highneſs Dining-Room, 
where the Dinner being on the Table, he preſently appeared, leading his Mother who 
with her Brother the Palatine of Zimerne, his Lady, with a Son and Dangbter came 
to this Court few days before. The old EleFreſs, ſeeing me preſent. with high civi- 
lity ſeemed as if T ſhould apply my ſelf unto her; hereupon I brieflly told her, that I 
was aſſured, had her Majeſty the Queen of Bohemia known 7 ſhould have found her 
there, I ſhould have had the honor to have brought her Letters from her Majeſty, 
which ſhe took in good part, ſo ſhe placed her ſelf with her $iSter-in-Law. her 
Danebter-in-Law, the young FleFreſs her Siſter, the Frinceſs Katherine, and the 
young Princeſs of Zimerne on the outhide of the Table, in the interim the EleFor, the 
Duke of L1merne and his Son waſhed, the Chamberlain giving the Towel, then the 
Gentleman gave water tothe Ladies, ſo they took their places at a long Tables, at the 
end ſat the Dutcheſs of Timerne, and the old Eledreſs on the inſide of the Table, the 
EleFreſs, the Princeſs Katherine, and the young Princeſs of Limerne, on the ontſide 
ſate the Duke of Limerne, then the Fleor (ther ſtood the Carver ) and below ſat the 
young Prince of Limerne, and below him the Chamberlain, oppoſite to the young 
Prince and next to his Siſter F wits placed, beneath me the Mafter of the Houſe to 
the old Fledreſs, and then at the end ſate tae Electors Maſter of his Horſe, and ano- 
ther : The Table was excellently ſerved, having at the firſt courſe 20 Diſhes of gilt 
Plate, covered with Silver, and the Plates the ſares ſo was the ſecond courſe, and at 
the third, the Banquet was ſerved in,in as many ſiunding ſcalloped Cups gilt. At the 
ſecond courſe the FleFor began to me his Majelty's Health,and a while after the Duke 
of Limerne the &vcen of Bohemia's,and theſe were all the Healths paſt at the Table, ſo 
as to my great joy,inſtead of drinking after the German ode, T roſe from Table thirſty. 
Dinner being done, his Hiehneſs and the Ladies returned into her Highneſs 
Chamber , in the interim T ſtaged in the Dining-Room, where the Marſhal 
came and told me, his Highneſs had given order, 1 ſhould be lodged neer the 
Court, at his Stables, and ſhould have a Coach to wait upon me to come to Court that 
Evening, and ſo conſtantly while T ſtayed. T excuſed the firſt, at leaſt till the next 
day, and the laſt for that time, and ſo returned to my Lodeing. The next day after 
Dinner, 1 went into the Eleffreſi Room with the Elefor, and preſently the old Ele- 
dreſs applied her ſelf to enterttin me, and did ſo neer an hour. Then IT took. my 
leave of her and the EleFor for that time, and was brought by one of his Gentlenrer: 
to my new Lodeing at the Stables, where (after a large half pace, at the top of a Stair ) 
x was 
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1 was bronoht into #1y Stove hung with good Arras, at the upper end were two large 
round Tables, the one covered with a Carpet of Crimſon Velvet fringed with Gold, 
the other of Cloth of Gold, on which ſrood a great Silver Baſon and Ewer, ont of that 
Room I went into #1y Bed-Chamber hung with Silk Hangings, the Bed was of Cloth 
of Gold Damark,, and the Connterpart of ri:h Cloth of Gold, and Chairs of Crimſon 
velvet; towards Evening I was ſent to, to know whether T would ſup at the Court op 
there, I deſired the laſt at my Lodging, in regard I was to deliver the Garter the 
next day. " So in the Frening Wax Candles were bronght me in great Silver Candle- 
ſticks, and Wine and Beer in two great ſtanding gilt Cups, and then ejght or ten 
Diſhes of meat in Silver Diſhes, and (the Table being covered with rich Damask 
Linen ) the meat was brought by ſix or ereht Footmen, and a Page of the FleFors to 
wait upon me, towards the end of Supper, froe or (1x Plates of Sweet-meats were ſet 
on the Table, and ſo the Supper ended. 
The next morning being 1 hur{day,the 3. of April, Stilo Novo, 7 made my ſelf ready 
to deliver the Garter, and about 10 of the Clock went to Court condudGed by a Gentleman 
ſent of purpoſe, when TI came there Tfound all things ready as Thad deligned,and preſent- 
ly the Elefor came and ſet himſelf under the Cloth of State, a Table fiznding by him 
whereon to lay the Garter, &c. Then I preſently retired into another Chamber,and put on 
my Coat of Arms, having laid on a Velyct Cuſhen his Cloak, the Garter, George, and 
his Majelty's Letter (which was again delivered me,as T had propoſed, to be then pub. 
lickly read) ſo having made my three Reverences,T appreached mear his FleToral High- 
eſs, and then laid down the Cnſhen, and applied my ſ:If by way of introdudion in 
the French Tonene, to give an account of my Employment, and therein avain deli- 
vered to his Highneſs his Majeity's Letter, which he re-delivered me. Then having 
finiſhed my introduction, Tread openly his Majeſty's Letter, which done, 1 again de- 
livered it to him, and khneeled down and put on the Garter, then the George, and 
laftly the Cloak, and ſo proceeded with the reſt of my Harrangue; which done, the 
Eleor in ſew words returned humble thanks to his Majeſty, for the great honor he 
had done him, in making him Companion of ſo Noble and worthy an Order, and 
was likewiſe pleaſed to give me thanks for the pains T had taken in bringing it unto 
him 5 ſo I made my Reverences and departed to put off my Coat. During the time 
of exerciſing my Funition, I ſaw him very well pleaſed with it, and after, all the Com: 
pany preſent, being his Conncil and Servants, congratulated his admiſſion. 
Preſently aſter his Highneſs came forth to Dinner with the accuS$tomed company,and 
as formerly be drank to me his Majeſty's Health 5 afterwards the Duke of Zimerne 
began his Highneſs Health to me, and her 1jeſty of Bohemia's Health and the Ele- 
Freſſes paſſing, Dinner was ended, ſo being weary I went not into the Eleffor's 
Chamber, but returned to my Lodging where 1 had not been long, but the Elefor 
accompanied with the Duke of L1merne, and 10ft of his Court, came to the Fſcure to 
ſee his Horſes, ſo T preſently went down to wait npon his Highneſs, who uſed me 
with kzeh civility, cauſing me to put on my Hat (for by the way, at home IT never ſaw 
hin covered ) at firſt I ſaw his Stables full of excellent Horſes, at leaſt 30 of ſeveral 
breeds for the Great Saddle, thence he went up Stairs, the $table being a quadrangle 
well built, and the Rooms above divided into [1x or eight Rooms, all full of Carbines, 
Piſtols, Swords, rich Armonr, &c, of divers faſhions and richneſ3, and the two laſt 
of wery rich $addles of all faſhions, and Furniture for Horſes, many of them ſet with 
Turquoiſes, Rubies, Emeralds, &c. and one ſet with Diamonds: which done, his 
Highneſs took his Coach and departed. That Fuening Thad a Supper at my Lodging 
as formerly, and the Mr. de la Lane grand Eſquire came to me from his Highneſs, 
telling me be had order, if T plerſed, to wait upon me to ſhew me the Fort at Spanda, 
and likerije that at Caſtrein 10 Miles off, I excnſcd the laſt as beine far off, and 
would : the the opportunity of ſeeing the other at my return. Fryday I went to Court 
again, and then T delivercd his Highneſs the Copy of my Speech, and told him I had 
20 more to do now, but to attend his Commands, reſolvine to depart about the middle 
of the week followine. 
The next day being Saturday T dined at Court as formerly : The following day 
being Ealter-day, I went early to the Court, and waited on the EleGor to the Church, 
which by a Gallery is joined to the Conrt, 1 had the honor immediately to _ 
his 
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his Highneſs leading his Mother, and to have a ſlool ſet me jn his Cloſet. which is at 
the lower end oppoſite to the Altar above his Chamberliin, noxt the 10170 Prince of 
Timernes there T heard the Service and Sermon, which ended. the Elefor and all 
the Company went down to receive the Sacrament, leaving me in the Cl, '[*t with two 
Lutheran Gentlemen to bear me company all being done, we retyrned in the ime 
order we came to Church, and went immediately to Dinner, whit was Frucd ” 
formerly, but the number of Diſhes of all ſorts ſurpaſſing other « ys, get there p. FW. 
only his Majeſty's health, and the Ele&or's at that time. That Evening I ft ped as 
Court, where the entertainment was agreeable to the former. 

Monday after Dinner I repreſented to his Highneſs, that having obeyed bis Atz- 
reſly in delivering the Order, T had no more to do, but to beſcech his Highneſs leave 
to depart on Thurſday, and therefore prayed him to honor me with his Compcn1; 
on Wedneſday, which he granted, though at Dinner he propoſed to we to go aud [zo 
his ſtrong Fort at Caſtrin 10 Dutch Miles thence, but 7 excuſed it, ſaying, T would 
ſatisfie my ſelf with ſeeing that at Spanda two Miles in my way back, which is of 
great ſtrength both by art and ſituation. 

The next day being Wedneſday, 7 ſent to have audience, to take my leave of his 
Highneſs in the Morning, but T was put off till after Supper. Tet I waited on his 
Highneſs to Dinner, and after Dinner I waited upon the old Elefireſs, the Duke of 
Zimerne, and his Lady and Children, and the Princeſi Katherine, and had I etters 
from moſt of them to the Queen of Bohemia and Princeſs Loutfa, with as great teſti- 
monies from them of their affetion and good wiſhes to his Majeſty, and reſpet ant 
thanks to my ſelf as was imaginable : Aſter Supper that Evening, I took 1 y leave of 
bis EleForal Highneſs, who with all reſpeF delivered me his Letter to bis 114 jeſt, 
and then with extraordinary civility he diſmiſſed me. After that, although the Ele- 
Freſs had taken Phiſick that day, I hadl audience of her, who cave me her Letter to 
the Queen of Bohemia, and when T deſired one to her Mother, ſhe told me ſhe had 
pritten by the Poſt, and ſo I returned to my Lodging. 

The next morning being Thurſday, Monſieur le Cane Captain of his Highneſs Guard 
and Maſter of his Horſe brought me a Preſent of 100 pieces of Gold, weighing each 5 
Daiats,which were coined of purpoſe for me.uling much Complement from the Eleffor his 
Maſter in the delivery,and then preſently by nis Highneſs Order, he brought me out of 


Town in one of his Highneſs Coaches,there being two other Gentlemen with him: and * 


firſt he ſhewed me the place of caſting Ordinance, where there were newly caſt two great 
whole Cannons and a very large Mortar-piece,then through a very laroe Park we came to 
Spanda, where at the entry of the Fort I was [Urted with three pieces of Cannon,and met 
by the|Governor, who ſhewed me all the ſtrength and proviſions thereof, which are in 
all kinds very ereat both of Braſs, Ordinance. and Arms. After that. 1 was very wel! 
entertained at Dinner by the Governor, and afier Dinner ſaw the EleFor's Lodgines, 
where only the great variety of rare Stags-horns is worth obſervation, an4 #0 the Ateſ- 
ſenger being arrived, I took, my leave of the Governour and Monſjeur ie Cane, who 
brought me out of the Fort, and through the Town, returning by the Same way and 
means. Thus I came to Hamburg on Monday following, and fo returned to Amiter- 


dam o# Sunday 7ght the 20. of April. 


Shortly after the preſent Soverajg was molt happily reſtored to his Kingdoms, 
he took care to ſend over the reſt of the Habzt and Exnſfens of the Order (namely 
the Mantle, Surcoat, Hood, and Collar) to the ſaid Prince Elector of Brandenburgh, 
who had yet been inveſted but with part; theſe were committed to the care of 
Garter, who thereupon ſent them to Prince Marrice of Naſſar to be conveyed 
to the ſaid Elettor; the Receipt of which, with the FleTor's particular thankful

Certificates of having received the Habit and Enfigns of the Order. 


HE great and magnificent Solemnity of Inveſtzture with the Habit and By. 
ſens of this moſt Noble 0rder, being compleatly finiſhed, and the Ambafe 
ſadors having fully performed their duties therein, with all circumſtances of ho- 
nor, as belongs to ſo great a Ceremony, they are yet furthcr to obtain from the 
new Inveſted Stranger, before their departure, a publick Inſtrument,teſtifi ying the 
reception of the ſaid Habit and Erſrens, ligned with his Hand, and ſealed with 
his Great Seal. 
This we find anciently done, as appears from that Certificate ſent back by 
Charles Duke of Burgundy, bearing date at Gaunt the 4. of February an. 9. E. 4, 
and was generally demanded and obtained fince that time, as will fully appear 
from the ſeveral Certificates ſent from thoſe Strarger-Princes, to whom the Hu 
bit and Exſfens of the Order have been preſented. 
Hereupon was a Clauſe to this effeCt uſually added in the Inſtructions, givento 
Ambaſſadors in ſuch their Legations, as appears from thoſe to the Lord Howard 
b Appendir, and Garter, 1n the Embaſſy to James the Fifth King of $cotland; namely, * That 
—_———_— ſhould remember (after the Investiture was performed) to purchaſe and ſo- 
licite a Certificate from the ſaid King, of his reception of the Order, and taking the 
Oath, both under his Seal. 
The form and ſubſtance of thoſe Certificates which have come to our view, 
k 75id. Num, are much alike; fork after a recital of all the powers given to the Ambaſſadors, 
CXIV-&G named in the Commiſſion of Legation , the Stranger-Prince firſt makes Certificate 
of his Receiving, and Inveſtiture with the Garter, Manthe, Surcoat, Collar, and 
other Ornaments of the Order, and that they have been preſented to him by the 
Soveraien's Ambaſſadors, with due honor, and all the Solemnities accuſtomed : 
and generally where the Letters ignifying Fle&zon, and the Habit of the Order 
" have been ſent together, the Certificate of receiving them hath alſo contained 
the Strangers grateful acceptation of the Order, together with his due thanks 
(in ſuch caſes neceſlary to be returned) and an acknowledgment, how accepts 
ble the choice, and aſſumption into this Soczety, hath been to him.

H E Inveſted $trarger, of what Dignity, State, or Condition ſoe- 
ver, is enjoined by the Statutes (after ſuch his Inveſtiture) to ſend 
hither a * Prodfor or Deputy (for we find both Titles indifferently 
applicd to one perſon) to be inſtalled on his behalf, in the Seat 
alligned him within the Chappel of St. George at Windeſor.

8 Arthur Lord Grey of Wilton, Mr. Midlemore, and other Gentlemen, who the 
next day landed him at the Tower-I1/harf, where all taking Horſe, they condug- 
ed him to his Lodgings, neer St. 2/zrzes Spittle, without Biſhops-Gate ; within 
which place lay the Ambaſſador Leiger of France.

ſultation : but firſt the $rranger's Prodor 15 * intreated to ſtay without, until his 
Deputation or Letters of Procuration be read, to the end they may underſtand 
the effect thercof. 

To this purpoſe we find it alſo Þ directed, (under an ancient hand) that where 
any Kniebt 1s inſtalled by his Deputy, he ought to ſtay without the Veſtry (or 
Chapter-houſe _) door, until he be brought in by two Knights-Companions : 
Hereupon the < Lord P2gzt, one of the Commiſſzoxers for inſtallation of the Duke 
of Savoy, when the Proceeding was cuue to the Chapter-houſe door, acquainted 
his Proxie with this Cuſtom and InjuuGtion, and deſired him to walk alide, 
which he accordingly did.

But afterwards. the S$overaigns and Fellows of thoſe other Orders of Knight- 
hood, whereof Kings or Free-Princes are Soverazens, (as the Golden-Flrece, Mon- 
fear St.ichael,and the Annnnciade) before their admition into the Order of the 
Garter, ſued for, and obtained the allowance of ſome relative exceptions or 
proviſoes, to be added to the foreſaid Oaths which commonly were ſuch as 
ſtood with the 7ztereſt of their Religion, their great ſtate or dienity, or pPrece- 
dent obligation to the Orders they had before accepted.

What uſe theſe ſums were employed in, and how diſtributed, appears by the 
appointment there ſet down,/piz. Þ Towards the relief La the Canons of Windeſor, 
the Alms-Kmghts, and augmentation of the Alms-deeds there appointed perpetually 
to be done. To the end <That every one entring into-this Military Order, . might 
thereby more worthily obtain the Name, Title, and Priviledge of one of the Foun- 
ders of the Order - 4 1t being ſuppoſed a worthy and juſt thing, that whoſoever oh- 
tained this Priviledge, ſhould add ſome ſmall increment to this Foundation, 

Not long after eſtabliſhing the Statutes of 7»ſtitution, the Titles of MMarqueſi 
and Viſcount, came to be ſpecial dignities, for Robert Yere Earl of Oxford, was 
the firſt among us, who as a diſtinit dignity, received the title of Þ 27arqueſs, the 
firſt of December, an. 9. R. 2. and John Lord Beaumont the firſt here allo that 
had the Title of i Yiſcourt conferred on him, as a diſtin&t Title of Honor, the 
12. of February, an. 18. H.6. And whereas both theſe Degrees of Honor, at their 
Creations, were ſetled as intermediate, the firſt between a Duke and an Earl, for 
ſo ſaith the* Roll (where it ſpeaks of the 2zzrgueſs his precedency) the Marqueſs 
was commanded to fit among the Peers in Parliament, in a higher place (than his 
Degree as Farl of Oxford could juſtly challenge) viz. ! between Dukes and Earls; 
and the Viſcount between Farls and Barons, as the ſaid Viſcount Beaumont, is by 


- his firſt Patent ranked, to wit, ® above all Barons; and afterwards in another 


Patent, to reader his place more certain and apparent, "above all Y;ſcounts after- 


part 2429, wards made and created, and,before and above the Heirs and Sons of Farls, and 


immediately and next to Zarls, both in all Parliaments, Councils, and other 
Places. 

Upon theſe grounds, and ſutable to the ranks of Honor thus ſetled, were the 
Fees of Inſtallation to the Colledge, from Knights-Companions of theſe Degrees 
proportioned, for ſhortly after the precedency ſo granted and ſetled to the ſaid 
Viſcount Beaumont (Chis latter Patent bearing date the ® 12. of arch, an. 23. 
H. 6.) the Soverajgn with the unanimous conſent of the Knights-Companions, at 
the Feaſt of St. Georoe held at Windeſor the P 12. of May following, Decreed,4That 
z Marqueſs, foraſmnch as his Degree of Honor was above an Earl, and intermediate 
between him and a iDuke, ſhrwld therefore contribute more than an Earl. Now the 
ſum for an Farl, being (as appears above) ſet at 1o Marks, the 1arqueſ7 was by 
this Decree, obliged to pay 33 s. 4 4. more than the Farl; viz. in toto 81. 6 5.84. 
And for the ſame reaſon alſo, was a Viſcount enjoined, to give the proportion of 
155, 8d. more than a Baron; and fo his whole Fee amounted to 5 /. 16 s. 84. 
The Inſtallation Fees of thele two Degrees, being thus added to the former, 
were with them confirmed by King Herry the Eighth's ® Statntes. 

And though 1n al! the Bodies of the Statutes, the Soveraign of the Order 18 
charged with payment of Fees to the Colledge, no leſs than the reſt of the 
Knights-Companions, yet is it to be underſtood only of thoſe Soveraigns, who 
were not (before the aſſumption of their Stall) elected into this Order : for we 
(ec in the caſe of King Henry the Sixth (the firſt Soveraien that had not before 
his being ſo, been elcited a Knizht-Companion) there paſt an order in Chapter, 
"an. I. H. 6. tor payment of his Fees, upon aſſuming his Stall, according to the 
appointment of the $tatyte. 

The cale allo of the Lord 3reſtor is here obſervable, who although at the 
time of his Inſtallation (the 5. of Offober, ar. 6. Car. 1. ) he was ſeated 10 n0 
higher a rank of Nobility, than the Degree of a Baron; yet being then by at

containing the Fees due to the Dear and Canons, Choire and Alms-Knichts of 
Tindeſor, the Regiifer, Garter, Black-Rod, and Officers of Arms, were command- 
ed to be entred upon the Kegiſter of the Order, in perpetram rei memoriam, to 
prevent all future queſtions and controverſies that might otherwiſe ariſe; the 
other part, wherein was ſet down the Fees payable to the reſt of the Soveraier's 
Servants, was appointed to be only ſigned in Garfer's Bills, with all the other 
Fees as they became due.

| the Regiſter, who by the Conſtitutions of his Office, is to have of every Knight- 
Companion®13 5s. 4d. in money, and a Robe. 

After that Doftor Matthew Wren had enjoyed this Office for ſome few years, 
and ſuppoſing himſelf defrauded by the concealment of part of his Fees, he pe- 
titioned the Soverazer, that the Fee anciently due to his place, might be reſto- 
red and ſetled, with the allowance of a Robe, or compoſition for it from the 
new inſtalled XXjeht; the grounds of which addreſs were ſet forth in the fol. 


lowing Petition.

Garter, he was forced to receive from him the Inſtrudions which concerned his 

place: And whereas at the T»jtullation of any Knight, the ſaid $ir William Segar 
did uſe to make a Bill of ſuch Fees as were to be paid, wherein of later years, he 
would ſet down for the Regilter but half as much as for himſelf, upon whoſe antho- 
rity the Regiſter for a while reſted. and knowing no other had no mores Copies of 
which Bills are privately tranſmitted from one Lords Officer to another. 

But ſince the Black-Book was by the honorable Chapter remanded to the Regiſter: 
cuſtody, upon ſurvey of the Records, and view of the Statutes (in the Book by him 
late!y exhibited to your Soveraign Majeſty) the rule for the Regiſters Fee in more 
expreſs Text, than for any Officer elſe, appears; That as oft as any Knight choſen 
znto the Order, zs inſtalled, the Regiſter ſhall have of hinz thirteen ſhillings and ſon 
pence, and a Robe. | Statut. de Officialibus Ordinis, cap. 6.) 

He therefore moſt humbly beſcecheth, on the behalf of his place, that, according to 
every Lords Oath, not wittinoly to break the content of any Statute, this Statute may 
be without queſtion obſerved, and the Robe be allowed him; and that Sir John 
Burrowes, zow Garter, #z4y hare order to reform this Error, with ſach of the Com- 
pamons or their Officers, 5 have not yet paid the Regiſter an Inſtallation Fee. 

Bnt in caſe that any Lord, ſhall rather chuſe to compound with the Regiſter for 
the ſaid Robe, That it may now pleaſe your ſacred Majeſty, for the avoiding of all 
exception to the ſ1id Regiſter, to ſit down a proportion meet to be demanded for the 
ſame by him who both in the order of his place is before Mr. Garter, and in the 
proportion of his Aunual Fee from your Soveraign Majeſty above him.

ND becauſe it was thought unfit (the dignity of the Order conſidered) that 
on the one fide Strangers ſhould be liable to the demand of Fees, and on 
the other, that charitable diſpoſals ſhould be defeated ; proviſion was made in 
the® Statutes of Inſtitution, by obliging the Soveraign to pay the reſpettive Fees, a Arr. 22. vide 
for every Stranger that ſhould be Elected, at the time of his Inſtallation, either _- 5. 
Perſonally or by his Proftor. And the firſt example purſuant thereto (that we 4, 4. $14, | 
have met with.) is an Order made in Chapter at Pindeſor. an. 1. H. 6. which 4rt.24- 
appointed, Þ That the uſual Fees due for the [nſtallation of the King of Denmark, þ rjs,v, p.74. 
ſtould be diſcharged by the Soveraign, as the Statutes did enjoin. 
To which purpoſe, in after times have Pr;vy Seals accultomably {ſued forth, 
directed to the Lord Treaſurer for the time being, to pay the Fees due for $tran- 
gers Inſtallations, unto the Regiffer of the Order (and ſometimes to hive and 
Garter) out of the Soverazgn's Exchequer but thoſe due to the Alns-Knights, 
fince their Eſtabliſhment by Queen Elizabeth, were paid to themſelyes by par- 
ticular Privy Seals.

And it is very obſervable, that the Fonrders of ſeveral other Hilitary Ordei's 
(whoſe Inſtitutions bear later date than this of the Garter) ſetled alſo the 4z- 
niverſary of their Feſtivals upon the Feaſt-day of their Patrons. Thus Philip 
Duke of Burenrdy, upon his erection of the Order of the Golden Fleece, making; 
choice of St. Ardrew tor its Patron, ordained the Grand Feſtival to be kept on 
St. Andrew's day. The like did Lewjs the Eleventh of Frazce, in appointing b Ordinances 
© Michaelmas day tor holding the Feaſt of the Order of St. Aichael. So allo the Sg age 
Solemnitics of the Duke of $avoy's Order of the 4Annunciade, are annually held rrifon 4 Or 
upon our Lady-day in Lent.

yr ee firſt by way of return of thanks to them for keeping a continual Feaſt fox _ 
1612,  Fforaſmuch as there is joy among the Angels and holy Souls, in regard of one 
penitent ſinner. Secondly, becauſe in honoring them, we are highly concern- 
cd our ſelves, their cauſe of Feſtivity being indeed ours 3 for charity makes all 
things common. A third reaſon he will have to be, that we may the better 
engage them to intercede for us. Fourthly, in imitation of them, fince by their 
examples, we are the better incited to imitate their virtues. Fifthly, for con- 
firmation and adyancement of our hopes, ſeeing mortal men, like our ſelyes 
advanced to that height of glory 3 whereupon we have the leſs cauſe to deſpair 
of the like, ſince the hand of the Lord 1s no way ſhortned. Sixthly, for the 
honor of the Divine Majeſty 3 becauſe in them we honor and exalt God him- 
ſelf, who fandctified and glorified them. Seventhly, that upon the contempla- 
tion of their beauty and felicity, men may be weaned from their fins, and learn 
to contemn worldly things.

Hat the 23. day of April was the day whereon St. George ſuffred Mar- 
| tyrdom, by beheading, appears from the Greek, Hexamiter before his Com- 
memoration, among other Teſtimonies given us in that moſt elaborate Work, 
hPag.755 the ® Titles of Honor.

Fter that the Soveraign and Kn7ights-Companions, had given encreaſe of ho- 
nors to this their Putror < Feſtival, our Church began to take a greater re-

And the reaſon of this variety obſerved in the celebration of theſe Feaſts, is 
for that as St. Pl faith, » One Star differs from another in glory 5, fo according 
to the degrees of merit (faith the ſame * Drrand) their praiſe 1s ſo much the 
more or leſs cclebrated in theſe Feaſts. 

This diviſion of Dxrand appears to be the fame in effect, with that taken 
notice of by our learned Selder; where * Azjora duplicia, anſwers to Duran- 
ans his duplz, iz in totim. the M7nora, tothe lrnpliciter duplicia, and the Inſeriora 
to the Semriduplicias only herein Seldex notes this difference, that the orand 
and high Feaſts of all, as Chriſ/rras, Faſter, and Penticoſt, Ec. are not compre- 
hended under the notion of 4/4jora Duplicia, but by the title of Principaliora. 
And as for the Feſtival of our particular Patron St. George, however after- 
Cuſtom had flackned that due honor which was decreed unto it, by the above 
mentioned Caron yet how great a veneration it was thought worthy of. plain- 
ly appears, both by that part of the ſaid Caron, wherein it is Decreed to be one 
of the Feſta majora duplicta, and allo by the reaſons given at large for 1t, inthe 
Preamble thereof, which are theſe. ® Upon, confederation thereſore of this appoint- 
ment, proceeding from the favourable and bountiful mercy of our God and Saviour, 
the faithful of the Engliſh Natior, although at all times obliged to worſhip God inall 
his Saints, yet as is teStified by the general vote of the World, and the experience of 
grace given from above, the beſt interpreter of all things, are they more particularly 
bound to extol hint with hich acclamations, to ſound forth his praiſes, and to give 
him veneration and ſpecial honors, in the perſon of his moſt glorious Martyr Saint 
George, 4s Patron and Protector of the ſzid Nation, ſie by his interceſſuon, as 
we verily believe, not only the Military Power of the Engliſh Nation, 3s flrenethen- 
ed, and made capable of repelling all hoſtile incurſtons, in the time of War, but alſo 
our Spiritual Militia, the flouriſhing eſtate of our Clergy, 3s under the tutelage of ſo 
great 4 Patron manifeſtly fortified in the proſperity of a holy and peacefii eſtate. 
To this may be added, the diviſion of Feaſts into Gereralia, which are cal- 
led Solemmitates, and Particularia, which are peculiar to one Church only, one 
Pariſh or one Biſhoprick, and alto into Mbilia, ſuch as are not limited to one 
certain day of the Month, as FaSter-day, Whitſanday, &*c. and Fixa, ſuch as con- 
ſtantly fall upon a certain day of the Month, as Chriſimas-day, Lady-day, and 
ſeveral others : which, as falling into this ſubje& of Feaſts, we thought ht to 
mention out of the betore mentioned © Hoſpinzar, rather for ſatisfaction to the 
curious, than as necellarily relating to the preſefit diſcourſe.

form its Solemnities, he made choice of that of his own Nativity, the Caſtle 
of*indeſor, and appointed the obſervation of this Grand Feſtival, in a ſolemn dH.8. Star. 
manner, and with due Ceremonies to. be celebrated there, which for a long —_ 
time after was inviolably obſerved, either upon the very day by the Church Plid.

St. Georges day kept apart from the Grand Feaſt, and how then 


obſerved. 


OW this Noble order ſpread its roots and flouriſhed, from its firſt planta- 
tion to the time of King Henry the Fifth, we can give no account, ſince 
the Arals thereof are wanting unto his Reign certain it 1s, that then it was of 
a conſiderable growth; but afterwards, the Civil Wars, towards the end of King 
Henry the Sixth's Reign, cauſed it to ſtand at a ſtay. Under the benevolent 
aſpet of King Edward the Fourth, it ſeemed to recover and whilſt King Henry 
the Eighth reigned, to have attained a greater height than at any time before. 
But though the ſeveral Branches of the Order received ſome augmentation, 
from the favourable influence of this laſt mentioned Soverazer, yet the principal, 
to wit, the Grand Feſtival, began to flag, by a removal of the obſervation of St. 
George's day from Windeſor (the place particularly appointed for it)and a proroga- 
tory celebration of the Grand Feaſt to other times. By which means, the honor of 
that princely Sear, and the advantages accrewing by the pertormance of the So- 
lemnities there, were diverted to thole other places, whercto the obſervation of 
St. George's day was tranflated. The Article of the Statutes cauling this great alte- 
ration, and which claſhed ſo much with the deſign of the firlt Inſtitutor, may 
be ſeen in the f Appendix, where it 1s manifeſt, that when the Soveraign ſaw oc- "votensy the 
| . $ . tghth's Sta- 
calion, to prorogue the celebration of the Grand Feat, he might legally do it res, arr. 4. 
but when he did fo, 'tis there alſo evident, that the day of St. Georee, was ne- 
vertheleſs ordained to be duly obſerved, ſingly by it ſelf, in what place ſoever 
the Sover4jien (if within this Realm) ſhould then re{tde; WWindeſor hereby be- 
ing not excluded. ; 
It further implies the ſacred Rites and Offices to be performed, with ſundry. 
other concerns of the Order, for belides the particulars therein innumerated, we 
may obſerve thence this general clauſe, that what other urgent Atfair foever 
( relating to the Order) (ſhould offer it felt to be performed, the ſame mght be 
treated of, and receive diſpatches in the Chapter held, where the $overazen then 
ſhould be, as fully as if he were at 1indeſor Caſtle,

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So that hence for ward, all things began to be ordered, both on. 


k The King went not to the Chapter befoze the firfÞ Evenſong, but im- 
medtately to his Stall (viz. in the Chappe! of the ! Soveraign's Lodgings

And the retidue Cat all along at the two Tables all 
on the one fide, as accuſtomed, and befoze Evenſong the King went to his 
Cloſet to the Chapter, and appointed the Duke of Suffolk to be big Licu- 
tenant at the Feaſt, which was appointed to be kept the eight day of May 
then enſuing, accompanied with the Earl of Rutland, the Lozd Sandys 
L ozd Chamberlain, Sir William Fitz Williams. 

Memorandum, That the low Evenſongs that were ſaid befoze the King, 
were of St, George: Allo the fir# low Maſs in the mozning 
the Lozd George Grey of Dorſet; two oder Maſles of the dap, of the 
L.ozd John Longland Bitop of Lincolne ſang the third Maſs, the fourth 
low Maſs was of Recordare, and was appointed that the high Maſs done, 
the Maſs of Requiem thould begin, 


Thus here we have (1. The attendance of the Knijghts-Companions upon the 
Soveraien. (2.)The Chapter, which accuſtomably was held on the Eve of the Feaſt, 
implied, by obſerving, that the Soveraigr went not unto it. (3._) The Ceremo- 
nies at the firſt Veſpers. (4.) The Morning Service on St. George's day. (5.) The 
Grand Proceſſion. (6.) The Solemn Offring. (7.) The Grand Dinner. (8. The 
Chapter held before the ſecond yeſpers. (9.) The day for celebrating the Grand 
Feival appointed. And (10.) The Maſ7 of Requiem, on the morrow after St.

UT King Edward the Sixth aſſuming the Soveraignty of this Noble order, 
the days became more gloomy, in as much as during his Reign, there was 

% Anniverſary Of St. George kept at Windeſor, by a Grand Feſtival. Under what 
churliſh Fate this noble place then ſuffered, we cannot gueſs, other than the 
common calamity of that Age, wherein moſt Ceremonies, ſolemn or ſplendid, 
either (chiefly ſuch as related to Divine Services) came under the ſuſpicion of 
being ſuperſtitious, if not idolatrous. Infomuch as at a Chapter held at Greene- 
wich, upon the ® 22. day of April, in the ſecond year of his Reign (an aboli- my MS. fot. 
tion being intended of all ſuch Ceremonies, as were not conſonant to the King's þ,, x 
WiunTions then lately preſcribed) it was Ordained and Decreed, that ® then p. 24. 6. 
and for ever from thenceforth (at the Fea of this moſt Noble 0rder) no other 
Cremonics ſhould be obſerved, than ſuch as were appointed in the following 
Tetter, Which was at that Chapter agreed upon, and a little before the next 
years-Feaſt day of St. George, ſent from the Lords of the Council to the Knights- 
Companions, attributing the whole procedure, to the great picty of the then $0- 
veraizr, and the Care he took, that certain abuſes and prepoſterous Ceremonies 
of the Church, ſhould be reformed : Whereby the Solemaity, State and mag- 
nificence of this Grd Feſtival was very much eclipſed. 


0 Fter our moſt hearty commendations For as much as the Kings Highneſs hath o MS. 4. penes 
A appointed a moſt godly Reformation of divers abuſes and rites in the Church, *#: ©: 
lo 4 more convenient and decent Order, of the which ſome hath been uſed heretofore, 

in the moſt hoyorable and amicable Order of the Garter, and being not reformed, 
there ſhould make 4 diſugrecine from bis Majeſty's m0St godly proceedings. There- 

fore it 75 his Majeſty's will and pleaſure, by the advice of us the Lord ProteCtor, 
and other his Highneſs Council, that all ſach things, as be not conformable and 
wreeing to his Mijeſty's Injunctions, Orders, or Reformations, ow of late pre- 
ſeribed, ſhould be alſo in that moſt Nobl: Order and the Ceremomes thereof left 
undone, and reformed as hereafter followeth, Firſt, that uo Proceſſion be made with 
going about the Church or Church-yard, but the Kings Majeſty's Procetlton, lately 
ſet forth in Englith fo be uſed. His Majelty and other Knights of that honora- 
ble Order ſitting in their Stalls, at the entry ſuch Reverence to be made to the King's 
Majeſty only as was heretofore. The Offring to be in the Box for the Poor. without 
any other Reverence or kiſſung of any Paten or other thing, but only at the return 
due Reverence to the Kine's Mijeſty as was nſed before. The Mats of Requiem to 
be left undone, but yet both upon $t. George's day,. and the next day a Mals to be 
ſung with great Reverence in the which immediately aſter the words of Conſecra- 
tion is ſaid, the Prieſt ſhall ſiy the Pater Noſter, and jo turn and communicate all,

Removed from Windeſor by Queen Elizabeth. 


UT that which gave the greateſt and almoſt fatal blow, to the growing 
Honor of this no leſs famous than ancient Caſtle of wW:ndeſor, and ſevered 
the Patrons Feſtival from the Place, was a Decree made at a Chapter held at 
Whitehall, upon St. George's day am. 9. Eliz. with the conſent of the Knights-Com- 
panions then preſent, being 12 in number (namely, the Earls of Arundel and 
Penbroke, the Lord Clinton, Marqueſs of Northampton, Lord Howard of Effing- 
bam. Earl of Suſſex, Lord Loughborow, Vilcount Aountague, Earls of Leiceſter, 
Northumberland, Warwick, and Lord Hanſdon) to the etfet following. 

* That if 07: the Vigil and day of St. George, the Feaſt were not held at Winde- 
ſor according to the uſual Cuſtom, it ſhould nevertheleſs be ſufficient, if the obſer- 
vation thereof were kept in the ſame place, where the Soveraign ſhould then happen 
to be, where alſo all the reſt of the Knights- Companions were obliged to be preſent, 
no leſs than if the Feaſt had been 10 be celebrated at Windeſor. And henceforward 
the glory which Windeſor Caſtle had alone poſleſt for ſome Ages, began to be 
diſtributed to other places, nay, fo ſevere was the Jater part of this Decree, to 
the intereſt of ſo flouriſhing a place, that it welnigh extended to a prohibition 
of all other Celebrations there, ſince it alſo commanded, " That 9 other Solem- 
nity #nder the. notion of $t.

bo be celebrated apart, took its riſe from the indulgence of the Statutes, in point 
# Proyogation - we ſhall further obſerve, that this Proregation is of two forts, 
ter abſolute, as being enjoined by the Statutes of the Order, or elſe arbitrary 
tthe Soveraigs's pleaſure, when for ſome reaſon he ſaw jult occaſion therefore.

And as the Knights-Companions had prohibitions put upon the ſolemnization 
of their Feaſt, in caſe of its interfering with Eaſter; fo had the Church of En- 
gland in their obſervation of the day of St. George. For by the 0rdinall of the 
Church of $ali-bary, publiſhed az. 1508. it appears to have been the uſage of 
that Church, that when the Feaſt day of St. George fell upon Faſter day or Eaſter 
Eve, the ccicbration thereof was then deferred to the 9. day or ſome other day

But ſince upon paſſing the 
AG of Parliament before mentioned, for ſingling ſome few days, out of thoſe 
many, that were before kept holy, there hath been no due obſervation given 
to theſe 1njunGtions, but that the Graud Feait of St. George, hath by Prorogation, 
been celebrated upon any of them indiiferently, the Feaſt of Eaſter only ex- 
cepted. And in this caſe of Eaſter, after ſuch time as the Statutes were new 
modelled by King Henry the Eighth, the time for Prorogation of the Grand Feaſt 
was left more arbitrary(to alſo when it fell out upon any Fzþ or Faſting-dayF even k tbid.

1. left us by Sir Thomas Rowe, wherein 1s notice taken of all the 
former adjournments of the Grand Feaſt, from St. George's day preceding until 
that time, with the reaſons thereof, and chiefly upon conſideration had of the 
then ſpreading Sickneſs, together with a command to the Knights-Companions 
and Officers of the Order, to attend upon the Soveraign on the new aſſigned days, 
viz. the 17.18. and 19. of April following, for the celebration of the ſaid Fee

days in the laſt Prorogation. 


By which determination it ſufficiently appears,of what concernment the then 
Soveraign and Knights-Companions, conceived it to the Honor of the order, and 
obſervation of the Statates, for the Grand Feaſt to be celebrated once with- 
in the year. Beſides we may obſerve, that it was not thought expedient to be 
diſpenſed with, albeit the weight of important Afﬀairs were juſtly alledged to 
ballance the Law, and ground a further Prorogation. Nay, rather than the $ta- 
jwtes ſhould ſuffer violation, the ſaid Feaſt was * accordingly ſolemnized on the n Palmer's 
aid firſt, ſecond, and third days of March, although ſo ſtraitned in time, that Journ. p.29. 
there was not above two days ſpace, to make preparation and proviſion for 
the doing of it. 

But within a few years after, the unhappy diſtra&tions had prevailed ſo far, 
that the Soveraigr was neceſſitated to aſſume his power of diſpenſation in this 
particular, and by continued annual Prorogations from the 22. .23. and 24. 
days of April, an. 18. of his Reign (being then at York) to defer the Solem- 
nity from year to year 3 ſo that during the remainder of his Reign, this Grand 
Celebration had never the fortune to be again obſerved. 

And here the glory of this ſolemn Feaſt began firſt to ſet with us, unto 
which ſucceeded a long night : But bleſſed be God we have lived to behold 
it riſe again, and ſeen the Royal $overaign and moſt Illuſtrious Knights-Com- 
penions fill thoſe too long vacant Stalls, and Iate languiſhing Fabrick with 
wonted luſtre.

SECT. L 
Of Letters giving notice of the Time and Place. 


Owards the ſetting forth and celebration of this Grand Feſtival, 
there are ſeveral things to be prepared beforehand, chiefly ſuch 
as are uſual and of courſe; nevertheleſs among theſe we ſhall have 
opportunity, now and then, to touch upon ſome things extraordi- 
nary, where the occaſion hath invited the Soverazer, to give any 

additional luſtre to the ſtate and glory of the Feat. 

The things therefore to be pre. of courſe, are(1.) Letters directed to all the 
Knights-Companions and Officers of the Order, relident within the Kingdom ; to 
give them notice of the time and place, when and where the Feaſt is to becele- 
brated. (2.) Letters of Diſpenſation to ſuch Knights-Companions as the Soveraign 
ſhall pleaſe to excuſe, from their attendance at the Feaſt. (*3.) Commiſſons of 
Lientenancy (and ſometimes of Aſſiſtance) when the Soverargn cannot perſonally 
folemnize the ſame. (4..) Warrants for the Removal of Atchieuments, if at this 
time there be any ſuch occaſion. (5.) Scutcheors and Stiles to be ſet upon the 
back of each Knieht-Companion's Stall, if the Feaſt be held elſewhere than at 
Windeſor.

ſhenſation for abſence : And further, that the abſent Kzights may thereby take 
notice of the day ſet, becauſe ſuch are obliged to hold the Feaſt in their own 
Houſes at the ſame time. 

Beſides, the Letters directed to the Knights-Companions, the Chancellor is like-

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SECT. IL 
Of Diſpenſations for not attending at the Grand Feaſt. 


T having been complained of, by the Chancellor of the Order, and taken no- 
tice of by the Soveraign, and Knights-Companions, in a Chapter held at the Ce- 

lebration of the Grand Feaſt, at Whitehall the 18. of April, an. 13. Car. 1. 
tThat of Late years, divers Knights-Companions of this moſt Noble Order, had k5 Rewe's 
negleFed both their attendance npon the Soveraign at the Feaſt of $t. George, or to : Fg 
ſend under their Seals of Arms, their probable Excuſes, and Petitions, for Licenſe am Lib. R. 
and Diſpenſation, contrary to the moſt ancient Statutes and their duty : It was #19: 
therefore then among many other things Ordered and Decreed, ' That from 
thenceforth every Knight of the Order, ſhould be bound to attend upon the uſual 
days, or ſuch as ſhould be aſſigned by Prorogation. But in caſe of Sickneſ;, or other 
important buſineſ;, by reaſon whereof they might have cauſe to be excuſed, they 
ſhould ſend under their Seals of Arms to the Chancellor, the reaſons of their deſire 
for leave of abſence, twenty days at leaſt before the uſual or aſſiened time, to be pre- 
ſented by hint to the Soveraign 3 and whoſoever ſhould negle? Jo to do, except in 
ſndden accidents, ſhould not be diſpenſed with, but incxr the penalty of the Statutes. 

And it is evident, that this way of enjoining the Knights-Companions, to ſend 
the cauſe of that impediment, which ſhould hinder their ſaid attendance, un- 
(er their Seals of Arms, hath been very ancient; for the Black Book records an 
Order in Chapter, held at the Grand Feaſt, an. 1. H. 6. ® to this very purpoſe; ”s Lib. N, 
tt further enjoining, that * when ſuch abſent K»jghrs were preſent at the next 2 ©2467! 
Feaſt, they ſhould be obliged then to render the reaſon, why they ſhould not undergo 
the penalty of their former abſence, ſince the Statutes enjoin it.

to the 25. 26. and 27. of September then next enſuing) this following Poſiſcript. 


o According to two Acts made in Chapter, in the preſence of the Soveraign 
the 18. of April 1637. concerning the negle of the Knights and Compani- 
ons of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter, zu their attendance upon his Ma- 
jeſty at the Feat of $t. George, and a command expreſly received, to ſtgnj- 
fie ſo much to your Lordſhip : T have ſent to your Lordſhip, the true Copy of 
the v Acts themſelves; it being reſolved in caſe of omiſſion of your lawſul and 
timely excuſe, under your Seal of Arms, and in occaſion of abſence, of heep- 
ing the Solemnity in your own honſe, that no diſpenſation ſhall be eiven, but 
your Lordſhip ſhall incur the penalties of the ancient Statutes, which are; 
Tor 3 ſhall not be admitted to the Chapter, nor to your Seat the next gear 5 but 

' ſhall ſtand before it as do the Choriſters : 1» Proceſiion you ſhall march before, 
and not in your place among the Knights, and ſhall Offer laſt ; and that this 
Penance being done, you ſhall come before the Seat of the Soveraign, and ack 
abſolution 5 but if two years ſucceſſrwely your Lordſhip ſhall omit your atten- 
dance and timely ſuit for Diſpenſation, you ſhall pay Twenty Marks, and that 
ſur be doubled for every year of ſuch omiſſion, until you be reconciled, and 
pardoned by the Soveraign 3 whereof Thbeſeech your Lordſhip to take knowledee. 


It afterwards appears, by an * Order paſt in Chapter, of the g. of 0Fober, an. 
I5. Car. 1. that this early notice to be given, from ſuch of the Knigehts-Compa- 
ions, as upon the cauſes before mentioned ſhould be abſent, was appointed 
in favour chiefly of the * Officers of the Soveraign's Houſhold, who (by know- 
ing in due time, who ſhould be abſent and who not) * might make timely and 
certain proviſion for the ſaid Feaſt. 

Upon notice ſent by the Chanceller to the Knights-Companions as aforeſaid, 
if any of them ſhould happen to be ſick, weak, infirm, or have any other lawful 
impediment or occaſion, which might juſtly hinder or excuſe their repair to 
the Court, and attendance at the Feaſt; they may acquaint the Chancellor there- 
with; whoſe duty it is to repreſent the ſame to the Soverajgy, and thereupon 
to procure his Letters of Diſpenſation for their abſence, if the Soveraien be lo 

leaſed. 

q Which Letters are to be conveyed by Garter, or carried by whomſoever he 
ſhall appoint; for which there was a Fee by the Mile allowed him, by the fol- 
lowing Order, paſt at a meeting held by the Knights-Commiſſioners, for regu 
lating things relating to the Order, the firſt of 0fober a7.

u Ihereas it having anciently been the Office of Garter Kino of Arms, to 
diſperſe and ſend Letters for Prorogation, Diſpenſation, and other Com- 
mands of the Soveraign, wnto the Knights abſent from the Court, which in 
many caſes muſt be chargeable, it was this day Ordered, That if he ſhould ſend

Scutchecons of Arms and Stiles. 


Eretofore when the Celebrations of St. George's day were kept at any other 

place belides 1/indefor-Caftle, it was thought moſt neceſſary to provide 
large Paper Scxtcheons 5 wher2im were marſhalled the Arms and Qzarterines of 
the Soverajen and each Fright-Companion, in Metal and Colour, cncompaſled 
with a Garter 5 and thereon Crowns, Caps, Or Coroncts peculiar to each Dignity, 
with their $tles and Titles fairly printed underneath (but without Creſts or $up- 
porters) to be let on the back tide of their Stalls, on the Fre of the Feaſt s But 
the Soveraign's Arms were impaled with thole of St. George, over which an 7- 
perial Crown was placed, and thele (in defect of the Plates and Banners, (et over 
their Stalls 1n the Choire of St. Georec s Chappel at IVindeſor) did ſerve for dire- 
(tions to the Knights-Companions, that by the view of them, they might the more 
readily and certainly know their proper Stalls. - 

We have not met with any memorial of this uſage, that reacheth higher 

than az. 21. H. 7. when the Sover.uign holding the day of St. George at Cambridge,

But this cannot be underſtood of the Stalls ſituate in the Chappel of St.George 
at IVindeſorz for belides, that we have met with no ancient account of any ſuch

HE Chappel where the' Divine Services are to be celebrated at this Grand 

Feaſt, whether 1t be that of St. George's at Windeſor, or the Soveraign's 

at Phitehall, or elſewhere, in what place foever the Soveraign is pleaſed to 

keep the day of Sr. Georg, 1s uſually ſet forth and adorned with peculiar and 

molt rich Furniture 3 the care and overſight whereof at Windeſor , 1s committed 

to the Dear of the Colledge, but at other places, to the Deax of the Chappel at 
Whitehall. 

The Altar, as the principal place in the Houſe of God, hath been thought 
worthy (in all times and Churches, where decency and reverence have 
been retained) of the richeſt and moſt coſtly furniture; and in particular, this 
in St. George's Chappel at Windeſor, from time to thme, by the addition of pious 
Benefuitors hath been adorned with vefels, ſumptuous both for materials and 
workmanſhip : How plentifully it was ftored a». 8, A. 2. (which was within 36 
years after the 7nſtitutioz of this moſt Noble Order) with Plate, Jewels, and other 
Church Ornaments, is evident from an Inventory, of all the rich Furniture of the 
Chappel, then taken by Walter Almaly, the ſecond Cuftos (or Dean) there. 

But a great part of theſe, and other ſucceeding Contributions towards the 
Furniture, both of the high Altar and this ſacred Chappel, were in the? 2. 3- and 
5. years of King Edward the Sixth, ſold by the mutual conſent of the Dear and 
Canons, for the ſum of ® 1489 1. 8 5.04. (belides Copes, Veſtments, Cloths of Arras, 
Altar-Cloaths, Albes, Frontlets, and other Ornaments, which they diſtributed 
among themſelves) alledging a neceſſity ſo to do, for < defraying the building 


of ſome part of the Cale /all, taking down the high A#ar, paying the mm 
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5d Subſidies of the inferiour Officers of the Colledge, bringing Water to their 
Houſes, the charges of Viſttations, and loſs by the fall of Morey: taking them- 
flves only to be owners and diſpoſers thereof, by virtue of the firſt Article in 
the Stztutes of Foundation of the Colledge. == 

What was left (being but a ſmall portion in compariſon of what was there, 
when one 9 Mr. Her!ey took an Inventory of them an. 36. H.8. ) appears from an ar 
mwentory taken the © 16. of July 1552. by Sir Philip Foby, Sir 1mrice Berkley, —_ 
Mr, Tho. Welden, and Mr. John Norrys, Commiſſioners 1mpowered by the King to 
ſuryey the Jewels, Plate, and Ornaments of all kinds, within the Colledge of Hinde- 


Gr; as alſo to take an f account from the Dear and Canons of what things had 


been ſold, alienated, diſtributed, or made away lince their firſt coming to the 
aid Colledge. 

We find very little of Plate or other Ornaments, ſince this time, beſtowed up- 
an this Chappel, until King James of bleſſed memory became g0w2r.2ige of this 
moſt Noble Order. But he taking into his pious thoughts the nakednets of this 
Altar, and conſidering how decently ſacred Vtrer/{ls would become the Service 
of God, made ſome convenient proviſion for the adorning thereof, which at 
length was beſt reſolved on and cttiected, by the free Contributions of the Knights- 

Companions themſelves. 
For at a Chapter held at Whitehall, April 23. an. 16. Jac. R. it was Decreed, 
That every of the Kriehts-Companions ( as well thoſe alrcady of the Order, as 
ſuch afterwards admitted into 1t) ſhould give to the uſe of the A4/tzr,in the [aid 
chappel, a ® piece of Plate, of the value of 201. at the leaſt.

forthwith, under the Seal of the Order ; whereby the Dean and Canons of Winde- —— 
ſor were not only impowered, but commanded, either by themſelves or their 
Deputy, to demand and receive the ſums of Money,ſo decreed to be paid tothe 
uſe aforefaid ; not only from the Knights-Companions then living, but alſo from 
thoſe who died atter the 24. of Noverber an. Dom. 1625. 

And that we-may obſerve, the zeal towards this religious deſign flept not 
with the Soveraign, on the 13. of February tollowing, he gave the ſaid Deax £1i5-R-p,70!

{ fi E care of making ready and furniſhing St. George's Hall (or other Rom, 
either there or elſewhere, ſet apart for the Grand Dimmer) is committed 
partly to the Gentleman-Uſher of the Black-Rod, and partly to the Soveraign's 
Surveyor General of his Works. 
The 8xrveyor-General, upon directions given him by Warrant from the Lord 
Chamberlain of the Houſhold, cauſeth a Floor to be raiſed at the upper end of 
the Hall, whereunto is-an aſcent of three ſteps, and thereon he raiſeth a Table 
12 Foot long, and 3 foot and a half broad for the Soverajgn todine at. On the 
left hand of this Table, is ſet a C»pboard for Plate, and a ſide Table for Glafles, 
ec. to ſerve the Soveraign's Table, as occaſion ſhall require.

here, what frfi occurs to our conſideration, are the Day, the Hoxr, and the 

Place, when'and where the Soveraign and Knizhts-Companions are to meet, in 0r- 

der to the beginning of the Feas?, 

. As to the firſt, although St. George's day (or ſuch other day as the Soveraign 
ſhall pleaſe to nominate and appoint, by Prorogation in lieu thereof ) be indeed 
the principal and Grand day of the Fea? , yet does the Feaſt take commence- 
megt upon the Fe, and determines not until the third day following 3 and fo 
the whole Solemnity takes up, inclulively, three days.

But notwithſtanding the foreſaid declared and decreed Expoſition made þ 
King Fdward the Fourth, we find it az. 11. H. 8. declared to be meant and In- 
tended for the hour of three inthe 4 After-oon3 and when King Henry the Eighth 
came to model the Statytes of the Order, he in two ſeveral Articles, declares and 
expounds this Hora fterti« (which the Engliſh Verſion of thoſe Statutes, renders 
the Hour of Tierce) to be 3 Hora tertia poſt meridiem, three a Clock In the 
Afternoon; and in another Article of the ſame Statutes, © Hora tertiarum, id eft 
Hora tertia poſt meridiems and elſewhere c Hora tertia Veſpertina wel Pomeridiang 
which Honr as 1t was then ſetled to be the punctual time for the Knights-Compa: 
2icns meeting, to enter upon the Solemnity of the Feaſt, ſo hath it ever ſince 
continued unaltered, and uſually obſerved. 

Thirdly, the Place of Aſſembly, which, for the Soveraign and Knights-Compa- 
2i0ns hath been 1n ſuch of the Soverajgn's Privy L odgings, both at Windeſor or 
elſewhere, as he hath appointed, and for the moſt part, either in the * Priy 
TWithdrawing, or * Bedchambers. To this appointed Room do the Knights 
Companions repair, to give their attendance on the Soveraier, firſt having inveſt. 
ed themielves in full Robes, either in their * own Lodgings, or ſome other con- 
vement Room at Court, where® Garter 1s to attend them, with notice of the ap- 
proaching hour. 

The Knights-Companions being come to the Soverazer, fo alſo the Officers of 
the Order, habited in their Afantles, and bearing in their hands the Symbol; of 
their ſeveral Offices, they wait the Soveraign's being veſted in his Robes, and 
until he paſs into the © Preſence-Chamber, or %pive beginning to the Feaſt, by Open 
ing the Chapter at this their meeting, before he oo thither, 

About the ſame time, the Provincial Kzgs, Heralds, and Purſaivants, wearing 
their Coats of the Soveraien's Arms, ſo alſo the Band of Penſtoners, armed with 
their Pole-Axes, aflemble in the Preſence-Chamber ; but the Prebends of the col- 
ledge, veſted in their Taffaty Mantles over their Surplices, and Alms-Knights in 
their Mantles and Surcoats, come no nearer than the Guard-Chamber. Laſtly, 
the Servants and Attendants of the Knights-Companions meet without the Guard- 
Chamber door, whence ſpreading themſelves down the Stairs, through the Stone 
Gallery, into the upper Ward of the Caſ?le, or as far as their number will reach, 
all wait the Soverarge's coming forth into the Preſence. 

And here we think it needtul once for all) to inform our Reader, in regard 
not only the Feaſt-day of St. George, but the Grand Feaſt held in honor of the 
Order, hath been kept in ſeveral other places beſides Windeſor Caſile, more elpe- 
cially Whitehall, St. James's, Greenwich, and York ; that there are many Ceremo- 
nies and other particulars ( hereafter falling under our diſcourſe) which alter 
not with the Plzce, but appertain to the Feſtival, and are therefore to be ob- 
ſerved every where alike 3 as for inſtance, the form of Proceedine, the manner 
of holding Chapters, the Ceremony of Offrjne Gold and Silver. the order of Fled- 
ins Knights-Companions, Swearing of Officers, and ſuch like : But others there 
are preciſely local and particular, as the Prebends and Alms-Knights, going 1N 
the Proceedings, the Offring up of Atchievements, Ec. to Windeſor only 3 when 
therefore we ſpeak of any of the former fort, which properly belong to the 
Feaſt, and not to the Place; it is to be underſtood, that as heretofore they have 
been, 10 now ought they to be performed in the celebrations thereof, whereſo- 
ever folemnized. 

For ſince the withdrawing of the Grand Feaſt from Windeſor, ſome of the Of- 
ficers of Arms, curious in the oblervation of theſe Solemnities, performed in 
other places, have afforded us greater plenty of Memorials, relating to the ce- 


remontous part thereof, than any in former Ages did, while the ſame was 
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continued at Windeſor, and therefore, when the true place where the inſtance 
lies, ſhall be alſo cited by us, we would not have our Reader miſtakingly con- 
clude, that the Precedent urged, doth not full enough anſwer our purpoſe, un- 
leſs it had been allo fetched from Windeſor. But that in theſe caſes, the Cere- 
mony or Example 1s ſuch as 1s peculiar to the Feaſt, not the Place, where it 1s 
held 3 and ought to ſerve, and be uſed without alteration at any Place, where 
it ſhall pleaſe the Soveraign to keep the Grand Feaſt. And for thoſe things ap- 

rtaining to each other. place, where the Feaſ? hath been obſerved, aſwell as 
at Windeſor Caſtle, we ſhall at all times note them with ſufficient difference of 
place, as oft as we have occalion to draw them into Example. 


SECT. Ik 
Of ſetting the Proceeding in order. 


N ſetting forth the order of Proceeding to the Chapter-houſe on the Eve 
| of the Grand Feaſt, We are to conſider the Perſons, who conſtitute and 
make up the ſame, together with the courſe obſerved in putting them in their 
due place and rank : In order to which, we ſhall purſue our wonted method, 
and as a fore-hand ſatisfaction, note down and make obſervation of what mate- 
rally relates therennto, as we firſt meet with the Perſons and Degrees 3 that ſo 
they may afterwards become applicable (if need be) when the ſame thing returns 
apain into our diſcourſe. | 

The particulars whereof we ſhall handle in the order and ſeries as they pro- 
ceed, whether it be in Bodies or Single, beginning with thoſe of inferiour rank 
and ſo upwards; and therein conſider, firſt the Perſozs, who peculiarly and more 
immediately relate to this moſt Noble Order, and who cuſtomarily and of duty 
do, and are obliged to attend, to make up the ordinary and conſtant Proceedings 3 
and ſecondly, ſuch who have now and then been occaſionally or accidentally 
received thereinto ad augendam pompam, or otherwiſe, in regard their employ- 
ments entitle them to a neer attendance upon the $overazen at other times : both 
which ſorts , we ſhall ( as occaſion 1s offered) again conſider, either as among 
themſelves, or in relation to the other Degrees who go in the Proceeding, next 
before or after them. And all this, to the end that the pretenſions to prece- 
dency, among and between all Perſons and Degrees herein concerned, may be 
the better made known and underſtood, and conſequently without much difficulty 
be decided. 

Firſt then, we think fit for methods ſake, to begin with thoſe of the loweſt 
rank and quality, namely the Servants and Attendants of the Knjehts-Compas 
vions 5 and thence riſe upwards with the next higher Degree, according to the 
rule and right of precedency. 

We are to conlider therefore, that in times paſt the Kzjehts-Companions ap- 
peared at the Grand Feaſt, attended with a goodly and numerons Trains but 
that having been removed from 1YVindeſor to other places, (as hath been before 
remembred_) much of this glory was laid alide : Neverthelets, within a few years 
after that King James became Soveraign of this molt Noble 0rder, the luſtre of 
Attendants began to revive 3 for we find it entred upon the Regiſter , ' in the 
4. year of his Reign, © That the ancient CuStom, which for ſome years had been in- 
termitted, wherein, at the Solexmity of this Feaſt, all the Knights-Companions 
were wont to go attended, each with a large Train; was recalled and brought back 
«gain into uſe. 

Which height of gallantry, made ſplendid in the number of Attendants, and 
richneſs of their Apparel, within ten years after grew up to ſuch excels, or rather 


Exorbitancy , that it {ſtood in need of a reſtraint, wherefore The Soveraien 
by 
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by the unanimous advice of the Knights-Companions, Ordained, Decreed, and 
f bid. p. 189. Commanded, *7hat every one of the Knights-Companions of the Order, ſhould 
have to attend «pon his perſon, at the yearly ſolemnization of the Feaſt of the Or- 
der, 50 perſons, and no more: The reaſon whereof we find elſewhere noted to 
X TR be, 8 for faving of charge, and avoiding of emulation. But in the beginning of his 
late Majeſty's Reign of ever bleiſed memory, the gallantry of Attendants, began 
again to encreaſe and augment, inſomuch that at the Grand F eaſt held at Whitehall 
h Lib. R-p.77- the 22, 23. and 24. of April an.0. Car. I. we find it obſerved, Þ 7 hat the Knights- 
Companions came fortn attended. each with a Train of Servants very richly clad. 
But to return, and enter upon the Proceeding; to the end the Servants and 
Attendants of the Knights-Companions may be exaCtly marſhalled, the Uſher of 
; Colle, W. le the Hall (whole i duty it 1s to rank them) ought to call for a Liſt from Garter, 
42 of ſuch Knight-Companions as are to be preſent at the Grand Feaſt, noted with 
their ſeveral places in the Proceeding, for his better directions, 1n aſhgning the 
k Tidem, Attendants their due places, the order whereof is thus : Firſt, the & junior 
Knjehts Attendants, proceed one before another, on the left hand; upon whoſe 
right hands the ſecond eldeſt Knight's Attendants go in equal rank with them;

In this Proceeding there are four Knights-Companions who proceeded alone;

end of his own Table, and perform any other thing by the by. And this is the Law, 
which ſetled the precedency among the Knights-Companions. 

Sixthly, the manner of Proceeding among the Officers of the Order, differ- 
eth from all before ſpoken of; for, being five in number. the three inferiour Offi- 
cers (when they are all preſent.) march in breaſt, and (of later times) in this 
following order : The Regiſter 1n the middle, Garter on his right hand, and the 
Uſher of the Black-Rod on his left. 

But we find the form and courſe of Proceeding among theſe three Officers, 
hath anciently been obſerved otherwiſe, and therein we meer with much diver- 
ſity, as for inſtance; 1n the Proceeding of the Soverazen and Knights-Compani- 
ons, fairly limned and inſerted 1n the Black-Book, of the Order, at the beginning 
of the Ads of King Herry the Eighth's Reign, there Garter 1s placed in the mid- 
de, having the Regzier on his right hand, and the Black- Rod on his left,(fo alſo 
at the Inſtallation of the 4 Lord Cromwell, ax.

SECT. II. 
Of Proceeding to the Chapter-houſe, 


Aving treated at large under the precedent head, concerning the due rank 

and place of all thoſe perſons, that ordinarily or occaſionally have gone 

1a the Proceeding 3 wherein all ſaving the Soveraign and Knights-Companions paſs 
barcheaded, we now paſs to the Place whither the Proceeding is directed, 

The firſt ſolemn action, that the Soveraign and Knights-Companions are obliged 
to perform, at the entrance upon the Grand Feaſt, is to celebrate a Chapter; 
and therefore it hath been moſt uſual for them, to proceed from the Preſence- 
Chamber, * Every one in their de place and order; firſt to the Chapter-houſe, to 
conſult of things of courſe, and next into the Choire, to hear Divine Service; 
And though it be not poſitively ſet down 1a the Statutes, which of theſe two 
ſhall precede, yet that the Chapter ought to be held before the firſt rYeſpers, is 
naturally enough to be deduced out of that branch of the Statutes, where the 
penances and penalties to be inflicted on ſuch Knights-Companiens, as come late 
to the Feaſt, are laid down. For there we find it provided, * that in caſe any 
of the Knehts-Companions appear not on the Eve, preciſely at the hour of Tzerce, 
they ſhall not be permitted for that time, either to enter into the Chapter, or 
to have voice in any thing done therein; and then (the Article proceeding with 
other penalties upon other defaults) it immediately follows; That if any of them 
come not beforc the beginning of Yeſpers , they {hall not be allowed to enter 
into their $74//s. So that hence it 1s evident, that the courſe and order intended 


was, that the Soveraign and Knights-Companions ſhould firſt celebrate a Chapter, 


therein to diſpatch the buſineſs of the time; and after that broke up, then next 
proceed into the Chojre to YVeſpers, Moreover, the general practice in all ſucceed- 
ing times (beginning with King Herry the Fifth's Reign) doth moſt fully demon- 
ſtrate, that a Chapter was of cuſtom held before the firſt Feſpers3 whereof we 
ſhall urge theſe following Examples in the point, as being recorded in the Re- 


giſters of the Order. 


When John Duke of Bedford, Deputy to the Soveraign, celebrated the Solem- 
nities of St. George at Windeſor, an. 7. H.5. he and the Kniehts-Companions pre- 
ſent, at the deſigned hour, on the Eve, entred together into the * Chapter-houſe and 
Choire. Again ar. 5.F. 4. the Lord Berners, the Soveraien's Lieutenant, and 
other Knjehts-Companions, Þ met at Windeſor, in an honorable equipage, ſor the ac- 
enſtomed holding of Chapters, and the ſolemn celebration of Divine Service. An-7- 
Car. 1. 0. 4. (aftcr the celebrations of the Grand Feaſt began to be reſtored to 
Windeſor) we tind it recorded more fully toour purpole, viz. that © before Yeſper?, 
the Soveraign and Knights- Companions wert firſt to the Chapter-houlſe 3 but bu6- 
neſs being put off till the morrow, they all proceeded to the Choire. So an.9. Car.l- 
the Soveraion and Knights-Companions are laid 4 firſt to go to the Chapter-houle, 
and by and by it follows, as ſoon as they came to the Choire, E*c. 

Laſtly, we find there are recorded by Sir Thomas Wriotheſley, tometime Garter 
King of Arms, in an © old Velom Manuſcript of his, the Chapters accuſtomably

At all which times, Chapters have (for the molt part fnce) been held by the 
Soveraign and Kniehts-Companions: and herein the Chancellyr ot the Order 1s not 
only to know the Soverazers pleaſure, but allo whether he will hold any of 
them publickly in the Chapter- houſe, or privately in any Room of his Privy-Lodg- 
jngs, Or in the Cloſet, before the Proceeding paſs to the Chappel. 

As this ancient Cuſtom of holding a Chapter on the Foe of the Grand F caſt, 
was conſtantly obſerved, when celebrated without prorogation 3 to alſo hath 
a Chapter been in like manner held before Yeſpers on the Foe, at ſuch time as t 
Feaſt-day of St. George only hath been obſerved, when (for any cauſe) the 4 
riverſary of the Grand Feaſt received Prorogation3 as for inſtance, am.

In like manner, though the celebrations of the Grand Feaſt were by Queen 
xlizabeth removed from W:ndeſor, and oblerved at other places (as hath been 
before diſcourſed) yet this uſual Cuſtom of holding a Chapter on the Eve, was 
in ſuch caſes conſtantly practiſed 3 after which the Proceeding to Evening Prayer 
ſucceeded, as 1s manifeſt by theſe following Teltimonics.

the South door of the Chappel, and thence into the Choire. In like caſe, when 
the Soveraign went not to the great Cloſet at Yhitehall, to hold the uſual Chay- 
zer before Veſpers, the publick proceſſional way then led from the Preſence- 
Chamber.into the Gnard-Chamber, and ſo down the great Stairs into the Hall 
thence into the old Chappel, and Jaitly, in at the door of the new Chappel, 
And at Greenwich, from the * Preſence-Chamber down into the Hall, and thence 
into the Chappel. But theſe ways we take to be uſed at ſuch time only, when 
the Soverazen hath held a Chapter. in ſome of the Privy Lodgings, before the 
"Proceeding (et forward 3 which Chapter being ended, there was then no need of 
going to the Chapter-houſe or Cloſet, but immediately into the Chozre.

1. at the Hour of * Tzerce in the Afternoon, 
the Soveraign and Knights-Companions opened the Chapter 1n thei Privy-Chamber, 
and thence proceeded to the Chapel; this day being the Eve of the Feaſt, held 
by Prorogation for the 12. year of his Reign. | 

And although upon the Eve of the Grand Feaſt an. * 21. Jac. R. after the $0- 
veraign had held a Chapter in the 'Privy-Chamber at Windeſor, and thereat (worn

Of the opening of the Chapter. 


HE Proceeding being arrived at the entrance into the Chappel, firſt the 
. Attendants upon the Kn7ghts-Companions divide themſetves as they enter, 
beginning at the outward door, and flank on each fide the North Iile of the 
Chappel, and fo forward towards the Weſt door of the Choire, making a ſtand 
aong the Iſle for the Alms-Knights, Verger, Prebends, and Officers of Arms to 
pas through them , who go on towards the ſaid Weſt door. 3 and when 
te junior Kights-Corpanions are entred into the Chappel , the Proceeding 
makes a ſtand, while all the Knights-Companions following turn aſide on the 
nght hand into the Chapter-houſe, next the Officers of the Order, and laſtly 
the Soveraien 3 but the Nobleman that carries the $word, the Train-bearers, Pen- 
ſoners, See. ſtay without the Chapter-houſe door in the North Itle, none being 
4mitred in but the Soveraign, the Knights-Companions, and the Officers of the 
ny who being all entred, the door is ſhut by the Gentleman-Uſher of the 
®s&-Rod, and every perſon ſeverally takes his due place and ſtation, where- 
Pon the Chapter immediately opens.

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As the Chapter-houſe is a place of publick Convention , wherein all the 4; 
fairs of the Order are tranſacted, having been made the more famous for tho

and confirmation therein : So doth it ſeem to challenge as great a regard in the 
order and method of ſetting out the Places of thoſe Perſons, who not only aſſem. 
ble to conſult, but ſuch as are admitted to give attendatice, as doth the Proceed. 
ing thither. In what manner and.order the Soveraign, Knights-Companions, and 
Officers of the Order are ranked at the holding of a Chapter, and during its con- 
tinuance, we ſhall find molt fully and particularly deſcribed, in the order ob- 
ſerved upon the 28. day of May, an. 11. H.8. when the Soveraign and Knights 
Companions molt ſolemnly aſſembled in the Chapter-houſe at Windeſor, to conſul: 
upon Reformation and Explanation of the Statutes of the Order. 

Firſt, the Soveraign upon his entrance, immediately 9 proceeded to the mid{ 
of the North end of the Table (here called the © Veſtments board) whereat his 
Chair, Cuſhens, and Cloth of State had been prepared; next the Knights-Com- 
panions, Whole Stalls in the Choire were on the Soveraigr''s fide, took the right 
hand of the Table, and thole of the Prixce's ſide the left; then the Prelate of the 
Order came and ſtood at the corner of the Table, upon the Soveraigs's right 
hand, the Regiſter and Garter went down to the lower end, and ſtood there 
whilſt the Zlack-Kod kept the Chapter-houſe door on the inſide. 

And albeit the Chaxcellor of the Order be not here mentioned (as being not 


| preſent at that time) yet his place in Chapter 1s on the Soveraign's left hand of 
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the Table, at the upper end, in regard the nature of his Employment requires 
that he be neer the Soveraien. 

It hath ſeldom hapned, but that upon opening of the Chapter, the Soveraign 
and Knights-Companions, tell immediately upon debates relating to the buſineſs 
of the time: Nevertheleſs, upon ſome peculiar and greater emergencies, all ſuch 
Affairs have been adjourned until the following Chapter, as it was ar. 7. Car. 1. 
the Feaſt for that year having been prorogued unto the Month of 0&ober, and 
it falling out to be very late, before the Soveraign and Knights-Companions arrived 
at the Chapter-houſe 3 after the Chapter was opened they proceeded no further, 
than to * adjourn the diſcuſhion of Affairs, relating to the Order, until the next 
morning, which otherwiſe would have put off the celebration of Yeſpers beyond 
the canonical hour. 

The like was done upon the Eve of the Grand Feaſt, an. 8 14. Car. 1. for after 
the Soveraien had entred the Chapter-houſe, and was ſet down under the State, 
the Chancellor offring to the Soveraien and Knights-Companions the buſineſs of the 
time, the Soveraige moved, * in regard it was then late (beſides the Ceremonies 
of the Princes Inſtallation were to be performed at the enſuing Yeſpers ) that the 
matters depending ſhould be i adjourned until the next Chapter 3 which being 
agreed upon, the Soveraign and Knights-Companions advanced to the Chappel in

For the firſt, admitting any Knight-Companion hath failed of meeting and ate 
tending on the Soveraige at the hour of Tierce, and thereupon ſuffered the py- 
niſhment of non-admittance into the Chapter-hoyſe, and deprivation of Vote, ne- 
vertheleſs if at the riſing of the ſaid Chapter, he be not ready to proceed with

Of later times the greateſt Offender, that we obſetve, againſt this Statute, was 

Yung Ferdinand 
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Ferdinand Earl of Derby; who having made no excuſe, nor Petition for his ab: 


ſence in two years, was at a * Chapter, held on the Eve of the Grand Feaſt, an

but at the mediation of the Earl of Pexbroke and Montgomery, he was for that 
time remitted. Yet was he not guilty of any future negled ; for, the followin 

year, upon his humble Petitzoz: ſetting forth his » age, weakneſs, and Inability to 
Travel, he obtained a Diſpenſatioz tor attendance on the Soverajer at the Feaſts 
of St. George during his lite. 

But the moſt memorable caſe in the proſecution of a contempt, was thar 
againſt the Earl of Arurde!, who in a Chapter held * az. 14. F. 4. was fined 
y 40 Marks, to be paid to the Colledge of Windeſor, for being abſent from 
the Solemanity of the Grand Feaſt , for two years together without any appro- 
ved cauſe : and the following year ſtill continuing his Contempt , the mul 
( by virtue of the aforefaid Statute ) was doubled, and he fined in the ſum of 
z80 Marks. 

Touching the third particular, amongſt thoſe things done of courſe, in the 
Chapter held before the firlt Yeſpers, to wit, the nominating and conſtituting an 
Officer for holding the ſame (if the Soveraign be not preſent) we are beforehand 
to note the occalion and cauſe thereof, which was briefly this. 

At the time of Tn5ti#uting this Order, the Soveraign being engaged in Wars 
with France and Scotland, which he then, and for ſome time after, perſonally ma- 
naged , thought fit to make proviſion for ſupply of his room, no leſs than in caſe 
of lickneſs or other urgent occaſion, where he ſhould be hindered from afford. 
ing his perſonal preſence, at ſuch time of the year, whereon the Grand Feaſt 
ſhould happenz and hereupon allowance was given by the * Statutes to depute 
another 1n his ſtead. 

When therefore ſuch occaſion afterwards hapned, a Commiſſion was made 
out to one of the Knights-Companions, ome reaſonable time before the approach 
of the Feaſt; to the end, that by ſuch a repreſentation of his Perſon, none of 


the ancient Ceremonies might be omitted, or any defe& happen through his 


ableace. For till the beginning of Queen Elizabeth's Reign, we meet not with 
any Commiſſions that ſtayed for the Soveraign's fiat fo long as until the ſitting of 
the Chapter, 'held before the firſt Yeſper fe. Nevertheleſs, ſeeing from thence it 
hath been for the moſt part thus practiſed, we think it not improper to give 
our account thereof here, among(t thoſe things of courſe, which ( if at this 
day the appointing ſuch an officer ſhall be thought requiſite _) are uſually 
diſpatcht at the foreſaid @hapter. And herein we ſhall ſpeak, (1.) Of the 
Ferſon Nominated to this Office, (2.) his Title, ('3.) the Ceremonies uſed at his 
Conſtitution, ( 4+ ) the nature of his Employment, (5.) and the Dignity of his 
Office. 

As to the Perſon Nominated , we obſerve, That (moſt uſually ) he hath 
been one ,. if not the chiet of the Knzehts-Companions ( we mean in Autho- 
rity , Eminence, or Birth) next to the Soveraign himſelf.

But this may clearly be inferred, from this procedure of theirs, that if the 
Deputy had not recovered, the Ceremonies of the Feaſt had been adjourned 
till the Soverazge had nominated a new Officer. And not unlike, but upon re- 
fletion had on this accident, and prevention of the like afterwards , occaſioned 
what was done, Ar. 3. © 4.Ph. & Mar. to wit, the nomination of *two Knights- 
Companions to be Deputies, namely, the Earls of Derby, and Huntingdon 3 the 
ſecond being deſigned ro ſupply the place, in caſe the former ſhould be obſtru- 
ted by *indifpoſition, or weighty affairs. 

The Authority and Obligations annexed to this Office -of Deputy ( or Lien- 
tenant ) are deducible from the Statutes of the Order , which give him power 
© to hold a Chapter at the hour of Tierce , on the Eve of the Feaſt + a5alſo on theday 
it ſelf, and puniſh Offenders againſt the Statutes. And though he be thereby ex- 
prefly prohibited, the ® z24king of any new Decrees or Ordinances, neverthelels he 
may ! correct and retorm all points of the Chapter as ſhall ſeem necellary, 

And now to ſhew that the powersgranted by the Commiſſuons, are, as deriva- 
tive from, lo purſuant to the Statutes, we ſhall inſert in the * 4ppendzx tirit, the 
moſt ancient Commiſſron of Deputation that Record hath preſerved , being that 
which King Henry the Sixth gave to his Uncle John Duke of Bedford, in the 
fourth year of his Reign, to ſupply his place, when by reaſon of his abode at 
| Feiceſter, in expectation of the Parliaments ſitting there , he could not perſon- 
ally hold the Grand Feaſt at Windſor that year. 

Firit then, in the Preamble, the reaſon and cauſe of making ſuch a Commiſ- 


for, 18 ſet down in general words. Next the $Soveraien takes notice of the al- 


lowance given him by the Statutes to conſtitute a Deputy, and thereupon {ets 
down the particulars wherewith he 1impowers him, namely, to hold Chapters, 
to reform what is amiſs, to make Flections, and by a general Clauſe, to perform 
all other things which ſhould be any way pertinent to the neceſſary obſerva- 
tion of the Statutes: to the end his Deputy, in one and the ſame Inſtrument; 
might both underſtand the duty of his place, and be impowred to put the ſame 
in execution. Such like particulars are alſo inſerted in the Commiſſron made 
to ® John Earl of Shrewsbury, an. 35. H. 6. - But in later Commiſſions they ae 
omitted, and tupplied by a general Clauſe , which gives this Officer the ſame 
authority as had been atlowed him , or ſuch as'he of right might claim Then

ſome part of the Solemnity ( as in the Chzpters , or at the Chappel in the 
morning of the Feaſt-day , and ſometimes proceeded publickly to the Cloſet 
(not down into the Chappel ) to the firlt and ſecond Yeſpers ) but by reaſon of 
ſome weighty affairs, could not conveniently be preſent in perſon, at all parts 
of Divine Service, and other Ceremonies and things to be done and executed 
at the Feaſt, neither on the Eve, nor on the day of St. George, nor the next day 
following 3 in ſuch caſe the Clauſe in the Commiſſzor, which conſtituted the 
Lieutenant, was put after this manner, ®We do therefore name, &c. you in our ab- b Rover Fours 
ſence, fo be our Lieutenant for that purpoſe, &c.

Now how the Sovereign is to conſtitute ſuch an Officer, appears from the 
liretions given in the Statutes of 1nſtitution, to wit, by bis * Letters 5 and that 42. 3: Star 
theſe Letters ſince, do carry the ſtyle of Corzmiſſrons, and ought to paſs under — 
the Seal of the order, and the Soveraiens ſign manual , 1s evident from divers 
aſſages in the Regiſters, and from the Commiſſeons themſelves : For inſtance, 
he before recited Deputations, made to John Duke of Bedford, an.

But, if duely examined, we ſhall find this 
expreſſion of no more ſtrength to entitle the Knights-Companions to a joynt 
power with the Soveraign, for the conſtituting of a Lieutenant , than the other 
1s to make them CoeleFors 3 where though ſomething requiſite to the obtain- 
ing of their conſent, may ſeem to be implied in the aforeſaid words, yet we 
conceive thoſe expreſſions were uſed by the Regiſter, as of his own choice, ra- 
ther than ſuch as the Law of the Order will allow of. 
Fins * amy The Dignity of this Officer, as he * repreſents the Soveraign's perſon, and 
Þ Lib.8, pag, TUPPLIES his place, is very great. Which, that we may the better ſet forth, we 
245. ſhall diſtinguiſh the Honors annexed to this eminent Place, as they are eſſential, 
and neceſlarily conſequent thereto 3 or perſonal, that is, ſuch as may additio- 
nally be conferred upon him, at the pleaſure of the Soveraign. 

That this Officer, as an eſſential Honor to his Place, hath from ancient time, 
had ſome of the Kights-Companions aſſigned him for his Aſſiſtants , during the 
whole Feaſt, is evident enough throughout the AKegzſters 3 yet the firſt mention 
of Aſſiſtants, as to the Title particularly given unto ſuch perſons, we find in the 

19 FOG, Regiftrum Chartaceum, in the Decree made at a Chapter, called at Eltham, on 
* 53+% St. George's day, ar. 8. H.8. (wherein after the Anniverſary of the Grand Feafl, 
had been appointed to be obſerved at Windſor, upon the 25. of May , then next 
enſuing, and the Marqueſs of Dorſet nominated the Soveraign's Lieutenant ) the 
r Earl of Eſſex, the Lord de la Ware, the Lord Monteagle, and Sir Thomas Ly- 
well, were appointed Aſſzſtants to the ſaid Marquels.

| Theſe Aſſiſtants were always appointed in Chapter , when the Liewtenant 
himſelf was Nominated; and afterwards had Lefters of notice ſent, to each of 
them, from the Soveraien , requiring their repair to Windeſor , a Tranſcript 
Me whereof ſee in the? Appendix 3 of which form have we ſeen ſeveral other Letters, 
* ſent upon the ſame occaſion, to each of the 4ſſzſtants, after they had been ap- 
pointed to the ſaid Service. 

And as before we have noted in the caſe of Lieutenants themſelves, it hath 
ſometimes chanced, that others were afterwards upon occaſion, put in the places 
of thoſe firſt named; ſo here amongſt the A4ſſeſtants, it hath in like manner

appointed Aſſiſtants to attend the Lieutenant at the following Feaſt, 1t 1s added, 
' that at leaf any two of them, who at that time were neerest to the Kings Court, fhould 
be there preſent, to aſſiſt the Soveraign's Deputy, according to his Majeſties pleaſure, 
as the Cuſtom and their duty obliged. Another 
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Another Honor, eſſential to the Dignity of the Lienterant 15, that the Sore- 
raign layes an Injunction upon the reſt of the K»ights-Companions then preſent, 
to yield 4ſſeſiance and Obedience to him in all things, as if himſelf were per- 
ſonally prefent : For ſo 1s it enjoyned by the Commiſſion to the aforeſaid k John k Lib. N. yp. 80; 
Duke of Bedford. And generally all Forms of Commiſſzons ſince , cloſe with 
ſach like 1jund;ons of Obedience, In the execution of the Soveraien's Authority. 

To theſe Honors before ſpoken of, we might add ſome other of the like 
nature, vis. that this great Officer poſleſſeth the Soveraigns Place, in all Pro- 
ceedings, and at the Table, that he hath his Traiz carried up, that a Reverence 
is given him by the Knights-Companions, an eſlay taken for him of the Offering, 
and offereth with Carpet and Cxſheon 3 but theſe we reſerve to ſpeak of at large 
by and by. 

{ reference to perſonal Honors (though generally all I zextenants fit in their 

own Seats inthe Chappel) we find the Marqueſs of Northampton bad afligned to 
him a higher Stall than his own, during the whole Feltivity of St. George : For 
in the Chapter held on the Eve, ar. 3. Eliz. the Celebration of the day of 
St. George , being that year obſeryed at Ihitehall, the Souerajen decreed , K Lib.

Now the 
Marqueſles own Stall was at that time the ! eight Stall on the Princes fide , but 1 (348. f 
that which the Earl of $hrewsbury then lately poſſeſt, was the *® fourth on the |" Nas 
fame ſide, and next below the Duke of Holſtein, whoſe Seat was the " loweſt © 
among the Stranger Princes then alive. 

To conclude ; it ſeems in time, the Duty 1acumbent on both the Lieutenant 
and his AſſziFarts, grew fo burthenſom, that the Soverajen took their attendance 
and charge into conſideration, and therefore in their favour decreed (at a Cha- 
pter held on * St. Georges day at Greenwich, an. 19. H. 8.) *? That the Knights- oF Reeifr. 
Companions Appointed or Depnted( Lieutenantsor Aſſiſtants] to be preſent or to keep 5, <>" wa 
the Feaſt of $t. George in the Colledge of Windſor one gear, ſhould not be Appointed 
or Deputed to be preſent, or to keep it the year next following, unleſs the Soveraign 
ſrould Pleaſso to be preſent at the day or Feaſt. And to the ſame effect, though 
briefly, is this Decrec recorded in the 4 Black Book. But more large and par- 4 Pi-255- 
ticular is it thus centred in one of the 24s. now remaining in the Office of Arms.

Nor was that yet thought a ſufficient indulgence to the 4 Lieutenant and Aſz- £01 Bid, 
flants, to be abſent from the next Grand Feaſt , and therefore the ſaid Ordinance * 
was afterwards ay. 23. & 24. H. 3. extended to the ſpace of * three years, from 
and after the ſaid Feaſt. 

_ And herewith we are to note, That this Officer always held the Feaſt , at 
his peculiar charge and coſt ; and gave liberal Rewards tof Garter , and for \ cule8. 4.V. 
his Scatcheons, as alſo to the Officers of Arms, the Gentlemen-Uſhers, the Alms- —_— 
Knights, the Uſhers and Grooms of the Chamber, the Clerks of the Kitchin, the 7 i 155. & 
Harbinger, and Groom-Porters, with the reſt of the Soveraien's Servants, Waiters 199+ 
of ſeveral Offices in the Honſe, to the Choriſters , the Yergers, &c. that kept 
the Robes, and the Sextor,, even to thoſe who made clean the Seats, 'and laifl 
the Cuſheons. X x x And 
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And becauſe all things relating to the Feaſt, were ſet forth with exceedino 
State and Nobleneſs (which was commonly every year augmented, each Liew 
tenant (triving to outvie his Predeceſlor in magnificence and liberality ) his Ex. 
pences became very preat : In conlideration whereof, . the aforeſaid Priviledge 
was granted, that ſo by a Licence of Non-attendance, for the three following 
years, the Perſons who had undergone the charge and trouble of theſe Offices, 
might be in ſome meaſure eaſed. Nevertheleſs the generous Lord F;tz 1. 
liams was fo far from taking advantage of this indulgence, that he was one 
of the Aſſz/tants to the Soveraigns Lieutenant, for the * ſix years next enſuing the 
Decree paſt, a. 19. H.8. 
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SECT. VE 
The Ceremonies relating to the firſt Veſpers. 


E have now finiſhed our Diſcourſe upon the Particulars managed in the 
firſt Chapter, held on the Foe of St. George 3 which being broke up; the 
Soveraign amd Kwuights-Companions, do immediately proceed from the Chapter- 
houſe into the Choire, to hear Yeſpers. In handling and deſcribing the Ceremo- 
nies relating thereunto, we ſhall conſider , firſt, thoſe performed before the ye- 

ſþers begin 3; ſecondly, the Courſe of Divine Service 3 and laſtly, thoſe uſed after 
it 18 ended. Wherein we ſhall be particular and exact, not only in regard the 

State thereof 1s both ſolemn and ſacred 3 but becauſe the ſame Order of Cere- 
mony 1s to be repeated, fo often as the Soverazgn and Kmghts-Companions entet 
the Chappel, or depart thence, or go up into, or come down from their Stall. 

Firſt then we are to preſuppoſe, that the Officers of Arms, Prebends of the 
Colledge, and Alms-Knights, having attended in the North 2/7 of the Chappel, du- 
riog the ſitting of the Chapter , do now upon the riling and coming forth of the 
Soveraign, Knights-Companions, and Officers of the Order put themſelves into 
Rank, and continue the Proceeding ( through the paſſage and Guard made by 
the Knights-Companions Attendants, and the Soveraigns Band of Perſroners) from 
the Chapter-houſe door, along the ſaid North Iſle, and fo to the Weſt door of 
the Choire, in like manner and order as they did proceed from the Chamber of 
Preſence to the Chapter-houſe. The Organs then beginning to play, and conti- 
nuing on , till Yeſpers begin. 

When the® Alms-Kzights be arrived at the Weſt Door, they firſt enter in a whole 
Body, (while the reſt of the Proceeding makes a ſhort ſtand) and paſs forwards 
near to the © middle of the Choire, where they make a joynt and low obeiſance, 
firſt towards the 4/tar,next(all © turning about by the left hand) to the Soveraigns 
Royal Seat; then ſtill turning from the right to the left hand, they 9aſcend the 
Haut Pas's even tothe Rails ſet before the Altar, and forthwith divide themſelves, 
flanking on each ſide, (the Juniors ſtanding neareſt to the Rails) and < at ſuch a 
ſpacious diſtance , that the Altar may be diſcerned by all that follow in the 
Proceeding, when they draw near to make their Reverences. 

Ailoon as the Alms-Krnizhts have made their obeiſance, the Prebends of the 
Colledge enter in a whole body alſo, and having turned on the Icft hand, and 
made the like double obeiſances in the middle of the Choire, they divide them- 
ſelves, and take their Seats, every one in their Order. The Seats appointed 
for them at this Solemnity (and at other times when any of the Knights-Com: 
panions are preſent in the Chappel) is in the lower range of Scats, and ſo ordered 
by f King Hezry the Eighth's Statwtes 3 albcit in their abſence, the Prebends are 
permitted to fit in the higher Seats, between ( but not in ) the Stalls of the 
Kniehts-Companions. "Y 
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"While the Preberds are entring their Seats, the Purſuivants, Heralds, and Pro- 
nincial Kings of Arms (in a Body) enter alſo the Choire 3 and after their double 
Reverences made, paſs up towards the Altar, and joyn to the Alzrs-Knights. 

But ſometimes heretofore, to enlarge the Ceremony, as ® az. 3, &- 8. Car. 1. 
the Purſaivants have by themſelves advanced into the Choire, and proceeding 
to the middle, there * made their Reverences, firſt towards the Altar, and then 
turning about by the left hand, did the like to the Soveraign's Stall, then, they 
ikended unto the ſecond Hart Pas before the Altar, where alſo * dividing 
themſelves on each ſide, (the Junior Purſaivants joyning near to the Senior 
4lms-Knights )\ kept the like ſpacious Lane between them, as the Alm2s-Knights 
4d, to the end alſo, that the $overaigr and Knights-Companions might have the 
4tar in full view, as they made their ſeveral Reverences towards it. 

Next, the ® Heralds proceeded in a Body by themſelves, up to the middle 
of the Choire, and there having likewiſe made the like double Reverences , 
acended the firſt Haut Pas before the Altar, and divided themſelves , flanking 
even with the Purſazvants. 

la like manner the two Provincial Kings made their Entry, ( doing their Re- 
yerences ) and placed themſelves on each fide upon the ® edge of the loweſt 
Hart Pas, towards the Stalls. Thus they divided themſelves, not only here at 
their firſt entrance, but at all other times when they paſſed up and down, or in, 
or out of the Choire, during the foreſaid Feaſts. But for ſhortning of the Ce- 
remony, ( as of late hath been the uſual courſe) the Purſuivants, Heralds, and 
mar ng Kings joyn all in a Body, and perform this part of the Ceremony 
togetner. ; 

y —nPY the two® Junior Kzights-Companions enter, and paſhng on till they 

come near their own Stalls, there make their » double Reverences together , 
firſt towards the Altar, next the Soveraigns Royal Stall 3 then they divide 
themſelves, and take their ſtand 4 directly before their Stalls. Thus allo do the 
reſt of the Krjehbts preſent, at their entry into the Choire, and in the ſame order 
8 they paſt in the Proceeding to the Chapter-houſe 3 taking their ſeveral ſtations 
under their proper Stalls, until the Soveraier: ſhall have aſcended his Seat. But 
where any of the Kzights want his © oppoſite Companion, in ſuch caſe he enters 
the Choire alone. - ; 

And this manner of doing Revererce and Obeiſance , was introduced in the 
Reign of Heery the Fifth, and hath continued in uſe ever ſince. For whereas 
from ancient time, the Kniehts-Companions at their entrance into the Choire, 
and taking of their Stalls, gave Reverence to God, and towards the high Altar, 
John Duke of Bedford, arr. 6. H. 5. holding the Feaſt of St. George at Windſor in 
abſence of the Soveraign : It was then in Chapter decreed, That all the Compa- 
non? of the Order, whenſoever they entred into the Choire, and at their going forth, 
« likewiſe at their deſcent ſrom their Stalls, ſhould do Reverence to the Sove- 
nipn, if preſent 5 or if abſent, to his Stall - * by which Ceremony they ſhould owne 
im as their Soveraign, and acknowledee all manner of ſubjeFion and obedience to 
be due unto him. But when the S$overajer returned out of France , he fignified 
tothe Krzghts-Companions, as, much more reaſonable and conventent, * That at 
the Entrance and Departure aforeſaid , the devout Obeiſance due to Gods honor, 
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fould be firſt paid to God, and towards his Altar, after the manner of Eccleſia-, 


ſticks 5 and then , what of Honor was due to hin, to pay it next to Himſelf, or irs 
bir abſence, to his Stall. 

Next to the Krnights-Companions doth the Black-Rod , Garter , and Regiſter 
" enter in Breaſt, who proceeding alſo to the * middle of the Choire , do their 
double Reverences together, and then paſs to their Form, placed on the South 
ide of the Choire before the Soveraigns Stall, and ſtand betore it. 

Aﬀter them come in the Chancellor and Prelate, who having made their double 
Reverences alſo, go from the middle of the Choite, and ſtand before their 
form, ſet between the Soveraigns Royal Seat, and that other but now men- 
toned. As touching theſe two Forms whereon the Officers of the Order fit 1n 
the Chappel, there is a ſpecial Decree for the allowance of them, eatred at the 
X XX 2 end 
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end of the Cenfiitwtions of their Offices, which 1s this 3 * Within the Choire of the 
Chappel, during the Celebration of Divine Service , there ſhall be placed before the 
Soveraigns Seat two other Seats or Forms, ore before another ; upon one of which 
ſhall (it the Prelate and Chancellor of the Order, oz the other the Regiſter, Gar- 
ter, ard Uſher of the Black-Rod. 

Laſt of all, the * Soveraign entreth, (having the Sword born before him , but 
his Band of Perſporers [tay at the Choire door, to keep off the preſs) who co- 
ming to the *ſteps which aſcend to his Royal Seat , makes there a Reverence 
towards the Altar, and then aſcending thereinto , makes a © ſecond Reverence 
and ſeats himſclt. 

And when (in the Soveraigns ablence_) his Lieutenant proceeds to the firſt 
T'eſpers, he goes in the Soveraigns place, and afſloon as he hath entred the Choire, 
and is come near the Soverazers Stall, he ſtands, and makes a little pauſe there; 
then i doing his Reverences, firſt towards the Altar, next towards the Soveraigns 
Stall, after he hath again ſtood a while before it, he aſcends his own ( which 
like unto the the Stall of the Soveraign ( Emperors, Stranger Kings and Princes 
when preſent) 1s garniſhed with a! Carpet and Cuſhion laid before it ) where be- 
iog arrived, he makes the double Reverence a ſecond time, and then fits down, 

And now, in order to placing the Knights-Companions in their Stalls, Garter (( 
ſoon as the Soveraign (or his Lieutenant ) is ſet down ) maketh again his uſual 
Reverences, in the middle of the Choire, then turneth to the two Senior Knights, 
and doth his Reverence to each of them 3 whereupon, at one inſtant , they 
make thetr double Reverences ® below, where they ſtood, and forthwith aſcend 
at the ® firſt or Weſtern entrance , that goeth to the ſide Stalls 3 where being 
o arrive, they make again the double Reverence, and ſeat themſelves. 

But when the Soveraigns Lieutenant 1s preſent, each Knzeht adds a ? third Re- 
verence to him, both when they aſcend to, and deſcend from their Stalls. And 
this third Reverence , not only they, but all the perſons who paſs in the Pro- 
ceeding add to their double Reverences, ſo often as there is occaſion to make it, 
after ſuch time as the Soverarens Lieutexant 1s entred his Stall, and fo loug as 
he continues therein, both on the Eve, the Feaſt day, and the Morrow after, 

In hike order, and with like Reverences do all the reſt oft the Knights-Compe- 
ions (having each waited the ſeating of his ſenior fellow) aſcend their Stalls, 
where they proceed by pairs; otherwiſe they take their Stalls ſingly. But the 
place appointed for all but the two ſenior Kniehts-Companions to enter into, and 
come out of their Stalls, is the 4 middle entrance, or that at the * Eaſt end of 
the Stalls, which of them fall out to be next below each Kmebt's reſpective Stall, 
to avoid the trouble and inconvenience of paſſing before any of their ſenior 
Companions. 

The Knights-Companions being all ſeated, the * Prelate and Chancellor of the 
Order pals into the middle of the Choire, and having made double Reverences, 
return to their Form and fit down. After them doth the Regiſter, Garter, and 
Black-Rod, paſs thither, there make their Revercnces, and then fit down 0N 
their Form, in the order as they procceded. 

As touching the Sorerajer's other Attendants, we have obſerved, that the Ne- 
bleman who carries the $word retires before the Soveraien's Stall a little on the 
right hand, and the Lord Chamberlain of the Houſhold (if not a Knight of the 
Order) and the Vice-Chamberlain on his left, until the Soveraier give them leave 
to ſit down the Clerk of the Cloſet ſtands at the Soveraien's right hand 3 but 
the young Noblemer that carry up the Soveraign's Train, and the Gentleman 0 
the Robes, ſometimes repoſe themſelves upon the Steps going up to the Sove- 
raten s Stall. : 

This great Ceremony of the Soveraien and Kniehts.Companions entry 1ntO the 
Choire, and taking their $talls being finiſhed, preparation for the 7eſpers begin 3 
in reference to which the Prelate aſcends to the Altar; it being appointed among 
other things relating to the duty of his Office, That © 1rhenſoever the SOVveralgh 
ſhould think, fit to keep the Solemnity of $t. George at Windelor, he ſhould be of 
liged to be preſent to celebrate divine Service 5 which if he purpoſely omitted, . 
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is there provided, that 4 for ſuch omiſſion he ſhould be fined 20 Marks to the 4g £35. 8. p. 
colledge, to be laid out apon the Reparations that are there to be made, *<unleſs ** 333: 
he alledge to the Soverazgn and the Knights-Companions ſome reaſonable and juſt 
cauſe of his being abſent. And therefore, in caſe of Vacancy of the See of W-- 
cheſter, Sickneſs, or other lawful occalion for abſence, the Soveraige hath diſpneſed 
with this penally, and appoineed ſome other Biſhop to officiate for him. The 
Proceeding to the Altar on this occalion is in manner following. 

Firſt the * Serjeart of the Yeſtry makes a double Reverence, then comes before Prelates going 

: : : : up to the Al- 

the Prelate and makes a ſingle one to him, who thereupon ariſeth from his Seat, ar. 
and the Serjeart Y proceedeth before him into the middle of the Choire 3 where * 
ſtanding a little on the one ſide, the Prelzte*® there makes a double Reverence, ? Tx 
and from thence paſling forward after the Serjeant, and having aſcended the 2) + Rn 
uppermoſt Haut-pas before the Altar, he makes * one ſingle Reverence towards ® 
the ſame, and fo goes to the © North fide of it. 

In his aſcent to the Altar, he hath ſometimes made< three double Reverences, = yg _ 
2iz. one before his Seat, a ſecond in the middle of the Choire, and the third Car. r. 
on the firſt Haut-pas, and after theſe, the ſingle one above the Haut-pas's 5 all 
in a direct line before the Altar. 

After the relate hath arrived at the Altar, the two* Provincial Kings, Heralds d Collef. W.1t 
and Purſaivants, leaving their forementioned Station, join together, and pals S CL 
along the Choire, until the Kings come neer to the Form, whereon the Regiſter, 

Garter, and Blick- Rod (it, where all making their double Reverences together, 
they divide themſelves again on each (ide, and there ſtand. 

Laſtly, the Alms-Knights come down into the Choire in a Body, and there 
make their joint double Reverences, and then take their Chairs. 

The like in every thing is performed in the Chappel at Whitehall, and other pla- 
ces, where the Solemnity ofthe Feaſ# is obſerved ; where becauſe the Alnm-Knights 
are abſent, the Purſurvarts at Arms aſcend neerer the high Altar than when they 
are at Windeſor, that there may be room enough for the reſt of the Officers of 
Arzzs toſtand in rank, yet ſo that the Provincial Kines ſtand not further from it 
than the lowermoſt Hart Ps, to avoid preſſing upon the Junior Knights. 

All theſe Ceremouics being finiſhed, and the ſeveral Degrees in the Proceeding The Courſe of 
duly placed,the Choire, reſembling the celeſtial Spheres, where the Soveraign of Divine Service 
this moſt Illuſtrious Order fits as Sur. among the Plazets and Stars, the Divine Of- | 
fice is began by the Prelate in a molt ſolemn manner 5 which is now celebrated 
according tothe Order of the Book of Common Prayer, eſtabliſhed by the Adtts of 
Parliament made an. I. Eliz, & 14. Car. 2. being the ſame appointed in the Ru- 
brick tor the Evening of the 22.day of April, or for the Evening of ſuch other day, 
whereon the Feaſt by Prorocation hath been celebrated : Where ſometimes to 
ſhorten the Ceremony, the Prelate hath omitted the Confo//zon and Abſolution, and 
began with the Pater Noſter 3 and frequently inſtead of the 4tagnificit, or Nunc 
dizittis, or one of them, ſome choice-compoſed Antherrs are ſung to the Organ : 
and after proceeding on with the Cree4, and the reſt of the Prayers in the 
accultomed order, to that of St. Chryſoſtoxr, before which in the Reign of King 
James, was the following Prayer uſed throughout the Fealt. 


O Lord, ſave our King, 
And mercifully hear us, &c. 


Almighty and mof} merciful Father, we humbly beſ#ch thix in the 
- Mame of thy Son Chzid Jeſus our Lozd and Sabtour, to direct and en* 
bue Ring James nur moſt wozthy Governour , with the continual aud 
plentiful grace of thine boly Spirit, that as be ts anctently and rightly 
deſcended from the valiant and pzudent Pyzinces of this Realme, the firlt 
Founders and Erectozs of this moſt noble Order of the Garter , So be 
may abound and excell in all things acceptable to thir , namely in the 
matntenance of prety, peace, juſtice, and unity, to the ſuppozr of good 
Learning, relief of tbe poor and oppzeſed 3 and grant moſt gratious 
Lo2d, that all the Noble-men of this Realm, eſpecially ſuch ag be Com- 
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panionsof this moſt honozable Order , may be truly deboted to godlineſs, 

balour. and bertue , in ſuch (ozt, that God map be thereby the better 

honozed. their Soberaigne ſerbed, the Common-wealth ſecured, and the 

memoztal of their well-doing remain to thefr poſterity. And that we all 

inay live and dye in thy faith and fear, and walk in theſe good wozks, 

which thou baſt appointed us thzough Jeſus Chzilt our Lozd, Amen, 
D Lozd, long pzeſerbe James our King, and all the Companions of 
this molt noble Order of the Garter, Amen. 


Next followsthe Prayer of St. Chr y/oſtorr, and lalt of all the Zleſſzrg. After the 
pronounctug of which, at the Feaſt of St. George celebrated at Jindſor, in. the 15. 
year of the preſent Soverazer, there was an Anthem compoſed for the preſent So- 
lemnity, ſung to the Orger and other Inſtrumental Muſick, placed in the Organ loft : 
and this was the fir't time, that 1-ſirumental Muſick was introduced into the (aid 
Chappel. 

When the Yeſþers are ended, the * Prelate goes to the middle of the Altar, and 
there before it ( with great reverence ) makes an obeiſance; and thence (dta- 
king the Serjeart before him) deſcends to the middle of the Choire, where he 
makes his double Reverences, and ſo < returns to his Seat 3 whereupon all 
make ready to paſs out of the Choire in the following manner. And firſt, 

The Alms-Kniehts come from their Seats, and draw together into the mid- 
dle of the Choire, and having made their double Reverences, in manner firſt 
above deſcribed, they aſcend in a body upon the higheſt Hant Pas before the Altar 
(the Junior near to the Rails) and there dividing themſelves again, make a Lane, 
and ſtand in the ſame places they did before. 

Next them, the Purſaivarts, Heral4s,and Kings make their doubleReverences,& 
aſcend to the Altar,where dividing themſelves,they ſtand where they did before. 
All which 1s done, to the end the body of the Choire may be wholly cleared, for 
the Knights-Companions to deſcend into, and ſtand over againſt their Stalls. 

Afﬀeer this, Garter riſeth from his Seat , and paſling into the middle of the 
Choire, makes there a double Reverence, then going forward til] he *comeover 
againſt the Junior Knjebts Stall, ( for when they deſcend from the Stalls, hes 
the firſt) he there bows towards him. and (*<1if his Companion be preſent ) then 
turns himſelf towards the oppoſite ſide of the Choire, and immediately bows to 
him alſo, and then gives the fuſual Signal or Summons for the Knights-Compa- 
ions to deſcend , by the waving or bending of his Scepter towards them 
which done, he draws back to his Seat without any other Obeiſances. And 
the Reaſon given is, 8 for that at this time while Garter is retiring , the Junior 
Knichts are making their Reverences, and therefore it were not proper for him 
to be alſo doing his. ; 

Aſloon therefore as Garter hath given the aforeſaid Signal , the two © Junior 
Knights-Companions (it both be preſent, otherwiſe the Junior alone) riſe from 
their Seats, and ſtanding above before their Stalls, make their double Reverence 
i both at one time, and then deſcend into the Choire by the way they went up3 
where making a ſecond double Reverence, they forthwith place themſelves 
directly over againſt their own Stalls, and * ſtand there. $M 

Then the ! next Junior K»ehts ( or Knieht , if he be not paired with his 
Companion ) ariſe, and deſcend with like Reverences3 and in like order, do 
all the reſt that are preſent at the Ceremony , each with his oppoſite Comp 
7i0n 5 but if he be wanting, then he performs the Ceremony alone. ; 

When all the Xzjebts-Companions are come down . and placed before their 
Stalls, the Black-Rod, Garter, and Regiſter ftep forth , make their double Reve- 
rence all at once. then retire before their Forms, and ſtand there. After whom, 
the Chancellor and Prelate do the like. | 

Afloon as they have done, the Alms-Knjehts deſcend into the middle of the 
Choire (the Puiſnes going formolt ) and there, turning about by the left hand, 
as before, make their double Reverences together, and ſo paſs out through the 


Welt door of the Choire , and at ſume convenient diſtance thence , {tagd, on 
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the Preberds be allo come out and joyned to them, and moving a little fur- 
ther, when the Officers of Arzzs are come forth, all then attend rhe coming out 
of the Kniehts-Companions, and they, that of the SOveraien. 

Whilſt the A4/-75-XKnijohts are patling out, as aforclatd , the Prebends of the 
colledge came torth of their Seats into the Choire, and in the middle thereof 
make likewiſe therr double Reverence, and then paſs out ( the lerger of the 
Chappel going beſore them) and joyn themlclves to the Alms-Knjights. 

Next the Purſuivaris, Heralds , and Kines deſcend into the middle of the 
Choire, and there making a double Reverence, paſs likewiſe forward 

Then the two Junior Kzghts (or Knight, it his Companion beabſent) make their 
double Reverence in the middle of the Choire, over againſt their proper Stalls, 
and proceed forth, and fo do all thereſt in order, the Seniors Jaſt. And here (and 
all other times when the Kzjghts-Companions pals out of the Chozre, except inthe 
Grand Proceiſion) do the" Choriſters {tep in, and bear vp their Trains to the Preſence- 
chamber, which piece of Scrvice, was fo at firſt permitted, to intitle each of 4 
them to the fivour of a halt-picce gratuity, which the Knjobts-Companions have 
uſually beſtowed upon them, in recompence of thetr officions Attendance. 

After the Kniohts-Companions, the Black-Rod, Garter, and Regiſter make their 
double Revercnces, and paſs forward. The like do the Chinellor and Prelate, 
and follow them. 

Then doth the Soveraien riſe out of his Royal Seat, and having made his 
oberfance towards the Altar above in his Stall, he deſcends ., and doth the like 
again being defcended. 

ut when the Sooerauien 15 abſent, his Lieutenant deſcends from his Stall ® with "L MS 4. pen. 
uſual Reverences; and when he comes to the Sovereigns Royal Stall, hes ſtands 2 "_ 
awhile bufore the entrance into it, and then making his accultomed Reverence 
proceeds out of the Choire. : 

The $0verajen having made his Reverences, proceedeth forthwith out of the 
Choire, (the $word being born before him) thence he patleth through the South 
door of the Chappel, into the lower Ward of the Caſtle, and pretently enters 1nto 
the ſame way. by which he came to the Chapter-houſe 3 and as the Statutes do : 
ordain, P returns i” the wery, ſume order, viz. per modum Proceſſionis back to the _ na 
Preſence-Chamber. 

When the Servants and Aitendants of the Knights-Companions are arrived at 
tie great Gate, 1n the upper Ward of the Caſtle, cntring into the Soverazgns 
Lodgings 3 (or to the ſame place, as far as their number reached, to make rhe 
Lane for the Proceeding to paſs thorow , when the Soverargs: proceeded to the 
Chapter-houſe)) then do they begin to divide, and rank themſelves on either (ide 
the paſſage, through the $tove-Callery, up the Stairs to the Grzrd-Chamber door, 
n the ſame order, as they were marſhalledat the beginning of the Proceeding 3 
that fo the whole Proceeding may again paſs through thern. 

The Alms-Knivhts having emred the Gnard-Chamber, and being come near 
tothe middle, the Juniors begin to fall off on both {1des the Room: the next 
Sentors, Cand fo forward to their Governor) following duc order , do place 
themſulves up further in the Room. 

Whereupon the Preberds pats through the Lane to made, and aſloon as they 
Te palt the Al-r-Kniehts , tall off on either fide the Room , to the Prefence- 
Chamber door. Then the Purſuivants, Heralds, and Provincial Kings pro- 
Ceding through the Lane made by the Alms-Knights and Prebends, do torth- 
with enter into the Proſence-Chimber, and immediately fall oft on either fide, 
towards the Staic, the Kings of rs ſtanding uppermoſt. 

Then enter the Knjebts-Companions, and place themſelves on each fide of the q 
Nate, in ſuch order * as they ſat in their Stalls, the eldeſt neereſt the Statez but 1 w_ 
lach whoſe Companions are abſent, ſtand alone. After whom follow the fofficers eh N, Cl. 
df the Order, diſpolting themſelves conveniently neer the State. " 

Laſtly, the Souer.tien (attended as beforc) patleth to the itep before the State 3 
Where being arrived, he * turns his Face towards the Knizhts- Companions, who 
mnmediately make their Revercnces ® jointly to him, and he thereupon puts off 
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his Cap, and re-ſalutes them, which done, the $overaige and they withdraw 
into the Privy Lodgings, unti] Supper time. 
But 1n Queen Elizabeth's Reign, when the Feaſ# of St. George was kept at 
I hztenall, or at Greenwich, and the Soveraign (as was uſual for the ſaid Queen ) 
proceeded no further on the Eve to Veſpers,than to the great Cloſer, the ordinary 
way, and thence ſent her Lzeutenart into the Choire: Then in ſuch caſe, when 
reſpers were ended, the Lieutenant returned from the Chojre orderly through

2. the Grand Fea being held at 
mitehall. The Soveraien having a delire to take the Air, after he had taken 
leave of the Knights in the Preſence-Chamber, took Coach, and went into Hide- 
Park, taking the Duke of Monmonth and Earl of Oxford with him, and all three 
19 their whole Habit of the Order. The Duke of Tork allo at the ſame time, 
went in another Coach, his Dutcheſs accompanying him, but habited in full 
Robes likewiſe 5 and fo returned to Supper.

SECT. IL. 
The Proceeding to the Chappel in the Morning. 


Lbeit the Celebrations of the Feaſt of St. George take up three days 
incluſively, that is to ſay, part of the 22, all the 23. and part of the 
24. days of April; yet the 23. day [| the day of St. George] is the 
Grand day, wherein the chiefeſt and moſt ſolemn Ceremonies are 


can be deviſed, for the greater honor and luſtre of this Princely and Ancient 
Order of the Garter. 

1 The Ceremonits of this Grand day may be divided, into Sacred and Civzl; the 
J former ſolemnized in the Chappel, the latter in St. George's Hall. The Sacred (as 
I moſt requiſite) are firſt celebrated; in reference to which, the Krzghts-Compa- 
more then preſent at Windeſor, repair to the Soveraign in his Privy Lodgings, 
about the hour he had appointed them the night before, veſted in the whole 
Habit of the Order ; and thither alfo-repair all the Officers of the Order. 

In the mean time, the reſt of the Degrees and Perſons, which compleated the 
Proceeding to the Chappel, on the Eve of the Grand Feaſt (and before remembred_) 
@ repair to the ſeveral ſtations that were then appointed for them, and there 
Ktend the Soveraign's coming forth into the Chamber of Preſence, viz.

Here it will be proper to note , that though the Serjeart Trumpeter, and the 
Trumpets, do not paſs in this Proceeding, nor in that on the Foe ; yet at the 
Feaſt heid ax. 23 Car. 2. they {tood ranked one by one, when the Proceeding 
came forth of the great Gate, 1n the Upper Court to Morning Service, on the 
right hand againſt the Wall, butſounded not. | 

When the Soveraign having the Knights-Companions, and Officers of the 
Order before him) hach entred the Preſexce, the 8word is delivered to the Nol/-. 
7141 appointed to bear it; and after the Soveraiens uſual Salutation, and Knights 
Companions Reverences returned , the whole Proceeding (ets forward towards 
the Chappel in the ſame Order, as on the Fze 3 the Knights-Companions uaving 
their Trains born by ſome of their own Gentlemen. 

At the ® foot of the Stairs, entring the Clopſter or Stone-Gallery, do ® twelve 
Gentlemen of the Privy-Chamber attend, with a rich Canopy of Cloth of Gold; 
who, when the Soveraige approacheth receive him under it, and bear it over 
his head, © until he argyve atthe Chojre Door of St. George's Chappel 3 and this 
Canopy 1s carried over the Sover2ige anly in the Morning of the Feaſt Day, not 
in the Afternoon, nor on the Foe, nor the Day after the Feaſt. 

The Proceſſzonal way to the Chappel, is the ſame they traverſed on the ue, 
if the Soveraign and Knights-Companions march to the Chapter-Houſe firſt ; for 
9 anciently it was the Cuſtom to hold a Chapter in the Morning of the Feaff 
Day, either before Mattins, and ſometimes when © Mattins was finiſhed before 
the Grand Proceſſcon fer forward. This courſe received interruption in Queen 
Elizabeths time 3 during which no Chapter was held in the Morning, but in the 
f26. 8 31. 28, years of hcr Rceiyu, and then only for admitting of ſomeof 
the Officers of the Order. But the time of holding this Chapter, was reſtored by 
King Charls the Firſt , who ſeveral times held it before the firſt Service began, 
as inthe i 5. * 14. &! 15. Years of his Reign. 

But if no Chapter be at this time held, then as ſoon as the Proceeding comes 
near to the Chappel, inſtead of entring the paſlage between the Eaſt end of the 
Chappel, and King Herry the Eighth's Tomb-Houſe , (Cas it doth on the Fe, 
becauſe the Soverargn goes hrit to the Chapter-Honuſe) it proceedeth ſtraight 
on to the South Door of the Chappel, and thence into the Choire, Yet the pre- 
ſent Soveraign Arn. 15. of his Reign, appointed the whole Proceeding to pals by 
the ſaid South Door, along the Southſide of the Chappel, and then to enter in 
at the Weſt Door, which was then, and ſince, fo obſerved.

il, and Fecleſraſtical : Under the Military may beſt be comprehended Triumph, 
and the TranſeeFion of the Roman Knights; under the Civil, the pompous En- 
tries or Cavalcades of Princes, into or through any great City 3 and the Ecclej- 
aſtical are thoſe generally ſo called, wherein the Chur:h proceeds upon a ſolemn 
account of S»pplication or Thanksgiving: To all which, in the laſt place, ſhall 
follow the order of the Grand Proceſſion of this moſt Noble Order 3 which in 
reference to the Degrees of the Perſons appearing therein, is compoſed of a 
mixture of ſuch as are to be ſeen in each of the three former.

The C7vil Proceſſors or Cavalcades, are the ſolemn Entrics of Princes, into, Cavalcades, 
or riding through any great Cztz, which in all Ages have been let forth, with 
exceeding {tate and Pomp 3 being for the moſt part folemnized (eſpecially in 
theſe latter Ages ) at Inaugurations, Interviews, and Marriages of Emperors, 

Kings, and great Eſtates - as alfo at the Entries of Ambaſſadours, and upon ſuch 
like extraordinary occaſions, of which a few Inſtances. 

* Alexander the Great after the taking of Arbella, proceeded on towards P4- 1 p1 Vin, 
by!or, and upon his approach to the City, had it ſurrendred to him in a ſup- Bert «60. 
pliant manner by M2415, a perion of very great Fame and Eminency among lib. 5.pag.95 
the Babylonians 3 by whole Example many went forth to meet him, amonglt 
whom ® Bgaphanes the Kings Treafurer and Governonr of the Caſtle , that he 
might not come ſhort of 27:25 in his reſpe& to Alexander , ftrewed all the 
way with Flowers and Garlands, and on each fide thereof were placed Altars 
of Silver, which fumed with Frankinſence and all manner of Odors. After 
him followed divers great Preſets, droves of Cattcl and of Horſes, Lyons 
alſo and Leopards were brought forth in Coops, after theſe came rhe Chalde- 
ans, and both the Poets and Artificers of the Babylonians, with a fort of Muſi- 
cal Inftruments, wherewith they were wont to ling forth the praiſes of their 
Kings; the Chuldears, deicribing the motions of the Stars and the viciflitudes of 
times 3 next the Babylonian Troops, fo richly adorned both Men and Horles, that 
it inclined rather to Luxury, then Magnificence. Laſtly the Xing himſelf came 
attended with his Life-Guard, and ordered the multitude of Cittizens to fol- 
low after in the Rear of his Foot, entring the City in his Charriot.

As to their Proceſſion #por the River, the Order following 7s obſerved. Firſt, 
in the head of this Fleet paſſeth about two hundred Noblemen, each in his ſeverg| 
Farge, where they ſit in a gilt Cabin, and each Barge is rowed by three or fourſcoxe 
flares. Then follow ſour Barges aſſagned for the Muſick 5 and next follow about 
fiſty Barks of State, each having fourſcore, or fourſcore and ten Rowers, and after 
theſe come ten other gilt Barges, in one of which the King is ſeated in a Throne of 
Gold, attended by divers Noblemen, all upon their knees before him, and among 
them, one of the chiefeſt Grandees who bears his Standard. The Prince followeth, 
after him in another Barge with his Train, and after him comes the Queen and the 
Concubines each in their Barges apart 5 and laſily, in a great number of other 
Parges follow the Houſhold Servants and the Guards , ſo as this Proceſſion conſiſt; 
of twenty five or thirty thouſand perſons. ; 

Together with this great Ceremony, the ordinary Proceeding of the Kin 
of Japan, either on Horſeback or on Mens ſhoulders, in a Palangquir ( releres 
by the ſaid Mandeſlo, as allo by Fr. Caron in his i deſcription of Japan may 
be fitly remembred. Whether we regard the numerous Train and Atten- 
dants, or the manner or order thereof : k all of them marching with ſuch 
gravity and ſo orderly , that there is not only any one man to be ſeen out of 
his Rank, but a man hears not ſo much as a word ſpoken 3 which may well 
deſerve our wonder and admiration. 

There 1s in the Soveraigns Privy Lodgings at I/hitehall, the order of the King 
of Gulcandale his Ordinary Proceeding, when he goes abroad , ſet forth in Fi- 
gures about a foot long, it 1s of that Countries manner of Painting, and an ex- 
traordinary piece of Oriental Rarity.being ſent thence to Sir Martin Noel! Knight, 
and by him preſented to his now Majeſty. 

But we may not yet take leave of the Grandeur of theſe Oriental Princes, 
in relation to theſe pompous ſhows , before we have referred our Reader to 
Conraed Krammer s deſcription of the magnificent and unparralleld Proceeding 
of the Deyro, (who indeed is the true Prince of Japan) when he paſt from his 
own Court in the City of Meaco, to the Emperor of Japans Palace 1n the ſame 
City, on the 25. of O&. 1526. which 1s to be ſeen at large , ' Printed 1n Eg- 
liſh at the end of the forelaid Deſcription of Japan; nor may we omit this; 
That the preparation for the ſaid Emperors uſual progreſs from Jedo hispreſent 
Imperial City, to Xeaco. (the former Metropolis and as yet the Court of the 
Deyro, (being 125. Dutch Miles) to viſit the ſaid Degro, (which happens once 
in 5. or 7. Years) takes up a ® whole Year, before the Orders are given out, 
on what Day, and with what Train every man ſhall go. 

And to draw ſomewhat nearer Europe, the State and Pomp among the Turks, 
however barbarous enough in other things, yet in theſe Ceremonies are ex- 
cceding regular and ſtately 3 as may be ſeen in the Grand Seigniors Cavalcade 
to Sani/a Sophia , cut in Copper Plates by * Peter van Aelſt, as alſo in the order 
of his Crdinary *® Cavalcade, etched by Anthony Tempeſt. 

But enough of theſe. We now come to give ſome Account of the Gallan- 
try of our Chriſtian Princes, in this particular. Among whom the Triumphal 
? Entry of Maximilian the Firſt, Emperour of Germany, into Noremburg , 1 
excellently well delign'd, and cut in Wood by Hans Brofſebaemer. 

The Entry of the Emperour Charles the Fifth, and Pope Clement the Seventh 
into Bononis 1n Htaly, ar. 1530. in Order to his being Crowned King of Low- 
bardy there, is 4 graved in 40. Copper Plates with Jarge Figures, excellently 
well deligned, by Nicholans Hogenbergus. 

Jo. Anguſt. Paſtorins in his * Ada Publica , hath exactly deſcribed the ſolemn 
Cavalcade, of the preſent Emperor Leopold his Entry into the City of Franc 
fort upon the Xayr, the 19. of March 1658. where the 18. of July in the ſame 
Year (* non ſize difficultate & invidid tandem unanimi Oftoviratus conſenſs } 
he was Elefted Emperor of Germany 3 and the firlt of A»guſt following yon 
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his Inauguration folemnized there alſo. The Order of this Gallant (how 1s to 
be ſeen cut 1n braſs by Gaſper 4criar, 1n a thin © Folio, Printed at Fra fort the 
ſame Year. |; 

In the ſame A472 Publica, are alſo deſcribed at large, the ſeveral Entrances 
into that City, of the Electors of * 1/erntz, Y Tryers, * Collen, the Dulce of 7 $4x- 
ony, Count Palatine of the * Aheyre, as allo the Deputies or Subſtitutes of the 
two other Electors * Bavaria and Þ Brandenburgh : and the order of each Cuval- 
cade 1s likewiſe particularly fer forth in Copper Plates, cut by the ſaid Gaſper 
Merian, and collefted together in the forefaid Book. 

We could here inſert the particulars of divers other ſolemn Carelcades, exhi- 
bited upon Itke occaſions, but we are unwilling to dwell Jonger upon them, 
ſince many of them are to be met with. 

Here in Fzelaxd it hath been the ancient uſage for our Kires and 2ycens, the 
day betore their Coronation, to ride from the Tower through the City of Lov- 
don, 11 a moſt noble and magnificent Equipage. they being at thoſe times at- 
tended on by ail the Nobility, Officers of the Houſhold, and a gallant and (plen- 
did T rain. 

Among theſe, Proceedings, the order and pomp of that magnificent and nume- 
rous Cavalcade of the preſent Soverajen, from the Tower to IVhitehall, the day 
before his moſt happy Inauguration 1s worthy obſerving, in that his 1ajeſties 
Entertainments deſcribed by Mr. Ogilby, together with the ſumptuous Arches 
which then adorned the Streetsz and how well that ingenious Artiſt Mr. WWene- 
faus Hollar hath merited both in deligning and etching the ſame, is obvious to 
every ingenious Eye, 

Beſides thele, relating to the Inauguration of Princes, many other ſolemn and 
particular occaſions have been honored with ſumptuous Cavalcedesz ſuch was 
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that of our King Henry the Eighth, when he entred Boxlogze, and 15s to be ſeen in 


the Soveraien's Gallery 1n Whitehall, being painted by a Diſciple of Hans Holber. 

Such was that brave Cavalcade of the late Duke of Florence, celebrated at his 
Nuptialsz which, together with the Scenes and other Repreſentations, were 
etched by the moſt excellent James Callor, an Artiſt of incomparable skill and 
fancy in things of that kind. 

S$o alſo that of Lewis the Fourteenth, the French King, with his Queen Afariz 
Thereſa of Auſtria, into Paris, the 26. of Auguſt 1660. (hortly after their mar- 
riage, which was as full of ſplendor and magniticence as could be deviſed. But 
among theſe, and indeed above all, none ought more defervedly to be cele- 
brated, than that which patled through Loxdoz upon the 29. of 2/ay 1660. a day 
ſince made venerable amonglt us to polterity, upon the ſafe and molt happy re- 
turn of the preſent Soverizer, to his Crown and Kingdom, to the unconcetva- 
ble joy of all his loyal Subjects. 

In the laſt place, touching thoſe Cavalcedes made at the reception of Ambaſ- 
ſadors, we have met with two (and thole very folemn ones) deſcribed at large 
n the foreſaid < AF publica of f. A. Paſtorius, namely the entrance of the French 
and Spaniſh Ambaſſadors into Francfort, that, upon the 19. of Angſt 1557. this, 
upon the 24. of Afarch 1558. when the Eleftion was to be made of the preſent 
Emperor 3 both which arc likewiſe cut in Copper Plates, by the betore mention- 
ed Gaſper Merian. 

Adim Olearins in his Voyages and Travels of the 4-baſſadors from the Duke 
of Holſtein to the great Duke of Muſcovy, as allo to the King of Perſia, makes 
mention of ſuch Cavalrades., they being ordered according to the manner of thoſe 
Countries with very great Ceremony 3 Namely that of the 4 Turkiſh Ambaſſadors 
entrance into 2ſuſco 17. Sept. ar. 1634. he being met with 16000 Horle, be- 
lides the perſons who made up the Cavalcade. Likewiſe that of the Duke of 
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* Holſtein's Ambaſſadors entry into the ſame City 14. Avg. immediately before- e ri. p. 13; 
going. As alſo the entrance of the ſame Duke's Ambs/ſador into * 1ſpahar 1n fPag. 270, 


Perſia, the 2. of Aug. 1637. 

To conclude, the Cavalcade of the Poliſh Ambaſſador upon his Reception in- 
tO Rowe ar. 1633. was a moſt magnificent Ceremony 3 it being made publick 1n 
4jue Fortis,by the incomparable hand of Stephen della Bell.sa Florentine. And 
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And now to come within the Verge of the Order of the Garter, we ſhal 
here preſent to the Readers view, ſome tew, yet ſcarely Cavalcades, made upon 
te Soveraigns entrances , not only into IVindeſor Caſile , but other places Upon 
account of its Grand Solemnities, and of which we have happliy met with theſs 
tollowing Memorials. | 

The 20. Year of King Henry the Seventh, the Feaſt of St. Georee was celebra- 
ted at Baymards Caſtle in London; and the Sovera7ee (being at the Tower on the 
Fyz) Proceeded thence on Horſeback to St. Par!'s Church to I'eſpers , in the 
tollowing Order.

and all the Knyghts dfd on tt-yrs, 3nd ſo entryy the Church, where ſome:

vine Service, With the n+ and Chanons, &c, where they ſenſed ond re- 
cepved the Kyng as 4iccult-mep3 and from thens pzoceeded to the Queere, 
and entred their Sta'i >, and there herb Evenſonge ; and aftir Ebenſonge, 
the Kyng WIT the obyr nvghts robe to Baynards Caſtle his Logging, wher 
bys Þyghnels remapned that nyght. 


The ® 16. of April in the following Year, the Soverajoy began his Pilgri- 
mage to the Shrine of the Bletled Lady of Walſireham, and took Cambridge in

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With theſe, we ſhall remember the ſame Soveraigns noble reception of Pph3l- 
lip King of Caſtile at Windeſor, on Saturday the 31. of January, next enſuing

ſalued and embzaced obir. The King with many obir good wozdys welcom- 
ed him to his realme, and the Ring of Caſty!! with humble and lo- 
bing wozdys ſmyling, thanked the King of the great honours that be vid him, 
and alſoo fo2 the grete plefirs and kpndneſs, that the King had hewed and 
doon unto him, ſython bis ariball, and at divers tymes befoze; and cbe King 
toke the Ring of Caſtyll on His left Hand, and in good ozDonance Rode to» 
wards the ſaid Caſtyl of Windlor, the Dfficers of Armes beryng thepyr Cots 
of Armes, and the Kings Trumpetts blew at the metyng, and (oo by the 
way, &c- the Earle of Derby barre the Swerd right befoze the King. IÞþit is 
to be noted, that there was many INoble men berely well appornted, both in 
Cloth of Gold and Gold\ſmpyth werke, as mp Lozd Marquis, therle of Kent, 
therll of Derby, the Lozd Henry Stafford, with many and dibers odir Noble 
and Gentlemen, which all foz the moſt part, were in Uelver, and oder flkes, 
right honozablp apparelled 3 and when the Rings entred the furſt yate of 
the Caity!l, rhe Bynſtrells and Shackbuth play'd, and when they appzoached 
neere the place where they alighted, the Ring of Caſty!l tarrped, and wold 
habe alighted befoze the King, but the King would nos ſuffer him, but tooke

thence would have conbeped. the Ring of Caſtill ro the 4th Chamber, which 
was all hangen with rich Cloth of Gold, the bozdure abobe of Cremoſin 
Uelvett, and bzodered upon the Kings Armes, with otber the Rings debyces, 
is Roſes, Poztecolys Sc. but the Ring of Catti!! excuſed hym, and ſaid, that 
the King Gould noi take the paine to conbope him to his Logging, then the 
King ſhewed him. that all that be had paſſed thzough was and-thould be hts 
Logging , and that the King thowght that place honoured by his com- 
mpng, and called hym Sonne, and ſayd that he was as welcome unto 
dim, as though be had been bis owne MNaturall Sonne , and that his

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King had taken (00 moch labour and payne foz him, and foz any wozds 02 
thing that the King might doe, he wold convboye the King to his Lodging, and 
{30 be did; and after the King had owed bym his Chamber, and would he 
G0uld take no further paine, the Ring would ſomewhat have reconvoyed him 
but the King of Cattill would not ſuffer hitt, and ſoo they enter ſaluey the 
one the obtr and departed. 


Another moſt magnificent Cavalcade, was that of King Henry the Eighth, and 
the Knights-Companions into IWindeſor, upon the 27. of 244y, in the 11. year of hig 
Reign, being the day preceding the Eze of the Grazd Feaſt (during which he 
begun his Reformation of the Statutes of the Order ) which was ordered as fol-

on the 27. day of Viay being Friday, the King remobed from Richemont 


) towards his Caſtle of Windelor, and appointed them about one a Clock at 


Afternoon the ſame iriday, that all Noblemen, and oder which ould wayte 
upon bis Gzace, ſhould be ready between Richemont and Honſlowe to attend 
upon him, and in conſideration of a ſcarcyte and firaitnes of Lodgings, as 
well as in aboyding and cſchewing of the cozrupt air, ebery Nobleman wag 
tared and rated to a certain number of Þozſe, that is to ſay, ebery Duke at 
60 Þozles, a Marqueſs at 50 Þazſes, ebery Earl at 4> Þoſes, everp Baron at 
30 Þazſes, ebery Knight of the Garter Batchellor at 20 Þozſes, and no odre 
Knight 02 Nobleman to habe above 16 Þozſes, with their Carriages and all. 
And the King, thus right nobly companyed, robe to Colebroke, and at the 
Sign of the Katherines Wheel the King rook-His Courſer, and big Henchmen 
richly apparelled followed, and alſo the Rings Þozſe of State led, Gartier 
King of Arms woze His Coat of Arms, the Lozd Richard Fox Bythop of Win- 
cheſter and Yrelate cf the Order. with many vdze great Eſtates, gabe their at- 
tendance upon his Þighneſs, The Qucen andy the Ladies, and their Com- 
paignies ood in the feilvat the Towns end, beſides the high way towards 
Wuindeſor, to fee the 'Kings noble Compagnte paſs by , and then the Queen 
rode to the flerp nert way to the Cattle. The King rode by Slow, and fo to 
Eton Colledge, where all they of the Colledge ſtood along, tm manner of Prc- 
ceſiion, receiving his Gzace after their cuſtom, 

e?The K og entred Windeſor with his great Iþozſes, that is to ſay nine 
Courſers wich nine Children of Honor upon them, and the Maſter of the 
Kings Horſes upon another great Courſers back, following them. having and 
leading the Kings Horſe of Eſtate tn his hand, that is to ſay, a rich Courſer 
with a rich Saddle, and trapped and garniſhed following the King, and ſo 
entred the Caltle. 

qAt the Caltle Gate, the Miniſters of the Colledge receribed the King with Pro- 
celtion, and the King and Knights of the Ordre, at the Church boze, took their 
MDantlcs, andentred the Quere. and food befoze their Stalls, till the Sove- 
raign had Offred and retozned to his Stall; then eberp Knight offered acto20- 
ing to his, as by the Statute ts ozdained, and entred their Stallys, which was 
a long Ceremony o2 eber they had all offered, becauſe of the great number 
of Knights that then was preſent, which were 19 in number beſides the S0- 
veraign.

© Another Cavalcade offers tt (elfe here, namely that of King Philip and £3. p10. 
Aueene Mary, who, after the Darrtage ſolemnized betweene them ar Win- 


cheſter the 15. of July 1554. artbed at Windeſor the 3. of Auz. following, 
where , at the nether end of Peſcod-ſtreer., they were met by the £ajoz of 
Windetor anD his Bzethzen, and thence (the Trumpets ſounding) thep Pro- 
ceeded with the Officers of Arms befoze them, tnto the Caſtle, till they arribed 
at the Weſt door of the Chapel], where was pzepared a Fozm with Carpets 
and Cuſons, and at their entry, the Byſthop of Wincheſter ſenſed them. 

The Queene habing received the Mantle of the Order, wirh a reverenttal 
kiſs from the Earl of Derby and Penbroke (to whom it had bien pzeſented by 
the Regiſter of the Order) put it upon the King (aſtified by the ſaid Earles) 
the Earls of Arundcll and Penbroke, receibing the Collar of the Order from 
Garter, pzelented it to the Queene {with the Iike Ceremony as was the Mant'=) 
who put it about the Kings Neck, 

Then all the Knights Companions put on their Mantles, within the Ch:- 
pell Dore, and Proceeded into the Choire, any ſtood befoze their Stalls ac- 
cording to ancient Dzder. Then the Queene went into her Stal! , taking 
the £1vz by the Þand, and ſetting him inthe ſame Stall with her, and ai- 
ter a [ittie (pace; they both deſcended and Pzoceeded up to the Iigh Altar 
(the Queene keeping the right hand) and there Oftfred; after which; they 
retorned to their Stall, where they repoſed themſelbes, while all the Knighrs 
Companions preſent Did Otter, according to their Degree, and bad taken their 
Stalls accozding to their ancient Cultome. Then was Te Deum, and de 
Profundis ſung, which being fintſhed, thep came all downe from their Stalls, 
and Proceeded ta the Chapter Houte Dore, where the King. and all the 
Knights Companions put off thetr Mantles: and tmedfately going out of the 
Chapell, they tooke their Þozles at the Chapell Doze, and Proceeded in 
Ozder, up to the Caſtle, where thep repoſed themſelbes that night. 


In the laſt place, we may properly add the duty of the Colledge of the royal 
Chappel of St. George , touching their Reception of the Sorrera#gn , upon [pectal 
occaſions 3 to wit, the manner to be obſerved by them intheir Proceeding,to meet 
the Soveraien of the Order, at his firſt coming thither in his royal State, or in his 
return after ſome great Victory, or extraordinary Action performed, or ſome 
Foreign or unwonted Atchtevement 3 according to the moſt decent manner there 
obſerved, by the moſt invincible Prince King Hezry the Fifth, 1n the 9. year of 
bis Reign : at which time he ordained, that this his Cere-20nial ſhould be firmly

before ther, with two Torch-bearers, and two Cenſers. The Regiſter of the Or- 
der bearing the Kings Mantle, is to preſent it to his Majeſty, who being therewith 
inveſted by the Cultos, aſſiſted by the ſenior Canon, the King 3s to be Cenſed froe 
limes, and then taking the Crols to kiſi, from the hand of the Cuſtos, or ſome one 
the more eminent Prelates then preſent, he is to be condufed, in way of Proceſ- 
ton, to the Chappel, the Knights- Companions preſent veſted with their Mantles, go- 
mg orderly immediately before the King, until he hath arrived at the Faldſtool be- 
fore the high Altar, for that purpoſe adorned, and there kneeling, till the end of the 
Reſponſory, to be ſure by the Choire, at his arrival, by appointment of the Pre- 
centor, to wit, Honor Virtus, or ſore ſuch like, anſwerable to the Aﬀair in hand, 
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with a Prayer alſo correſpondent. And then kiſſing the venerable part of the Crof; 
of our Lord, and the Heart of $r. George, he 3s to offer, and then to betake him. 
ſelf to his $tall, and there to ſit, till the Knights of the Order have alſo offered, each 
in their turns, and placed themſclues again in their Stalls, and until the Anthem 
De Profundis hath beer ſung by the Canons, with the accuſtomed Prayers; they the 
Knights-Companions are to deſcend from their Stalls into the Choire, each of them 
bowing himſelf towards the Altar, every time they ſo come down, and thence pro- 
ceed through the middle of the Choire,, anto the place where the Chapter 3s to be 
celebrated, at the hour of Tierce, the Soveraign of the Order following in the Lift 
place, as in all other Proceſiions, and conſequently in his abſence, his Deputy do. 
ing the ſame. Theſe things thus performed, they are to get up on Horſeback , an 
condutt the Soveraign into the place appointed by the Statutes; and the Proceeding 
being finiſhed, the Bells are to ring at convenient ſeaſons, 


As touching Eccleſtaſtical Proceſſions, they are of great antiquity in the Chri- 
[tian Church; {ome are ordinary and ſtative, other extraordinary or indictive. 

The Ordinary, are thoſe celebrated on Aſcerſcon-day, mentioned by * St, cþy;. 
ſoftom, and on the Parification, by St. Auſtin, Rabanus, St. Bernard, and divers 
others. The Extraordinary are commanded and appointed by authority on ſe- 
veral occaſions; fuch was that which * $ozi3zz#5 makes mention of, at the tranſ[a. 
tion of the Reliques of St. 24letzs, So alſo that of * the Chriſtians of Antioch 
(when Julian the Apoſiate commanded the Coffin of St. Babzlas to be removed) 
who went a Proceſſzon with their Women and Children, rejoicing and ſinging 
Davids Pſalms, and removed the Reliques of St. Babylas , from Daphney to 
Antioch. 

A like Proceſſion do we find celebrated, within the moſt Noble Order of the 
Garter, on ® Wedneſday in Eaſter week, being the 27. of Afarch 1504. at Green- 
wich, upon reception of that noble Relique the © right Leg of St. George, ſent to 
King Henry the Seventh, then Soverazgn, from the Cardinal of Kower being Tegat, 
by a Chaplain of his own, an A4zgsſtize and Abbot of ------------------ by Meaux; 
which was molt ſolemnly ordered in the following manner.

Chorifters. And in reterence to this magnificent Solemnity (whether it fell out 
to be celebrated at 1/indeſor, or at any other place, where the Soverazgn kept 
his Court) we are to conlider, the (1.

Laſtly, The way through which the Grand Procejſron palleth, Cwherefoever 
Celebrated) 1s fenced in by the Yeozzer of the Guard, and the Knights-Compa- 
nious Attendants and Servants, who ſtanding on both fides, make a ſpatious 
Lane for it to paſs through, and keep off the Crowd, from preffing upon it. 

The third conſideration relating to the Grand Proceſſzor, 1s the Order and 3. The Order 
Manner thereof; and herein (as to particulars) the more ancient times afford !* Proceeding. 
us very little light. Nevertheleſs, that the ſame hath been Celebrated (even

As to Place and Precedency, not only among them who Proceed here in Bo- 
dies, but alſo thoſe that walk ſingly by themſelves , it is the ſame, in all points, 
with the Soveraigns Proceeding to the Chappel, on the Eve of the Grand Feaſt : 
(Concerning which we have 4 already ſpoken largely enough) only here are qChap! 20; 
ſome Perſons added; which go notin that, namely the Gentlemen and Choriſters Se#+2. 
of the Soveraigns Chappel at IFhitehall , and the Petty Canons, Vicars, and Chori- 
fters of IFindeſor; the whole Order is as followeth. .

Then the Knights-Companions being all come down, and having made their 
accuſtomed Reverences, ſtand each under his proper Stall. 

Then the Black-Rod, Garter , and Regiſter riſe, and after Reverences made, 
{ſtand before their Forms. 


So do the Chancellor and Prelate. 
This done, the Alms-Knights came down from the Altar, and paſling into the 


middle of the Chgire, make again their double Reverences, and proceed out of 
the Chozre. 

After them, all the Choriſters paſs in a body to the middle of the Choire, and 
having made their double Reverences (lo do all that follow) proceed forth, two 
and two. | 

So do the Vicars of Windeſor. 

Next four of the Petty Canons come from their Seats, into the middle of the 
Choire, and there begin to ſing the Hymn. 

Then followeth the Serjeat of the Yeſtry, bearing his gilt Rod. 

After whom, the Gentlemen of the Chappel at Whitehall. 

Next, the Yerger of Windeſor Chappel, bearing his Silver Rod. 

Then the Prebends of Windeſor. 

After whom, the Officers of Arms come down from the Altar, and pals on. 

Then the Knzghts-Companions, the juniors firſt. 

Then the Black-Rod, Garter, and Regiſter. 

The Chancellor and Prelate. 

The Nobleman that bears the Sword of State. 

Then the Soveraign above in his Stall, makes a Reverence towards the Altar, 
and being deſcended, another below , then paſſeth out and enters under the 
Canopy, which waits him at the Chozre door, having his Train carried up; the 
Lord Chamberlain of the Houſhold, if he be not a Knight of the Order, at- 
tending ſomewhat behind the fide of the Canopy, on the Soveraign's right hand, 
and the Yice-Chamberlain at the like diſtance on his left, for ſo they waited 10 
the Grand Proceſſron an. 23. Car. 2. 

And laſtly, the Band of Penſtoners, who attend in Guard on each ſide the $9 
veraign and Knights-Companions, with their Captain in the head of them. 

In this order (at this day) they proceed with great devotion, the whole Choire 
ſinging the Office appointed, which heretofore was the Letany 3 but that Sppli- 
cational Proceſſion, is now converted into a Hymn of Thanksgiving, compole« 
by the Reverend Doftor Brune Ryves, the preſent Dean of Windeſor, and Reg?

In this Grand Proceeding, we obſerve the Habits ſo ordered, that the more 
grave and civil, being placed between thoſe that are rich and gallant, entertain 
the Beholders with a more delightful proſpet. For ſuch we ſee are the Officers 
of the Order , who proceed between the Soveraien and Knights-Companions 3 
the Canons of the Colledee, who pals between the Heralds and Gentlemen of 
both Chappels3 and laſtly, the Alms-Knights who go immediately before the 


Choriſters. 
The Regiſters of this Noble Order make frequent mention of divers perſons of 8, The Sove- 


rank and quality, who at this Solemnity of St. George, put themſelves upon the — oby HY 
duty of attendance on the Soveraien, becaute, otherwiſe, related to his Service, nue. 
although in reference to the Order not ſo concern'd, as to be taken into the Pro- 
reding. Such are divers of the Nobility, ſometimes great Ladies, many conli- 
derable Officers of the Honſhold, and other Conrtiers3 all richly habited and at- 
tired, thereby adding to the Gallantry of this ſolemn Ceremony. 
Concerning theſe it 1s remembred, ar. 35. Eliz. that the $overazgn's Proceed- 
ng in publick to the Chappel, was not only attended in all points by the Xnights- 
Companions, and ® other of her Nobles, but accompanied alſo with a great Train « Li8.C.p 125, 
of her Ladies of Honor, and a numerous concourſe of Forezrers and Domeſticks, 
looking on and wiſhing all happineſs. 
Nor may we here omit ſome other Servarts, who attend upon the Soweraign 
and Krzghts-Companions at the Feaſt, they deſerving notice, both for their num- 
ber and rich Liveries. Such were the Herxmer anciently (now called Pages of 
Honor) who waited on the Soveraign 3 Upon the Knights-Companions attended 
divers Gentlemen, wearing Blue Coats, and on their left Sleeves the Cognizances 
of thoſe Lords whom they waited upo:., adorned with valuable Gold Chains: to 
thele we ſhall add, both Pages and Footmer, always clad in exceeding gallant 
and rich Liveries. 
At the Feaſt of St. George, an.I I. Car.l. there was Exceptions taken by the Earl 
Ilarſhal, at the Earl of Berkskires Servants, for that their Cognizances were 
adorned with > Coronets ſet over them, and it was thereupon © Ordered, to be ® ach 
amended againſt the next occaſion of wearing them, upon a publick account. _— 
And by ſpecial directions from the late Soverazer King Charles the Firſt , in the 
beginning of his Reign, 4 the Coats of the Footmer, belonging to the Knights of 
the Order, were then, and for the future, forbid to have the Garter embroider- 
ed about their Badges, as being too great an abaſement of that firlt and chiefeſt 
Enſign of the Order, to be worn by perſons of ſo mean rank 3 which excels, for 
tne ſame reaſon, deſerves reformation, in the Iater-12ers Badges, too frequently 
worn within a Garter, in this Age. 
The Herxmen followed, in the Grand Proceſſron, neer to the perſon of the $0- 
terajer, but the Gentlemen, Paccs, and Footmen belonging to the Kniehts-Compa-

To compleat the pomp of this great Ceremony, we may ( in the laſt place) 
fitly remember the 272/74 as a part thereof 3 1t being particularly taken notice 
of, in molt places of the Regiſter, where the Grand Proceſſuon 1s recorded, The 
Choires both of the Soveraign's Chappel at Whitehall, and this at WWindeſor, being 
here (as before is noted) united; all ſinging the ſacred Hymn together, while 
the Grand Proceſſuon devoutly paſleth on. 

This Hymn was compoled and ſet with Verſe and Chorus, by Captain Cook 
Maſter of the Chil/4ren of the Soveraien's Chappel ; by whoſe direQtion ſome In- 
{frumental loud Mulick was at that time introduced, namely two double gack- 
bots, and two dorble Conrtils 5 and placed at convenient diſtance, among the 
Claſſes of the Gentlemen of both Choires, to the end, that all might diſtindtly 
hear, and conſequently keep together, in both time and tune. For one $ach- 
bot and Conrtal was placed before the four Petty Canons, who begun the Hymy, 
and the other two, immediately before the Prebends of the Colledee. 

And now behold the $culp of the Grand Proceſſzon, as it was ordered upon 
this ſolemn occaſion, ar. 23. Car. 2. deſigned and etchedy Mr. 1Wineſlans Hollay : 
in which, the Poſtures and Habits are expreſt with ſingular ſpirit and 
freedom, 

Upon the return of the Grand Proceſſron to the Choire door, the Alms-Knights 
firſt advance into it, and after double Reverences, aſcend above the Haut Pas's 
to the Altar. 

Next the Choriſters, and in like manner the Vicars, Petty Canons of Windeſor, 
Gentlemen of the Chappel, and Prebends go to their Seats. 

Then the Officers of Arms pals up, and joyn to the Alzrs-Knights. 

After this, the Knjghts-Companions enter and ſtand before their Stalls. 

The like doth the Blick-Rod, Garter, and Regiſter. 

As alſo the Chancellor and Prelate. 

Then doth the Sovcraien take his Royal Stall. 

The Kmnights-Companions aſcend their Stalls. 

The Officers of the Order fit down on their Forms: And all this is done in the 
ſame manner and order, and with like: Reverences, as at their entrance into 
the Choire on the Foe of the Feaſt. | 

Then the Prelate, with two Prebends (appointed to read the Epiſtle and Goſpel) 
are conducted, the one by the Serjeants of the Yeſtry, the other by the Verger, 
up to the Altar (which they approach with uſual Reverences) the Prelate pal- 
ſing to the North (ide, and the Prebends to the South, to finiſh the remaining 
part of Divine Service. 

Whereupon the Officers of Arms deſcend into the Chozre, and, 

The Alms-Knights go down to their Seats. Which, while they are ſo doing, 
the two Prebends put on their Copes, at the South ſide of the Altar. 

This done, the Prelate begins the ſecond Service. 


SECT. IV, 


The order of the Second Service. 


HE order and courſe of the Second Service, ſince the time of Reforma- 
tion in the Church of FEreland, hath been celebrated according t9 the 


directions ſer down in the Book of Common-Prayer , eſtabliſhed by Ad of

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parliament, being the ſame commonly uled on any other Feajt day x excepting 
that a peculiar Epiſtle and Goſpel, made proper to this Feſtival, hath been ap- 
ointed to be read in their due place of the Service.

The Office appointed to be uſed on this Feaſt day in the Chappel of St. Georee, 
in indeſor Caſtle, before the Reformation, may be ſeen in the Brewizrie and 
Miſſale ad uſurm ac conſuetudinen Sarum, which we have tranſcribed hither ; for 
(in regard that the Colledge of Windeſor was ſituate within the Diocels of Salis- 
burp) the Statutes of the Colledge did appoint and ordain, * that the uſe and cy- k Cap.

The accuſtomed time of Offring Gold and 8ilver on the Fezf? day, is men- 
tioned 27. 22. H. 8.to be after the® Soverazor?s return to his Stall, trom the Grand paar os 
proceſſcon, 1n the time of high Maſs3 and at this day begins, immediately after 957 Toke 
this tirſt Sentence of the Offertory 1s pronounced by the Prelate, 


Let your light ſo ſhine before men, Oc. 


This ſaid, the Orgazs begin to play (continuing fo throughout the whole Ce- 
remony) and forthwith a Groozz and Pace of the removing Wardrobe (with Re- 
ycrence lir{t made) nnroll a long Carpet, and ſpread it trom before the Altar, 
downward, upon the Haut pas, aſcending thereto, and then ſtand on each fide 
thereof. 

Which being dene, the Alms-Knizhts firſt, next the Purſnivants, Heralds, and 
provincial Kines aſcend in uſual order, to their wonted Stations before the .4/- 
tar, and dividing themſelves, flank the Carpet on both fides. 

Then Garter i{teps trom his Scat, and, after his double Reverences, and the 
uſual manner of waving his Rod, the Knjghts-Companions deſcend in their ac- 
cuſtomed and regular order, and ſtand before their Stalls. 

After this, the Bl:zck Rod goes from his Seat, makes his double Reverences in 
the middle of the Chojre, and aſcends neer to the Alter, towards which, making 
a lingle Reverence, he turns his back, and immediately the Groozz of the re- 
moving IFuzr:robe, delivereth unto him a little Carpet, anciently ot Silk, now of 
Cloth of Gold, which he (the ſaid Groom afliiting) ſpreads over that before 
mentioned, lying on the Haut Pas's to the Altar. 

Morcover the ſaid Groom holds upon his arms, a fair C»ſhez of Cloth of Gold, 
for the Soveraign to kneel upon, at the time of his Offring, which the Black Rod 
forthwith lays upon the upper Haut Pas, before the Altar. And note, that aſ- 
well in delivering as receiving the Cher, each of them take the A4ſ/zy thereof, 
by kiſſing it, 

Thefe preparations for the Sovrriien to offer, being made, the Prelate of the 
order takes a large gilt Baſoz into his hands, to receive the Soveraien's Offring, 
and placing himlelf 1n the middle of the Altar, ſtands before it with one of the 
Preben:ls to aſfilt him.

All which 
was confirmed by King Edward the Third, by the Biſhop, and Dear, and Chapter 
of $4/isbury, to whole Juriſdiction the Colledge of Windeſor doth belong, and 
alſo by the Biſhop of I/incheſter, Prelate of the Garter, the laſt Day of Novem- 


ber, 1352- 


Nor do we find but that in purſuance of theſe $tatutes, the Dear and Preberds 
of the ſaid Co!ledge, have conſtantly enjoyed them, until Dr. Monntagxe came to 
be Biſhop of 1/incheſter and Trelate of the Order 5 who, it ſeems, challenged a 
right to the Offerizgs, which he had received at the Feaſ? of St. George celebra- 
ted at IFindeſor an, 21 Jac, Reg. Whereupon in a Chapter held on the laſt Day 


of the ſaid Feaſ?, the # Deaz and Canons made their complaint againſt the WE

The Return to the Preſence. 


Mmediately after, all prepare to paſs out of the Choire, and to proceed back 
| to the Preſence-Chamber, which 1s done in every point and circumſtance, as 
is ſet down to have been obſerved, 1n the Soverazens return from the firlt Yeſpers. 

That is to ſay, 

The Alms-Knjehts aſcend to the Rails before the Altar, and divide themſelves 
on either (ide. 

The Purſuivants, Heralds, and Provincial Kings paſs up to their uſual (tation, 
on the Haut Pas's before the Altar, and there divide themſelves ikewile. 

Then Garter ſummons down the Knjghts-Companions, who orderly deſcend 
into the Chozre.

The Soveraign himſelf, being attended, as when he entred the Czozrez at the 
Choire door he is received under the Canopy, by the Gentlemen that bear it, 
and from whence the Bard of Penſioners follow his perſon. 

The Proceeding pafleth on through the South door of the Chappel, and here, 
the 7-4mpets are taken in, and placed before the 4125-Knights, who found all 
the way up.till they arrive at the ſtairs foot, going up to the Guard-Chamber : and 
alloon as they ceaſe, the Dr»zrs and Fiſes begin to beat and play. 

Thence the Proceeding patleth into the Preſence-Chamber, whither 1t firſt 
ought to go, before the Soverajen pals into the Great Hall to Dinzer, and being 
there arrived, the Knights-Companions take their ſtands as uſually, and after the 
Soveraign's ſalutation and their Reverences, the Soveraien retires into the Pravy- 
Camber for a little while, and the Knichts likewiſe retire themſelves, till notice 
be given that Dinner is ready. 

When the Feaſt was heretofore held at 17hitehall, the return of the Soveraig? 
(or his Lieutenant) and Knights-Companions, from the f (econd Morning Service 
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on the Feaſt dzy , was through the great Hall and Guard-Chamber into the Pre. 
ſence, and thence they retired into the Privy Lodeings till Dinner was ready 
Bat fince the Grand Dinxer hath been prepared 1n the Bangquetting houſe there 
the Proceeding hath paſled from the Chappel, through the ſaid great Hall, gyer 
the Terrace (while 1t ſtood) and fince, from the Chappel, up the Stairs into the 
Guzrd-Chamber, down into the Great Court, and ſo through the covered Walk 
into the ſaid Room; where being entred, and the Soverazer arrived neer the 
State (after Salutation and Reverences made, as uſually done in the Preſence. 
Chamber) the Soverajgn and Knights-Companions retired till Dinner was ready; 
and hereupon in this Room now, as formerly in the Preſence, doth the Proceey: 


ing from the Chappel take its termination. 


SECT. VIE. 
Of the Dinner on the Feaſt Day. 


HE Soveraien and Knights-Companions having for a while retired, after 
their return from Mornive Service on the Feaſt day, they make ready to 
g0 into St. George's Hall to Dinnerz where all things are prepared againſt their 
coming. But more particularly, the Soveraign's Proceeding to the Hall is, when

Upon the foreſaid notice, the Soveraien and Knights-Companionus Come forth 
of the Privy-Lodgings into the Preſence-Chamber, with the Officers of the Order 
before him, and paſleth to the 5 middle of the State; where turning about, he 
makes a ſtand, while the Knjeþts place themſelves on either fide, in their ® uſu 
order, the Officers of the Order iretiring a little on the one fide and on the other:

they retire backward, and go to Dinner. Concerning which, we had a full and 
remarkable inſtance in the 13. year of the preſent goverziver, when the Duke 
of Tork and other Knights were Inſtalled : For after Garter had proclaimed the 
Soveraign's Stile, and he, together with the Officers of Arms, had retired to the 
lower end of the Hall, they all proceeded agan, as at proclaiming the Soveraign's 
Stzle, to the upper end of the Knights-Companions Table, where his Highneſs 
the Dvke fat, and there Garter cryed Lareeſs twice , and proclaimed his Stile in 
Engliſh 5 then atter a joint Reverence made, Garter and the Heralds now joining 
with him cryed Largeſs twice.

At the Feaſt there celebrated by the preſent Soverazgy, in the 15. year of his The Queen's 

Reign, the Soveraign's Stiles were not proclaimed (as many times heretofore) — —_ 
until the ſecond Conrſe was ſet upon the Table, but it was by the $overazen's par ene 
ſpecial direction, becauſe he expetted the Qyeers coming into the Hall, to fee Order of the 
the ſtate and glory of the Feaſt; who ſtaying ſomething long, and the ſecond ve 
Courſe being already bronght to the lower end of the Hall, and the Sove- 
raign leeing it {tand there, gave command it ſhould be ſet upon the Table, but 
that the proclaiming of his Stiles ſhould be yet forborn. Immediately after, 
the 2xcer attended with her Ladzes, entred St. George's Hall, and paſling up the 
middle, came to the Soveraien's Table, where ſhe was ſeated on his right hand.

fore, at which time he was employed a Commilſitoner hither , the Ambaſlador 
of Denmark came 1n along with the others. 

Laſtly (for we would not be over tedious with Inſtances) when the Grand 
Feaſt was held at Whitehall ar. 19. Car. 2. the Swediſh Ambatlador had not only 
a place afligned him in the Chozre, at the North ſide -of the Altar, to behold 
the Solemnities on the Feaſt diy in the Chappel, and when the Grand Proceſſion 
pailed into the Corrt, he allo went out at the little door on the North fide of 
the Chappel; up to the Greeneloth Chamber, whence he had a fair proſpect of it, 
and thence returned to behold the Ceremonics of the Offring. But when the 
Soverarige was at Diner, he entred the Barquetting-houſe trom the Privy Gallery, 
and paſling to the Soverazer's Table, ſtood there on the left hand of the zee, 
thence he went to ſajute the Knzehts-Companions at their Table, beginning with 
his Highneſs the Duke of Tor; and at all theſe places was attended by Sir Charles 
Cotterell 114ſier of the Ceremonies. 

ln the laſt place comes 1n the Bazqret, brought up to the Soverazgn's Table by 
the Per/toners, 1n the lame order, and with the fame Attendants as are the Sove- 
raign's Melles; only, in the place of the Clerk of the Kitchir, the chief Clerk of 
the Spicery waits, but the Banguet for the Knights-Companions, 15 brought up by 
the Teomenr of the Guard.

ing.) 4 at the ſecond Pefpers, before they entred the Chojire, they went aſide to 
the Soveraiens Cloſet,and there debated the ordinary affairs relating to the Order: 
but beſides this [nſtance, many other are ſcattered up and down the Regiſters. 

And frequently, both at #hztehall and Greenwich, (this Feaſt being there 
celebrated) hath this Chapter been held in the Soveraigns * Cloſet , near the 
Chappel; from whence, at the breaking up thereof, the Soveraign hath now and 
then in 8 Perſon, proceeded into the Chappel, to the ſecond Yeſpers. But gene- 
rally * remained in the Cloſer, during the celebration of thoſe Divine Offices : 
and in ſuch caſe, the | Lieutenant ſupplying the place of the $overaigr, hath pro- 
ceeded from the Cloſet, through the Hall into the Chappell, Where note, that 
the k Proceeding from the Preſence to the Cloſet before the Soveraign, and thence 
into the Chappel ! before the Soveraigns Lieutenant (as allo the returns thereof) 
are ordered 1n all points, as on the Eve of the Feaſt. 

But, if the Soveruign do not proceed to the ſecond Yeſpers, then is this Chap- 
ter held, in ſome convenient Room of the Soveraigns Privy Lodgines, before 
the Proceeding begin, for ſo it was an. ® 6 Fliz. and ar." 13 Car. 1. when (at 
the hour of Tierce) many things were Decreed in a Chapter there celebrated, 

As ſoon as the Chapter riſeth, the Soveraign and Knights-Companions, proceed 
to the Feſt Door of the Choire, where the Alms-Knights being arrived, firſt 
they, after them the whole Proceeding enters, 1n the. uſual order, and with the 
accuſtomed Reverences and Ceremonies ; all placing themſelves, as they ar- 
rive at the Stations and Scats formerly mentioned, and in that manner and Or- 
der, as they did at their Entry into the Chojre, to the firſt Yeſpers. 

Which Ceremony of the Soveraign and Knights-Companions entrance and Sel- 
ſion in their Stalls, b=ing finiſhed, the Prelate aſcends to the Altar as before, 
and begins the Divine Service, during which, the Scruteny for EleGFion of Knights 
is moſt commonly taken; of which we have ſpoken at large in the Chapter of 
Eleclions. 

When the ſecond PYeſpers are finiſhed, the Proceeding paſſeth out of the Choire, 
the Knights-Companions and the Soverazen following, andreturns to the Preſence 
Chamber, whence He and the Knights-Companions retire till $ypper be ready; 
all things being done, as when they paſt out of the Chozre, and Procceded to 
the Preſexce at the finiſhing of the firſt Yeſpers. 

But 4. 15 Car. 1. it hapning to be late, ere the ſecond yeſpers were ended, 
the Soveraien went ® not to the Preſence Chamber trom the Chappel, but marched 
directly to the great Hall to Supper, by Torch light. 

When the Feaſt hath been kept at Whitehall or Greenwich, if the Soveraign 
went ? into the Chappel to the ſecond Yeſpers, the return of the Proceeding was 
immediately thence through the great Hall, and up intothe Preſence. But if the 
Soveraign proceeded no farther then the 4 C/o/er, and there ſtaid, both holding 
the Chapter and during Divine Service 3 then the Soveraiens Lieutenant as he 
came from the Chappel, paſt alſo through the Great Hall, and up into the Guard 
Chamber and thence to the Cloſet, where receiving the Soverazer,they all proceed- 
ed thence before him into the Preſence 1n the uſual order; where the Proceeding 
ending, all retired till Supper was ready. Nevertheleſs if the $#pper on the Feaſt 
Day at night was prepared in the Barquetting-Houſe ; then the Soverazens return 
from the Chappel or Cloſet, was over the Terrace, into the ſaid Room, and up to 


the State there.

T is obſerved by the Author of the Rationale,upoht our Book of Cormmon- 
Prayer, * That great Solemnities have ſome days after them, to continue a Pae. 128: | 
their memory z# Prorogationem Feſti, which are * added as Attendants in b nid, 174: 
honor of the Feaſt. And it may be well enough preſumed, that upon this 
=> ground, the Founder lengthened out the'Feaſt of St. George with part of 
the following day ; one being too little to contain all the Ceremonies, delign- 
ed by him to ſet forth the State of this high Feſtival.

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Among the * Jews, the laſt day of the Feaſt of Tubernacles was taken for the 
greateſt day 5 but though 1t be not foto be underſtood here, yer doth this latt 
day {hare ina very great part of the Solemnity of the Feaſt; for in the diſtri- 
bution of the Ceremonies, there are appointed to it particulars, both Cizil and 
Solemn. As firſt, the Affairs tranſacted in Chapter, chiefly concerning the Fle&ion 
of Knights, with their Proceeding to the Chappel 3 and ſecondly, the Services uſed 
i the Chappel, iz. the 9ffring of Gold and Silver , and Hatchments of deceaſed 
Knights-Companions. 

The bringing of the © Sword into the Preſence, the ſetting the Proceeding in or- 
der, and the manner of the Soveraign and Knights Proceeding to the Chapter- 
houſe, 1s performed in the ſame tort as it was on the Fve of the Feaſt; the So- 
lemnity differing only in this, that then the Soveraign and Knights-Companions 
are obliged by the $ruttes, to proceed in full Robes ; here, by the indulgence 
of King Henry the Erghths * Statutes all are dilpented with , faving the upper 
Robe or Afantle - and where then, the Image of St. George was worn pendent 
at the Collar of the Order, now a blew Ribband ſufficeth ; and in lieu of their 
Caps and Feathers, they now wear only their ordinary Hats. 

Firſt, therefore the © Knzghts-Companions and Officers of the Order, repair to 
the Soveraigns Privy Lodgings, and there attend his going into the Preſence 
Chamber. 

The Officers of Arms, Prebends, and Alms-Knights, as allo the Kniehts-Compa- 
rions Servants, (habited as the Day before) meet in the ſeveral places they then 
did, and there wait the Soveraigns coming forth. 

The Soverazen attended with his Train-bearers, enters the Preſence, and takes 


his Stand before the State. 
The Proceeding advanceth towards the Chapter-Houſe , in the accuſtomed 


Order. 
Generally, and for the moſt part, the Proceeding paſlſeth on foot (and ſome- 


times on Horſeback) the publick way : yet the late Soveraign King Charles 
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the Firlt, uſed now and then, to paſs theprivate way, * over the Terrace. But an. 
I5 Jac. Reg. there was no ſolemn proceeding at all, for the publick way was fo 
; peltered with Carts, that the Soverazgn and Kniehts-Companions were con- 
ſtrained to paſs to the Chapter-Hoxſe 1n their ordinary Apparel, and put on their 
Mantles there. 

It was the ancient Cuſtom, to celebrate a Chapter in the Morning of the laſt 
Day of the Feaſt, before the Sowveraigr proceeded to the Chappel, whereinto 
the Soveraign and Knights-Companions entring and opening the fame, have given 
diſpatch to ſuch affwrs relating to the Order, as were, either not finiſhed or 
treated of in the Precedent Chapters : but the chief buſineſs then is to make 
Eleftion of Knights, where any Stall 1s void. 

W hich Chapter, hath ſometimes (when the Soverazgn did not go to the Chap- 
pel) been kept in the © Privy Chamber, and the preſent Affairs diſpatcht in that 
Room3 and then the Soverazens Lieutenant waving the Chapter-Houſe, hath pro- 
ceeded ſtraight on to the Chappel, and entred in at the South Door thereof.

The Pre/zte (with the Serjeant of the Yeſtry betore him) goes up to the 
Northſide of the Altar, aud begins the Morning Service. ; 
FFfe Alter 
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After kim, the veroer of the Colledee proceeds up before two Preberds; who 
put on their Copes on the South{ide of the Altar, and affiſlt in the Divine 
Ottices. 

But whereas the late Soveruign King Charles the Firſt, of ever Bleſſed Memory, 
had throughout all his Raign, a Sermon preached before him, on every Tueſday 
Morning, it ſometimes fell out that this latter Feaſt day, hapned to be on a 
Tueſday, (as it did an. 2. of the ſame Soverazer at Whitehall) and then at 
ſuch time as the Frelate was otherwiſe to proceed up to the Altar, the Pulpit was 
brought into the Choire, and placed inthe 8 middle of the lowermoſt Haut Pas 
and immediately the Sermon began : which being ended, it was removed, 
and forthwith the Þ Prelate proceeded up to the Altar as uſually, and began 
Service. 

In this Morning Service (before the Reformation of our Church) was thei 14aſ 
of Requiem folemnly ſing by the Abbot of Tower-hill, for the Sonls of the 
Kniohts-Companions and all faithful Souls departed 5 and this was taken care for 
by tae © Statutes. 

As alſo, that at the Celebration thereof, ! all the Krights at the Feaſt ſhould

Atter all the betore-mentioned Ceremonies in the Chappel',' and Divine Ser- 
vice are end, the Prelate deſcends from the Altar to'his Form 3 Whereupon 
all prepare to go out of the Choire (which is exattly performed in the uſual 
order, as on the Foe of the Feaſt ) from whence, the S$overazgn and Kniehts- 
Companions moſt commonly proceed to the Chapter-Houſe,where being entred,they 
immediately i put off their 242ztles, and therewith the Ceremomies of this Grand 
Feaſt take ending. Fa 

Heretofore, whenthe Feaſt was held at Whitehall, the Soveraigns Lieutenant 
and Kniehts-Companions were accuſtomed, to put off their 1antles 4 without the 
Chappel-Door, alloon as they returned from Morning Service. But an. 13 Car. 1. 
at the finiſhing of this Afornive Service, the © Proceeding went back before the 
Soveraign to the Preſence-Chamber, lo allo an.

UT perchance, becauſe the cultom of theſe Celebrations at home began to 
B be neglected, at leait ſeemed indifferent to the abſent Knights-Companions, 
either to obſerve or not to obſcrve them, it was thought needful by King Heyry 
the Eighth to revive, as allo to enfarge the Law in this particular, and therefore 
in the T1. year of his Reign, firlt 1n explanation of the ſaid 11. Article of the 
Statutes of Taſtitution , He declared, and enjoined the wearing of the whole He- 
bit upon the Fre of St. George, viz. the 22. day of April, whether it ſhould hap- 
pen to fall within the Feaſt of Eaſter, or without, if the Knight-Companion were 
at liberty, and not under reſtraint. Then he enumerated the times for wearing 
its to wit, on the Eve, at all times of Dzvine Service, Dinner, and S»pper 3 and 
all this to be obſerved, unleſs in cafe of War, Sickneſi, Journey, Gor other jult 
impediment, when if the abſent Knzght did wear the Garter and George, either 
1n a Gold Chain, or Silk Ribband, it ſhould be accounted ſufficient. 

About three years after, when the ſame Soveraign made a general reforma- 
tion and explanation of the Statutes, he enjoined ſome other particulars to be 
done and obſerved by the abſent Kniokts-Companions ( whether, by < Licenſe 
or otherwile, anv of them were in his own Houſe, or any other place, and not 
under reſtraint) that is to ſay, he ſhould be bound to prepare a Capital Stall 
in the Church or Chappel, where he deſigned to hear Service, to the honor of the 
Soveraien: In which Capital Stall ſhould be ſet up the Arms of the 0rder within 


a Garter. . — 
He ſhould be likewiſe bound,to erect another * $ta/l, that ſhould be as far in di- 


ſtance(according tothe proportion and length of the ſaid Church or Chappel) trom 
the $tall of the $overajen, and on the fame fide, as was the ſaid abſent Knights 
Stall in the Caſtle of Windeſor, and thercin ſhould place his own 4r#rs. More- 
over he ſhould wear the £ whole Habit of the Order, and ſhould hear Þ Dive 
Service, ſuch as by the Church is ordained for the ſaid time; aſwell the Even, 
the Morning, as the Afternoon on the Feaſt day. Then, that he ſhould firſt do 
i Reverence towards the Altar, in the honor of God, and after towards the Stall, 
wherein was fixed and ſet up the Arms of the Soveraign, aſwell and as often at h1s 
coming in, as at his going out of the ſaid Church or Chappel, as alſo as often 3s 
he ſhould paſs before the laid Arms. But k Emperors, Kings, Princes, Or EleGors,

2. In placing his own Stall (with his 4r-2s5 over 1t) at its juſt diſtance from the 
Soveraien's; to which purpoſe it is nece{lary paar Garter (ſend him a Scheme of 
the Stulls on both lides the Choire. 

3. In proceeding to the Church, both at 3 a Clock on the Exe of the Fea/! 

(where, habited in full Robes, he muſt behave himſelf in all things, as it he were 
at I/indeſor) and all other times while the Solemnity continues. That he be 
attended by a convenient number of Gentſezzen before him, well habited, with 
the Officers of his Honſhold, and allo his inferior Servants in Liveriesz two and 
two together,according to their Qualities and Degrees, bare-headed 3 who are to 
rcturn in the ſame order as they go 5 the Gertlemzen-Uſhers alloare to go bare- 
headed, and the Heral1, if preſent, to take place next betore the Knzehts perſon. 

4. In his Dizzer on the Fezſt day, that 1t be noble, and his Attendance at the 
Table futable; and that he dine and ſup alone at all times, unleſs there happen 
to be a Knight-Companion with him. 

5. In his 0ff:ring of money, that he make it not only on the Feaſt day in the 
morning, but the next morning alſo, afloon as the firſt ſentence of the Ottertory 
is pronounced. 

6. That at Evening Prayer on the Feaſt day, and alſo at the Supper following, 
he obſerve all things, as on the Foe. 

7. In wearing his Habit of the Order, until after Supper on the Fxe, and al! 
the Feaſt day, until ſupper be ended at night. 

8. That on the Arrow atter the Feaſt, he proceed to the Church tn bis Man- 
zle only, and when Divine Service is finithed, then to put it off at the Church 
door. 

And it any thing elſe, in the before recited Article ſeem ſhort or obſcure, 
the large account in the Preparations for the Grand Feaſt, and courſe to be ob- 
ſerved in the celebrations thereof (before laid down and handled) will (uffict- 
ently clear and explain, without the aſhti{tance of any further Comment. 
But here we mult note, that though the Statutes leem uot to oblige the abſent 
Kniehts-Companions, to hold the Ceremonies of the Feaj?, longer than the Fver- 
ing on the Feaſt day, yet by the practice of enluing years, they were extended 
to the Aorrow after, and conſequently oblerved by the abſent Krzjghts, fo long 
as the Soveraign and Knights-Companions pertormed them at J/;ndefor, or elfe- 
where. 
It the abſent Kzjzht be a perion of eminent Degree, he is to be attended by a 
Heral:l, or Purſaivant at Arms, or both, during the Solemnity of the Feaſt; to adde 
the greater Juſtre thereto, Thus was ® Prince Arthur ar. 15. H. 7. attended at ® £16. N. pag. 
Hereford; and the like honor was deligned to the Earl of * Leiceſter, when he n Collett, W. te 
kept the Solemnity of the Feaſt in the Low Conntries, and had been performed, #: Et. 
but that the Herald dyed before St. George's day. 
The nature of this Officers Employment on ſuch an occaſion, will partly ap- 
pear out of the T-flrufions, given by * Sir Gilbert Dethick Garter (purſuant to 9 Ex Autogr, 
the dire&tions of the Statute) to Henry Rees alias Berwick , Purſuivant at Arms, Shear == 
the 3. of April an. 1565. which were to this ctfect. 
IT. That he ſhould ſee a Capirzl Stall provided for the Sozerajer ( though 
not there _) with a Cloth of State , and before it a Carpet and Cutlhen , 
with 
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with a Scutcheon of the Soverazgr's Arms, impaled with thoſe of St. George 
fixed thereon. 

2. That the*Kn7eht's Stall ſhould be decently trimmed, with a Scutcheon of 
his own Arzzs, fixed at the back of it, and that this Stall ſhould be placed a good 
diſtance from the $over4ign's Stall, according to the largeneſs of the Chappel. 

3. That he ſhould go before the Knight-Companion, to and from the Church, 
both on the Fzer of the Feaſt, and Feaſi day, in his Coat of Arms; uling ſuch 
Reverence as is meet and convenient, and lit on a Form before the Soveraien's, 
Stall. 

4. That on the Feaſt day at Dinner, after the ſecond Meſs ſhall be ſerved up 
Chaving on his Coat of Arms) he ſhall proclaim the ſaid Kzjght's Stile in French,

SECT. IM. 
How to be obſerved in caſe of Sicknels. 


UT in caſe of $:c4neſ7, and ſuch as hath confined the abſent Kmight to his 

Bed, or would not permit him with ſafety to go out of his Chamber; the 
cultom was to prepare a C.pital Stall for the Soveraign of the Order, with a 
Cloth of State, Carpet, Cuſhens, and a Scutcheon of the Arms of the Order, im- 
paled with the Arms of the Soveraigz, and his $tile underneath, inthe 3 Chamber 
where he lay 3 as alſo another Stall for himſelf, placed according to the before 
mentioned directions, which were there to remain during the Feaſt. In which 
Room alſo were the Divize Offices celebrated, both on the Eve, the Feaſt day, and 
the Aorrow after. And if the * abſent Knight were ſo ſick: that he kept his Bed, 
then was his whole Habit of the Order laid thereon, during the time the reſt of 
the Knjehts-Companjons are enjoined to wear theirs, © according to the ancient 
Cuſter an! $tatites 5, and upon this account, Ambroſe Earl of Warwek falling ill 
at Greenwich, when St. Georoe's day was there celebrated ar. Zo. Fliz. retired to 
his Chamber. and tierce * 1at 1n his Robes. 


ECT. IV. 


In what manner the Feaſt bath been obſerved by abſent Knights. 


N relation to the Celcbrations performed by abſent Knights, the Black Book, 
{ gives us a punctual account in a conliderable Precedent 3 namely, of the 
Feaſt of St. George holden in the Palace of Hereford, by ® Prince Arthur, an. 15: 
H. 7. he being then 1n the Government of his Principality of Wales, and had 


with him Sir /t7chard Pool, one of the Companions of the Order, then his High- 
nels Chan rl2in 3 this worthy Knioht took care, that all thoſe things, which the 
Sol-mnity of the Feajt required, and the Soverargn and Knights-Companions 
obferve, according to the torm of the Statutes and accuſtomed manner, 
be moſt exactly performed; and indeed * there was nothing intermit 
Meſi, in the firſt and ſecond veſpers, which ſolemn cuſtom required (hou) 
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done, in Cenfing, Fuming, Proceeding and Offcring , aſwell the Prince as the 
aid Sir Richard, but it was undertook and performed with much exacnelſs. 

Beſides, the Princes Sword was born and held before his Stall, and his Herald 
erformed his Service with all diligence 3 alſo the Soveraiens Herald ſtood all 
the while before the Soverazens Stall, which was adorned with accuſtomed Or- 
naments : and laſtly, the & 3i/hop, who celebrated Divine Service, had his Seat k @id, p. x54! 
erected near to the hight 4/tar. 

But the publick menzorials of Sir Herry Sydneys holding two ſeveral Feaſts 
of St. George, the one at Shrewsbury, and the other at Lxdlow, is worthy of a 
place here3 lince theſe two Corporations, have cauſed them to be conſpicu- 
ouſly recorded in their Tows Hu!!; and from whencel made Tranſcripts, when 
I accompanied ;/l;a-2 Dugdale Elqz Norroy King of Arms, in his Vilitation of 
Shropſhire, An. Dom. 1663. 

That at Shrewsbury, being writtenin Jarge Letters, upon a pain of Wainſcot 
over the Chimney, in the Chamber of Concord, in the Town-Hall, 1s as fol- 
loweth. 


Be it remembred, that inthe Year of our Tord 1581. and in the 234. Tear 
of the Rejen of our moſt dread Soueraign Lady Sneen Elizabeth, the Feaſt 
of the moſt noble Order of the Garter, was right honourably kept, in the good 
and right renowned Town of Salop, by the Right Honourable Sir Henry Sidney, 
then Lord Preſident of the Council, eſtabliſhed iz the Principallity of Wales 
and Marches of the ſure, one of the Compamions of the ſame Order : the 
Arms of the Soveraign and others, Kings, Princes, and Nobles, ther Inſtal- 
led, in the ſail Noble Order, were fixed in the Church of the ſame Town, 
during th? Service and Ceremonies, belonging to the ſame Order. 

Be it further remembred, that at that time then was Fleed but not Tnſtal- 
led, theſe Princes following, Rudolphus the 2d. of that name Emperor of the 
Romans, Krrg of Hungary ad Bohemia , Arch-Duke of Auſtria , Henry 
the 3d. French Kizg, Chriſtian Kizrg of Denmark , and the moſt Noble 
Prince John Caſimire Duke of Bavaria and Palatine of the Rhien; ther be- 
ing Bailiffs, William Jones, and William Hering , who together with the 
Chieftains of the ſeveral Companies of that good Town, 451 3» wofl decent 
fort attend upon the ſaid Lord Picſident , during the ſaid Fealt, together 
with the Aldermen and Bailifts, Peers, zz their Scarlet Robes, and other 
Chieftains. 


In the Gallery of the New-Honuſe at Ludlow are yet remaining, the ſeveral 
Scutcheons of thoſe Knjghts-Companions, which were let up fn the Chancel of 
St. Lawrence Church in Ludlow, in the 24. Year of Queen Flizabeth, when the 
Feaſt of St. Ge»rge was folemmized there 3 before which the following memo- 
rial 1s allo fairly written. 


Be it remembred , that in the Tear of our Lord God --- - -- and in the 
24th Year of the Reign of the moſt Excellent aud Famous Princeſs, Elizabeth 
by the Grace of God, Queen of England, France, 4nd lreland ; The Fealt of 
the moſt antient and moſt Noble Order of the Garter , was honourably kept 
in the Town of Ludlow, at the uſual days for keeping of the ſaid Fealt, by 
the Richt Honourable Sir Henry Sydney Knight, Lord Preſident of the Coun- 
cil eſtabliſh-d in the Principallity of Wales and Marches of the ſame, and 
one of the Companions of the ſame Order. The Arms of the Soveraign, and 
all the Princes 44 Noblcs, beizg Companions of the ſame Noble Order, and 
FEnſtalled, were fixed in the Church of the ſaid Town; and there remained 
during the Ceremonies. And be it further remembred, that before the ſame 
Fealt there were Elected and not Enſtalled, theſe Princes whoſe names follow, 
Rudolphus the Second Emperonr of the Romans, King of Hungaria and Bo- 
hemia, Ar-{-Druke of Aultria, Henry the Third the French King, Chriſtian 
King of Deamark, and the moſt Noble Prince John Caſimire Duke of Bavaria,

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$3 and Palatine of the Rlien, --------- maniſeſily fixed in the Church --<; 
Cn ovocmecos then Bailiffs in their own perſons did honour the Feaſt, with 


their attendance. 


Moreover the Town of Ladlow, toſhew their due reſpects to Sir Herr y Sidney, 
and readineſs to contribute to the Triumphs of this Solemnity , met and drew 
up the following Order, which we found entred in the Town Regiſter. 


Icth day of March 1581. an. 24 Fliz. 


T is agreed upon by this Aſſembly, that Mr. Baylifis ſhall call before them, 
| the ſix perſons undernamed of their Brethren, as ſoon as conveniently may, 
and they all to confer and lay down a place, how my Lord Prefident ſhall be 
gratified by the Town, towards the keeping of $t.

The exccution of which command was accompanied with a * Poſtſcript of a 2 See before 
Letter, whereby he acquainted them with the Pezalties they ſhould be liable to, 74 455 
for their neglect and omiſlion of due obſervation. - 

And we find, that in the following year, when the Soverazen (being at Ber- 
wick) had prorogued the Feaſt to Windeſor, the Letters of Notice, which Sir 
James Palmer (then Deputy Chancellor) iſſued out, ro the Knights-Companrions. 
contained a Clauſe to the foreſaid purpoſe; * That thoſe Knights-Companions, * Palm mw

But the Order of the Garter hath outvy'd all others in this particular; for as 
the reputation which the Knights-Companions, While living, derived trom' their 
admiſiion into ſo renowned and 1Iluſtrious a Body, ſpecially Knights- Subjeds, 
who were thereby advanced to a Fellowſhip with their King and ſupreme Lord, 
and made Companions to Emperors, Kines, and Princes, was very great ; {o 
were the {eyeral Honors paid to their memory after their deceale, particularly 
in the Royal Chappel of St. George at Windeſor, very remarkable not including 
the Solemnitics at their publick Faxeral;, many times hapning elſewhere; and 
theſe we hnd reducible to five heads. (1.)) The number of Aſſes celebrated for 
tncir Souls departed. (2.) The faltning Plates of their Arms, at the back of their 
Stalls. (3.) Offering up their Atchieverrents at the Altar, and (4. Depoliting 
AMiniles in the Chapter-houte at 1/7ndeſor. 

As to the celebrating of Aſſes tor the deceaſed Knights-Companions, though 
it might ſ{ulhce to fay, that it was done confonantly to the perlwalton of thoſe 
times, yet we ſhall not think 1t much to g1ve the reaſons thereof, as we find 
them laid down 1n the Prefuce to the Black-Book of the Order, in direCt relation 
to'this ſolemn Ceremony pertormed tor them. 

bit was the general opinion then, That Afonaſteries, Convents, and Colledges, 
were founded out of this motive, that, among devout, charitable, and well di- 
(poled Chriſtians, there ſhould be a continual harmony of Prayer, as well for 
the living as the dead. For the I7vine, that, in Peace and War, they might 
manage all their Affuirs with piety, prudence, and good ſuccels: For the Dead, 
that having obtained remiſtion, they might reign together in eternal bliſs. © And 
not knowinz what dangers might ſurround them, the living thought themſelves 
obliged the more tervently to aflilt them with their Prayers; ſuppoſing it un- 
certain, whether they were in glory or torment. 4 That by pious Prayers, they 
might endeavour to turn Gods vengeance, due for the many fins committed in 
this life, iato clemency 3 inatmuch as continual ſupplication was indeed very 
prevalent, and might reach the cars of the Almighty. That this kind of com- 
memoration moved the greateſt Prizces, to beſo expenſive 1n ſumptuous Stru- 
tures, for the atlembling ſuch as thoultd continually pray therein, as allo infe- 
riour perſons, according to their abilities. to promote their own and others fal- 
vation, And that the Princes reticcting on the uncertainty of their own lives, 
and conſidering, that many were 1n their Services cut off, amidlt the hazards of 
War, and how doubttul fuch a departure was, endeavoured to aflilt them in the 
next World, {ince they could no longer do it in this3 which, it by any thing, 
was to be performed by Prayer. Out of theſe pertwaſtons, that this was availa- 
able, they had their recourſe thereto, and ſo began to inſtitute perſons and pla- 
ces, For the making of Prayers to that cnd. 

With what hath been delivered concerning the motive of this office for the 
deal, it may be alſo obſerved, that the Founder of the Order admitted into its 
Inſtitution, the commemoration of the departed Souls of the Kniehts-Companions 3

But this Article relates only to the Knights-Companions, not to the Soveraicns 
of this moſt Noble Order; nor do we find, that any of them had Plates of their 
Arms and Stiles ſet upon the back of their Stalls, in manner as is before pre- 
ſcribed, to the reſt of the Knights-Companions. 

King Henry the Eighth in his Body of Statutes, alters this Article in three par- 
ticulars; firſt, as to the time of ſetting up their Plates, he appoints it to be (not 
after their death, but) 1 within a year after the Inſtallation of every Knight- 4 
Companion: Secondly, as to the nature of the Aetul, that it may be ſuch *© as f A 
the Kn7eht ſhall pleaſe himſelf: And laſtly, as tothe ze, though he alſo reſtrains 
the Knights Subjects to a lefler, than thoſe of the firſt Founders, yet gives he lt- 
berty to Knights Strangers, tofule their Plates and faſhions at pleaſure. 

As to the tirſt of theſe, we find not, but that it hath been duly obſerved. But 

the laſt (the //ze of the Plates) as will appear upon fight, hath been little re- 
earded : For the very Plates of thoſe Knights, who were inſtalled ſoon after 
the confirmation of theſe Statutes, and thence downwards, are bigger than thoſe 
of the firſt Founders. As to the other , relating to the Metal they are off, it is 
to be acknowledged , that the ſucceeding Kmnights-Companions, did prudently 
follow the example of their Predeceſlors, who appointed their Plates to be of 
Copper , and thereby unexpectedly deteated the delign of Avarice and Rapine. 
Of which we have an inſtance in the Duke of Irirtemberg's Plate, for that be- 
Ing of Silver and large withal, gave ſo great a temptation, that in the late Wars 
It was forced from the back of the Stall whereto it was fixed, with ſome dif- 
ticulty ſure, ſince they could not get it thence, without carrying away ſome part 
of the Wainſcot along with it. 

But if the Metal of theſe Plates, were of ſmall value, the workmanſhip about 
them, was extraordinary, eſpecially of late; the Plate it felt being gilt over, 
and the colours of the Armory and Supporters richly enamelled : all which, 
though it added much luſtre to the Shield, yet did it nothing contribute to the 
advantage of the Thief. 

In tra&t of time, many of theſe noble and remarkable Memorials were by 
lacrilegious hands torn off and imbezelled 3 which the Jate Soveraign of ever 
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pious memory having taken notice of, and delirous to put a ſtop to a milchief, 
not in his poiver to prevent, as alloto preſerve the remembrance of the Prece- 
dent Knichts-Compinions, commanded the Dean of Windeſor to deſcribe the 
Stiles of thoſe that remained 1n a Book , which he accordingly did, and laid jt 
up 1n the Colledze. But what became of this Book, our moſt diligent Enquiry, 
could never find out. So that in May, Ar. Dom. 1659. by the civil permiſſion 
of Colonel WWhichcott , then Governour of WWindeſor Caſtle, all we could do, 
was, to draw the 4r,z5 and coppy out the Stzles, engraven on the Plates, then 
remaining (whilit Mr. 1Wineflans Holler was imployed by us to take ſeveral, proſ- 
je7s of the Caſtle and Chappel)) from which, we have drawn theſe following ob- 
JerVations. 

Firſt, That for many years after the Inſtitution of the Order, the Plate 
whereon the $/h7el{ was engraved, bore no other Inſcription, but the deceaſed 
Knizhts name fet at the foot thereof, under the Scutcheon of his Arms. Afﬀers- 
wards his Clicf Title of Homorr began to be added, though now and then in 
theſe firſt and elder times, both were omitted, as allo their Creſts. But about 
the beginning of King F-zry the Eighth's Reign, not only the Kn7ehts chief 
Title, but all other his Ti#/es of Dignity, whether Honorary , or Officiary, (and 
every thing in that kind due) were drawn together in one Inſcription, conclu- 
ding with that of Kz3g/t of this molt Noble Order, and which, about the ſame 
time, the Knzghts-Comparions uled to inſert into both publick and private In- 
ſtruments of writing, wherein any of them were concerned, a cuſtom obſerved 
by the Kzghts of other Soverzicen Orders abroad. For 1n an 8 Inſtrument, da- 
ted at Bulloign, the 20th of Febr. an. 1549. by the Noblemen and others that 
were appointed to treat of a Peace. between King Fdward the Sixth, and the 
French King Herry the Second , we tind, that ſuch of them, as were Knjehts 
of the Orders of either Kingdozz, had the additions of their Orders, (as alſo the 
Regiſter of the Order of St. Michael, that title of his Office) joyned to their 
other Titles, in this manner. 

John Earl of Bedford, Knight of the Order. 

William Pazit, Knight allo of the Order. 

Francis de Mountmorency Seignior de Rochepot, Knight of the Order of France. 

Gaſpard de Colligny Seigmor de Chaſtillon , Knieht allo of the Order. 

Guilliame Kochetell Seignior de Saſſy, one alſo of the French Kings Council, 
chick Secretary, and Regiſter of the Order. 

At fir{t, the Knjohbts-Companions gave their Paternal Coats of Arms, fingly 
and without any &rarterines , but towards the beginning of King Henry the 
Fifths Reign, they began to add their @narterings, as may appear from the 
Scutcheons of Hugh Lord Burrell, who died Þ 2x. 9 H. 5. Sir Lewis Kobeſſart 
Lord Bourchier, Robert Lord Willouehby, and others. 

Yet was not the ſame generally uſed, but left ro the pleaſure of the Knights 
Companions : But of latter times, this very thing was thought of ſuch concern- 
ment, and honour, that where a Knzeht hath been eleted, who wanted Quar- 
terings, the Soveraign hath been pleaſed to grant him another Coat of Arms, to 
quartcr with his Paternal Coat, leſt otherwiſe his Bazzer (which ought to hang 
over his Stall) ſhould ſeem too naked : as in the Caſe of Robert Viſcount Kor 
cheſter, and Thomas Earl of Kelley, in the Reign of King James. 

Shortly after the beginning of the Reign of King Herry the Eighth, the Knights 
compatled their Shields, with the Royal Garter 5 and thereon (if Noblemen) 
placed the Coronet belonging to their Dignity , continuing the uſe ever [1nCE. 
Thus adorned do we find the Scutcheon of Charles Duke of Burenndy, eleCted 
in the Reign of King Fdward the Fourth, and yet we do not obſerve it uſed 1n all 
the Reign of King /7-nry the Seventh. For though a Plate for Franke van Hall, 
(a Knight elcited by the Fonnder) 18 hitherto ſtanding in his Stall at Windeſor, 
ſurrounded with a Garter, yet is not this Plate the workmanſhip of that Age) 
but engraved and fet up of late times; as may eafily be obſerved, from the 
work 1t ſelf. 


As touching Supporters: tis true, we obſerve two Plates to which Supporter?

SECT. lll. 
The Offering of Atchievements. 


'A Third honour done to the defunct Kz7zght, is a moſt ſolemn 0fferize up of 
his Atchievements at the High Altar, according to the magnificence of fo 
great an Order 3 namely the Banner of his Arms, his Sword, his Helmet, and Creſt, 
with its /arntlines - all which had been fet up over his Stall, when he was 
Inſtalled. 
The Ceremony of Offering theſe Exſigns, does not appear to have been fo 
Ordained at the 7»ſtitution of the Order , but rather an additional honor, in- 
ſtituted by King Herry the Fifth, and the manner and order thereof, ſet down 
in the 14th Article of his body of Statutes. 
This ſolemn Ceremony 1s local to the Chappet of St. George, within the Caſtle 
of IVindeſor, and not to be celebrated, until certain notice be given to the $0- 
veraion of the Knights-Companions Death, or that he ſhall receive a Certificate 
thereof.

Ceremony (though the inſtances where they have not, are more numerous) fo 
that thence it appears. to be no diminution to their Honor, to afhilt the other 
Kniohts, if it be alſo conſidered, that they are Companions and Fellows, in all

We ſhall now proceed to the duties of the Prelate of the Order, the Prebends 
of the Colledge, and the Officers of Arms 3 as their ſervices feverally or jointly 
relate to this Ceremony.

It 1s next the duty of the Provincial Kires and Heralds, to conduct the 
Knights-Companions, when they proceed up to the Altar, bearing any part of 
the defuntt Knights Atrhievements, the whole of the Ceremony is briefly thus :

double Reverence, and (preceded by the Kings) paſs up to the Altar, bearing it 
with the lower end of the Staff foremoſt, and at the firſt Haut Pas make ano- 
ther double Reverence. The Provincial Kings being arrived at the uppermolt 
Haut Pas before the Altar, after an humble obeyſance , divide themſelves to 
make way for the Kzights-Companions to ofter , and bowing to the ſaid Knjekts 
as they paſs by, the Krzights forthwith raiſe the point of the Banner upwards, 
and (after a lingle Reverence towards the Altar) prelent it upon their knees, 
to the Prelate of the Order, who forthwuh receives it from them, and delivers 
it to the two Cons ( {tanding on each ſide him ) and they depolite it upon 
Cuſhens laid before the Altar. 
This done, the two Provincial Kings, conduct the foreſaid Knjehts-Compa» 
7jons back into the Choire, who with uſual Reverences retire to their Stations, 
b MS, fol. p*n. under (®not to) their Stalls, and the Provincial Kings to their places, on either 
nds {11de the Altar. 

Next, the two ſenior Heralds paſs down into the Choire, as did the Provin- 

a cial Kings, while Garter, taking up the Sword, preſents 1t allo to the two next 
ſenior Knights, who proceed up to the Altar with the ſaid two Heralds before 
them, in the ſame order as did the former Kniehts-Companions, and bearing the' 
Sword between them, offer the ſame with the Pomel or Hilt upward, and then 
return to their Stations below in the Chozre, conducted as before. 

In the third place, the twonext ſenior Heralds go down as before, Garter in the 
mean time preſenting the Helzz and Creſt, to the two next ſenior Knjohts, who 
irkewiſe proceed to the Altar, and there offer it in the ſame manner, and with 
like Ceremony, as had been the Banner and Sword. And it there be more 4t- 
chievements of defunct Knights to be offered than one, the Knights-Companions 
preſent, by courſe, two and two, perform the reſt, in manner betore deſcribed; 
but the Purſaivants at Arms do no part of this duty, only the Provincial Kings 
and Heralds, each in their turns and by couples. When there are the Atchieve- 

ents of (everal Knjohts to be offered, and that the junior Herald4s have done 
their duty, the Provincial Kires begin again, and fo continue the courſe, till 
all the Atchievements be offered ; the Organs playing while the Offering laſteth. 

In the before mentioned order, were the Atchieverents of the Duke of Fſper- 
20n, and Prince F4ward offered, at the Grand Feaſt of St. Georee, celebrated 
at Windeſor an. 15. Car. 2. and the Provincial Kings and Heralds, as their turns 
came tv officiate, took each of the Atchievements and preſented them to the 
Kniohts-Comp anions. 

The Duke of F/ernon's Banner, was offered by the Duke of York and Prince 
Rupert, being conducted to the Altar by Clerencenx and Norroy. 

His Sword, by the Dukes of Buckingham and Albemarle, attended by York and 
Lancaſter. 

And his Healm and Creſt, by the Earl of Oxford and Duke of Richmond, 
brought up by Windefor and Richmond. 

Prince Fdward's Banner, Sword, and Helm were likewiſe ſeyerally offered, 


by 
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by the very ſame Knights who offered the Duke of Eſpernons Atchievements,cach 
pair veing conducted to the Altar, by the foreſaid Officers of Arms. 

Heretofore we find, that Garter hath not only begun this Solemnity, and pre- 
ſented the Barrer to the fir{t pair of Knights Companions, but allo condutted 
them up to the Offerizg 3 for ſo was the Barrer of the< Lord Grey, delivered by c Ms. fol. pc- 
Garter to the Lord Loxvghborow, and Viſcount Monntagne ar. 5. Eliz. and by him W. le N.Cl. 
were they brought up to the Altar. _—_ 

He alſo performed the like ſervice to the Earl of Penbroke and Lord Clintoz, 
when they offered the Baxzer of the 4 Earl of Weſtzrerland, the following year z d MSfel.18.6, 
and to the Lord Admiral and Earl of Ormond, an. 24. Fliz. at the Offering of the 
Banner of © John Count Palatine of the Khzxe. And at the Solemnity celebrated e 21s. fol. pe- 
for the Earl of Derby, to the Lord Howard of Ffingham, and Lord Chandos an. _ 0. T.p. 
16. Eliz,. f Garter himſelf, and no other officer of Arzzs, condutted the Knights- | calle. R. C. 
Companions to the Alter; the like did he a7. 3o. Eliz. at the Offering of the Cf-29. 
Hatchments of the 5 Duke of Holſtjez, Earl of Bedford, Sir Henry Sidney, and 8 Colle#.W.le 
the Earl of Rutland. . 

It was alfo the ufage heretofore, for the Prelate to deliver the offered 4t- 
chievements, to lome of the Heralds, before appointed to receive them, which 
they immediately depolited upon (and ſometimes near) the Altar. :

Warwick, and Sir Chriſtopher Hatton 5 which they depoſited upon the Altar. But 9,6: 0.7:

2045, to this effett, © That Garter ſhould pay to them or their Succelſiors, when 
it ſhould happen, for the Hcl zets, Creſts, Swords, Mantles, and Banners, of the 
deceaſed Knights, the ſums following 3 viz. for thoſe of all Batchellor-Knights 
Barons, Farls, and Drkes, the ſum of twenty Shillingsz but of Kings, and abſo- 
Jute Princes, being 1imbroidered, the ſum of three pounds. 

We ſhall conclude this $edion, with another kind of Offerizg, ordained alfy 
to be made in honor of the deceaſed Knizhts-Companions, and Regiſtred in King 
Henry the Eighth'sBody of Statutes;zwhich as it begun not many years before our 
Reformation 1 Religion, ſo was it of no long continuance, but then took end- 
ing, the words of the Statute are theſe. ' That if any Knight-Companion ſhall 
deceaſe, the year before (the Celebration of St. George's Fealt) ther every Knight 
being in the Caſtle of Windelſor, at the Maſs of Requiem , ſhall offer 2 Taper, 
armed with a little Fſcutcheon of the Arms of the Knight deceaſed 5 and if there 
be more than one deceaſed, that there be made for every of them, an Eſcutcheou of 
Arms, and a Groat, ſet nigh tothe light of the Taper 5 which Eſeutcheon and Taper, 
hall be made at the coſt and charges of the Knights of the ſaid Order. 


SECT. IV. 


Of depoſiting the deceaſed Knights Mantles, in the Chapter-houſe. 


Here paſt a Decree, am. 9 Fliz. * That the Knights-Companions ſhould be 
bound by their Oath, to take care by their laſt Will, that aſter their deceaſe, 
all their Ornaments, which they had received, ſhould be reſtored, the Robes to the 
Colledge, the Jewells to the King that gave them. Hereupon Þ® Sir Chriſtopher 
Hatton ſumetime before his Death, commanded that his 17:-tle ſhould be deli- 
vered to the Dear and Carors, and accordingly 1t was ſent to Windeſor after his 
deceale. But the © 2ztle of Sir Hexry Lez, being lett to the diſpoſal of others, 
and not fent to the Co//edge, hapned at length, to come into the hands of Bro- 
kers, and openly expoled to ſale in Lorme-lane, to the great diſhonor of the 
order. 

This Decree was in after-times but flackly obſerved; and therefore, 
(in a Chapter held at Windeſor the 24. of September, an. 41. Car. 1.) the Knights 
were admomiſhed, 4 That where the Soveraign ſhould wouchſafe to beſtow 
upon 4 Knight the Mantle of the Order-, the ſaid Knight ſhould take care at 
his death to have it ſent to the Chappel [ at Windeſor) according as the Statutes 
do provide. 

But this taking little effect , the ſame Soveraier thought fit to reſtore to life 
and vigour the Law in this particular, by a Decree made in Chapter held alſo at 
Windeſor the 18. of April in the 13. year of his Reign, which obliged all 
the Knizhts-Companions receiving the Frſfons of the Order from the Soverargn, 
© to take care (according to the obligation of their Oath) that theſe ( together with 
the Book of Statutes) /hoarld be reſtored into the hands of the Soveraign, after 
their Death. And a command was therewithal given , That certain Books, 
Mantles, «nd Surcoats ther lyine at Whitehall, ſhould be delivered to the Regiſter 
of the Order, to be laid up at Windelor, in honorable memory of then to whont 
they belonged. 

In obſervation of theſe Decrees,, where the abit or Fnſions of the order, 
were either wholly or in part beſtowed by the Soverajer, order was taken (i 
either caſe) to ſend for them in, after ſuch Kmnizhrs deceaſe. Accordingly * 
a Chapter held the 10. day of October, 4m.

the Mantle and $»rcoat, againſt the Tnſtallation of the preſent Soveraign. 
Theſe former Decrees were yet thought needfull to be confirmed by the pre- 
font Soveraien, and therefore in a Chapter held in the Tellow-Chamber at Whitehall, 
the 4. of Febr. 1569. it was decreed, * That the Mantle- of each Knight-Com: i rib. Card, + 
panion ( ſo alſo the Book of Statutes) ſhould be ſent to Windelor inmediately Þ: 19: 
aſter their Death; and that the Chancellor of the Order, ſhould be obliged by Let- 
ters to their Heirs and Executors, to put them in mind of ſending them thither. 
Nevertheleſs it is to be underſtood, that where the Afantle hath been provi- 
ded at the Krizhts own charge, there lyes no obligation for ſending it to Winde- 
for after his deceaſe. And it appears upon the Death of Ph;/ip Earl of Per- 
broke and Aontgomery, that the Truſtees for ſail of the late Kings Goods, ha- 
ving ſent and made demand of his 2artle, and $rrcoat, his Executors making 
it appear , that they were bought with his own money, of Sir Peter Richant, 
by the then Soverarga's command, fignified (not only to him but the reſt of the 
Kniehts-Companions) an. 14 Car. 1. they deliſted, from further proſecution.

SECT. L 
Of what Number the Inſtitation conſiſted. 


HE main part of our deſign, relating to the 7»ſtitution, Laws, and 
Ceremonies of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter, is now brought 
to a period ; what elſe we intend, with the end of our journey, 
lies now within our proſpect, and concerns the Founder the firſt 
Knights-Companions and their Succeſſors. For King rdward the 

Third having Inſtituted the ſaid Order, and ſet down Rules and $t :tntes for the

$luce, Creſcy, and Durha. 

The firſt that he Elected into this Noble Order, was Fdward , his eldetil 25, 
who had already in part deſerved , and afterwards obtained the title of © 13- 
lant and renowned Prince ; and the reſt of thoſe accompliſhed Collegues » '-* 
theſe that follow, and thus placed in their Stalls.

We once intended a full and entire Hiſtory of the Lives of theſe Noble Foxn- 
d&rs, and to that purpoſe made a large and chargeable Collection out of the 
Records 1n the Tower of London, and elſewhere, of all that we could find wor- 
thy to be remembred of them: 1n which we ſpent moſt part of the years 1657- 
1658. and 1659. But this our deſign being * atterwards repreſented to the pre- d 20.Febr.an; 
ſent Soveraien and Knights-Companions, by the late Chancellor of the Order, 1% ©: 
through the wrong end of the Perſpective, we thereby received ſo great dil- 
couragemement, as cauſed us to wave it, and indeed reſolved wholly to lay it 
aide. Nevertheleſs, upon other thoughts (here being a proper occaſion) we 
zre content to let in a'glimpſe, of what may be improved to a far greater light 3 
and, from that ſtock of ColleFjons, drawn out ſome few things relating to the 
Founder and firſt 25 Knights-Companions, particularly their Honors, Martial Em- 
ployments, famous Exploits, Matches, Ifſues, and Death 3 therein laying down 
only matter of Fatt, and Materials for Hiſtory, without deductions or obſerva- 
tions. All which we ſhall deliver with the plainneſs there found, being unwil- 
lng to add other Rhetorical flouriſhes, leſt we might withal caſt fome blemiſh 
upon the native beauty of Truth. 

And in this undertaking, the Reader may ſee what Furniture (though it lye 
dſperſt) our Publick, Records will atford for Hiſtoryz and how plentifully our 
own may be ſupplied and improved, if pains were taken therein : for what is 
hitherto made publick, hath been collefed, chiefly out of old Arrals, and they 
filed with few things but ſuch as were very obvious, nay the Anralifs them- 
ſelves (for the moſt part reſiding in 2/onaſteries) too often byaſs'd with Intereſt, 
and Aﬀection, to Times and Perſons: But on the contrary, in our publick Re- 
cords lye matter of Fact, in tull truth, and therewith the Chronological part, car- 
ned on, even to days of the Month. So that an induſtrious Searcher may thence 
collect conſiderable matter for new Hiſtory, rectifie many miſtakes in our old, 
and in both gratifie the world with unthadowed verity. 


SECT 2 
A ſhort view of the Founder's Wars. 


O begin then with the Founder, the moſt Noble King Edward the Third;

Brice, Biſhop , and Diiciple of St. Martiz ) in the year of our Lord God 1212, 
an Aſtrological Scheme of whole Natrvity!, hath been Jong ſince painted in Glaf 
in one of the Windows of the Prebends Lodgings at indeſor, belonging to the 
Reverend and Worthy Divine , Doctor Hewver, late one of the Canons of that 
Colledge. Whence it appears, that he was born at 40 minutes after five in the 
morning of the ſaid day , the 6. Degree of the Sign Scorpio Aſcending, and the 
18. Degree of Leo Culminating. The places of the Planets, as there poſited,

Within a few days after, the King his Father granted him the * County of 
Cheſter, except the Mannors of 1/ck&/esfield, and $hotwyke, to hold to him and 
his Heirs Kings of Frgland for ever. And likewiſe the County of Flint, and 
Cantred of Erel-freld, with the Caſtles of Flint and Rothelan, to hold as before, 
except the Mannor of Overtox, the Lands of aailor, $eyſnoke, and the Caſtle and 
Mannor of Holt 3 after which he was thus {tiled by the King, i E4wardus Comer 
Ceſtrie filins noſter Chariſſumus. 

So plenting to his Father was the birth of this Prince , that the 16. of Decew- 
ber following, he gave to * John Lannge Valet to the Queen, and to 7/abel his 
Wife, and the longer liver of them, for bringing to him ſo deſirable News, 
24 1. per ar11um, to be paid out of the Farm of Londonv. But leaving his Infancy, 
we will now proceed to his youth, and the occurrences that attended his riper 
years. 

King Fdward his Father , having been often ſummoned to the Court of - 
France, to do homage for the Dukedom of Aquitaine , and other his Lands 
held in that Kingdom, and ftill delaying , till the French King had ſeized there- 
on, it was at length concluded, that he ſhould give to this Prince that Duke- 
dom, who then ſhould do the Homage , and enjoy the Lands. Hereupon pre- 
paration was made for his paſling into Fraxce, and a little before at Langedon 
Abbey, ncar Dover, the King on the 2. of September in the 19. year of his Reign, 
firit gave to him, his Heirs, and Succellors Kings of Ergland , jure hereditario 
inperpetimiem, the Counties of Ponthieu, and Aonftroile 5 and on the 10. of the 
ſame month Cat Dover) granted to him the ® Dukedom of Aqnitaine, and all the 
Lands he had, or ought to hold, in the Kingdom of France, Habendum as be- 
fore 5 *two days after, this new Duke took (ſhipping at Dover, thence paſſe 
into France, and made his Homage : in which Journey it was likewiſe thought 
fit, that the Qnicen ſhould accompany him, in regard her Lands in that Kingdom 
had allo becn ſe17ed on. 

Shortly aftcr his return into Frglend, he was unanimouſly choſen * Cuftos of 
the Kingdom 1n his Fathers abſence (then fled intoWales, with Hugh le Deſpencer 
the Son, Robert Ba!43rk and others) by divers of the Biſhops, Nobility, Barons, 
and Kmghts, de aſſenſu totins Comitatus dill; Reeni ibidem exiſtentis , and at Mart 
ley. the » Great Seal "lent from the King ) was delivered to him. 

Not long atter, lis Father rcfligned his Crown, upon which, great prepat?- 
tions were made {ur this young Prince's Coronation, which was ſolemnly perform 
ed at Weſtminſter, by Willizz Archbiſhop of Canterbury , on 4 Sunday after the 
Converſion of St. Pal, being the 1, of Feb. an: 1327.

If, at theſe undertakings, a full Age 
entitle them ta the fole management of Afairs, we are inclined to think a ju- 
dictous Eye may partly diicern the {rrength of their Fortune : But while they 
reſide within Tutorage, and their deſigns are carried on under the conduct of 
others, the Event of things will manifett a dependency upon the ſtrength or 
weakneſs of the Genius of thoſe perſons, who are the chief managers of their 
Concerns. And this was fully made good 1n this Prince, whoſe Martial under- 
takings were very unſucceſsful, ſpecially while the Government of the King- 
dom was committed to others (and ſometimes afterwards, when he was tyed up 
and hampered by his Allies in #lazders) but he no ſooner arrived at full Age, 
but his Affairs ſhewed themſelves as if difpoſed by his own Genius 3 and the 
firſt remarkable experiment was verified even upon the Scots themſelves, from 
whom before, he had received ſome affronts and indignities.

the Towns of Hadingtor and Gedworth, with the Caſtle and Fortreſs of Silkirke, 
Etherick 1, and Gedworth. 

By the affiſtance, which King Edward afforded to Edward Baljol, * he gained 
the moſt part of Scotland : nevertheleſs divers Caſtles refuſed to ſurrender, 
whick occaſioned the King to make another expedition thither, and about 411 
hallontide, he arrived at Newcaſtle upon Tyne, and thence marched into $cot- 
land, towards the end of November, and at Chriſtmaſs entred Ethrick Fo- 
reſ?: but the Scots were fled, whereupon having proſecuted his deſign as far as 
he thought good, he returned into England. 

he next year, 8 he raiſed new Forces , and himſelf from Carl;ſie , and 
Edward King of Scots from Berwick, both entred Scotland on the 12. of Jaly, 
burning and waſting the Country on both fides, beyond the $cottiſh Sea, This 
Expedition brought the Earl of Atholl, and divers of the Scotch Nobility, to a 
Submiſſion 3 upon which the King came back into the Northern parts , where 
he wintered, and kept his Chriſtmaſs at Newcaſtle. 

About * Twelfth-tide , he was provided to paſs again into Scotland , when 
Ambaſladors from the Pope and King of France, found him at Berwick, ready 
to enter that Kingdom, and by their earneſt ſollicitation (about Cardlemas) 
obtained of both Kings a Truce till 2d4/c-t following : but no Peace enſuing, 
Edward King of Scotland, and divers of the Engliſh Nobility (at Whitſontide) 
entred Scotland again: and finding St. Johns Town (lighted by the Scots, they 
fortified it. Shortly after this, King Edward followed them thither, and thence 
paſſed with his Army unto Elger in Murrey, and Inmerneſi. In his return, he 
took Aberdeen, and burnt divers Towns, and deſtroyed the Country. About 
which time the Earl of Corzwal entred Scotland alſo, and deſtroyed the Weſt- 
ern parts, and met the King his Brother at St. Joh»s Towr,where the King ſtayed 
not long, but marched to Strivelizg, built the Fortreſs called the Pile, and re- 
turned home. About the Feaſt of St. Luke, he marcht again with a freſh Army 
into Scotland, and repaired Bothnill-Caſile, and returned into England before 
Chriſtmas, leaving Edward King of Scots, at St. Johns Town, ſetled in the Go- 
verament of that Kingdom. 

The Afﬀeairs of Scotland being thus quieted for ſome years, gave King Edward 
the leiſure to look towards France 5 which Kingdom afterwards became the 
Scene of all his Martial Glory. For Robert d' Artois, Earl of Beaumont in 
France, being diſcontented at the Sentence wherein Philip King of France had 
given the Earldom of Artois from him, to Afaud Counteſs of Burgundy, let fall 
lome dangerous words, and they being laid hold on, forced him to fly into 
Fzeland, where he was kindly received by King Edward; who after he had been 
here ſometime, i afforded him the uſe of the Caſtles of Guilford, Walling ford, 
and Somerton, whenſoever he pleaſed to retire thither for his recreation, and 
afterwards aſſigned him * 8ool. per amr for his ſupport 3 the one moiety to 
be received out of the Revenues of certain Priorzes Alien, ſeiſed into the Kings 
hands, and the other moiety, out of his Exchequer. | 

Soon after his coming over, he adviſed the King to* ſet on foot his claim to 
the Crown of France; whereto the King was willing enough to hearken, and 
to be perſwaded by him; but the Affair being of ſo great concern, his Coun- 
cil adviſed him, to take the opinion. of his Father-in-Law, the Earl of Henawtt, 
before he attempted any thing therein: Hereupon (a® Comet with long and 
terrible ſtreams, uſhering in this grand Afﬀair) he employed thither, with all 
privacy," Hezry Burgherſh, Biſhop of Lincolne, with two Banerets, and two Do- 
(tors, to gain him to his party (with all other perſons of note, as they ſhoul 
find inclinable to aſſiſt the King) who laying before the Earl, King Edward's 
pretenſions to the Crown of France; he not only approved of his , Doan but 


adviſed the King to'contratt other Alliances, and gain to his party ſome of Þ1s 
neighbouring Princes thereabouts. 

Encouraged by this advice, and the aſſurance of his affiſtance, he by a Com- 
miſſion * conſtituted the ſaid Earl (therein ſtiled, GniHelmms Comes Hanonie, Hol

This great Aﬀair, of ſtrengthening the King with Alliances and Friends in 
Germany and Flanders, was again fet on foot, and to that purpoſe, another 
Commiſſion was iflied to the (aid Biſhop of Lincolr, and Earl of $aljsbury, to k3. 08. Roc: 
Whom was added Robert de Ufford Earl of Suffolk, and John Darcy Steward of os 
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the Kings Houlhould, with power to any three of them, to treat thereupon 
with Lewis the Emperor. Another ! Commiſſion of the ſame date, was made 
out to them, and to Kichard de Winkele, John de Offord, Paul de Monte florum, 
John de Moatgomery, and John Wanwyn, 1mpcwering them to treat with, and re- 
tain all perſons, alwell Nobles as others, for the Kings Service. 

And as the King did endeavour by theſe means to gain affliſtance, for the re- 
covery of his right to the Crown of France, ſo did he not negleft all methods 
of Peace: among which he thought fit to ® conſtitute the toreſaid Biſhop of 
1 incolne, the Earls of Salisbxry and Saffolk, and John Darcy, his Agents, to 
treat cum magnifico Principe Domino Philippo Rege Francie illuſtri, or his Depu- 
tics, touching h1s right to the ſaid Crown; to wit, whether it onght to remain 
to him, or King Edwird: And by another Commiſſion, they were impowered 
to treat upon all Controverſies and Demands whatſoever, relating to the Duke- 
dom of 4quitaine, or other parts beyond Sea, and allo of a happy and perpe- 
tual peace. | | 

The {ame day, he "conſtituted John Duke of Brabant and Loraine, his Lieu- 
tenant, Captain, and Vicar General in the Kingdom of France: where it 1s wor- 
thy note, that the King in this Commiſion (chalienging the Crown of Fraxce, 
as devolved to him by right of ſucceſſion, and conſequently become his lawful 
Inheritance) did aſſume the Title of that Kingdom, and ſtile! himſelf, Edwar- 
dus Dei eratia Rex Anglie © Francie, Dominus Hibernia, © Lux Aquitanie: 
And by another Commillion bearing even date, made of theſe Officiary Digni- 
ties to the ſaid Duke, he put France 1n the firſt place, thus, Fdwardys Dei gra- 
ti4 Rex Francig & Anglie, &c. but it was not long e're he voluntarily laid this 
Title of Frarce alide, nor did he ſolemnly aſſume it again, till the 14. year of 
his Reign over England. 

By ſeyeral other © Commiſſions of the ſame date (wherein the Titles of En- 
gland and France were (o tranſpoſed) did the King conſtitute into the ſame Dig- 
nities, William Marqueſs of Juliers, William Earl of Henault, his Father-in-Law, 
and William Bohun Earl of Northampton; and by another then dated and diret- 
cd to the Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Dukes, Marqueſles, Earls, Barons, and all other 
perſons in the Kingdom of France (having therein the Titles of Fxgland and 
France tranſpoſed as before) they are commanded to receive the ſaid Duke, as 
iF it were the King in his own perſon, as alſo the Marquefles and Earls. And 
further, the ſaid Marqueſles and the Earls were by other Commiſſions ſeverally 
conſtituted the Kings ſpecial Ambaſſadors, to make known his ſaid Title to all 
whom it ſhould concern, to challenge and proſecute his right, to require every 
unjuſt detainor, to render to the King whatſoever he ſo withheld from him, to 
diſplace and puniſh ſuch as they ſhould think meet; and Jaſtly to do and exe- 
cute all other things, which ſhould be moſt necellary for the recovery and pre- 
{ſervation of his right. 

The King of France had in the beginning of this year ſent Forces into ? Gaf- 
coigne, and ſciſed upon many of the Kings Caſtles and Fortreſſes; upon notice 
hereof the King gave 4 command to arreſt 20 Ships in the Port of Southampton, 
and thereabouts, and to preſs men to be ready at Portſzonth, to ſet forward for 
Gaſcoigne on Whitſon-Eve following 3 for he had raiſed a great Army to ſend thi- 
ther. (It may not here be forgotten, what is recorded of* Reymond Cornely Lord 
of Abertha a Gaſcoigner , who made an offer to the King of France, to fight in 
defence of King Edward's right to thoſe Countries 3 for which ſhe ſent hint very 
great and particulzr thanks.) But withall made ſeveral applications, by his Am- 
ba{ladors, to the Court of Fr.xce, for reſtitution of what had been ſeized 0n, 
and prevention of a War. His Offers were theſe.

Theſe Overtures with many others, which the King or his Council could 
think off, were offered to the King of France, in order to a Peace, with this 
general propoſal beſide; That if any one could think of any other way tend- 
ing therennto, he would be ready to accept thereof. But all in vain; for, on 
the contrary, King Philip excited and maintained the Scots againlt him, and his 
Navy alſo did great miſchiets at Sea. 

Whereupon the Pop? perceiving that the War was likely to proceed, ſent into 
Eneland P. Prieſt Cardinal of St. Prexid4, and B. Deacon Cardinal of St.

Law, or to any 12, I1, 10, 9,8, 7, 6.5, 4, or 3. of them. But this Treaty 
had only the effect of continuing the Truce, yet that ſo ill kept on the French 
fide, that the following year it occaltoned a © folemn-eomplaint, ſent from the 
King to the Pope, by John Offord, Dean of Lincoln, Hugh de Newill, and Nicho- 
las de Fliſco, to require retormatton , and ſecurity tor the obſervance of the 
ſaid Fruce, until the time it was to end, and in caſe that were not done, then 
they to ſurrender it into the Popes hands, and defy Philip de Yalois, as the 
Kings Enemy. 

It ſeems, the deſires of the King met with a dilatory anſwer, for the 9 20 of 
OfFober following, IVilliam Biſhop of Norwich, John de Offord Dean, and John 
Thoresby Canon of Lincoln, Sir Hugh Nevil, and Sir Ralph $pigurnell Knights, and 
Nicholas de Fliſco were commiſſtonated to declare before the Pope, in what par- 
ticulars the Truce had been broken, and to demand reparations : but after all 
this, no ſatisfaction being given to the King, and the Truce manifeſtly and 
notoriouſly violated, the King gave © Commiſſion to William de Bohur, Earl of 
Northampton to defy Philip de Yalois, as a Violator of the Truce, an unjuſt Uſur- 
per of his inheritance 1n Frazce, and his Capital Enemy. And f ſhortly after, 
he ſet forth a Manifeſto touching the diſſolution of the Truce, wherein the cau- 
ſes were declared at large : being the ſame with the 5 Letters (ent from him to 
the Pope and four Cardinals, the 26. of May preceeding. 

This being done, the King with all diligence * provides an Army to enter 
France the tollowing year, and the i 5. of July in the 20. year of his Reign, 
took Shipping at Southampton 3 but inſtead of ſailing towards Goſcojegne, whe- 
ther he at firſt intended, (upon the advice of Sir Geoffry de Harecourt) he di- 
verted his courſe, and made towards Normandy, and landed at Hoges ſaynt IWaſt, 
in the Ifle of Conſtantine not far from St. Saviour le Vyconnt, the * 12. of July 
after. 

Upon his arrival he ordered his Army in ! three Battels, the one marched 
on his right hand along the Sea-ſide, the (ſecond on his left ; both which exceed- 
ingly inriched themſelves with the ſpoils of the Country : and himſelf with 
the third in the middle. This Battel confiſted of 3oco. men at Arms, 6000. 
Archers, and 10000. Common Souldiers. 

The firſt Town he took was ® St. Lo, in Conſtantine, rich in Drapery , and 
next ® Cacn 3 the plunder of it, and other places, conſiſting © of Cloth, Veſlels 
of Silver and Gold, Jewels, and more than 6o. Knights and 3oo. Burgeſles, 
made Priſoners, were ſent to the Ships, and tranſported into Frgland. Aﬀter 
this the King marched on, waſting and burning the Country and entred Liſfenx, 
the Chief City of Normandy, for Wealth and Merchandize, and plundered 1t. 
And hence, he gave ? Letters of Protection and ſafe condut to the Cardinals 
of Tyſeulan, and St. John, and St. Pal, ſent from the Pope to mediate a Peace - 
From thence he marched into the Country of Furenx, and ſpoiled it, and leaving 
Roan, he paſled to Gaillor, and burnt it, with Vernon, Port de L ache, and all the 
Country thereabouts, and went over the River Seyze to Poiſſy. Hence (having 
thus overrun and waſted Zritagne and Normandy) the Fneliſh Marſhalls rode 


towards Paris, and burnt St. Germain er Laye, Mountjgy, St. Clou, Pety Bolayne 
near 
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neer Paris and the Bourg Iz Regne, which cauſed the Frezch Kine to retire to St. 
Denys. Sir Godfrey de Hareconre encountred a conſiderable party of the Bur- 
gefles of Amiens, going to the alliſtance of the French King, of whom he kill d 
1200, and defeatcd the reſt, and took their Carriages and Baggage, 

About this time the 4 Frexch King had ſent notice to Kine Edward, that he q Ror.Norman. 
would give him Battel, the Thurſday, Saturday, Sunday, or Monday after, be- a 
twixt St. Germains de Prees, and Valeirart de la Pars, or between Frarcozuille aa 
and Ponthoiſe; 1n anſwer to which, (trom Artes 15. Ang.) the King ſent him 
word, that he was come thither, to put an end to the War by Battel, but that 
the ſaid French King had broken down all the Bridges, fo that they could nor 
come at each other. That he had come to Poiſfy, and repaired that Bridge, 
and there ſtayed three days expecting him, and that the French Forces might 
have come on, either on the one fide or the other, at his pleaſure. But foraſ- 
much as they did not, he could not then give him Battel, and therefore now re- 
ſolved to paſs further into the Kingdom, and there ſtay till he had ended the 
War, or advantaged himſelf, and diſabled his Adverſartes: Nevertheleſs if he 
would combat him, to fave thoſe which he challenged for his Subjects, upon 
notice of the Hour. he ſhould find him ready for the Encounter, and this he 
principally defired tor the benefit of Chriſtianity, ſince he had refuſed to accept 
of, or propoſe any reaſonable way for effecting Peace. 

This anſwer was not liked by the French King; therefore the Kine having 
ſtayed at * Poi//y, and there kept the Fealt of our Lady in Azgxſt, marched r Froifſ. Chron. 
thence into the Country of Beanvo/5z, burning and deſtroying all before him. #* .; 
One night-having lodged in an Abbey, and next morning atter his departure, 
looking behind him, he ſaw it on fire, but he hanged 20 of his Souldiers, that 
had done the miſchief; becauſe at his firſt entrance into Fraxce, he had cauſed 
Proclamation to be made throughout his Army, that no man, upon pain of death, 
ſhould violate a Church, or burn a Religious Houle. 

As he pailed by Bearrois, he fired the Suburbs, and went thence to Grar- 
villers. He alſo took and fired the Caſtle of Angers, and the Town of Pork, and 
the two Caſtles; and drawing neer to # Abbeville, he endeavoured to paſs the CFroifſ. lib. x: 
River of Somme, but founding ſeveral places found no Ford; at length one <4. 126, 
Gobyn a Grace (a Priſoner) brought him to Blanch-taque. This Ford was guard- 
ed on the other ide by 12009 men, commanded by Sir Godmar du Foy; there t Bid.cop.n27. 
the King forced his pallage, and defeated Sir Godwar, and after he had patled 
his whole Army over, he marched to Creſcy in Porthien, where he formed his 
Army into three Battels, the © fir{t of which was led by the Prince of 1/ales, ac- u tid. c. 1:8, 
companied with divers of the Fxel;fh Nobility, the ſecond by the Earl of Nor- 
thampton, and the third by the Kizg himſelf. 

And here, before the Battels joined, he created 50 Knights, among whom 
were " Robert (de Maule, Gl!y do Frian, John de Raverſholyz, Peter de Brewes, Tho- w Cart. Par. 
mas de Lancaſire, Henry Dengayne, and John the Son of Guy de Beauchamp; to wor exiſtenre 
whom the Kirg gave annual Peniions for their lives, to ſupport theſe Honors. . Myron pay 

The Battel was fought * between Bray and Creſſp, on Satrrdzy the Y 7, of the x Froifſ, lib. x. 
Calends of September, viz. the 26. of Auenſt an. Dorr. 1346. and the Victory fell <p: 130. 
to King Edward. There were kill'd on the French part, the King of Bohemia, _ he Lond 
the Duke of Lorraire, the Earls of Alanſon, Flanders, Harcourt, Almor, Blogs, in Com. Wilts, 
Anſer, and St. Part; but the French Kine tied to Bray Caltle with 5 Barons only, 
and thence to Amiens.

privately the night before the delivery was agreed on. The Lord Geoffry ha

This Army (then which never before departed from England, one greater of 
more gallant) marched through the very heart of France, and laid all walt be- 
fore it : for the French, not daring to encounter the King in all his March, kept 
themſelves within their fortified Towns, and relinquiſhed the Country to the 
ſpoil of this Army : and to the end, the Reader may obſerve thecourle of this 
Expedition, we will here (et down from Froifſard the moſt notable places it 
palled through.

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From Ca/zis (on the ? 4. of November) he marched through the Country of

marched towards Paris, and ſat down within two Leagues of it at Boyre 
[2 ROPE. 
The king cf Sicily was not the only Altrologer that prognolticated of King 


Edwrrd's faccels 5 but one 3 Fryer John de Rochtaylade (Cas Froifſard calls him) 
whom Pope tmnocent the Sixth kept Priſoner , had foretold many notable 
things, which about that time came to paſs, among others (being demanded 
an account of the War) he afiirmed, that all the miſery that had been ſeen, 
was not like that to come, and for the waſting of Frarce, aſſigned the years 
1355, 1257, 1350, and 1359. which hapned right enough : for ſo great deſy- 
lation and devaltation was made by the Sword and Famine in thoſe years, that 
when King Edward entred France an.1359. he met with exceeding great (carcity 
of provition of all kinds, and 1n all places where he paſled. 

Vhile the King lay at Zowurg la Reyne, he ſent his Heralds to Paris, to de- 
mand Batccl of the Duke of Normandy Celdelt Son to King John, and then 
Rezent of Frence) to which he would not conſent 3 whereupon the King dil- 
Indged.and went to Ants le berry Cwhere he arrived on © Tueſclay before Eaſter, 
being tlic lalt of Arco) intending to enter the Country of Beaxſſe, and [tay 
part of that Summer in Britegre, and about Avgruſt to return, and beliege Paris: 
but the Pope tending into France, the Abbot of Clyyeny, and Simor de Lengres, 
Provincial of th2 Friars Preachers, with Hugh de Geneve Knight, Sergnenr d' Au- 


ton, the Duke of Normandy diſpatcht them to King Edward, to propoſe a 


Treaty of Peace, who required things ſo great, they could not be yielded to. 
Howbeit they ſtil! followed the King to Chartres, where a meeting for Com- 
miſltioners, on both tides, was conſented to, and they brought demands to ſuch 
moderation, that, (with the Duke of Larcaſters etiectual perſwaſion) the King 
was content to accept of Peace. But what inclined the King to hearken there- 
to (as * Froifſard tells the ſtory) was this 3 That while the Commiſſioners on 
both ſides were upon Treaty, and the King wholly untracable, there fell in the 
Kings Army ſo great a 1cmpelt of Thunder, Lightning, Rain, Hail, and Stones 
of ſuch bignels, that Kill'd both Men and Horſes; at which time the King, be- 
holding the Church of our Lady of Chartres, vowed devoutly to condeſcend 
to Peace, Tins prodigious ſtorm hapned on Faſter 1unday, which falling that 
year on the ® 1.4. of 4yri/, neer a Month before the conclution of the Treaty, 
was from its dilmal eliccts, called w Black Aunday, which name it retains to 

this day. | 
The Treaty was managed between * Edward Prince of Wales, and Charles 
Regent of Fraxce, their Proftors and Agents, in the s name of both Kings, theſe 
two = Princes, and all the Subjetts of France. Thoſe deputed on the Engliſh 
part, were Sir Reaineld de Cobham, Sir Bartholomew Bureherſh, Sir Francis Hale, 
Brnnerets, Sir. 1/z/es Stapleton, Sir Richard lzVache, and Sir Neel Loring, Knights, 
and others of the Council ot the King of Frgland. Thoſe other on the French 
fide were the Elect of Peaures, his Chancellor Charles Lord Momorency , Mon- 
fieur Jobn le fringe Marſhal of France, Monſieur Aynart de la Tour Lord of 
Fivo;, Monſieur Ralph de Renal, Monlieur Simon de Bucy, Knights, Monſieur 
$tepler de Paric, and Peter delz Charite, his Councillors, with many others of 
his Counci] deputed by King Jobr and Himſelf, 
At firit a Truce wos agreed on (the * 7. of Afay, An. Dom. 1360. In the 34- 
year of King Fdrard over Fnelind) to continue till Achaelmas following, anc 
thence till a7ichaelmas an. 35 F.3. which upon the return of the King into Fng- 
land, was, by Writs bearing Teſte the 24. of the ſame Month, commanded to

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be publiſhed throughont all the Sea-Ports 1n Exclard 5 and by a like Wri t, no- 
tice was given to the Duke of Laxcaſier, to ÞP rociaim it in Gaſcoigne. Azad the

F 7 at the King of France, and his eldeft Son the Regent, ſhould before A- 
chackh;:2as 1361. give and deliver to the King of F-: land his Heirs and Succel- 
fors, all the Honors, Obediences, Homage, Liegcances, Subjections, Fees, Ser- 
vices, Recognizances, Rights, and all manner of Ja riſdictions high and low, 
Reſorts and Saveguards, Advowſons and Patronages of Churches, and all 
Lordſhips and Soveraignties, with all the right they had and belonging tothem, 
by any Cauſe, Right, Title, or Colour, or tothe Crown of France, in the (aid 


Cities, Countics, Caliles, Fowns, Lands, Countries, [{les and Places, and of 


their appurtenances and appendenctes, without hols ling any thing to them, their 
Heirs or Succeſlors, or Crown of Frearce. And allo to give notice to all Arch- 
biſhops, Biſhops, and Prelates, and all Earls and other Noblemen, and Citizens, 
by Letters-Patent in all the fa1d places, to yield obedience to the King of Frr- 
gland, tis Heirs and Succeilors, in the fame manner as they had obeyed the 

ings and Crown or ['rarce, and thereby allo to quit and*abſolve them of all 
their Homages, Fealties, Oaths, Obligations, Subjections, and Promiſes made to 
the Kings and Crown of France. And that the Kine of England, his Heirs, and 
Succellors., ſhould have and hold all the forementioned Cities, Counties, Ca- 
(tles, Lands, Places, and Perſons, perpetually and freely in their Lordſhip, So- 
veratgnty, Obedience, and Subjetion, as the Kings of France had or did hold 
them in times palt, and all the Countries with their appurtenances in all Free- 
doms and Liberties perpetually, as Lords and Soveraigns, and as Neighbors to 
the King and Kingdom of France, without any acknowledgment of $2veraig», 
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or making any Obedience, Homage, Reſort, or Subjeftion, Service, or Recog- 
niſance in time to come, to the Kings or Crowns of France, of the Places or 
Perſons aforenamed, or any of them. 

The Renunciation on the Kize of Erglind's part, was as to the Name and 
Right to the Crown and Kingdom of Fraxce, to the Homage, Soveraignty, and 
Demain of the Dutchies of Normandy and Thouraine, of the Earldoms of Anjox 
and 4ize, to the Soveraignty and Homage of the Dutchy of Britzeme , and 
Earldom and Country of Flinders, and all other demands that Kin# Edward 
made, or might make to the King of France, for what cauſe ſoever, except 
ſuch things as by the faid Treaty ought to be delivered to him and his Heirs. 

It was allo agreed, that the King of France (ſhould be brought to Calais, with- 
in three weeks after aidſrmmer tollowing, and ſhould pay for his Ranſom three 
Millions of Eſcuts of Gold 3 two of which ſhould be worth one Noble Erglifh. 
And that there ſhould be paid to Kize Edward 600000 Eſcuts of Gold, within 
four Months, accounting from the time of the Kine of France's arrival at Calais, 
and within one year enſuing 4cocoo Eſcuts more; and from that year, every 
year following, 400000 Elſcuts, till the ſaid three Millions were paid. And it 
after appears in the ſame Roll, that Kimg Edward had received 4co0000 Eſcuts 
(part of the firſt 600000) the 24. of 0Fober 1360. and for paynrent of the other 
20C000, he gave time till Chriſimtas and Lady-day following. 

Furthermore, that certain of the Nobility of France (aſwel of thoſe who were 
made Priſoners at Poi@jers as others) ſhould remain Hoſtages in England for the 
King of France, namely, Lewis Earl of Anjou, John Earl of PoiGiers, both Sons 
to King John, the Duke of Orliens his Brother, the Duke of Burbor, the Earl 
of Bloys, or his Brother the Earl of Alanſon, or the Lord Peter of Alanſin his 
Brother, the Earls of St. Pol, Harecourt, Pontien, Valentynois, Brene, Vaudemont 
and Foreſt, the Viſcount Zeaumont, the Lords of Conſy, Fienles, Preaux, St. Ve- 
naunt, and Garenciers, the Dauphin of Auvergne, the Lords of Hangeſt and 
Montmorency, Sir William of Craon, Sir Lewis of Harecourt, and Sir John: Ligny. 
And the Names of the Priſuners were theſe, Lord Philip of France, the Earls of 
Fu, Lonenevil, Pontien, Tankarvile, Jeigny, Sanceurre, Dampmartin, Ventadour, 
Salebrnche, D'auceurre, and Vendoſme, the Lords of Craon and Deruate, the Mar- 
ſhal Dodezhamr, and the Lord Daubyny. 

Beſides theſe, the King of France was obliged to deliver at Calais, within 
three Months after he departed thence, in further pledge for the accompliſh- 
ment of this Treaty, four Perſons of Parts, two of each of the Towns here 
named, to wit, St. Omer, Aras, Amyens, Beanves, Liſle, Douary, Tournay, Reymr, 
Chaalons, Troies, Chartres, Thoulouſe, Lyons, Orliens, Compeigne, Rouen , Caen, 
Tours, and Bourges, and theſe to be of the moſt ſufficient and beſt Burgeſles of 
theſe Towns. 

It was moreover agreed, 4 That the King of France, and his Heirs Kings of 
France, ſhould quit the Alliances they had with the Scots, and never pive to 
that K7e, Kingdom, or Subjects, preſent or to come, any aid or aſſiſtance againſt 
the King of England, his Heirs or Succeſlors, his Realm or Subjects, nor make 
any alliance with the gots, in time to come, againſt the King and Realm of 
Eneland. And the like Article was agreed to by the King of England, in refe- 
rence to his Alliance with the Flemmings. 

There were divers other particulars agreed to, on the behalf of both K7rgs, 
and ſet down in this Treaty of Peace, which we (deſigning brevity) do omit3 
but theſe are the main and principal to our preſent purpoſe. 

All things thus finiſhed, King Edward immediately left France, and © Janded 
at Rye the 18. of Aay following in the Evening, and thence the next day came 
to Yeſtminſter. And ſhortly a Writ ' iſſued to Sir John Beauchamp then Con- 
ſtable of Dover, forthwith to arreſt and fit up a ſufficient number of Ships, to 
carry over King John and his Family to Calais within the time agreed on, and 
whither he was condudcted thes 8. of July after. :

The * next morning King John, 
and his Attendants, went a foot on pilgrimage to our Lady of Foxlozgre , the 
Prince of I/ales and his Brothers accompanied him thither, where, in the Church 
of our Lady, they all made their Offerings, and thence went to the Abby , and 
having taken leave of King John, they returned to Calais the next day : Soon 
after, King Edward, the Prince, and French Hoſtages took ſhipping for England, 
where they arrived on the Eve of the Feaſt of All-Saints.

And therefore he fuppofed if he could make a ſhift but to keep his Forces on 
Foot, againlt their declining power, he might deal well enough with thoſe 
who ſhould ſucceed them : none of King Edwards other Sons, having given 
ſuch proof of their ſuccels in martial affairs as to be feared by him, and much 
Icſs was any ſuch thing to be expected, when an Infant Xi-g was likely to 
ſucceed, 

Laſtly, His ſupplies of Money from his $#bjeds,who before had freely enough 
opened their Purles to carry on the War, began to fail him: For being tyrcd 
out, with the profecution of it, they complained of Poverty 3 and thence If 
came, that the Forces raiſed to recover what was loſt, were inconſiderable,mn 
compariſon of .the former Royal Armies levied for his own and the Princes 
expeditions.

Edward Prince of Wales. 


His Noble and Valiant Prince, was born at * Woodſtock, the 15. of June, 

An. Dom. 1330. at ten a Clock in the Morning, in the Scheme of whoſe 
Nativity (found among the Collections of that famous Mathematician Mr. Thomss 
Allen of Glonceſter-Hall in Oxford) the 9. degree of Virgo aſcends, the 3. of Ge- 
71inj culminates, and the Planets are thus poſited. 
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So welcome to his Father was the News of his Birth , that he * granted to 
Tho. Priour who brought it 40 Marks per aynumr, out of his Exchequer for life, 
until he ſhould ſetle on him Lands to that annual value. Afterwards, he © gave 
to Joane de Oxenford, this Prince's Nurſe, 10}. per azum out of his Exchequer 
during her life, until he or his Heirs ſhould ſetle that yearly value in Lands or 
Rents upon her. - And the next day a yearly Penſion of 10 Marks out of his 
Exchequer alſo for life, on Matilda Plumpton Berſatrix, or Rocker, to this young 
Prince, till Lands of that value were in like manner provided for her. 

Before he was three years old, the King intending to make ſome conſiderable 
proviſion for him (though he had © before made him an annual allowance for 
the expences of his Houſe, and ſeveral Gifts, did by his Charter dated 18. 
May, in the 7. year of his Reign, * grant to him by the Title of Edward his moſt 
dear and eldeſt Son, the R_ of Cheſter, the Caſtles of Cheſter, Beſton, Rothe- 
lan, and Flynt, and all his Lands there, as alſo the Cantred and Land of Engle- 
field with their appurtenances, to him and his Heirs Kings of England, together 
with all Knights Fees, Advowſons, Liberties, Royalties, and all other things 
belonging to the ſaid County, Caſtles, Lands, and Cantreds, aſwell in Eng- 
land as in Wales, and the Marches thereof, as fully and under the ſame condi- 
tions, as himſelf received them before he was King - And thence forward he 
had the Title of Earl of Cheſter added to his Stile. 

But intending to provide yet better for him , the next day he 8 gave him all 
the Corn, as well in Granges, as growing on the Ground, as alſo the Arms, Vi- 
duals, Cattel, Goods and: Chattels 1n all the ſaid Caſtles, Lands, and other places 
to him betore granted, together with the Debts, Arrerages of Accounts, and 
other Services due to himſelt- 

Tn the Parliament held at Weſtminſter, an. 11. E. 3. he was created Duke of 
Cornwall, as appears by his ® Charter of Creation, bearing date the 17- 1 

Marc 
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Arch the fame year, and inveſted by the Sword only ; and this is the tir{t Fre- 

cedent for the Creation of the Title of Dake with us in Exeland. Herewith 

alſo, the King fetled on him divers Afanors and Franchiſes, expreſly ſet down 

in the ſaid Charter, for the better ſupport of the State and Honor of Duke; all 

which, though ſome lay in other Conntzes, were thereby made part of the Dutchy 

of Corzwall.

As to his tranſactions relating to France, f He with the Biſhop of Norwich, 
the Earl of Suffo/k, and Sir Walter Many agreed to the Prorogation of the 
Trice from the 18. of November,to the firſt of September following.

In the Battcl at Poidiers, the © French King and his eldeſt Son encountred 
the Battel of the Erneliſh Marſhals, led by the Earls of Warwick and Suffolk : 
And after the Victory, the Prince ſent this * Earl and Sir Rezgnold Cobham, to dil: 
cover what was become of the French King, who after ſome time eſpied a Com- 
pany of Souldiers rogether, and riding towards them, found the French King on 
foot in great danger, between the Engliſh and Gaſcoigners (for they had taken 
him from Sir Denis AMorbeck, to whom the King firſt yielded himſelf, and in to- 
ken thereof had given him his right Gazntlet_) there being above 10 Knights 
and Eſquires among them, who challenged him for their Priſoner 3 but this Earl 
entring the throng , commanded the Souldiers to fall back, and brought King 
John to the Prince. 

In this Battel, the Ecrl himſelf took 17!l;iam de Melleun Archbiſhop of Seirz 
Priſoner (for whoſe Ranſom he after received v 8o00l.) and therein beha- 
ved himlelf molt valiantly, and got great renown 5 having fought ſo long, that 
his * hand was galled with the management of his Sword and Poleax. 

This Earl was in the Y Gaſtozgne War, 41.31. E.3. he allo attended the King 
in his Expedition into France, an. 33. F.Z. And after the Peace was agreed 
upon at Bretigny near Chartres, and the King returned to Frgland , he gave this 
Earl the * Command of all the Forces he left behind him in Gzyerne, or any 
other place on that lide the Sea.

In this Journey he 
ſpent * 2 years, having made preat proof of his Valour in the *Eaſt Countries 
againſt the Pagans; and in his return for Ezeland, brought along with him the 
King of Litnariz's Son, to whom, being 8 chriſtened in London, this Earl was 
Godfather, and named him Thomas. | 

His Commiſſion for © afrrſhil of England was renewed to him ar. 40. E.g. and 
the following year i he and the Biſhop of Durham, and ſome others, were im- 
powered to ſuperviſe the Marches of Scotland, and to treat with David de Bruys 
about the rupture of the Truce formerly made at Berwick , and ſeveral injuries 
done by the Scots. 

He married « Katherive, one of the Daughters of Roger Mortimer Earl of 
Mirch, who dyed ſome few weeks before him. He had by her theſe Children;
